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Gentlemen of the City Council: — 


The citizens of Boston have confided to our care 
and management, for the year 1885, an important 
trust, and to-day we assemble to assume all the 
responsibilities of the position. The work of the 
year will require considerable of your time, and for 
its faithful performance you will be held accountable. 
Many of you are well equipped for the work by 
practical experience in previous City Councils, and 
others, who are here for the first time, will find their 
task an easy one if they resolve to vote and act 
for the best interests of the city, and for such 
measures only as will promote the growth and 
prosperity of our people. Do fearlessly what you 
know is right, regardless of criticism for the time 
being, feeling confident that, at the end of the year, 
your record will be your justification. 

Boston stands at the head of municipal govern- 
| ments, and is looked upon as a model city. Fraud 
and corruption have never obtained a foothold, and 
I hope never will. There may be differences of 
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opinion as to the best methods of conducting our 
business, but only with one object in view, — the 
welfare of our city. If the different branches will 
only work in harmony and good-fellowship and from 
convictions of duty I have no fear of the result. 
Boston is a model city, and should take no step 
backward. Our streets and public improvements 
are equal, and in many respects superior, to any other 
city in the country. This is very generally admitted 
by all who compare our city with other cities. The 
credit of our city stants first among the cities of 
the country. All debts are provided for and paid 
at maturity. We never ask for renewals of loans. 
No City Council has ever hesitated to vote money 
for necessary expenditures, and our tax-payers — 
promptly respond, but at the same time demand 
that all such expenditures shall be free from waste 
and extravagance. ‘To educate our children we 
spare no expense. Our 410,000 inhabitants will 
compare in intelligence with any other city in the 
country or in the world. Our business men are 
enterprising, progressive, and prosperous. ‘here 
is, occasionally, a year of depression in business; 
but, on the whole, we are’ increasing rapidly in 
wealth and population. So far as we can promote 
this growth and prosperity it is our duty to do so. 
Our citizens will sustain us if we vote liberal ex-

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penditures for all departments, sufficient to provide 
for all work of necessity, but at the same time 
demand a faithful, economical, and honest admin- 
istration. ’ I cannot believe that fraud and corrup- 
tion are gradually obtaining a foothold. Abuses 
may occasionally exist; mistakes may be made; but 


I am satisfied that a very large proportion of the 


members of the City Council accept the trust with 


a sincere desire to conduct the affairs of the city 
on business principles, and with a determination to 
neglect no work that tends to, promote the welfare 
and prosperity of the city. The trust you have 
assumed is an honorable one, accepted on your 
part without remuneration or recompense; and I 
have no doubt the work required of you will be 


faithfully performed.

It now requires $3.8! on a thousand of the annual 
tax-rate to pay the interest and requirements of the 
sinking-fund,—a sum equal to 18 per cent. of 
the appropriation order. A wise economy demands 
that the debt be not increased, except for the most 
urgent demands. I believe that the borrowing 
capacity of cities and towns should be. further 
limited, and that the present limit of law, 3 %, should 
be reduced to 25 %; for itis a well-recognized fact 
that the right to borrow increases the desire. For 
some ten years we have been gradually reducing 
debt, notwithstanding the large expenditures for 
water, sewerage, and parks, and our financial con- 


dition is better to-day than it has been for many 
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years. We now have a borrowing margin of about 
$4,000,000, and our net debt is about $4,000,000 less 
than ten years ago. 

The city of Roxbury was annexed in 1868, the 
town of Dorchester in 1870, and the city of Charles- 
town and the towns of West Roxbury and Brighton

TAXATION. 


Lhe question of taxation stands first in importance 
in the management of city business. In order to 
bring it more forcibly before us let us take a glance 
at valuations, new property built up, and the tax-rate 
since January, 1874: —

This is a most remarkable statement. For eight 
years previous to 1874 our valuation increased 
rapidly, ‘and in 1874, as by assessors’ returns, 
our wealth amounted to the large aggregate of 
$798,000,000 in round numbers. In five years this 
wealth rapidly disappeared, and we could find only 
613,000,000 of property in 1879, when we took an 
account of stock,—a shrinkage of $185,000,000 
in five years; besides, we built up during these 
five years upwards of $42,000,000 worth of new 
property, and also increased rapidly in population. 
These years evidently represent great inflation in 
prices and great depression in values of what is 
considered real property. During the past three 
years $23,146,271 worth of new buildings have 
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been erected; but this is scarcely noticeable in 
our valuations. The past year, to date, the num- 
ber of brick buildings completed, has been 233, at 
an estimated cost of $5,124,775. The number of 
wooden buildings completed to date has been 
1,189, at an estimated cost of $3,174,195: in all 
$8,298,910. During the past three years we have 
built up what might be considered a small-sized 
city, but without adding materially to our visible 
wealth. 

In assessing a fair and full market value of real 
estate it appears to me that no speculative values 
should be recognized, but a valuation based on 
what property would actually bring in cash in 
years free from inflation and speculation. In 1879 
and subsequent years this basis has been more 
generally adhered to, and valuations have been of 
a more equal and uniform standard. It would be 
well, however, for the principal assessors to revise 
their figures, and adjust them on as equal and uni- 
form a basis as possible. There is still more or less 
complaint that property is not equally assessed, and 
an equal and correct basis is the first consideration 
for a fair and just and impartial rate of taxation. 

During the past ten years it will be seen that 
the rate has varied very materially. It does not 
appear clear that, on a valuation of $613,322,692 
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in 1879, the expenses of the City Government 
could be met with a tax-rate of $12.50, and that 
in 1884, with a valuation of $682,648,000, it re- 
quired $17 on a thousand to meet expenditures. 
The average rate of taxation for the past ten 
years has been $14.05 on a thousand, including 
the present high rate of $17. This average has 
been sufficient to maintain the high position of our 
city for model schools and school-houses; for bet- 
ter streets than any city in the country; for fire 
and police departments that have no superiors ; 
free hospitals where the best medical talent is 
always in attendance; a free library, the largest 
and most valuable in the country, besides carrying 
on extensive improvements in water, sewerage, and 
parks. If $14.05 on a thousand has been suffi- 
cient to carry on the City Government so suc- 
cessfully for ten years, it appears to me _ that 
expenditures should not exceed, in any one year, 
for State, County, and Municipal taxation, over 
$15 on the valuation of the previous year. JI am 
aware of the great pressure on the City Govern- 
ment for grading and laying out streets, for 
sewers, for water, for schools, and other improve- 
ments. It would require at least $10,000,000 to 
meet this demand outside a fair annual appro- 


priation. The city has been growing rapidly, and 
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the demand for improvements has been pressing; 
but impossibilities must not be expected, especially 
when it is understood that all expenditures must 
be met by an annual tax levy. There is no 
doubt that a high rate of taxation interferes with 
the growth and business prosperity of the city, and 
our expenditures should be based only on actual 
necessities. If you put a limit on your expenditures 
in any one year, if you undertake only work 
actually needed, it appears to me that taxes 
should not exceed $15 in any one year, including 
the interest on the public debt, and the State and 
County tax. In fact, if we take the average tax 
for ten years, $14.05 on a thousand, the same rate 
ought to be sufficient to cover all expenditures for 
the next ten years. But how can we guarantee 
a steady and almost uniform rate of taxation? 
How can we assure our citizens that the rate will 
in no year exceed $15 on a thousand? How can 
we prevent. any extravagant City Government from 
voting a very unreasonable tax levy? This can 
best be done by petitioning the Legislature to pass 
a law, providing that the rate of taxation shall not 
exceed $15 in any one year. I am satisfied that 
this limit would be sufficient for all purposes. 

One of the best laws passed by the Legislature of 
the State was the law limiting municipal indebted- 
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ness. ‘This law is not complete without a similar law 
limiting taxation. If such a law is enacted it will 
be.a sure and certain guarantee to tax-payers that 
the rate of taxation will be uniform, fair, and just, and 
will stand in the way of reckless expenditure by any 
future City Government. Municipal indebtedness 
and municipal taxation have increased so rapidly in 
every leading city in the country that some such 
safeguard must be adopted. I would earnestly re- 
quest that you give this subject your earliest atten- 
tion, and would recommend the passage of an order 
petitioning the Legislature for the passage of such a 
law. 


EXPENDITURES AND TAXATION IN 1886. 


If it is not deemed desirable to wait for the action 
of the Legislature on this important subject it could 
be reached in another way. The present process of 
making up the tax levy is to require, from all the 
heads of departments, estimates of the money they 
will need, which schedules are duly considered by 
a committee of both branches of the City Council. 
The report of that committee must then be submitted 
to the main body, and after discussion, often of con- 
siderable length, and after conferences between the 
branches, the complete order reaches the Mayor for 


approval or rejection. Custom, at least, requires this 
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action of the Mayor to be given before the first day 
of May, although the time afforded him for an exam- 
ination of the order may be but a day or two. He 
must then accept or reject the order as a whole. It 
appears to me, however, that the existing city charter 
is sufficiently ample to afford a better method of 
arriving at the same result. The taxes must be as- 
sessed and collected according to statute, and it is 
in all respects best to do this by a single order passed 
annually, before the first day of May. That order 


reads as follows: — 


Ordered, That the sum of dollars be raised on the 
polls and estates taxable in the city, according to law, to pay the 
current expenses of the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk 
during the financial year which will commence with the first day 
of May, 1885, and end with the last day of April, 1886. 


The sum named in this order is always the amount 
of the specific appropriation made in the method 
before described, and, after the assessors have ap- 
praised the value of the property subject to taxation, 
the rate is, of course, a matter of mathematical cal- 
culation only. I understand that the order fixing the 
amount of tax to be levied has no necessary connec- 
tion with the amount appropriated, except so far as 


custom and the ordinances of the city may prescribe. 
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I therefore see no objection to our reversing the 


process, and I suggest that we first fix the 


AMOUNT WE WILL RAISE BY TAXATION, 


leaving its apportionment to other and later orders. 
I therefore recommend that, at as early a date as 
possible, the City Council should prepare and pass 
an order for raising a tax of a certain amount, one 
not exceeding $14 or $15 on $1,000, based on last 
year’s valuation, and let it come to the Mayor for 
approval. If it be sent in by February or March, he 
will have time to consider it, and, should he unfortu- 
nately be obliged to veto that order, the Council can 
pass it over the veto, thereby assuming the responsi- 
bility, or can submit new orders until an agreement 
is obtained. It is evidently much easier to arrive ata 
definite agreement when the sum total is to be fixed 
than to agree upon the details of all the appropria- 
tions; and I do not doubt that this Council, guided 
by public opinion, will come to a wise decision in its 
first order. The appropriation for the separate de- 
partments can then be passed in distinct orders, for 
which the Mayor may be responsible, as he will have 
the usual chance to veto. By this method our 
citizens will soon know the approximate amount of 
their taxes; the Council will discuss the subject 
without the embarrassment of details, and the Mayor 
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will be obliged to assume his proper share of the 
responsibility which should appertain to the nominal 
head of the City Government. I am satisfied there 


is no legal objection in adopting this method. 


TAXATION. — INDUSTRIAL AND MANUFACTURING 
INTERESTS. 


While on the subject of taxation it appears to me 
that it would be good public policy to revise our 
methods of taxation so as to discriminate, to some 
extent, in fayor of those industrial interests upon 
which, in a great degree, the prosperity of Boston 
depends. It is well known that comparatively 
nothing that is taxable now escapes our assessors. 
They take a professional pride in their calling, and 
with far-searching and wide-reaching diligence levy 
upon everything that the law permits. The law 
allows them no discretion, and their oaths of office 
bind them to the strict performance of their duties. 
If, therefore, the tax laws are found to be oppressive 
or to operate injuriously upon the business interests 
of the city, a remedy must be found in such legisla- 
tion as will lighten the burden where it bears the 
heaviest, and relieve the assessor from the responsi- 
bility. The citizen whose wealth is invested in per- 


sonal property may 
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ESCAPE EXCESSIVE TAXATION 


by seeking a domicile in some place where the rate 
is lower, or the assessors are more pliable; but with 
the merchant and manufacturer the case is different. 
Their property is tangible; it cannot be moved away 
or covered up. Hence the full effect of the tax 
upon personal property is felt by the mercantile and 
manufacturing interests. ‘The business man is taxed 
on a full valuation of his property, without deduction 
for debt, and the creditor is taxed for debts due him. 
On the other hand business corporations, which pay 
their taxes directly to the State, are taxed upon the 
basis of their capital only, and are, therefore, placed 
in a much more favorable position than private 
firms. If the same rule was applied to the latter, 
that is, if they were taxed only on the capital in- 
vested in their business, it will be seen at once that 
a great burden would be lifted from our business 
interests. There are many manufacturers whose 


sales-rooms and warehouses are in Boston, but who 


MANUFACTURE THEIR GOODS IN OTHER PLACES, 


for the reason that, not only are the tax-rates 
lower, but they are also able to make arrangements 
with the local assessors for a certain definite valua- 


tion of their property. It would be more convenient 
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for them to manufacture their goods in Boston, but 
the high rate, with the excessive valuation, prevents. 
It is well worth considering whether it would not be 
wise policy to revise the methods of assessment so 
as to draw these manufacturers into the city. Hach 
one would add so much more to the aggregate 
wealth of the city, and would increase still further 
the facilities for the employment of all classes of 
workmen. To go still further: it is also worth 
considering whether inducements ought not to be 
offered to manufacturers to establish themselves 
in business here. ‘This policy has prevailed with 
success in other places, notably in Philadelphia, 
where, in the case of manufacturing and industrial 
works, which are considered an advantage to the 
community, a liberal policy is pursued. At Phila- 
delphia, also, machinery is not assessed at all. ‘To- 
day there are more manufactories in Philadelphia 
than in the entire State of Massachusetts, once the 
great centre of manufacturing interests. The extent 
of our dependence on neighboring States for many 
articles of large consumption can scarcely be realized. 
If we could guarantee lower rates of taxation, and 
a cheaper supply of water for manufacturing pur- 
poses, I am satisfied it would build up our industrial 
and manufacturing interests, and largely increase 


the wealth of the city. 
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THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The Health Department of the city is one of our 
most important departments, and I have reason to 
believe that good and efficient work has been per- 
formed during the year by the Board of Health, 
on whom has been conferred extraordinary powers. 
Now that the public health is threatened this depart- 
ment is prominently before the public, and their 
work will be closely watched by the press and citi- 
zens generally. 

Unusual vigilance will be required during the 
coming year to protect our citizens against the cholera 
epidemic that has been so disastrous in France and 
Italy, and now threatens all the seaports of the 
country. Ihave reason to believe that preparations 
have been made to arrest and control the disease 
before it can possibly reach the city, by thorough 
quarantine regulations now strictly enforeed. Our 
tenement-houses. and crowded localities should be 
inspected frequently, looked after closely, and all 
nuisances promptly removed. Every good citizen 
also should take the trouble to report to the Health 
Department any nuisance that may come under his 
observation. If the cholera scourge obtained-a foot- 
hold through any neglect of ours the injury to our 


city can scarecly be estimated. JI would impress 
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upon the Health Department ceaseless vigilance and 
active preparatory work to hold it in check if it un- 
fortunately makes an appearance. I have sometimes 
felt that our Board of Health, although carefully 
guarding the public health in many things, do not 
go far enough. While active and vigilant in pro- 
tecting us against epidemics, and in removing small 
nuisances, they have not always had the courage to 
hold up to public censure equally important matters. 
An impure water supply is more to be feared than 
small-pox or cholera. During the past ten years 
our water has frequently been unfit for domestic use, 
but the Health Department, it has appeared to me, 
has failed to recognize fully its importance and its 
effect on the health of our citizens. Imperfect 
sewerage causes more disease and death than small- 
pox or cholera, but have the Board of Health always 
been ready to point out the shortcomings of our 
system, or do they, in this instance, hesitate to in- 
terfere with the work of another department? We 
have sixty thousand children in our public schools. 
Are our school-houses well ventilated, and the health 
of our children well cared for? Complaints are 
numerous that such is not the case. Sometimes 
houxes are ordered vacated for sanitary reasons. 
Are there no exceptions? It is only within a few 


weeks that one of the judges of our courts became 
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seriously unwell, caused by the bad ventilation and 
the crowded condition of our court-house. It is 
understood that continuous work in our court-house 
will break up the most robust constitution. Why 
not order it vacated for sanitary reasons? Is 
the health of our judges, our lawyers, our juries, 
of less importance than other classes? I would 
impress upon the Health Department that our 
water supply, our sewerage, our school-houses, our 
public buildings, and court-house must not be over- 
looked, and that, so far as they relate to the health 
of our citizens, they are legitimately under the 
supervision of the Board. The Health Department 
is one of the most.important in the City Government 
and includes an extensive field for good and active 
work. It is’ work that cannot be neglected or 
overlooked. For other details in relation to our 
Health Department I refer to Appendix A. In 
this connection, however, I feel it my duty to call 
the attention of the City Council to the necessity 


of a 
NEW COURT—HOUSE. 


For the past twenty years the subject of a 
new Court-House has been debated. The neces- 
sity of a new building has long been conceded, 


and to-day the accommodations afforded to the 
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courts in this city are utterly inadequate. The 
work can no longer be delayed. Courts, jurors, 
witnesses, all persons having business in that pes- 
tilential building, unite in calling for prompt 
action in providing a suitable Court-House. The 
site is already fixed, since the aldermen, in 1880, 
under the requirements of the law, appropriated 
the reservoir land therefor. The work of remoy- 
ing that vast stone building has continued as 
rapidly as possible, and the land is at last vacant 
and ready for its new purpose. It has always 
been expected that in carrying out this plan the 
city would purchase and remove the houses on 
Mount Vernon street situated between the res- 
ervoir and the State-House. If this is done there 
will be, perhaps, more land than will be required 
for the Court-House, but which must be kept 
open for light and air for that building and the 
State-House. I cannot doubt that the State will 
see the propriety of purchasing a portion of the 
land nearest the State-House, both for its own 
protection and as a means of lessening the ex- 
pense to the city of a building used for the 
courts of the Commonwealth. The situation of 
the land is such as to afford a fine opportunity 
to beautify the city, provided that a careful con- 


sideration be given to the subject of its approaches 
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and surroundings. The experience of one great 
fire warns us against making our buildings so 
largely of granite, while one of brick can _ be 
erected more cheaply and speedily, besides allowing 
of greater convenience and beauty. The expense 
of such a building will rightly be met by a loan, 
and is in reality offset by the fact that the city 
ean remodel or rebuild the old Court-House for 
departments now placed in hired offices, for which 
a large annual rental is paid. I therefore recom- 
mend that you proceed to acquire the Mount 
Vernon street houses, to have suitable plans and 
estimates prepared, and to provide for a loan for 
the building of the new Court-House and the re- 
building of the old one. I do not believe the 
work can ever be done cheaper than now. Most 
of the material used for building purposes is com- 
paratively low. As this work will require more 
than a year, it may seem to you desirable to 
authorize the Mayor to appoint commissioners to 
attend to the details of the matter, to obtain 
legislation, to consult the requirements of the 
courts, and to procure plans; acting, however, in 
accordance with such instructions as you or your 
successors may give them. 

The area of the Court-House lot is 15,175 feet, 


and a modern building on this lot would accom- 
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* 
modate every department of the City Government. 


The annual rental we now have to pay for office 
accommodation outside of City Hall is $13,425. 
The area of the reservoir lot is 38,040 feet. 


A NEW CITY ‘CHARTER. 


Municipal contests in the city for some years 
past have been very evenly divided, and there is 
always a doubt before a city election about the 
result. The Legislature, in consequence, has been 
called upon, year after year, to solve these doubts 
by amending our charter, in many cases appar- 
ently for political reasons. ‘These changes have 
been going on for many years, but the City Govern- 
ment of to-day is no improvement on the government 
ten years ago, so far as economy and efficiency in 
the administration of the different departments are 
concerned. The three-headed commissions that 
were forced upon the city but a few years ago now 
find few advocates, and before they have had hardly 
a fair-trial a new charter is proposed, recom- 
mending single-headed departments. While firmly 
believing that the most efficient and economical 
way of conducting departments is by placing the 
responsibility on a single competent head, I fail 
to recognize any good results from such constant, 


sweeping, and radical changes in the charter. An 
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act creating aldermanic districts was passed by the 
last Legislature. It was endorsed by men of large 
experience in city affairs, and good results were 
expected from its adoption. But now, before it has 
been practically tried, comes another proposition, in 
anew city charter, also endorsed by commissioners 
of large experience in municipal affairs, to abolish 
the Board of Aldermen and substitute an Executive 
Council in its place, elected by popular vote. Why 
not give aldermanic districts a fair and impartial 
trial? You may make what changes you please, but 
it is the faithful execution of the laws that is of 
most importance. 

It appears to me that the city charter requires no 
sweeping or radical change. Besides, it is distaste- 
ful to our citizens for the Legislature to interfere in 
our affairs, except in the passage of such general 
laws as are considered necessary and proper for the 
guidance and direction of all the cities in the Com- 
monwealth. Why should Boston be singled out for 
special legislation? In other words, the citizens of 
Boston ought to be allowed the largest liberty in 
governing themselves, because they are more com- 
petent to organize departments for the efficient 
government of the city under such general laws. 
Practical experience will suggest, from year. to 


year, what is best adapted to our wants. I would, 
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therefore, suggest that the City Council petition the 
Legislature for such amendments to the city charter 
as will allow the City Council to abolish or con- 
solidate commissions and departments, when such 
consolidation will promote the efficiency of the 
service and tend to reduce expenditures. It ap- 
pears to me that this work can safely be entrusted 
to the City Council. The most objectionable feature 
of nearly all propositions to amend our charter, of 
late years, is the shadow that stands behind them. 
They very generally imply that the members of the 
City Council, elected annually by the people, are not 
to be trusted; that extravagance, corruption, and 
fraud are gradually obtaining a foothold in city 
affairs. At the same time the City Government of 
Boston stands higher than any City Government in 
the country for the intelligence and honesty with 
which every. department has been conducted during 
the past fifty years. 

I am, therefore, decidedly of opinion that the 
citizens of Boston should be allowed to conduct 
their own affairs under such general laws as may 
be deemed proper for the guidance of all the cities 
of the Commonwealth. //S permissive act, author- 
izing the City Council to make changes by ordinance 
when our growth demands a change, would insure 


better service. It was truly stated, in the address

to the voters, in a late citizens’ convention, that 
“ Boston is one of the foremost cities in the Union 
in the intelligence and integrity of her people;” and 
I see no danger in placing this power in their hands. 

Of iate years various commissions have been es- 
tablished by law, curtailing the powers of the City 
Council. The commissioners are nearly all to be 
nominated by the Mayor, and confirmed by the 
Council. ‘That such an arrangement affords oppor- 
tunities for contest between the appointing and 
confirming powers is a matter of record, both in 
this city and elsewhere. ‘The question, which is the 
best system, is one on which people will always 
differ. Ifthe Mayor is to appoint all the “ necessary 
officers ” he becomes an autocrat, whose rule may be 
salutary if he be both wise and virtuous, or it may 
be oppressive and injurious if he be venal, ignorant, 
obstinate, or merely inefficient. Our charter un- 
doubtedly embodies the idea that the City Council 
directly represents the voters, and, by giving the 
appointing power to that body, it has carried out 
the demand for popular government. I can only 
say, at this time, that I am ready to aid in any neces- 
sary reforms which you may require, and that I pro- 
pose to carry into full effect the laws as they stand. 
That the existing charter requires a revision is eyi- 
dent. Many sections have been repealed or modified, 
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and many acts have been passed which should be 
incorporated into the main charter. It is always 
difficult to amend at the same time as you codify. A 
new act, giving the exact state of facts, would be of 
great service. If the Legislature would authorize 
the Attorney-General of the State, with the Corpo- 
ration Counsel and City Solicitor, to prepare an act 
which shall contain all the provisions of the charter 
and its existing changes and amendments, and re- 
peal and supersede the separate acts, it would be of 
great advantage. 

A large proportion of the money raised by taxa- 
tion is now expended by boards and commissions 
over whom the City Council, or the committees of 
the City Council, have no control. Other depart- 
ments, also expending large sums of money, are 
under the direction of committees, and every expen- 
diture over $500 has to be made by a vote of the 
Board of Aldermen. The details of these expendi- 
tures, however, are known only at the end of the 
financial year, when the Auditor’s report is published. 
It appears to me that all boards and departments of 
the City Government should be compelled by ordi- 
nance to make a monthly statement to the City 
Council of the amount of money expended and _ for 
what purposes. ‘These reports could be sent to the 


Auditor and printed in one document. In this way

the members of the City Government could keep 
better posted in relation to the amount of money 
expended, and the work in progress in the different 
departments. It has also become quite common of. 
late for departments to exceed their appropriations, 
trusting to transfers at the end of the year to make 
good the deficiency. ‘This, to say the least, is bad 
management, and should be stopped. 

I have, also, long felt the necessity of an expert 
accountant in connection with city departments, who 
would have the right to examine the books, con- 
tracts, and accounts of all the departments. There 
is no such examination at present, as it can scarcely 
be expected that committees can give time to the 
work, or are even competent to perform it. With 
such an expert a “ Woodward” in City Hall would 


be an impossibility. 


THE GROWTH OF THE CITY. 


The population of Boston in 1860 was T777RE0Ris 
in 1870, including ‘municipalities annexed, 202,490; 
432 


in 1875, by State census, 341,912; -in 2880) by. 
United States census, 362,839. In 1885 the esti- 
mated population is about 410,000. Since 1870 
our population has increased upwards of 100,000. 
In about fifty years we have increased five-fold; and — 


if the increase continues the same for the next fifty 


a> wry 
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years our population will then number 2,000,000. 
Deduct what you please from this increase, our 
future growth, under any circumstances, will be 
very large for years to come. At the same time 
we have made no provision for this growth. Our 
streets in the past have been laid out without 
any system or any special regard for future wants. 
I have long been impressed with the idea that this 
was mistaken policy. In the suburbs we _ have 
large tracts of vacant land that must, of necessity, 
become the future residence of our people when all 
-available space in boston proper is devoted to 
business. During the past twenty-five years we 
have ‘expended millions of dollars for widening and 
extending streets that could have been saved if some 
systematic plan had been adopted. The late com- 
mission on: the revision of the city charter recog- 
nizes this fact, and their report says that “ What 
is needed is a comprehensive plan of prospective 
streets and ways in the outlying sections of the 
city, so that, when building permits are applied 
for, the location of the building with reference to 
the proposed street can be accurately defined. 
For want of such a plan a vast amount of prop- 
erty in buildings has been destroyed by change of 
street lines and grades. It will be necessary to 


procure legislation authorizing the city to assess 
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upon property benefited, whenever the street is 
built, the whole cost of the improvement; provided, 
however, that the assessment shall not exceed a 
certain proportion of the former value of the real 
estate.” I would recommend, if the Corporation 
Counsel says we have not now the power, that 
the City Council petition the. Legislature for au- 
thority to survey and lay out, on a_ systematic 
plan, all our vacant land, that streets and grades 
be fixed, so that when this land is used for build- 
ing purposes it will be built up in accordance 
with such lines and grades. The cost of such a 
survey would be a mere trifle compared with the 
beneficial results that would follow, and the prop- 
erty benefited could be assessed in accordance 
with the recommendations of the commission, or 
some similar plan, when the property was built 
upon. If no additional legislation is wanted I 
recommend that the City Council authorize this 


survey to be made at once. 


IMPROVED SYSTEM OF SEWERAGE, OR MAIN DRAIN— 
AGE WORKS. 


The Improved System of Sewerage, or, ‘as it 
should more properly be called, the Main Drain- 
age System or Works, which has been in process of 
construction since October, 1877, is practically com- 
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pleted. Although certain portions of the works 
were unfinished at the commencement of the year, 
it was decided to put in operation the completed 
portions on January 1, 1884. The pumps. were, 
therefore, started for continuous duty on that date, 
and have run without interruption since. The 
results of the year’s operations have been very 
satisfactory. The sewage of the city has been 
removed from places where it formerly created 
nuisances, and has all been discharged into. the 


outer harbor at Moon Island. The water in the 


bays and docks around the city has again be- 


come pure, as evidenced by its being. frequented 
by fish, which for years have been unable to live 
in it on account of the sewage. contamination. 
The offensive odors formerly prevalent over the 
city during the summer were not noticed dur- 
ing the past season. In many portions of the 
city the cellars have been relieved from the 
periodical flooding. caused by the surcharging of 
the sewers during storms and by the leakage 
into them of the tide-water, and, although the 
system was not built as a remedy for this evil, 
it furnishes a means by which it can be remedied 
in the future. Although the operation of the new 
system has been satisfactory, even more so than 


could have been anticipated, in view of the mag- 
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nitude of the works, the complication of the 
machinery for operating them, and the difficulties 
inherent in every new work, yet the benefit to 
be derived from it is not so complete as it should 
be. The old system—if such a combination of 
sewers, many of which are badly designed and 
defectively constructed, can be called a system — 
is in such a condition that the sewage before it 
reaches the intercepting sewers of the new sys- 
tem is full of noxious gases. These gases are 
given off by the sewage in its passage to the 
intercepter and during its flow through it, and 
find their way into the houses and streets, carry- 
ing with them the germs of disease. No remedy 
short of entire reconstruction of the defective 
sewers will prove effective. Some of them dis- 
charge at points too low to be intercepted, or 
even to empty at ordinary low tide. Some of 
them have too slight a gradient to prevent de- 
posits, and some of them have settled in such a 
manner as to make pockets into which the sludge 
settles. and decomposes. That a system of sewer- 
age shall be so constructed as to convey the con- 
taminated fluids emptied into it to the point of 
discharge before decomposition has rendered them 
dangerous is an axiom of sanitary engineering. 

In the Main Drainage Works the city has the 
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basis for the best system of sewerage that modern 
science has yet been able to devise for similarly situ- 
ated communities, and it should complete the work 
by adapting the old system to the new, so as to form 


one harmonious whole. ‘T’o effect this a complete

should be made, and, after a thorough study of the 
subject, plans should be devised for remedying the 
defects mentioned. ‘he reconstruction of the defec- 
tive portions of the system must necessarily be grad- 
ual. In the mean time the question arises, under 
whose direction should this work be undertaken, and 
in whose charge shall the new works be placed? It 
seems proper that the new system should remain as 
at present, under the immediate supervision of the 
engineer’s department, as its successful operation de- 
pends upon intelligent engineering care, which can 
best be given by those who have constructed it. It 
would also appear that the engineer’s department 
is the proper department, under the city ordinances, 
to make the surveys and plans for adapting the old 
system to the new, and to have charge of such con- 
structions as may be required. Admitting these 
views of the subject, why should the sewerage 
system of the city be under two independent heads? 


It is not to be expected that they will work in har- 
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mony, and by their inharmonious working the city 
is subjected to unnecessary expense in the construc- 
tion of sewers which may have to be rebuilt to con- 
form to a proper system. 

Under whatever board, or commission, or com- 
mittee, the sewerage system may be put, the entire 
works should be in the immediate charge of the en- 
gineer’s department, as it was previous to 1869; and 
that department should be held responsible for all 
constructions connected with it. It should also be 
remembered that the new Main Drainage Works 
contemplate, and were designed and built for, a high- 
level sewer, which should intercept the sewage of 
the high portions of Dorchester, Roxbury, etc., and 
convey it to Squantum, where a connection-chamber 
has been built, and beyond which point the system is 
large enough for both the low-level and high-level 
sewage, except as to reservoir capacity, which is to 
be made larger. In order that the sewerage system 
of these high-level districts should be properly de- 
signed and executed this provision in the new Main 
Drainage Works should be borne in mind, and, that 
a great deal of unnecessary expense in this direction 
may be avoided, a careful survey and study of the 
whole of these districts should be made, and any 


sewers built should be so constructed as to be, ulti- 
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mately, the most economical for connection with the 
high-level sewers of the Main Drainage Works. 
The total amount of the appropriations for the 
“Improved Sewerage,” or Main Drainage, is 
$5,253,000, and the amount expended to December 
26, 1885, is $5,167,759.62. In this connection it is 
interesting to note that the city of Providence, with 
a population of only one-fourth that of this city, 
has now under consideration the construction of 
similar works, at an estimated cost of $3,700,000, 
the same having been recommended by the city 
engineer of that city, after a careful and thorough 
examination of all the various Huropean systems. 
I would, therefore, recommend that arrangements 
be made for a complete survey of the old sewers, 
the probable cost of rebuilding and altering, and 
that our entire sewerage system be united under 
one head. The new sewerage is the backbone of 
the whole system; and the old system, considerable 
of which is nothing but patchwork, should be 
adapted to it. It is unreasonable to expect that 
this work should be done by an annual tax. It 
has been necessitated by the new system, and should 
be done by a loan. ‘The cost of rebuilding can only 
be estimated after a general survey. In the mean- 
time no work of any magnitude should be undertaken 


until the whole system is united. An interesting 
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statement from the Superintendent of Sewers, dif- 
fering in many respects from the views here ex- 
pressed, will be found in Appendix G. The fact 
that there is a difference of opinion among the 
superintendents and engineers connected with the ~ 
old and new ‘systems should make us hesitate to 
spend any large sum of money until we decide what 


is proper to be done. 


OUR WATER SUPPLY. 

In the management of our water supply a great 
improvement has taken place, and there is evidence 
of active and intelligent work in that department. 
With the completion of Basin No. 4 our supply 
for some years to come will be ample, but I feel 
that the growth of the city will demand steady and 
progressive work in the future. To complete our 
system large sums of money must be expended. 
A. full and pure supply of water for domestic use 
and manufacturing purposes is costly; but a failure 
to provide it would be disastrous. I believe in a 
liberal policy in supplying water for manufacturing 
purposes. New York, Philadelphia, and Baltimore 
are far ahead of us in this respect. There appears 
to me no good reason why we cannot compete with 
these cities so far as the price of water for manu- 


facturing purposes is concerned; and I am satisfied 
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that the high rates-here, compared with other cities, 
have checked our growth and business prosperity 
in the past, and will in the future if this system is 
continued. for a concise and complete statement 
of the present condition of our water supply I refer 
to Appendix E. | 


THE PAVING DEPARTMENT. 


The City of Boston, years ago, acquired an envi- 
able reputation for the excellence of its streets and 
highways, —a reputation which is still maintained. 
The demands made upon the department for the 
construction of new streets previously laid out and 
accepted by the Street Commissioners, and for 
the building and maintenance of sidewalks and re- 
pairs of streets, are very numerous and _persist- 
ently pressed. Petitions are now on file in the 
department for street improvements that would 
require an expenditure of at least $3,000,000, 
were it deemed expedient to grant them. ‘There 
is no doubt street improvements encourage build- 
ing and add to the value of real estate, and it 
would seem that a liberal appropriation, carefully 
managed and discreetly expended, would be in the 
direction of a wise and judicious economy; but, at 
the same time, the appropriation should be kept 


within a reasonable limit. The expenditures the

past year were unusually large. Many new streets 
have been built and put in condition for public 
travel; old streets have been repaved and repaired, 
and their condition now is the cause of congratu- 
lation. ‘The superintendent has shown excellent 
judgment and ability in the management of the 


department. 


PARKS. 


Our Park system was established to provide for 
future growth, looking forward to the time when 
Boston would be a very large and populous city. 
It was necessary to secure vacant land. before im- 
provements made this vacant land so costly as to be 
beyond our reach; and the rapid growth of our city 
for the past fifty years, and the prospective growth 
of the next fifty years, justified the expenditure. 
The work of improvement, however, should go on 
slowly. ‘here is no necessity for expending large 
sums of money for park improvements, especially 
when a large State and Municipal tax is wanted for 
other work that cannot be delayed. I repeat, the 
securing of the land for parks was a necessity; but 
the work of improvement is not, and this work 
should go on gradually, as circumstances permit. 
The West Roxbury Park is now as delightful for 
our citizens as it will be fifty years hence, after large 
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sums of money have been expended upon it. Our 
citizens can now enjoy its pure and bracing air and 
the beauty of its scenery. Of course it would be 
pleasant if we could afford to make extensive im- 
provements immediately; but, in justice to our tax- 
payers, it would not be sound policy for us to add 
largely to their tax-bills in any one year for work 
that can be carried on for a series of years without 
detriment to the public service. 

The work of acquirmg the large estates has 
been well performed by unpaid commissioners, 
whose duties did not interfere with their personal 
employments. But hereafter the work will be 
largely one of detail. Roads are to be built, and 
trees and lawns to be cared for; in fact, a whole 
department called into existence, and requiring 
constant supervision. Under these circumstances 
it may be found~best to place this department on 
the same footing as others, since it is useless to 
expect from gratuitous services the same efficiency 
which is obtainable from paid officials, carefully 
selected. It appears to me that the department 
should be placed under one single competent head, 
who should be paid for his services and devote his 
whole time to the work. The cost and progress of 
the work is briefly, but fully, set forth in Appendix D. 
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THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


The Police Department of the city, as at 
present organized, consists of 791 officers and 
men. Their work during the year has_ been 
faithful and_ efficient, and the commissioners 
bear testimony to the excellent discipline of 
the officers under their charge. I am satisfied 
that this department will compare favorably with 
any department in the country. ‘The report of the 
commissioners is worthy of careful study. They 
suggest that the “utterly useless routine of com- 
pellmg the Mayor to sign all the licenses issued 
by the Board, and which it is believed was the 
result of an oversight in those who drew up the 
Jaw and ordinance establishing the Police Com- 
mission of Boston, should be abolished, as hereto- 
fore recommended, and the licenses should be signed 
by those granting them ” 

The house used by Division 1 is very poorly 
ventilated, besides being, on account of defects in 
construction, wholly inadequate to accommodate 
the large number of prisoners detained therein — 
during the year. The abandonment and sale of 
this house are recommended, and the erection of a 
new building, with modern conveniences, off the 


‘main thoroughfare; and it is believed that a sufficient 
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sum could be realized from the sale to meet the 
expenses to be incurred. : 

The new station-house to be erected this year, 
on the corner of Boylston and Hereford streets, will, 


when completed, necessitate an increase in the police 


- force, as the officers now doing duty on the portions 


of Divisions 3, 4, 5, and 10 which will be set apart 
will be required at their respective houses. The 
new division will include the Back Bay Park and 
a portion of the extension of Commonwealth avenue, 
besides a large area of very valuable and thickly 
settled territory. 

During the year, 5 pensioners have died, 10 
have been placed on the pension-list, making 
the total number of pensioners 68, necessitat- 
ing an annual expenditure of $26,032.50. Officers 
are pensioned only in cases where there have 
been long and meritorious services, or where the 
person pensioned has been disabled by  extraor- 
dinary causes out of the common line of his duty. 
It will be seen that the amount paid for pen- 
sions increases, and, there now being no _ relief- 
fund from which any of it can be drawn, it must 
be paid out of the general appropriation each year. 
The steam-launch patrol has been added to the 
department during the past year for duty in the 


upper harbor, taking the place of the row-boats, 
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and has thus far done effective service. She is 
an excellent sea-boat, having been tried in very 
rough weather and found: to work in a most 
satisfactory manner. During the past year the 
department has been furnished with a uniform 


revolver, this supplying a long-felt want. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The present force of the fire department num- 
bers 686 officers and men. ‘The city during the 
year has been remarkably free from fires of mag- 
nitude, and the department has been prompt and 
efficient in the performance of their work. The 
apparatus is in excellent condition, with a -large 
reserve on hand in addition to what is required 
for active service. The insurance losses in Bos- 
ton have been small, compared with the losses in 
other cities; and this is the highest praise that 


can be given to the activity, the energy, and the 


courage of the men in the department. For full . 


details of the department see Appendix B. 


THE LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


There are now under the charge of the Lamp 
Department 9,781 gas, 36 large gas burning 30 


to 100 feet per hour, 2,591 -oil, and 401 electric 


So ae 
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lights. The gas companies have made contracts 
with the city for five years at comparatively low 
prices, and a considerable addition has been made 
to the number of gas-lamps during the year. The 
electric light is also very desirable for our crowded 
thoroughfares, squares, and public places, and the 
city is far better lighted now than it ever was 
before. ‘The cost for the financial year 1875-76 
was $496,456.53, with an aggregate of 10,242 
lamps and n@ electric lights. The cost for the 
year 1883-84 was $496,915.91, with an aggregate 
of 12,242 lamps and 381 electric lights. The cost 
the present financial year will not exceed the cost 
of last year, notwithstanding the large addition 
of gas-lamps. A well-lighted city, I am satisfied, 
is a great protection to our citizens and_ their 
property, a preventive of crime, and a great as- 
sistance to the Police and Fire Departments in the 


performance of their duty. 


CENSUS AND DIVISION OF THE WARDS. 


A census of the city will be taken this year, 
and it will be the duty of the City Council to 
cause a new division of the city to be made into 
twenty-four wards and twelve aldermanic districts, 
upon the facts disclosed by said census. ‘The 
special statute by which Ward 25 was established 
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became inoperative this year, and, if it is desired 
to retain that ward, application should be made 
to the General Court for authority to do so. 

I do not doubt that the important work of di- 
vision of wards will be done with the same care 
and impartiality which was shown by your prede- 
cessors. It may be prudent to attend to the sub- 
ject promptly, by the appointment of a committee, 
since any additional legislation, if needed, must be 
sought before the middle of February. It is pre- 
sumed that among the many acts affected by said 
redistribution there will be some presenting diffi- 


culties. (See Document, Appendix C.) 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The public schools of the city comprise at pres- 
ent 1 normal school, 2 Latin schools, 8 high schools, 
50 grammar schools, 451 primary-school classes, 
1 school for licensed minors, 1 for deaf-mutes, and 
1 manual training school. These schools accom- 
modate 56,386 pupils. In addition to that number 
3,013 pupils, ranging from. 12 to 50 years of age, 
are receiving instruction in 1 evening high school, 
13 evening elementary, and 5 evening drawing 
schools. 

The number of teachers employed at the present 
time to instruct these 60,199 pupils is 1,404, giving 
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an average of 43 pupils to each instructor. Besides 
teachers the School Committee employs a force of 
155 janitors, 18 truant-officers, 10 salaried officers 
of the Board, and 18 assistants or other employes, 
— making a total of 1,605 persons employed to carry 
on the public schools, all of whom are appointed, 
and whose salaries are fixed, by the School Com- 
mittee. 

The expenditures of the School Board from April 
1, 1884, to January 1, 1885, nine months of the 


current financial year, were as follows: —

Salaries of janitors ; : - ; : 63,138 71 
Supplies and miscellaneous expenses RATT 153,778 74

This shows, as compared with the corresponding 
nine months of last year, an increase in expenses of 
$38,671.51. Iam informed that this increase is due, 
in a great measure, to the passage of the free text- 
book law by the Legislature last spring. By that 
enactment the School Committee is obliged to pur- 
chase books and supplies to be furnished free to all. 
pupils who were not supplied with books at the 


time of the passage of the act. Until this law went 
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into effect the pupils in the public schools through- 
out the State, who were able to pay for their books 
and supplies, were generally obliged to do so. No 
doubt the strongest argument in favor of the bill was 
that by it the schools would be free in the fullest 
sense. 

The State now takes the child at five or six years 
of age and provides him with school instruction and 
school equipment during a period of five, ten, or 
perhaps fifteen years, without requiring from his 
parents or guardians the outlay of any money what- 
ever, all the school requirements being furnished 
free. I learn that the net cost of books and supplies 
furnished pupils during the present year will be 
about $68,000 more than the average cost for 
the four preceding years. Future years will, un- 
doubtedly, show a diminution of cost of these items 
below that for the year now closing. 

From the City Auditor’s report I find that the net 
running expenses of the public schools, which in- 
clude everything but the building of new  school- 
houses, averaged per year, from 1874 to 1879, 
$1,624,750.58. Those expenses for the past five 
years were as follows: For 1879, $1,466,276.56; 
for 1880, $1,485,601.43; for 1881, $1,501,387.49; for 
1882, $1,529,652.93; for 1883, $1,560,341.90; — giy- 
ing for the past five years an average of $1,508,652.06 | 


ow 
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per year, which, as compared with the previous five 
years, presents a favorable showing. From _ the 
same source I ascertain that the average cost of 
educating a pupil in 1874 was $36.54. Last year 
the cost was $26.54, which shows a reduction of 
precisely $10 per pupil in this period of ten years, | 
—a continuous yearly decrease of one dollar in 
the cost of each pupil. I am informed that this 
great curtailment in school expenses has been ac- 
complished with but a very slight reduction in 
salaries, and without in any way interfering with 
the efficiency of the schools. 

Notwithstanding our school expenses have been 
much reduced from what they were in former years, 
it is still true that Boston is paying for the education 
of its children more than any other city of its size 
in the Union. The citizens of Boston are proud of 
their schools. They want the best, and are willing 
to pay for it. Including the cost of erecting new 
school-houses, nearly $2,000,000 is devoted annually 
for the maintenance of our public schools. Of this 
sum about $1,500,000 is expended by the School 
Committee. It must not be forgotten, however, that 
$26.54 does not express the real cost per pupil. 
Hight million dollars of the city’s money are in- 
vested in school buildings, and the land on which 


those buildings are erected. The interest on that 
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amount, at 4 %, would be $320,000 annually, and 
would, if taken into account, make the average 
cost per pupil $31.98. 

While I would recommend all possible retrench- 
ment in the cost of even this, the most important 
department of the City Government, the utmost 
care and caution should, at the same time, be exer- 
cised lest aught be done or omitted whereby the 
present high standard of our public schools, 
the pride and boast of our city, should in any way 
be impaired. I would, however, suggest that a full 
and fair comparison of our schools and the cost of 
maintaining them, with the schools and the cost 
thereof in other large cities, such as New York, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, and Chicago, would be a 
very proper subject of inquiry for the School Board. 
The tax-payers of Boston will always be willing to 
see our schools maintained generously, but not 
lavishly. They only desire that in appropriating 
and expending money, raised by taxation for school 
purposes, the action of the School Committee shall 
be prudent and judicious, as far removed from 
prodigality on the one hand as from parsimony on 
the other. 3 

With these observations I commit this matter to 
the thoughtful consideration of the distinguished 


gentlemen to whom our fellow-citizens have confided 
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the greatest, the most sacred trust in their pos- 


session, —the education of their children. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS AND ARCHITECT’S DEPARTMENT. 


It will be seen by Appendix H that the De- 
partment of Public Buildings is very actively 
employed, and that an unusual large number are 
now in process of construction. ‘The cost of these 
improvements, it will be seen, amounts to $1,- 
113,500. The school-buildings alone in process 
of erection will accommodate 4,750 children. It 
appears to me questionable policy to force so 


much work at one time on this department. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The site for the new Public Library has been 
settled, and plans for the building have been re- 
ceived during the past year. You will doubtless 
make provision this year for the work to be done. 
It is well known that the site faces upon Copley 
square, and that the ownership has led the city 
to pay one-half of the cost of laying out that 
square. By the decision of our highest court it 
appears that a triangular lot of land, heretofore 
supposed to be part of Copley square, is private 


property. The owner has named a_ reasonable 
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price for the land, and public-spirited citizens are 
already seeking to obtain a similar subscription 
towards its cost. It is very gratifying to know 
that at the closing meeting of the Common Coun- 
cil their action was favorable and this lot has 
been secured. ‘This will make that locality ex- 
ceptionally attractive. 

As to the management of the Library it is eyi- 
dent that the responsibility rests entirely with the 
permanent trustees. Complaints have been fre- 
quent of late that the Library is not fulfilling the 
wishes of our citizens; but these may be based 
upon misapprehension of the difficulties of work in 
the present building. With the constant accumu- 
lation of city property in the Library, the result 
of our liberal annual appropriations, it may seem 
to you that the city should obtain a more direct 
control therein. Although you will find the act 
incorporating the Board of Trustees has largely 
restricted your powers, it is probable that much 
‘an be done by an _ efficient committee. The 
Library is supported by your annual appropria- 
tions, and you can doubtless imsist upon some 
knowledge of the intended methods of expenditure 
by applying for it in advance. ‘The completion of 
the new Library, intended mainly as a reference 


library, will make a wide distinction between the 
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circulating portion “and the reference portion. It 
may then be found that a change in the methods 
now in use will be necessary, and that a larger 
Board of Trustees, elected more frequently and 
directly responsible to the public, will be better 
suited to the wishes of those whose taxes bear 
the expense. 

Next to our public schools the Public Library 
is the great educator of our people. It contains 
a wealth of literature and science and _ practical 


knowledge that tempts the ambition of the young 


-and old, and is a source of pleasure to all classes 


of readers. It appears to me that the best 


facilities should be extended to young men desirous 


of perfecting themselves in any branch of knowl- 
edge. If, by a liberal policy, we produce a man, in 
our day and generation, so preéminent i any 
branch of knowledge that he will be considered 
a public benefactor, it will more than repay us for 


the expense. 


PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Our public institutions are under the care and 
management of a Board of Directors, who have the 
entire control, and their work has been faithfully 
performed in accordance with the laws and ordi- 


nances. These institutions are now located at Deer 
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Island, Rainsford Island, South Boston, Roxbury, 
West Roxbury, and Charlestown; and the question 
of consolidation, under consideration for some years, 
would no doubt lead to greater economy and ef- 
ficiency in the management. But consolidation is 
not the most important consideration. It appears to 
me that reorganization in the management has be- 
come a necessity. 

Is there any good reason why the hospital for the 
insane at South Boston should not be a branch of 
our City Hospital, and under the care and manage- 
ment of the experienced medical staff of that 
institution? Is there any good reason why the 
Overseers of the Poor should not have charge of all _ 
our poor? Is there any good reason why the School 
Department should not have charge of truant chil- 
dren? Why degrade these children by forcing them 
into an institution for criminals, and thus blight their 
future prospects? Is not such a policy considered 
from any stand-point almost criminal? Is there any 
good reason why the unfortunates who indulge too 
freely in spirituous liquors should be treated as 


criminals and sent to Deer Island for one or two 


months, kept under restraint, with no possible chance 


for reformation, when we know that thousands of 
drunkards are redeemed and regenerated every year 


by a different treatment in private institutions? 


\ 
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Our public institutions have been forced to run in 
an old rut for many years, and it is time that 
they were remodelled and reorganized. 

‘The purchase of Long Island again opens the 
question. It appears to me that the city should 
own this island for future wants, and the pres- 
ent is a good time to secure it, if it can be 
bought at a reasonable price. Until we have 
some fixed policy in regard to our Public Insti- 
tutions it appears to me that no money should 
be expended for improvements not absolutely nec- 
essary. If it should be deemed wise to consoli- 
date; if public opinion should demand the separa- 
tion of our poor, our truants, our drunkards, and 
our hardened criminals, and place them under 
different management,— money expended to per- 
petuate the present system would, perhaps, be 
thrown away. I feel that the directors have 
performed their duty under the laws as they ex- 
ist, and deserve the thanks of our citizens for 


faithful and gratuitous work. 


RECORD COMMISSIONERS. 
In noticing the work of the various depart- 
ments I cannot pass over that of the Record 


Commissioners, who have secured for the city 


copies of the records of all the earlier churches. 
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In this way the deplorable omissions in our town 
records have been largely repaired. ‘They have 
also printed eleven volumes of our records, and I 
doubt not they will continue to receive your ap- 
proval in their work. I will only repeat the 
words of the Committee on Printing in 1879, 
presented by me’ as chairman, believing that ex- 


perience has proved their correctness : — 


The committee are of opinion that five thousand dollars 
ought to be annually appropriated, as an element of the 
appropriation for printing, for expenditure under requisitions 
by the Record Commissioners, in accordance with special 
orders by the City Council. This would enable the commis- 
sioners to carry out a judicious system of annual work, and 
meet the legal requirements for reproducing the ancient records 
complete. The result of the expenditure would probably be 
the best economy in the end, as well as largely aid the citi- 
zens in the knowledge of the ancient times and memorable 
historical events. It must be considered that we are now — 
living in the third century of the city’s existence; and that 
our preservation of the ancient records is not for ourselves 


alone, but for the unknown centuries to come. 


REGISTRATION OF VITAL STATISTICS. 


The attention of the City Council is called to the 
department of the Registration of Vital Statistics. 
The importance of the department is not fully under- - 
stood and appreciated. The registration of births, 
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marriages, and deaths, required by statute law, has 
been in existence in Massachusetts for nearly two 
hundred and fifty years; and in no place in the 
United States, I will venture to say, is it carried on 
with superior, if equal, thoroughness and accuracy, 
than in the city of Boston. My intimate knowledge 
of the office of the City Registrar, and the opinion I 
entertain of its value, lead me to say, that no change 
in its methods of management would be for the pub- 
lic interest. ‘The yearly appropriation for this de- 
partment is solely for the payment for the annual 
collection of births, required by law; for the pay of 
the employés in the office; and for the necessary 
stationery. In no event could this expense be 
avoided, except by the reduction of salaries, which 


are now quite moderate. 


REGISTRARS OF VOTERS. 

This Board is practically State officers invested 
with judicial, as well as ministerial, powers. In 
this department our citizens are provided with 
better facilities for the registration of voters than are 
afforded to the citizens of any other municipality 
throughout the United States. By an act of the 
Legislature of the year 1876 the additional duty was 
imposed upon this Board of preparing the list of 
jurors for the city of Boston. These powers and 
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duties, affecting so seriously the personal and _politi- 
cal rights and interests of the people should be ad- 
ministered in a spirit of fairness and justice to all. 
classes of our citizens; and, in order that these views 
may be carried out, it is of the utmost importance 
that the present high standard of integrity and intel- 


ligence of this Board should be maintained. 


DEPARTMENT OF THE SURVEY AND INSPECTION OF 
BUILDINGS. 

This department is one of growing importance, 
and has completed a large amount of work during 
the year. Besides the usual routine work, a new 
building law, with the assistance of experts, has 
been completed, and will be presented to the Legisla- 
ture for adoption. For details of the work in the 


department we refer to Appendix H. 


NEW CAMBRIDGE BRIDGE. 


For some years the attention of the City Council 
has been called to the necessity of a new bridge to 
Cambridge. ‘The northern cities and towns are little 
more than outlying districts of Boston, many of 
whose inhabitants are so closely connected with us 
in the way of business that they must seek the city 
in the morning and return at night. The freest 
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communication between. the city proper and these 
outlying districts is essential to our business inter- 
ests. For a distance of three miles along its water 
front, from West Boston Bridge to Brooklyn 
Bridge, at Cottage Farm station, Boston has no 
means of communication with the populous territory 
to the north. The projection of West Chester park, 
northerly to Charles river and southerly to Dorches- 
ter, has created a great thoroughfare, of growing 
importance. Its further projection across Charles 
river will afford a broad, level, and nearly straight 
avenue from Dorchester to Harvard square in Cam- 
bridge. It might be well to consider in this con- 
nection that iron, stone, and other items that make 
up the principal cost of such a structure, are all 
cheap at the present time. It would also give em- 
ployment to a large number of workmen who are 
now much in want-of work. ‘The city of Cambridge 
will be responsible for one-half the cost of the bridge, 
and also one-half the cost for its maintenance when 
built. It would be well to give the matter a full and 


careful consideration. 


THE BLOCKADE OF HORSE—-CARS. 


There is no doubt that horse-cars are a great con- 
venience and accommodation, and we should extend 


‘ to horse-car corporations every encouragement, in 
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the way of location, that will be of benefit to the 
public; but I cannot help feeling that the numerous 
ears, many of them almost empty, that block up 
Washington street from Cornhill to Boylston Market, 


Oo 


have become a public nuisance, interfere with 
public travel, and should be abated. The responsi- 
bility of the blockades rests with the Board of 
Aldermen. ‘The ordinances should be strictly en- 
forced, and, if this does not bring the necessary 
relief, other methods should be adopted to put a stop 
to the nuisance. ‘hese blockades not only interfere 
with public travel, but are expensive to the city, as 
an extra force of police is required. ‘The attention 


of the railroad committee is called to this matter. 


CONCLUSION. 


I have called your attention, gentlemen of the 
City Council, to various matters that you will 
be called upon to consider during the year. I 
feel that you have come here with a determina- 
tion to do your work faithfully and: impartially. 
In politics you may be known as Democrats, 
Republicans, Mugwumps, Prohibitionists, or mem- 
bers of the People’s Party. Let us forget all 
political issues for the time being, and turn our 
attention exclusively to business. A democratic 


geovernment, in the highest sense of the term, is - 
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not of a partisan’ character. It is simply im- 
partial justice to the people of all parties. In 
discussing the tax-bill, the most important busi- 
ness Of the year, there is no such thing as 
partisanship. Our city is wealthy and prosperous, 
and we can afford to be liberal in all expendi- 
tures for the public good. Do not fritter away 
your time on small matters, but look closely after 
all large expenditures. Do not countenance 
jobbery of any kind. Waste and extravagance 
in the expenditure of money raised by taxation 
should meet with your emphatic disapproval. If 
you pursue this course throughout the year your 


record will be your justification.

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APPENDIX A. 


Boarp OF HEALTH, 32 PEMBERTON SQ., 
i Boston, Dec. 17, 1884. 


To Hon. Huen O’Brien, Mayor-elect : — 


Dear Sir, —In compliance with your request the Board of 
Health respectfully transmits the following information respecting 
the work of this department for the past year and its more urgent 
needs for the future. 

The health of the city for the past year, as indicated by the 
statistics of mortality, shows a marked improvement over the 
previous year, the total number of deaths during 1884 being 9,629, 
as compared with 9,740 the year before, making the annual death- 
rate 22.50 for each thousand inhabitants, as compared with 22.76 
for each thousand in 1883. It is creditable to the health 
authorities that the most notable falling off in the list of fatal 
diseases is in the number of deaths among children under five 
years of age, and in all those diseases of a preventable character, to 
the control of which the efforts of the Board of Health have been 
especially directed. There was but a single death from small-pox 
in the city during the year, and but one each from yellow-fever 
and typhus-fever at quarantine ; all of these diseases, although of 
a highly contagious character, having been confined within their 
original limits by prompt isolation and disinfection. We believe 


that the record of the city of Boston, as regards the control of 
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these and other preventable diseases will compare most favorably 
with that of any other city in the country, and with the same 
methods efficiently applied in the future there is no occasion for 
fear that any of these, or other dangerous diseases, may become 
epidemic in this city. 

‘The apprehension now existing as to the possible visitation of 
cholera in this country the coming summer has aroused public 
sentiment as to the supreme importance of putting the city in such 
a condition as regards cleanliness as shall remove all possible 
danger of the scourge gaining a foothold here, and the Board is 
vigorously prosecuting the work of causing the cleansing-up of 
those places where it might find a breeding-place. The work is 
attended with many difficulties, and requires the exercise of con- 
stunt and increasing vigilance for its successful prosecution ; but 

no efforts have been, or will be, spared by this Board to continue 
the task, and it confidently relies upon the earnest codperation of 
the Mayor and City Council to furnish the necessary means for 
its thorough accomplishment. The total appropriation of the 
Board of Health for the current municipal year is $100,000 
which sum covers the entire expense incurred in the abatement of 
nuisances, the prevention and care of contagious diseases, the 
maintenance of quarantine, public baths, public urinals, the in- 
spection of provisions, the care of burial-grounds, the disposal of 
refuse material, the supervision of baby-farms, and lying-in hos- 
pitals, and other miscellaneous work necessary for preserving the 
health and comfort of the citizens. In view of the importance of 
the work of this branch of the City Government, and the rapidly 
growing demands made upon the department in order to meet the 
reasonable requirements of the community, a wise economy would 


seem to warrant continued liberality in the appropriation for its 


efficient support. 
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There are many specific recommendations for the better guard- 
ing of the public health to which we invite your attention. 

There is nothing in the whole list of nuisances which the 
Board of Health has to deal with that gives rise to so much 
trouble, and that threatens so much danger to the lives and com- 
fort of the community, as privy-vaults. They are not a necessity, 
and are worse than useless in the built-up portion of the city 
where sewers exist. The nuisance and danger caused by the 
storing of this foul matter in close proximity to dwellings can- 
not be over-estimated at any time, but the danger is vastly in- 
creased in times of epidemic diseases, particularly with typhoid 
fever, yellow-fever, and cholera, whose germs travel more by the 
soil than by the air. Privy-vaults should be abolished by ordi- 
nance wherever sewers have been placed. 

Wells are regarded by the Board as dangerous receptacles for 
filth, and as the frequent media for the transmission of dangerous 
diseases. Wells ought to be abolished by ordinance, except when 
absolutely free from the danger of contamination. 

The condition of many of the old sewers is such as to cause a 
good deal of dread, on the part of the Board of Health, should 
cholera visit our city. Some of them are worse than level, and 
contain in a stagnant condition several feet of foul matter, which 
serves as a fertile bed for the development and dissemination 
of the causes of disease. Such sewers ought to be reconstructed 
as early as practicable. Many portions of the outlying territory 
of the city, now suffering in health for the want of sewers to carry 
away foul matter, should be supplied. 

Much apprehension has been felt lest cholera should be brought 
to our shores by infected cargoes, and particularly by rags; but 
by reason of an order lately issued by the State Department at 


Washington, after advising with some of the leading sanitarians 
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of the country, recently convened in Washington, which requires 
the disinfection of all rags imported to this country, and the 
means for such work provided at our quarantine last year, it 
would seem that, with a faithful application of the means at 
our command, the danger would be reduced to a minimum. The 
handling and storing of domestic rags in so many places in our 
city, including tenement-houses and sleeping-rooms, is a source of 
danger in the spread of contagious diseases, and is to be re- 
stricted and controlled by regulation at present, with a hope that 
ultimately a place or places suitable for such handling and stor- 
ing may be provided. 

The Board desires to renew its former expression of opinion as 
to our private courts, lanes, places, and alley-ways. Unaccepted 
by the city, the care of them falls, legitimately, to the abutters ; 
but, with the large list of scattered ownerships, no personal respon- 
sibility is felt, and any attempt on our part to find and compel 
such owners to clean these places is attended with an expense far 
greater, as a rule, than is involved by the cleaning of them by the 
city. 

There can be no question as to the necessity of very frequent 
cleaning and repairing of these foul places if we are to keep the 
city in a proper sanitary condition ; and it seems to this Board 
that, if the city is to continue to so clean and keep these places in 
order, there should be some definite action taken by the City 


Council whereby these abutters who possess such private privi- 


leges should, by tax assessment or otherwise, be held to a part of 


this extra expense. 

The Board of Healthrecognizes the great importance of pro- 
tecting the purity of our milk supply. The mortality among 
infants and children is largely influenced by the quality of this 


article of food which constitutes almost their entire diet for the 
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first few years. The tecent methods of analysis and supervi- 
sion of milk in this city should receive the earnest support of 
the City Council.

facts appertaining to the organization, etc., of the Fire and Fire- 
Alarm branch of the city’s departments, and will be pleased to 
furnish any further information concerning the same you may 


deem desirable.

Fire DEPARTMENT’. : 

During the year this department has undergone several changes 

in its organization. The present force consists of 3 Commis- 

sioners, 1 Chief, and 13 Assistant Engineers, a Superintendent of 

Fire-Alarms and officers and other members including Telegraph 
operators and Linemen to the number of 686 men. 

By the appointment of Chief Engineer Green to the position of 


Fire Commissioner, Engineer Lewis P. Webber was appointed 
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his suecessor and Foreman EK. H. Sawyer promoted to the position 
of Engineer. 

Five (5) of what were Call Companies, viz., One each in East 
and South Boston, one in Charlestown, and two in the Roxbury 
District have been reorganized on a permanent basis with all the 
accommodations and appliances allotted to those in the city 
proper. 

For the better protection of Charlestown an additional Engine 
Company was organized in place of a Hose Company and with 
new apparatus went into commission March 17th in new quarters 
on Bunker Hill street. 

Permanent foremen have been assigned to Engine Companies 
2, 5, 18, 19," and 20, and the Fire-Boat crew reorganized as an 
Engine Company and classed with the same. 

The active organization consists of 32 Steam Fire Engines, 14 
Ladder, 10 Independent Hose, and 6 Chemical Engine Com- 
panies with a force of 339 permanent and 3818 Call men. 

The apparatus is in excellent condition, and in addition to that 
assigned for active service as above enumerated there are in 
reserve 6 Steamers, 4 Hose Carriages, 1 Ladder Truck, and 2 
Chemical Engines. | 

The utility of hose wagons over the hose carriage for carrying 
hose having béen demonstrated, and because of their lightness 
and cost, they have been substituted together with Horse Hose 
Carriages for the Hose ‘‘ Jumpers” or carriages attached to 
engines which have become this year a thing of the past. 

The Houses with few exceptions are in good condition. They 
are 52 in number exclusive of a store-house, fuel-house, and the 
building now occupied as a Repair-Shop. The work of remodel- 
ling them for the comfort and convenience of the men and _ horses 
has been continued, and they have all been supplied with the latest 


improvements for a ready response to alarms. 
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The land has been purchase] and work commenced for a 
new house on Main street, in the Charlestown District, to take 
the place of the old one now occupied by Ladder Co. No. 9 and 
Hose Co. No.1, and the plans arranged for the erection of quarters 
well adapted for both companies. 

An appropriation of $40,000 has been made for the erection of 
a new house for apparatus, to be located at the corner of Boylston 
and Hereford streets ; also land has been purchased for a chem- 
ical engine-house in East Boston, and an appropriation asked 
for an engine-house in Brighton. 

A substantial building has been erected at the corner of Albany 
and Bristol streets, which is to be used as a Repair-Shop, — a much- 
needed want, as the present accommodations are inadequate in 
every way to meet the requirements of the department. The 
new building will be ready for occupancy in a few weeks, and, 
with the increased facilities for doing this important work, the 
commissioners believe that a saving of time and money and 
faithful work will be the result. The building also affords ac- 
commodations for all work on hose and harnesses besides provid- 
ing a suitable storehouse for supplies. 

The inside repairs of houses are made by members of the 
Permanent Department, the force containing representatives of 
almost every desired trade, and the work is done well, and at less 
expense than could be done otherwise. 

The horses, some 170 in number, are in general good condition, 
quarters are assigned for a hospital in charge of a veterinary sur- 
geon, whose duties require him not only to attend to those that 
are sick or disabled, but also to the general care of those in 
active service. Death, age, or incapacity for service requires a 
renewal of about 12 per cent. annually. 


The city has been remarkably free from many fires of magni- 
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tude. On the morning of August 15th two firemen met their 
death while in service at the fire 108 Beach street. 

The Board has had occasion, in its annual report of a prior 
year, to call attention to the necessity of ample protection for 
children in the public schools of this city in case of fire, and 
recommends that suitable external fire-escapes be placed on all the 
public schools. 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 107, Acts of 1880, 
the Board of Commissioners has placed the names of two firemen 
upon the Pension-Roll, who by reason of injuries received in 
service at fires are incapacitated from further duty, their com- 
pensation being at the rate of one-half the pay of a permanent 
member of a like grade, which at present is $3.00 per day. 

The widow of Hoseman Pierce, of Engine Co. 4, who was 
killed in service, also receives a pension at the rate of $300 per 
annum; and the City Council bas voted the sum of $3,000 for the 
benefit of the mother of James Quigley, assigned to Engine Co. 4, 
who was killed in service. 

The Trustees of the Boston Firemen’s Relief Fund consist of 
His Honor the Mayor and the Board of Fire Commissioners. 
$6,536.65 has been paid out during the past eleven months for 
sick benefits, ete. There is at present a cash deposit in bank of 
$1,205.30, and $40,000 is invested in City of Boston Bonds. 

The Fire-Alarm branch of the service has received diligent at- 
tention, and in order to perfect its system new circuits have been 
constructed and several old ones rebuilt, and the service has been 
improved by the introduction of box gong circuits apart from the 
large gongs and bells. | 

Twenty-four keyless doors have been applied to boxes in addi- 
tion to those previously in use, thus saving much valuable time in 


giving alarms. ‘There are 339 boxes in service and 9 more to be 
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located about 260 miles of wire. 54 bells in towers are connected 
with the fire-alarm telegraph, all but 5 being owned by the city. 
42 public clocks are cared for by the Fire Department, 24 of which 
are owned by the city. During the year a new illuminated clock 
(by electric light) has been built for the city and placed in the 


tower of the Lyceum Hall building in East Boston.

Dear Sir, —In connection with a matter that must engage the 
attention of the incoming government the Board of Assessors 
desire to make the following statement: By Acts of 1875 and 
1876, as amended by Acts of 1878 and 1879 (see Section 3 of 
codification of City Charter, page 7, Municipal Register of 1884) 
subsequently amended by the Act of the current year, Chapter 125, 
the City Council of 1885 must divide the city into twenty-four 
wards, which, for the purposes for which wards exist, will remain 
unchanged for the next decade. ‘The City Council must also from 
the wards thus created make aldermanic districts (see Acts of 
1884, Chap. 250, §2). But by the Act of 1878, as amended by 
the Act of 1879, as shown in the third section of the charter 
above referred to, the Board of Assessors are directed to divide 
the wards as determined by the City Council into voting precincts, 
at as early a date as may be practicable in the year 1886. In this 
connection we would say that it was a matter of surprise to us 


that the Board of Assessors of taxes were required by the Act 
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of 1878 to designate the precincts that now exist for voting 
purposes ; and we would suggest that there seems to be no good 
reason why the City Council, that must make the wards, and 
aggregate them into aldermanic districts, should not at the same 
time subdivide them into voting precincts. — 

It is certain that if any other body is intrusted with the duty, 
a very large amount of clerical work, which would be done under 
the direction of the committee of the City Council, must be again 
reproduced, at considerable expense, for the use of the Board, 
who must know, by their own agents, what they must use as a 
basis for their action, and who would not be justified in accepting 
as correct the work of another branch of the government. The 
Legislature alone can authorize the City Council to do the work 
now imposed on the Board of Assessors. Another provision of 
law in relation to voting precincts can be improyed by legislative 
action. The Act of 1878, above referred to, requires the precinct 
lines to be changed ‘‘ every fifth year,’ while other provisions of 
law require that ward lines shall exist for the term of ten years. 
When it is remembered that the congressional districts as they 
now exist’ divide certain wards by precinct lines [see Act of 
1882, Chap. 253], and that the Legislature, for the purpose of 
forming districts for the election of Congressmen, Councillors, 
Senators, or Representatives, may, as it already has done, place 


certain precincts in one district, and others in another, it is 


1 District No. III. Wards No. 11, 17,18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23, 24, and Precincts 3 and 4, of 
Ward 15in Boston, and the town of Milton. 

District No. IV. Wards No. 1,2, 6, 7, 12, 13, 14, 16, and Precincts 2, 3, and 4, of Ward 8, 
and Precincts 1 and 2 of Ward 15, 

District No. V. Wards No. 9, 10, 25, and Precinct 1, of Ward 8, the cities of Somer- — 
ville and Cambridge, and the towns of Watertown, Belmont, Waltham, Arlington, Lex- 
ington, Burlington, and Woburn. ° 

District No. VI. Wards No. 3, 4, 5, the cities of Chelsea, Lynn, and Malden, and the 
towns of Everett, Medford, Winchester, Stoneham,- Melrose, Wakefield, Reading, 
Nahant, Swampscott, Saugus, Revete, and Winthrop. ; 
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clear that, if such action is taken, whatever authority may be 
charged with the establishment of the precinct lines in 1891 will, if 
the law remains unchanged, find it difficult, if not impossible, to 
conform to its existing provisions, without creating precincts for 
some elections ; while others will remain as fixed by the legislative 
act, for other electoral purposes. 

But, apart from this important consideration, it is not easy to 
perceive any valid reason why the precinct boundaries should be 
changed at any other time than are those of the wards of which 
they are a part. 

We would, therefore, suggest that the Legislature be requested 
to amend the laws now in force, and authorize the City Council 
to create, not only the aldermanic districts and wards, but also 
the voting precincts.

APPENDIX D. 


THE PUBLIC PARKS. 


Wood Island Park, East Boston, purchased in 1882 for 
$50,000, and containing about twenty acres of high upland, 
and sixty acres of adjacent flats, has been surveyed, and a design 
prepared for laying out, which will be submitted at an early 
day. ‘The park-way from Bennington street, 100 feet wide and 
1,734 feet long, is being filled under contract, and $13,883.74 


have been paid for construction to December 15, 1884. 
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PARKS. 


The Charles-river Embankment, including all the land and 
wharf property west of Charles street, between Leverett and 
Cambridge streets, was taken by the Commissioners of Parks, 
June 1, 1883, under a special act of the Legislature, which 
authorizes the construction of the Embankment to a uniform 
width of two hundred feet, and provides that it shall be completed 
before March 13, 1886. Questions with the Harbor Commis- 
sioners regarding the meaning of the act have delayed the matter ; 
but these have now been satisfactorily settled, and contracts made 
for the immediate prosecution of the construction under the 
appropriation of $126,000 provided by the City Government in 
1884. The remaining buildings on the grounds will be removed 
early in the coming spring. Settlements for damages resulting 
from the taking have been made to the amount of $124,987, 
leaving $175,013 to satisfy outstanding claims. 

The Back Bay Improvement, comprising 106 acres, the first of 
the series established by the Park Commissioners under the 
Statute of 1875, was purchased in 1877 and laid out in 1879, 
at a cost thus far of $444,074.79 for land, and $1,003,226.86 for 


construction, which latter is an average of about $150,000 for 


each year that the work of improvement has been in progress. - 


About three years will be required to complete the work at the 
same annual expenditure if the surfacing of the streets is to be in- 


cluded in the cost of the improvement. The entrance from Beacon 


street across the Boston & Albany Railroad to Boylston street, 


including five bridges, was completed and the planting done early 
in the year; and about two-thirds of the interior of the basin 
have been dredged, graded, and loamed ready for planting. 
Another season will probably complete this part of the work. 


The surrounding streets are two and a half miles in length, and 
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their construction, though by order of the Government, is done 
by the Park Commissioners. The cost is a large proportion of the 
expenditure, and quite apart from the actual cost of the park 
proper. Over $700,000 of the $1,000,000 expended was for 
streets and bridges. 

The Riverdale Improvement, which is an extension of the park 
system from Back Bay to Jamaica Pond through the Muddy- 
river valley, was authorized by the City Government of 1881, and 
an appropriation of $200,000 was made for the purchase or taking 
of lands. About eighteen acres have been secured in fourteen 
different lots throughout the location at a cost of $86,159.57, 
which is under the assessed valuation of the lands; and the town 
of Brookline has made similar progress on its part. A further 
loan of about $200,000 will be required before all the lands needed 
can be taken. | 

The Marine Park at City Point, comprising all the land and 
flats east of Q street, South Boston, was taken by the Board of 
Park Commissioners, April 30, 1883. Settlements have been 
made for lands and flats to the amount of $160,798.12, leaving 
one claim for damages vet unsettled. A building has been fitted 
up as a refectory and shelter, at a cost of about $5,000, to be 
opened early in the spring; and some filling and grading done, 
making the whole expenditure for construction thus far 
$14,624.98. To prosecute the work on a comprehensive basis 
the Legislature should be asked to grant to the city the flats 
lying between the Point and Castle Island. 

West Roxbury Park, containing 500 acres, was established by 
orders of the Park Commissioners of May 25, 1883, and April 29, 
1884, and is the great rural park of the series. The sum of 
$1,100,000 was appropriated for the purchase and taking of the 


lands, of which amount $749,389.22 have been expended for 335 
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acres, an average of $2,237 per acre, including buildings, or about 
$1,900 per acre without buildings ; and the commissioners are ne- 
gotiating settlements for the remaining 165 acres. The work of 
improving this park has been limited to the actual necessities re- 
quired by the public for the immediate enjoyment of the grounds, 
the expenditures for construction to Dec. 15, 1884, amounting to 
$14,922.92, being mainly for sanitary buildings, shelter houses, 
clearing grounds, and the topographical survey. The Landscape 
Architect of the Park Department, Mr. Fred’k Law Olmsted, 


is now engaged upon a plan of construction which it is expected — 


will be finished during the coming year. 

Bussey Park and Arnold Arboretum, containing 167.4 acres, was 
taken by the Park Commissioners, December 30, 1882, and 122 
acres were leased to Harvard College for the purposes of the 
Arborctum. The terms of the lease require the city to build 
drive-ways at a cost not exceeding $75,000, and police the 
evounds. The other expenditures of planting and care of grounds 
and plantations are to be borne by the college. The sum of 
$29,401.85 has been paid for land, and a drive-way has been 
opened from South to Centre street, a distance of twenty-five 
hundred feet, with nearly five thousand feet of walks, at an 
expenditure of $41,947. | 
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Boston WATER Boarp Orricr, 1884. 


My pear Sir:—In accordance with your verbal request we 
herewith present a very concise statement. of what the present 


Water Board has accomplished, and what it proposes to do. 
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We came into office because the City Council had declared its dis- 
satisfaction with the manner in which the department had been con- 
ducted by our predecessors, and the necessity of more efficient and 
vigorous measures to improve the condition of the water service. 

In pursuance of this action we have reorganized the different 
branches of the water service wherever it was found necessary. 
The department is being administered upon economic and business 
principles. No man is employed whose services are not needed, 


and who is not an efficient and capable official. 


RESERVOIRS. 


Basin No. 4, now being built at Ashland, will be completed 
next year. It is being constructed in accordance with the plans 
of Mr. Henry M. Wightman, the Engineer of the Board, and 
under his immediate supervision. It has a capacity of 1,100- 
000,000 gallons, and will yield an average daily supply of 
5,000,000 gallons. It is upwards of a mile long and half a mile 
wide. All the muck and loam has been removed from the bottom 
and sides of the basin, and, when completed, it will be one of the 
best constructed and most perfect reservoirs in the world. 

The cost of this basin when completed will be $800,000, all of 
which has been appropriated by the City Council. 


Basin No. 2. 


This basin has been very thoroughly cleansed under the ad- 
ministration of the present Water Board; upwards of 130,000 
cubic yards of muck and loam have been removed from the bot- 
tom and sides of the basin. The banks where it has been deepened 
have been graded and largely riprapped, or paved, and the reser- 
voir may now be safely reckoned as one of the best in our supply. 


The cost of this improvement has been about $80,000. 
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Basin No. 3. 


In this basin some 34,000 cubic yards of muck and loam have 
been removed, and, as soon as the condition of the supply will 
permit, it is proposed to continue the work. We have every 
reason to believe that the appropriation already in hand will prove 
sufficient to put No. 3 in as good condition as No. 2, and that 
this improvement will have a healthful and beneficial effect upon 


the water supply. 


Farm Ponp. 


The conduit through Farm Pond at Framingham is in process 
of construction, and will be completed next year. When it is 
finished, the water of Sudbury river can be conveyed direct to 
Chestnut-Hill reservoir without passing through the waters of the 
pond. In the event of the water of Farm Pond becoming unfit 
for use, as is liable to be the case, this conduit will enable us to 


receive the Sudbury supply uncontaminated. 


WASTE oF WATER. 


In our report to the City Council under date of December 6, 
1883, we used the following language : — 

‘¢'The report of the Joint Standing Committee on Water, under 
date of May 25, 1882 (see City Doc. No. 78), treated this sub- 
ject exhaustively. ‘The whole water problem of Boston, outside 
of the question of purity, is tersely and forcibly stated in that 
report. It can scarcely be enlarged upon or improved, and we 
earnestly invite the attention of the City Council to its conclu- 
sions. The Water Board has demonstrated, as the present 


report conclusively shows, that the theory of the joint committee 


concerning the causes of waste was correct. We concur with 
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that committee in the conclusion that the principal methods of 
preventing waste are — | 

1. The Meter System. 

2. House-to-house inspection. 

3. The Waste-water Meter System. 

We believe that the consumption of water in Boston can be re- 
duced to 60 gallons per capita, and, if it can be done, no more 
money will be required for new basins, or additional sources of 
supply, in the Cochituate Department, for a period of at least fif- 
teen years. If immediate steps are not taken to thus reduce the 
consumption an expenditure of $4,000,000, to $5,000,000 will be 
required within the next fifteen years. If the Providence and 
Liverpool systems be vigorously continued, as now begun, we be- 
lieve the city of Boston will save for her citizens between two and 
three millions of dollars during the next twenty years. 

We have now established and tested each of these systems, and 
believe that the measurement system should be applied to practi- 
cally all consumers of water except dwelling-houses. We are of 
opinion that all large communities must ultimately adopt this 
plan. More than forty per cent. of every water supply is wasted, 
and there are, in our judgment, but two effectual methods of pre- 
venting this waste — 

First. 'To require all consumers to pay for water, as they do 
for gas, by measurement. 

Second. Incessant watchfulness where the measurement sys- 
tem cannot be applied. 

The city of Providence, by the early adoption of such methods, 
has kept her consumption down to thirty-six (36) gallons per 
head per day, while that of Boston is 100 per cent. larger. We 
have established a meter-system, and have already doubled the 


measurement capacity of the service. We have also established a 
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thorough and effective house-to-house inspection system, the 
results of which were very clearly set forth in our Annual Report 
of April 380, 1884, pages i14 to 129. 


to this report because the results indicated are of very great im- 


We refer you particularly 


portance to the people of the city. 

The following tabulated figures show, in a condensed form, the 
beneficial results of the Inspection System. The consumption has 
been reduced from 98 gallons per head in January, 1883, to 61 
gallons per head in November, 1884; while the percentage of 
reduction each month of the present year has ranged from 9 


to 31 per cent. over corresponding months in the previous year.

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We have established in connection with the above what is 


known as the Deacon Waste Meter Service, —a system which has 
obtained very satisfactory results in Liverpool, and which has 
proved very effective in the prevention of waste. This system 
has been explained at length in our several reports. 

We have frequently stated that the water problem in our city 
can be most effectually treated, — 

First. By cleansing the reservoir and conduits so as to im- 
prove the quality. 

Second. By cutting down the waste so as to increase the 
quantity. 

If these results can be accomplished the city will avoid the 
necessity of purchasing another source of supply for many years 


to come. 


HicHu—SERVICE. 


The extension of the High-Service has been agitated for 
several years, and urged with great persistence by the Water 
Board, the Water Committees of the City Council, and the 
Engineer of the Board. It is one of the imperative necessities 
of our supply, and it is gratifying to be able to state that the 
City Council has adopted our recommendation with substantial 
unanimity, and that within three years at the farthest the citizens 
who live in high localities will be as well supplied with water, 
and as amply protected against fire, as those of any portion of 


the community. 


SIDEWALK STOPCOCKS. 


The one deficient thing in our system as originally established 
was the failure to apply sidewalk stopcocks to the premises of 
each water-taker. No water service is complete without them. 


They are of incalculable advantage in the prevention of waste, 
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enabling a properly equipped inspection corps to discover both 
waste and leakage in pipes, and to shut off the water without 
entering the premises. The city has applied them in all new 
services for several years past; but 80 per cent. of our premises 
are still unsupplied. We have adopted a system of applying 
afew thousand of them each year, in the hope that within a 
very few years the city will be fully equipped. Until this result 
is reached we shall be unable to reap the full benefits of the 


Deacon Waste System, and the house-to-house inspection system. 


JAMAICA—PoND AQUEDUCT. 


The only legal competitor that Boston has within her limits 
is the Jamaica-Pond Aqueduct corporation, and we believe the 
city should purchase the franchise of this corporation. We 
believe as a business investment it would prove a_ profitable 
enterprise for the city, and that as a matter of business prudence 
it would be a commendable undertaking. 

If we are correctly informed the investment will not require a 
dollar of outlay, simply the issuance of bonds, the interest and 
principal of which will be met by the revenues before the bonds 
become due. In this connection we refer you to our report of 
December 6, 1883, page 16, for further information on the 
subject. ; 

SEWERS. 

We have no desire to trench upon your province of recommen- 
dation, but we believe that the interests of the city would be best 
subserved if all that relates to sewers and the system of improved 
sewerage were consolidated into the Water Department. The 
Engineer of the Water Board ought to have charge of the entire 
system of sewerage, and this work should be performed under the 
direction of the Water Board. 
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The water service represents upwards of twenty millions of 
dollars, invested by the citizens of the city. It is a very large and 
important trust. 

We trust that you may be able to recommend, — 

First. ‘The continuance of an efficient recording meter system, 
to be applied to all premises except dwelling-houses. 

Second. ‘The continuance of the present house-to-house inspec- 
tion system. 

Third. The continuance and enlargement of the Deacon 
System, especially to the residential portions of the city. 

Fourth. The cleansing of the old reservoirs of all deposits of 
loam, muck, and other material which tends to render the water 
impure. 

Fifth. The establishment of a complete sidewalk stopcock 
system, as being essential to a perfect water service. 

Sixth. The purchase of the franchise of the Jamaica-Pond 
Corporation, for reasons already mentioned. 

Seventh. ‘The placing of the whole system of sewerage in the 
charge of the Water Department. 

Eighth. That the water-rates be so arranged as to afford all 
proper protection to the industrial interests established in our 
midst, and to afford them as favorable opportunities as obtained 


in other large communities.

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APPENDIX F. 


DEPARTMENT FOR THE SURVEY AND INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS. 


Op Strate-Housg, Dec. 23, 1884. 
Hon. Hucu O’Brien, Mayor-elect : — 


Dear Str, — Agreeably to your request, I have the honor to 
submit for your consideration the following facts relating to the 
department. 

This department has been in existence fourteen years. The 
building laws as first enacted met the demands of that time; but 
subsequent to the great fire of 1872 the citizens of Boston de- 
manded, at an extra session of the Legislature, additional and 
more stringent laws. ‘These have been amended from time to 
time, until by the average builder they are quite difficult to com- 
prehend, and at many points are exceedingly arbitrary. 

As you are well aware His Honor Ex-Mayor Prince, Ex- 
Mayor Palmer, and Mayor Martin, recommended, in their inaugu- 
ral addresses, that the City Council request the Legislature by 
petition to revise the building laws. Efforts in that direction 
were made under the direction of the Committee on Inspection of 
Buildings and the Committee on Legislative Matters. 

By an order of the City Council, approved February 9, 1884, 


the Inspector of Buildings was authorized to appoint four experts 


to be associated with him in revising the entire Building Law, to | 


present the same to the Legislature for enactment. 

By the same order the City Solicitor was authorized to render 
such assistance as was necessary to secure its passage. 

The work has been accomplished so far as revising the law, 


and preparing it for presentation to the Legislature. Although 
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not a perfect bill, yet it approximates so near it that it must 
command the respect of capitalists, architects, and master-build- 
ers. 

With this law of construction, in the hands of competent per- 
sons to enforce, it will secure to the future Boston not only 
beauty but solidity of construction and comparative safety from 
swift destruction by fire. 

The protection of human life against the casualties incident to 
fire and panic have been carefully and thoroughly considered. A 
copy of the revision now ready for presentation for enactment has 
been forwarded to you, and I trust will commend itself to your 
judgment. 

The department, during the past year, has accomplished a large 
amount of work, and I am happy to state that, as far as I am 
able to judge, its method and action in enforcing the law meet 
with the entire approval of those having business with it. 

As the annual report of the department will be made early in 
the year, I will omit any detail unless you desire it.

Dear Sir, — In answer to your request I submit the following 
brief statement, relating to the Sewer Department. 
The work performed during the past year has been of greater 


extent than ever before in a single year since the department was 
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established. The expenditures will have reached $325,000 at the 
end of the municipal year, and upwards of 14 miles have been 
added to the length of our sewers. 

An intercepting sewer has been completed in Charlestown which 
perfectly relieves the estuary inside the Lowell’ Railroad from the 
intolerable nuisance which has been long maintained there by the 
sewage outlets along Medford street. A similar service has been 
performed in South Boston, where an intercepting sewer has been 
constructed from Dorchester avenue to D street, which diverts the 
drainages of two considerable districts from the flats and conducts 
it to the intercepting of the improved system. 

The other work of the department has been of the usual charac- 
ter, with, perhaps, more than the average mileage of trunk-sewers. 

The public demand for sewers has not been met, however. 
There are specific petitions before the department for sewers 
amounting to five or more miles, which could not be favorably 
considered for want of funds. This is a matter which your ex- 
perience has doubtless made familiar to you; but the change in 
our health laws, and the still greater change in common opinions 
and convictions concerning the intimate relations between the 
public health and good drainage, have greatly increased the diffi- 
culty of putting off demands upon the Sewer Department. Itis no 
longer a matter of luxury or convenience merely. The construc- 
tion of sewers is now demanded in the interest of public health 
and municipal prosperity. On old suburban estates the cesspools 
have so polluted the wells that the introduction of our water 
supply had become imperative, and with that supply the consump- 
tion of water, and consequent amount of sewage, have so increased 
that cesspools have become nuisances, and causes of complaint, 


with sometimes very arbitrary measures of remedy following in 


@ train through the agency of the Board of Health. 
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There is a very limited area of subsoil within our municipality 
sufficiently open to absorb, through the circumference of an ordinary 
cesspool, the sewage of an average family; and when the defect 
and inadequacy of the cesspool become apparent there is no 
remedy but the sewer. 

Within the compact portions of our city, as in Charlestown, East 
and South Boston, the city proper, and the larger portion of Rox- 
bury, there is no difficulty in keeping pace with the demands upon 
this department. But in more remote suburban districts, small 
neighborhoods are developing, widely separated from each other, 
and many of them quite remote from sewer conveniences. ‘These 
now demand immediate attention. Human life is thought to be in 
peril, and such a consideration can hardly be discussed in deter- 
mining the propriety of answering a petition for a sewer. The 
owners of such property also demand that their needs shall be 
supplied to save the property from decadence. For it has come 
to such a pass that houses without sewer drainage can neither be 
sold nor rented. 

It has become necessary, therefore, that, in the future conduct of 
this department, the scope of its work should be considerably 
enlarged, until certain outlying districts shall have been provided 
with sewers. Considerable parts of Brighton, large portions of 
Dorchester and West Roxbury, require sewer drainage at once. 
Plans are in preparation to meet these wants, and, with an ade- 
quate appropriation, the bulk of the pressing work could be 
executed in a single year. 


I have plans nearly ready for an intercepting sewer, extending 


from Commercial street, Dorchester, to the outfall ‘‘ improved” 


sewer, near Crescent-avenue Station, intended to take the outlets 
which now: pollute the bay between Savin Hill and Commercial 


Point. 
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For the drainage of the district south of the ‘* upper” Dorches- 
ter road, between Blue-Hill avenue and the ridge east of Norfolk 


street.. 


Tor the drainage of the region about Ashmont Station, sloping ~ 


towards the Neponset river, and for relieving several districts in 
Brighton. 

West Roxbury, beyond Jamaica Plain, has not sent in any 
petitions to the Sewer Department, except one this year for 
drainage a little beyond Forest Hills Station, which was favorably 
answered, and a trunk sewer built to the required point. Very 
probably there will be a demand the coming year for sewers at 
Roslindale, as intimations have been made to that effect. 

It is obvious that the Sewer Department should have the coming 
year half a million dollars, as requested last year. Only through 
a generous appropriation for one or two years can the areas be 
made up. The maintenance of the department necessarily grows 


perceptibly in expense, and it is simply impossible to devote a 


sufficient portion of an average appropriation to the required new. 


work referred to, to make any considerable impression upon it. 

It has seemed to me that a loan would be a proper way of 
meeting the necessity. The department appropriations could be 
made unusually light, and especially devoted to maintenance and 
repairs, and a considerable sum of money procured by loan, to 
be used exclusively on new work, and to be paid out of the income 
of the department, through assessments, etc., and the deficiency 
made up by subsequent appropriations. 

‘That is, if $200,000 were expended on new service sewers with 
necessary outlets in one drainage district, and fully completed in 
one year, then within twelve months thereafter the city would 
receive $150,000 in assessments, and the deficit of $50,000 would 


require to be made up at a later date.

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- In the long run there would be no advantage in this, since the 
treasury receives the benefit of all sewer assessments now; but as 
it would have a favorable influence upon the tax levy, it has some 
points for commendation as a temporary expedient. 

At the risk of presenting irrelevant matter I wish to say a 
word about consolidation with the improved system. 

It is quite generally thought, perhaps, that, since the ‘ im- 
proved” and the old are systems of a common purpose, they 
therefore should be under the control of a single head. If they 
were integral parts of one whole system, one indissolubly con- 
nected with and dependent upon the other, this might be true. 
But the improved system is only a supplement to the old. It 
takes the place of the old outlets in dry weather, and has aslightly 
favorable influence upon the sewage-discharge during rainfall. 
But it is entirely independent, in every practical sense, of the 
old system. If we send too much sewage it is refused admission 
to the new system, and accumulates in our sewers until the new 
is ready for it, or it goes overboard. To maintain the new 
system is mainly a matter of attention to its various mechanical 
appliances. Economy in the administration of the Sewer Depart- 
ment should forbid the entering upon any very extensive scheme 
of local sewer construction, before it is actually demanded. To 
provide plans for future use is needful, and that should be the 
function of this department; one which I am trying to exercise. 

The statement sometimes made, that our old system requires a 
thorough revision, is quite irrational. 

It is quite true that, had the present territory of our city proper 
been in hand, as a subject for a drainage scheme, fifty years ago, 
some of the shreds and patches of the present system could have 
been avoided ; but it must be now remembered that it was an 


essential part of the plan of the ‘‘ Improved System”’ to adapt the 
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new work to existing conditions ; and, generally speaking, this has 
been done, and the city is certainly delivered from nearly all the 
offence which formerly resulted from our numerous sewer outlets. 

Local defects in our old system readily betray themselves, and 
can easily be remedied as a part of the department work. 

In the projection of new schemes of drainage for our outlying 
districts it is perfectly easy to adapt them to the new system 
without surrendering the department. 

The new sewer is simply an outlet, and nothing else. A very 
important factor to public convenience and health, but not in the 
least a mystery, or anything specially sacred. It is of the first 
importance that it should be kept in working order, and it were 
manifestly proper and fitting to my mind that the charge of it 
should remain in the Engineer’s Department. 

But since the Sewer Department is one having most intimate 
relations with the inhabitants of the city, and is burdened with 
little problems of adjustment of personal grievances which 
demand and deserve the most considerate treatment, and has 
grown to be a department of second importance to none in the 
city, it seems to me unnecessary and really unwise to destroy 
its independent responsibility to the citizens and the government, 
simply because there is another sewer in charge of another 
department. 

The head of this department cannot perform the duties per- 
taining to it in a simple perfunctory manner. What is called the 
engineering, however indispensable, is the very least of it in its 
relation to the city; and I will frankly say that the highest 
interest of the city requires that the Sewer Department be kept, 
in an administrative sense, entirely independent of the Improved 
System for the next five years. So, at least, 1 think, partly for 
reasons other than those given. 


oa 
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The improvement of Stony Brook, which, as contemplated in the 
city of Boston, in the order introduced by yourself and passed by 
the Board of Aldermen, Nov. 5, 1877, is now complete. So that 
together with the work previously done by Roxbury, and that by 
the Park Commissioners in connection with the Back Bay Park, 
Stony Brook is now provided with an improved channel from 
Hyde-Park avenue to Charles-river basin, a distance of about five 
and a half miles. 

Something will doubtless require to be done in the way of in- 
creasing the dimensions of the channel beyond the avenue. A 
part of the desired work has been done by West Roxbury, but the 
deepening was not made continuous, and will need to be 
completed some time. 

The work is of small magnitude and can, if need be, wait, and 
will not require the care and supervision of a separate depart- 
ment. 

The joint committee have, I think, already voted to recom- 
mend the transfer of the whole thing to sewers, upon the pre- 
sumption that their oceupation is gone. 

The expenditures of Boston from 1880 to the present time have 
been about $330,000, which sum only represents the outlay made 
since and in pursuance of the order passed in 1877, above referred 
to. 

I am just completing a report upon the subject, which will hardly 
be ready in time to be of service to you, even if you desired to use 
it, as some of the desired data is troublesome to collect.

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The establishment of the town of Boston dates 
from the passage of the order of the Court of 
Assistants on the 17th September (7th, O. S.), 
1630, “that Trimountain shall be called Boston.” 
The first city government was organized on the 
Ist of May, 1822 (St. 182], c. 110). Roxbury 
was first recognized by the Court of Assistants 
as a town on the 8th Oct., 1630. It was incor- 
porated as a city on the 12th March, 1846 (St. 1846, 
e. 95), and annexed to Boston 6th Jan., 1868 
(St. 1867, c. 359; accepted 9th Sept.). Dorches- 
ter was named by the Court of Assistants in the 
same order in which Boston was named; and it 
retained its town organization until annexed to 
Boston on the 3d Jan., 1870 (St. 1869, c. 349; 
accepted 22d June). Charlestown was founded 
4th July, 1629; incorporated as a city in 1847 
(St. 1847, c. 29); annexed to Boston, 5th Jan., 
1874 (St. 1873, c. 286; accepted, 7th Oct.). 
West Roxbury was incorporated as a town on 
the 24th March, 1851 (St. 1851, c. 250); 
annexed to Boston on Sth Jan., 1874 (St. 
1873, c. 314; accepted, 7th Oct.). Brighton 
was incorporated as a town in 1806 (St. 1806, 
ce. 65); annexed to Boston on the 5th Jan., 
1874 (St. 1873, c. 303; accepted, 7th Oct.).

A ‘CODIFICATION 


OF THE 


CITY CHARTEHN OFeiso4 


AND STATUTES AFFECTING THE SAME. 


The first act of the Legislature of Massachusetts establishing the 
City of Boston was passed February 23, 1822, and adopted by the citi- 
zens of Boston, March 4,1822. It is chapter i110 of the acts of 1821. 
The present city charter, being a revision of the former one, was 
passed April 29, 1854, and adopted by the citizens, November 13, 
1854. It is chapter 448 of the acts of 1854. The charter herewith 
presented is a codification of the original enactment of 1854 and the 
general and special acts since then adopted ‘The sections in pica 
are unchanged from the text of 1854, except §§ 25 and 60. Words 
in italics show verbal changes. Sections in small pica give the pre- 
sumed state of the charter as affected by subsequent legislation. 

This codification includes the legislation of 1884. ‘The ‘* Act to 
Amend the Charter of the City of Boston” (Stat. 1885, chap. 266, 
approved May 27) is not included, because of the lack, at this date, 
of authoritative judicial construction of the effect of its provisions 
upon the statutes of which it is amendatory. ‘The text of this act is 
given entire on page 43 et seg., together with the ‘* Act to limit the 
Municipal Debt and the rate of ‘Taxation in the City of Boston” 
(Stat. 1885, chap. 178, approved April 17). Marginal references to 
these acts indicate sections of the charter which they are supposed 
to affect. 


Section 1. The inhabitants of the City of 
Boston, for all the purposes for which towns and

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SEAL OF THE CITY. 


By Chapter 7, Section 1, Revised Ordinances, passed 
December 29, 1882, it is provided that “the seal of the city 
shall bear a view of the city and the inscription: ‘S1rour 
PATRIBUS SIT DEUS NOBIS. Bosronta conpita A.D. 1630. 
CIVITATIS REGIMINE DONATA A.D. 1822.’” A representa- 
tion of the seal as at present, and for many years past, in use 
is given below. [For penalty of unauthorized use of city 
seal, see Pub. Stat. c. 205, § 6.] 


The “ Ordinance to Establish the City Seal,” passed Jan. 
2, 1823, provided as follows: —“ That the design hereto 
annexed, as sketched by John R. Penniman, giving a view 
of the city, be the city seal; that the motto be as follows, to 
wit : ‘SIcUT PATRIBUS SIT DEUS NOBIS’; and that the inscrip- 
tion be as follows, to wit: ‘Bosronta conpira A.D. 1630. 
CIVITATIS REGIMINE DONATA A.D. 1822.’” The design by 
Mr. Penniman now appears on the treasury checks, and a 
fac-simile of the original sketch is given in the Municipal 
Register of 1883 and 1884. | 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


Rute 1. The Mayor, and in his absence the chairman of 
the Board, shall take the chiir at the hour to which the 
Board shall have adjourned, and shall call the members to 
order, and, a quorum being present, shall cause the minutes 
of the preceding regular meeting to be read; and, in the 
absence of the Mayor and chairman, the senior member 
present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Ruws 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order ; 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the Board, by motion regularly seconded; and no. other 
business shall be in order till the question on appeal shall 
have been decided. | 

Rute 3. The chairman shall declare all votes ; but if any 
member rises to doubt a vote, he shall cause a return of the 
members voting in the affirmative and in the negative, with- 
out debate on the question. 

Rute 4. The chairman may read sitting; but shall rise 
to state a motion, or put a question to the Board. 

Rute 5. When the Mayor shall desire to vacate the chair 
he shall call on the chairman of the Board to take it, and in 
his absence the senior member present. When the chairman 
of the Board or the chairman pro tempore shall desire to 
vacate the chair he may call any member to it; but such sub- 
stitution shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 

Rue 6. On all questions and motions whatsoever, the 
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chairman shall take the sense of the Board by yeas and nays, 
provided any member shall so require. And every ordi- 
nance, resolution, or order (except orders of notice, papers 
from the Common Council, orders of inquiry, and orders 
relating to the Department of Health), after being read, 
shall be laid on the table before its consideration by the 
Board, and no such resolution or order (except as above) 
shall be considered at the same meeting at which it is offered, 
except by special vote. 

Rute 7. The chairman shall propound all questions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in the 
naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and longest 
time shall be put first. . 

Rute 8. After a motion is stated or read by the chair- 
man it shall be deemed to be in possession of the Board, and 
shall be disposed of by vote; but the mover may withdraw 
it at any time before a decision or amendment. 

Rute 9. When a question is under debate the chairman 
shall receive no motion but fo adjourn, to lay on the table, to 
postpone to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely ; which several motions shall have precedence in 
the order in which they stand arranged; and a motion to — 
strike out the enacting clause of an ordinance shall be equiva- 
lent to a motion to postpone indefinitely. 

Rute 10. The chairman shall consider a motion to ad- 
journ as always in order, except on an immediate repetition ; 
and that motion, and the motion to lay on the table, or to 
take up from the table, shall be decided without debate. 

Rute 11. When a vote has been passed it shall be in 
order for any member to move a reconsideration thereof at 
the same meeting; or he may give notice to the clerk, within 
twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his intention to 
move a reconsideration at the next regular meeting; in 
which case the clerk shall retain possession of the papers — 
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until the next regular meeting; and, when a motion for re- 
consideration is decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered. 

Ruxtr 12. Every member, when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the Chair; shall confine himself 
to the question under debate, and avoid personalities. 

Rute 13. No member speaking sball be interrupted by 
another, but by rising to a call to order, or for explanations. 

Ruue 14. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

Rute 15. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the Board for special reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any question 
must be made before the Board is divided, or before the 
calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate. 

Rute 16. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if 
the chairman shall so direct. 

Rute 17. Any member may require the division of a 
question, when the sense will admit it. A motion to strike 
out and insert shall be deemed indivisible; but a motion to 
strike out, being lost, shall not preclude amendment, or a 
motion to strike out and insert. 

Ruxe 18. No motion or proposition of a subject different 
from that under consideration shall be admitted under color 
of amendment. 

Ruxte 19. Motions and reports may be committed or re- 
committed at the pleasure of the Board. 

Rue 20. When a vote is doubted, the members for and 
against the question, when called on by the Chair, shall arise 
and stand till they are counted. 

Rute 21. All questions relating to priority of business 
to be acted upon shall be decided without debate. 
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RoiE 22. When a motion is made on any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the question shall be 
taken in the following order :— 


1. Toa standing committee of the Board. 
2. To a select committee of the Board. 

3. Toa joint standing committee. 

4. ‘To a joint select committee. 


Rute 23. The following standing committees of the 
Board, to consist of three members each, and the members 
of the joint standing committees on the part of this Board 
(named in the Joint Rules and Orders of the City Council), 
shall be appointed by the Mayor : — 

Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — Bridges — 
County Accounts — Faneuil Hall and County Buildings, to 
be composed of the Committee on Public Buildings on the 
part of this Board — Lamps — Licenses — Markets — Paving 
and Repairs of Streets —Sewers and Drains — Streets — 
Steam-Engines and Furnaces — Electric Wires— Railroads. 
All other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or spe- 
cially directed by the Board, shall be appointed by the Chair. 

Rule 24. At every regular meeting of the Board the order 


of business shall be as follows : — 


1. Communications from His Honor the Mayor. 
2. Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remon- 
strances. 
3. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 
Papers from the Common Council. 
Reports of city officers. 
Reports of committees. 
Motions, orders, and resolutions.

And the above order of business shall not be departed from 
but by the votes of a majority of the members of the Board 
present. . 
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Rute 25. Each committee elected on the part of this 
Board shall organize at its first meeting by the choice of a 
chairman, and shall report the same to this Board ; and in all 
eases where the Chair appoints a committee, unless otherwise 
provided for, the member first named shall be chairman, and 
in his absence the member next in order who shall be present 
shall be chairman pro tempore. 

Rue 26. Committees of the Board, to whom any matter 
Is specially referred, may be required to report within four 
weeks, or ask for further time. 

Rue 27. No standing or special committee of the Board 
of Aldermen shall be authorized to contract or expend from 
the appropriations provided by the City Council an amount 
exceeding five hundred dollars, unless otherwise provided in 
the Ordinances of the city, or unless authority for such con- 
tract or expenditure be first had and obtained from the Mayor 
and Aldermen. 

Rute 28. No committee shall draw any moneys from the 
city treasury, for the purpose of paying the expense of said 
committee, or any portion of the same, while absent from the 
City of Boston, unless authorized by special vote of the 
Board. 

Ruie 29. No person, except a member of the Board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Board is in session. 

Rute 30. It shall be the duty of the City Messenger to 
see that no person or persons, excepting members of the City 
Government and reporters, are allowed inthe chamber of the 
Board of Aldermen or in the anteroom of the same while the 
Board is in session, and after the seats furnished for spectators 
have been occupied. 

Rute 31. The foregoing Rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed at any time, except by the 
vote of two-thirds of the members of the Board present at 
the time.

29. A Committee on Laying out and Widening Streets, 
to consist of three Aldermen and five members of the Com- 
mon Council. 

30. A Committee on the Surveyors Department, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

31. A Committee on the Department for the Survey 
and Inspection of Buildings, to consist of two Aldermen 
and three members of the CommonCouncil. 

32. A Committee on the Treasury Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

33. A Committee on Underground Wires, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

34. A Committee on Water, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

35.. A Committee on City Hall Reference Lia to 
consist of the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen and the 
President and one other member of the Common Council. 


Duties OF COMMITTEES. 

Rute 2. Every Joint Standing Committee of the City 
Council, already or hereafter appointed or elected, shall, for 
the current municipal year, have the general management 
and supervision of the department to which it has been as- 
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signed, subject in all respects to the special instructions of 
the City Council, and to the provisions of all statutes and 
lawful ordinances. 

The following-named committees are hereby specially in- 
structed to perform the following duties : — 


The Committee on Accounts shall direct the City Auditor 
as to the manner in which the books, records, and papers 
belonging to his department shall be kept, and as to the 
mode in which all bills and accounts against the city shall be 
certified or vouched; and examine, and, if they see fit, ap- 
prove, as often as once a month, all bills and accounts against 
the city which have been certified by the City Auditor. 

The Committee on Finance shall negotiate, under the direc- 
tion of the City Council, all loans made by the city, and con- 
sider and report upon all subjects relating to the city finances. 

The Committee on the Assessors’ Department shall have 
the care and supervision of the Assessors’ office, and shall fix 
the amount of compensation to be paid to the clerks appointed 
by the Assessors, and shall also in January, or as soon there- 
after as may be, recommend to the City Council the names 
of persons to be voted for as Assessors and as Assistant 
Assessors. 

The Committee on Bonds shall examine all bonds required 
_ by statute or ordinance to be given by officers of the city. 

The Committee on Claims shall investigate all claims 
against the city, except those for damages on account of the 
laying out and widening of streets, the change of grade of 
streets, and the abatement of nuisances by the Board of 
Health; and may, with the approval of the Mayor, settle 
any such claim before suit is brought, if such settlement can 
be effected by the payment of a sum not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars; and, in consultation with the City Solicitor, 
take such steps as they deem expedient for the defence of 
suits brought for the recovery of such claims, or, with the 
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approval of the Mayor, for their settlement. The expense 
of such defence or settlement shall be paid from the appro- 
priation for Incidental Expenses. 

Any purchaser of real estate, at a sale made by the City 
Collector for the non-payment of taxes or other assessments 
thereon, who claims that he is entitled to have the considera- 
tion paid by him for the Collector’s deed with the interest 
thereon, refunded to him, by reason of error, omission, or 
informality in the proceedings of assessment or sale, may 
apply by petition to the said committee to have such consid- 
eration and interest paid to him; and if said committee 
determines that the petitioner is legally entitled to such pay- 
ment they shall certify the fact to the City Treasurer, who 
shall make payment accordingly upon surrender and discharge 
by the petitioner of his said deed. 

The Committee on Claims may also, upon petition to the 
said committee, hear all claims for the payment of money held 
in the City Treasury as balances arising from sales for the 
non-payment of taxes and other assessments; and, if they 
determine that a petitioner is entitled to such payment, 
they shall certify the fact to the City Treasurer, who shall 
thereupon make payment of the claim so allowed. 

When the city holds a title to real estate sold by the City 
Collector for the non-payment of taxes or other assessments 
thereon, and a person having an interest in such real estate 
alleges that there was an error, omission, or informality in 
the proceedings of assessment or sale, so that he is legally 
entitled to have the title of the city to such real estate relin- 
quished to him, he may apply therefor by petition. to the 
‘said committee, who may determine that such title shall be 
relinquished upon such terms and conditions as they adjudge 
to be just and comformable to law ; and, upon receiving their 
certificate that such title ought to be relinquished, the Mayor 
shall execute in behalf of the city a proper deed of release 
to the petitioner. 
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The Committee on City Clerk’s Department shall audit, 
monthly, the finances of said department. 

The Committee on the Common and Public Grounds shall 
have the care and custody of the Common, the Public Garden, 
and the public squares and fountains of the city. 

The Committee on Public Education shall purchase all 
land required for educational purposes, when such purchase 
has been authorized by the City Council; shall consider and 
report upon all communications from the School Committee 
requiring action by the City Council, excepting requests for 
altering and repairing buildings ; and shall approve all plans 
for new school-houses. | 

The Committee on the Engineer’s Department shall have 
the care and supervision of the City Engineer’s office, and 
shall fix the compensation of the persons employed therein ; 
the appointment and removal of all of whom shall also be 
subject to the approval of said committee. | 

The Committee on the Fire Department shall examine, as 
often as once a month, the records and accounts of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners, and shall also consider all applica- 
tions for appropriations for the said department, and report 
thereon to the City. Council. 

The Committee on Fuel shall, except as otherwise pro- 
vided, contract for all the fuel required for the use of the 
city. 

The Committee on the Harbor shall suggest from time to 
time such measures, and shall do and perform such acts, as 
they may deem necessary for the preservation of the harbor 
of the city and for the security of the rights and interests of 
the city therein; provided that no expense shall be incurred 
exceeding the appropriations previously made by the City 
Council for these purposes. 

The Committee on the Health Department shall examine, 
as often as once a month, the records and accounts of the 
Board of Health, and examine all applications for appropria- 
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tions for the Health Department, and report thereon to the 
City Council; and the said committee shall also have control 
of all expenditures on account of the city teams, the city 
stables, the cleaning of streets and of cesspools, the collec- 
tion of offal and of ashes, and of the employment of the la- 
borers required therefor ; provided that the work of cleaning 
the cesspools and streets, and collecting the ashes and offal, 
and all contracts therefor, shall be performed in a manner 
entirely satisfactory to the Board of Health ; and all contracts 
for such work shall contain the condition that they shall be 
performed to the satisfaction of the Board of Health. 

The Committee on Legislative Matters shall, unless other- 
wise ordered, appear before committees of the General Court 
and represent the interests of the city ; provided said com- . 
mittee shall not, unless directed so to do by the City Coun- 
cil, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding 
City Council. They shall report in print to the City Council 
all bills, resolves, and petitions presented to the Legislature 
affecting the City of Boston or any department thereof. 
Such printed report shall be made at the next meeting of 
either branch after such application is made, or earlier, at the 
discretion of said committee. The committee may expend 
in any year a sum not exceeding two thousand dollars, to be 
charged to the appropriation for Incidental Expenses. 

When, in the opinion of the Committee on Ordinances, 
additional legal assistance is temporarily required in the Law 
Department of the city, the said committee may, by a vote of 
a majority of all its members, engage suitable counsel and 
fix the compensation therefor; but no amount exceeding 
three thousand dollars shall be so expended during the mu- 
nicipal year unless the consent of the City Council thereto is 
first obtained. | 

The Committee on the Overseers of the Poor shall con- 
sider all matters, within the jurisdiction and control of the 
City Council, which relate to the Overseers of the Poor, to 
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paupers, to poor and destitute persons, and to the city 
temporary home, and examine, on the second Tuesday of 
each month, all the books of the said overseers, the keeping 
of which is required by the ordinances of the city, in order 
to ascertain whether such books have been kept in con- 
formity with said ordinances; whether all expenditures and 
payments for the month ending on the last Monday of the 
preceding month have been legally made and are properly 
vouched ; and whether relief and assistance have been legally 
granted or refused. The said committee shall also in Janu- 
ary and in June, examine the condition and investment of 
all property entrusted to, or deposited with, the said over- 
seers ; and if, upon any such examination, it appears to said 
committee that any expenditure or payment has been ille- 
gally made or is not properly vouched; that any assistance 
or relief has been illegally granted or refused; that due care 
has not been taken in regard to the management, preserva- 
tion, or investment of said property; or that said books are 
not properly kept, — they shall thereupon report the facts to 
the City Council for its action. 

The Committee on Police shall examine, as often as once 
a month, the records and accounts of the Police Commis- 
sioners, and all applications for appropriations for the Police 
Department, and report upon the same. 

The Committee on Printing shall have executed all print- 
ing and binding, and furnish all stationery or similar sup- 
plies required by the City Council or either branch thereof, 
or by any office or department of the City Government, 
except where otherwise expressly provided by statute or 
ordinance. The committee shall, wherever possible, pro- 
cure its supplies by open contract, and shall especially con- 
tract with some one person, firm, or corporation, annually to 
do all the printing under its charge. The committee shall 
have control of the Superintendent of Printing, and may 
require him to act as their clerk, without extra pay, and 
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may direct him to keep suitable accounts and records to their 
satisfaction. The said committee shall fix the number of 
copies of any document the printing of which has been, 
ordered, unless otherwise directed; and may direct the, 
disposal or sale of any such printed documents, under the 
same restriction. The committee shall, at least once in 
every month, audit all bills incurred under their direction as 
above stated. 

The Committee on Public Buildings shall, except as other- 
wise provided, have the care and custody of all the school- 
houses and other buildings belonging to the city, and of the 
erection, alteration, and repair of such buildings; and may 
(subject to the approval of the City Council) lease any such 
building for a period not exceeding three years, and may 
dispose by public or private sale of any temporary buildings, 
or of the materials thereof, when they are no longer needed 
for public purposes. When the City Council orders the 
purchase of land for the erection of a building thereon, for 
any purpose other than an educational one, such purchase 
shall be made under the direction of said committee. The 
committee shall also have the care and supervision of the 
City Architect’s office, and shall fix the compensation of the 
persons employed therein; the appointment and removal of 
all of whom shall be subject to the approval of said com- 
mittee. The said committee shall also assign suitable rooms 
in the public buildings for the various city officers, or shall 
procure such rooms elsewhere at the expense of the city, and 
shall furnish all such rooms in a proper manner, 

The Committee on Public Lands shall have the care and 
management of the public lands belonging to the city, so far 
as relates to the improvements, or lease of the same for a 
term not exceeding three years; and may, subject to the 
approval of the Mayor, sell the same at public auction. The 
said committee may, subject to the approval of the Board of 
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Aldermen, lay out and make such streets, passage-ways, and 
public squares on said lands as they may deem expedient. 

To the Committee on the Public Library all matters relat- 
ing to the Public Library, within the jurisdiction of the City 
Council, shall be referred, unless otherwise ordered. 

The Committee on the Surveyor’s Department shall have 
the care and supervision of the City Surveyor’s office, and 
shall fix the compensation of the persons employed therein ; 
the appointment and removal of all of whom shallalso be 
subject to the approval of said committee. 

The Committee on the Department for the Survey and 
‘Inspection of Buildings shall appoint, on the nomination of 
the Inspector of Buildings, such clerical assistance as may 
be needed, in addition to that allowed by statute or ordi- 
nance, and may purchase such supplies and materials, and 
incur such other expenses, as may be necessary ; provided 
that the expense shall not exceed the amount appropriated 
for tho purpose. 

The Committee on the Treasury Department shall examine, 
audit, and settle the accounts of the City Treasurer, and of the 
County Treasurer, and of the City Collector, for the preced- 
ing financial year, and shall not only compare said accounts 
with the vouchers therefor, but also ascertain whether all 
sums due to the city have been collected and accounted for ; 
and the said committee shall also examine all bonds- (except- 
ing official bonds), notes, and other securities belonging to 
the city, and shall make to the City Council a full and par- 
ticular report of the results of such examination. The com- 
mittee shall have power to confirm or reject the subordinate 
officers in either the City Treasurer’s, County Treasurer's, or 
City Collector’s department, when duly nominated by the 
head of such department; and also decide upon the accept- 
ance of the sureties offered on the bonds of such subordinate 
officers. The said committee shall also have charge of the ex- 
penditures from the appropriation for the department of the 
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Sealer of Weights and Measures, and shall designate the 
method in which his books of accounts shall be kept. 

The Committee on Underground Wires shall determine the 
amount of the penalty of all bonds given by telegraph’ and 
telephone companies under the provisions of Chapter 26, 
Section 40 of the Revised Ordinances; determine the suffi- 
ciency of the sureties on such bonds, and exercise such other 
powers as are within the jurisdiction of the City Council. 

The Committee on the Water Department shall examine, 
as often as once a month, the records, accounts, and contracts 
of the Water Board, and examine and report upon all re- 
quests for appropriations for said department. 

The Committee on the City Hall Reference Library may 
make all needful rules and regulations applicable to the 
library, may authorize the removal and disposal of publi- 
cations considered useless in the collection at any time, and 
may purchase, from time to time, publications for the use of 
the library; provided, however, that the amount expended 
shall not exceed the sum that may be annually appropriated 
for the purpose by the City Council. 


ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 3. The member of the Board of Aldermen first 
named on every Joint Committee, of which the Mayor is not 
a member, shall be its chairman; and, in case of his resigna- 
tion or inability, the other members of the same Board in the 
order in which they are named, and after them the member 
of the Common Council first named, shall call mectings of the 
committee, and act as chairman. 

Rute 4. The Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records of their proceedings to be kept in books provided for 
that purpose; and at all meetings of committees the records © 
of the previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of com- 
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mittees all votes shall be taken by yeas and nays and re- 
corded at the request of any member. 

Rue 5. The representatives of the two branches of the 
City Council on Joint Committees shall not act by separate 
consultations. No meeting of any committee shall be called 
upon less notice than twenty-four hours without the consent 
of all the members thereof. 

Rue 6. Any Joint Committee, not having charge of an 
appropriation, may expend from the appropriation for Inci- 
dental Expenses an amount not exceeding two hundred dol- 
lars in any one year, for any purposes connected with the 
duties of said committee for which no provision has been 
otherwise made. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Rute 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the City Council, if either branch shall request 
a conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the other 
branch shall also appoint such a committee. - Both commit- 
tees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their chairmen, 
meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as either 
shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective 
branches in relation to the matter in controversy, shall con- 
fer freely thereon, and shall report to their respective 
branches. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rue 8. No report of a Joint Committee shall be received 
by either branch of the City Council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. 

Rute 9. Either branch of the City Council may commit 
or recommit to a Joint Committee; but the reference by 


_. either branch of a matter to its successor, or to the next City 


Council, shall require concurrent action. The report of a 
committee upon any subject referred to it shall, unless other- 
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wise ordered by the City Council or by the committee, be 
presented to the branch in which the order of reference 
originated. It shall be the duty of every Joint Committee to 
which any subject may be specially referred, to report there- 
on within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Rute 10. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
City Council shall be written or printed, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall bemade on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the oflicers of either branch. 
Every report of a committee shall be signed by a member 
belonging to the body to which it shall be presented, unless 
otherwise directed by the committee. Every order. and no- 
tice of reference shall have indorsed upon it the name of the 
member offering it or making the motion. Such member 
shall be informed, by the clerk of the committee to which 
the matter is referred, of the time fixed for its consideration, 
if he give notice of his desire to be heard thereon. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 11. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the request 
of the chairman of any committee of which he is clerk, make 
copies of any papers to be reported by it, and he shall notify 
each member of the City Council of all public committee 
hearings. He shall be notified by the clerk of the time of 
meeting of every committee of which he is not the clerk, as 
soon as the date of such meeting is fixed. He shall post 
daily in the corridor of the City Hall, and in the chamber of 
the Board of Aldermen, a list of the committee mechan to 
be held that day. 

Rute 12. The Joint Standing Committees on Aceaaane 
Finance, Surveyor’s Department, Engineer’s Department, 
Health Department, Public Buildings Department, Public 
Land Department, Printing, and Department for the Survey 
and Inspection of Buildings, may choose respectively, as clerk, 
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of such committee, one of their own number, or any employé 
of the department under their charge; but no compensation 
shall be made for such services. 


ORDINANCES, ORDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rue 13. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, originat- 
ing in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice shall 
be given, under the signature of the clerk, to the branch in 
which the same originated. | 

Rute 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “ Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


_ Rure 15. The specific appropriations for the several 
objects enumerated in the general appropriation order shall 
be deemed and taken to be the maximum amount to be 
expended, by the several committees having the charge 
thereof, for the entire financial year. 

Whenever the amounts designated and appropriated as afore- 
said have been expended, and an additional sum is required, 
or whenever the estimates for any purpose exceed the appro- 
priation specially made therefor, the committee having 
charge thereof shall furnish to the City Council a detailed 
statement, in print, of the expenditures already made, and 
of the necessity for an additional appropriation. 

Whenever the City Council shall order an expenditure by 
any committee, board, or officer, either in addition to the 
estimates on which the appropriation was made, or for an 
object not included in such estimates, it shall provide for the 
payment of the same. | 

No expenditure shall be made from the Reserved Fund

except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new 
appropriation to be established. 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for 
Incidentals excepting those ordered in accordance with 
Chapter 28, Section 13, of the Public Statutes ; expenditures 
for one or both branches of the City Council, ordered by 
concurrent vote, or by committees as provided in these rules ; 
amounts necessary to pay judgments or to settle claims 
against the city ; and transfers. 

Rute 16. When application shall be made for an addi- 
tional appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or loan, 
such appropriation shall not be made until the application 
has been referred to, and reported upon, by the Committee 
on Finance. 

Rute 17. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria-— 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the City Council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by 
yea and nay. 

Rue 18. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGES. 


Rute 19. No bills for refreshments or carriages shall be 
paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the 
persons to whom such refreshments or carriages are furnished, 
and the dates of furnishing the same. No person, except a 
member of the City Council, shall incur any such bills, for 
which the city shall be liable, nor shall a member of the City 
Council incur any such bills, unless the same be furnished 
while performing some duty as a member of a committee or 
of a sub-committee, to which he has been appointed, and on 
a day when said committee or sub-committee held a meeting. 
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All bills for refreshments shall be presented at the time in- 
curred, and shall be approved by the members of the City 
Council incurring the same; provided, however, that all bills 
contracted by sub-committees shall be submitted to and ap- 
proved by the full committee. No bills shall be approvedon 
account of any persons not members of the City Council, 
except a city officer specially. invited by vote of a board or > 
committee. Such bills, when so approved, shall be paid from 
the appropriation to which they are incident; and the City 
Auditor shall not pass any such bill for the approval of the 
Committee on Accounts, unless it has been approved as pro- 
vided in this or the preceding section. 

Rute 20. All carriages furnished to members of the City 
Government shall, whenever practicable, be ordered through 
the City Messenger; and when not so ordered, the person 
who orders them shall forthwith give notice thereof to the 
City Messenger; and in all cases the party who furnishes a 
carriage shall, within seven days thereafter, return to the 
City Messenger a detailed statement of the names of the per- 
sons who used the same, and of the time during which, and 
the purpose for which, it was used. 

Ruxie 21. All bills for refreshments, or carriages, con- 
taining items incurred more than three months previous to 
the date of their presentation to the Auditor, shall go before 
the City Council for approval. 


NOTICE TO OTHER BRANCH, 


Ruxe 22. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the City Council to the 
other, with the action of the branch sending them indorsed 
thereon, and signed by the regular presiding officer of such 
branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, 
of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the same 
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shall be transmitted to the other branch signed as herein- 
before directed. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 23. Any report containing any recommendation, 
other than “leave to withdraw,” or “inexpedient to take 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or resolve, 
embodying such recommendation ; and such report shall be 
acted upon separately. 

Rute 24. Any member of a Joint Committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Either branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration. 


CONTRACTS. 


Rute 25. Every Standing Committee shall, in making 
any contract, observe the: following regulations : — 

1. In case the amount of the estimated expenditure under 
a contract exceeds three thousand dollars, reasonable notice 
shall be given by advertisements therefor published in the 
daily papers of the city, and elsewhere if necessary. 

2. Whenever advertisements for proposals for any work 
to be done for the city, or for any materials to be furnished, 
are made, the persons in charge of the work to be done shall 
cause suitable plans and specifications, and schedules of ma- 
terials, to be prepared and shown to parties proposing to 
bid. 

3. Every contract exceeding three thousand dollars shall 
be accompanied by a suitable bond for the performance of 
the same, or by the deposit of money or security to the 
amount of such bond. No proposal shall be accepted from 
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or for any person who shall have broken a contract with the 
city during the three years preceding. 

4. No proposal shall be received from any person offering 
to contract for such work unless the same is sealed. All 
proposals shall be publicly opened at the hour and place 
designated in the advertisement, if any be specified. If any 
such proposals shall be offered by persons who, in the judg- 
ment of the said committee, shall be incompetent to perform 
their contracts in a workmanlike manner, or irresponsible 
in respect to their means of faithfully executing the same, 
such proposal may be rejected, notwithstanding the same be 
at a lower rate than other proposals offered for the same 
work. 

5. In such cases, where the amount of any contract shall 
exceed the sum of fifteen hundred dollars, the contract shall 
bein writing, and after being signed by the parties no such 
contract shall be altered in any particular, without the con- 
sent of three-fourths of the committee indorsed thereon by 
such members. 

6. Every contract shall provide that, in case of any alter- 
ation, so much of said contract as is not necessarily affected 
by the change shall remain in force upon all parties thereto. 
~ Rue 26. Rule 25 shall apply to all Joint Special Com- 
mittees where the estimated amount of any work to be per- 
formed under any one contract exceeds the sum of ten 
thousand dollars. : 

Rue 27. Whenever the payments under any contract are 
not intended to be made from the appropriations for the cur- 
rent financial year, such contract shall first be referred to the 
Committee on Finance, to report what measures shall be 
taken for the payments as they become due. 

Rue 28. In every contract entered into, involving the 
employment of mechanics, or laborers by the contractor, a 
provision shall be inserted to the effect that the committee 
making such contract may, if it deems it expedient to do so, 
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retain, ouf of any amounts due to such contractor, sums 
sufficient to cover any unpaid claims of mechanics or laborers 
for work or labor performed under such contract ; provided 
that notice in writing of such claims, signed by the claimants, 
shall have been previously filed in the office of the City 
Clerk. 


ELECTION OF CITY OFFICERS. 


Rute 29. 1. The Mayor, Aldermen, and Common 
Council in Convention, in the month of January, shall choose 
a City Clerk, to serve for the term of one year. 

2. There shall also be elected, by concurrent vote of 
both branches of the City Council, the following officers ; — 


City Auditor, Corporation Counsel,

‘¢ Engineer, ‘¢ Collector, 
‘« Messenger, ‘¢ Surveyor,

They shall be respectively nominated by joint committees, 
consisting of two Aldermen and three members of the Com- 
mon Council; but any qualified person may be elected with- 
out the recommendation of said nominating committees. 

3. There shall be nominated by His Honor the Mayor, 
subject to the confirmation of each branch of the City Council, 
the following officers, viz. : —

One Alderman and two members of the Common Council, 
to be Directors for Public Institutions.

One Alderman and one member of the Common Council, 
to be members of the Board of Managers of the Old South 
Association in Boston. 

Two Record Commissioners, each to hold office for the 
term of one year. 


5. There shall be nominated and elected, from the citizens 
at large, in themanner prescribed by Section 2 of this rule : — 


Three Directors for Public Institutions, for the term of 
three years each. 

Two Directors of Ferries, for the term of two years each. 

Four Overseers of the Poor, for the term of three years 
each. 

Two Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery, for the term of 
two years each. 

One Commissioner of Cedar Grove Cemetery, for the term 
of five years. 

One Commissioner of the Sinking-Funds, for the term of 
two years. 

One Commissioner of Prison-Point bridge. 
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6. There shall be nominated and elected, in the manner 
prescribed by Section 2 of this rule : — 


One Superintendent of Printing. 
One Superintendent of Streets. 
One Superintendent of Sewers. 
One Superintendent of Public Buildings. 
One Superintendent of Public Grounds. 
One Superintendent of each of the following bridges; — 
Federal-street bridge. 
Dover-street bridge. 
Chelsea-street bridge. 
Meridian-street bridge. 
Mt. Washington-avenue bridge. 
Broadway bridge. 
Charles-river bridge. 
Warren bridge. 
Malden bridge. 
Congress-street bridge. 
One Weigher and Inspector-in-chief, and three assistant 
Weighers and Inspectors of Ballast. 
One Inspector of Lime. 
Five Fence-viewers. 
Thirteen Field-drivers and Pound-keepers. 
Two Cullers of Hoops and Staves. 


7. There shall be chosen by the City Council such 
Assessors as may be provided for by ordinance. 


REPEAL. , 


Rute 380. The fotegoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of 
the City Council. 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCILIL. 


Rute 1. The regular meeting of the Common Council 
shall be held on eyery Thursday, at half-past seven o’clock 
P.M., and, on the appearance of a quorum, the Council shall 
be called to order. In the absence of the President the 
senior member present shall take the chair, and a President 
pro tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is 
not effected on the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality 
vote shall elect. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rutz 2. The President shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the Council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment ; and members so appointed shall take rank ac- 
cording to the date of their appointment. 

Rute 3. The: President may at any time call another 
member to the chair, but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. In all cases the President may vote. 

Rute 4. ‘The President may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the Council Chamber during ses- . 
sions of the Council. 
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CLERK. 


Rute 5. The Clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the Common Council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of tne Chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the City Council; and shall prepare a 
schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the President may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the Board of 
Aldermen; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
after such notice he shall keep the papers pertaining thereto 
until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal 
time if the Council so vote. Nomembershall speak a second 
time on a question, if another member, who has not spoken, 
claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member shall interrupt another while speak- 
ing, except by rising to call to order, or, with the consent of 
the speaker, to ask a question of him, in which cases the 
speaker shall not lose his right to the floor. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member of the 
Council except by a respectful designation; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
President. 


QUORUM. 


Rute 8. Whenever, on a rising vote or ona roll-call, a 
quorum does not vote, or whenever a member raises the doubt 
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of a quorum being present, the Chair shall ascertain and de- 
clare whether a quorum is present. If no quorum appears to 
be present he shall order the roll called, and if it thereupon 
appears that there is no quorum, he shall immediately declare 
the Council adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rute 9. Standing Committees on Elections and Paving 
shall be appointed at the beginning of each municipal year, 
and shall consist of five members each; and, also, one on 
Council Rules and Orders, to consist of three members. 

Rute 10. The members of this Council who are appointed 
on the Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances shall con- 
stitute a Judiciary Committee. 

Rute 11. All committees of this Council shall be noti- 
fied of their meetings by the Clerk of Committees. They 
shall not sit during sessions of the Council ‘without special 
leave, nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours, 
unless all the members consent; and they shall keep a record 
_ of their doings. The member first named shall be chairman, 

unless otherwise ordered by the Committee, in which case 
the Council shall be notified of the change; and the same 
rule shall apply to the members serving on Joint Com- 
mittees. 

Rute 12. Special Committees of this Council shall con- 
sist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Rute 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. If, 
however, any such report has been ordered to be printed 
without having been previously read, the President may de- 
lay such printing until the next regular meeting of the Coun- 
ceil, at which time he shall give notice of his action. 
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Rute 14. Committees of this Council, to whom any mat- 
ter is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or 
ask for further time. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rute 15. When the Council shall determine to go into 
a Committee of the Whole the President shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

Rute 16. The rules of proceedings in the Council shall 
be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as they are 
applicable ; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided 
without debate; and the previous question shall not be 
moved. 


COURSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


Rute 17. At every regular meeting of the Council the 
order of business shall be as follows :— 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by any member. | 

Second. Orders and resolutions that are to be referred, or 
are to take their first reading only. 

Third. Communications and reports from city officers. 

Fourth. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances, and 
memorials. 

Fifth. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

Sixth. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. — 

Seventh. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 

Highth. Reports of Committee on Finance. 

Ninth. Reports of Committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. ) 3 

Tenth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 

Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shall 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the second — 
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order of business, during which time no debate shall be in 
order. Papers shall be called for by divisions in numerical 
order, and only one member in a division shall be recognized 
until each division has been called. 


Rute 18. All papers addressed to the Council shall be 
presented by the President, or by a member; and, unless the 
Council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
President, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they are presented. 

Rute 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall 
have two several readings before they are finally passed. 
Whenever the second reading immediately follows the first, 
the document may be read by its title only, unless objection 
is made. | 

Rue 20. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of 
money, shall have more than one reading on the same day ; 
but this rule shall not apply to an order to print a document 
or to provide refreshments during a session. 

Rute 21. All nominations of officers who are required 
to be elected by ballot shall, after being reported, lie over 
for one week, before action is taken thereon. 


MOTIONS. 


Rute 22. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the President shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 

Rue 23. In naming sums and fixing times the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

Rute 24. When a question is under debate the President 
shall receive no motion but 
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To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To especially assign to a time certain. 
To refer to a committee. 

To amend. 

To refer to another Board. 

To postpone indefinitely.

These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it in 
precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Rute 25. When a matter has been especially assigned 
to.be taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of pro- 
ceedings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and 
take precedence of all other business. 

RutE 26. Whena motion is made to refer any subject, 
and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be 
put in the following order :— 


A Standing Committee of the Council. 
A Special Committee of the Council. 
A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Special Committee. 
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Rute 27. <A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

Rute 28. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a mo- 
tion to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not 
exceed ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than 
three minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the 
main question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 29. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Ruiz 30. When the previous question is ordered the vote 
shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon 
the main question. 

Roe 31. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once, with- 
out leave of the Council. 

RuiE 32. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “ Shall’the main question be now put?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has deen decided. 


APPEAL. 


Rue 33. No appeal from the decision of the President 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. The question shall be put as follows: “ Shall 
the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of the 
Council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
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affirmative, unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 


VOTING. 


Rute 34. Ifthe President is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the President shall cause a rising vote — 
to be taken on the question, without further debate. The 
President shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
Council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

Rute 35. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
whether before or after the previous question has been or- 
dered, the vote shall be taken by yeas and nays, provided 
one-fifth of the members present shall so require. 

Rute 36. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be 
permitted; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 37. When a vote has been. passed any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the Clerk before ten 
o’clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 

which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two 
weeks), of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsider- 
ation at the next meeting at which said motion is reached in 
the order of proceedings. 


RULES AND ORDERS OF COMMON COUNCIL. 87 


Rute 38. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

Rute 39. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsider- 
ation be had upon either of the following motions : — 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rue 40. All elections shall be by ballot, and all confir- 
mations by a yea and nay ballot. 

Rui“ 41. In all elections by ballot, all votes cast shall be 
counted and reported, unless the ballot is declared void, and 
a majority of all votes cast shall be required to elect, except 
as provided in Rule 1. 

When a ballot has been ordered a single box shall be placed 
on the table in front of the Clerk’s desk, the roll shall be 
called, and each member, when his name is called, shall come 
forward and deposit his ballot. When all the members have 
deposited their ballots the President shall announce the num- 
ber that have voted, and shall appoint a committee, who shall 
count the ballots in the Council Chamber. The committee 
shall first ascertain and report the number of ballots found in 
the box, and if it exceeds the number of members who re-

sponded to their names, the President shall immediately de- 
clare the ballot void, and order a new ballot. The Chairman 
of each Counting Committee shall enclose the ballots in an en- 
velope after they are counted, and shall securely seal the same 
with a seal to be provided for the purpose, which shall at all 
times remain in the custody of the City Messenger. All such 
envelopes, after the report of the Committee has been received 
by the Council, shall be placed in the custody of the Clerk, 
who shall retain the same, unopened, for thirty days, and 
then destroy them without permitting them to be examined. 
During the counting of ballots the Council shall take a recess 
until the Committee counting the same shall be ready to 


report. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rue 42. No person, except a member of the Council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Council is in session. The seats of the members of the 
Council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of members 
and the numberof the seats simultaneously ; and each member 
shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number 
so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except 
by the permission of the President. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rute 43. The City Messenger shall allow no person 
upon the floor of the Council Chamber, or the anteroom on 
the westerly side, while the Council is in session and after 
the seats provided for spectators have been occupied, except 
members of the City Government and reporters, without 
the permission of the President; and the President shall 
order such accommodation on the floor, for reporters and 
spectators, as he shall deem proper ; provided, however, that 
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no spectators shall be seated behind the members of the 
Council. No person except members of the City Govern- 
ment and reporters shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side during any session of the Council. 

Ruiz 44. The Council Chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the Council only, unless by special vote of the Com- 
mon Council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
President may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the Council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same rules; except that the 
‘President may allow committee-meetings to be held therein 
at times when the Council is not in session. The Clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the Clerk of the Common Council 
for occupancy and use. The anteroom between the Council 
Chamber and the Clerk’s room shall be used during the 
meetings of the Council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and such other purposes as the President may direct ; 
provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. ‘The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the City Messenger, subject to the 
direction of the President; but no expenditure of money 
shall be made except by direct vote of the Common Council. 


REFRESHMENTS. 


Rowe 45. All bills for refreshments or carriage-hire in- 
eurred by the Common Council, Standing or Special Com- 
mittees of the Common Council, or individual members of 
the Common Council, while engaged in the discharge of 
official duty, shall give the names of the persons incurring 
the same; and the President of the Common Council is 
authorized to approve such bills, after they have been ap- 
proved by the Common Council or certified to by members 
incurring the same; provided, that the President shall not 
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approve any such bill unless it is presented to him before the 
end of the month next succeeding that in which the expenses 
covered by such bill were incurred, nor shall he approve any 
bills, as above specified, for refreshments furnished members 
of the Common Council during or following any of its meet- 
ings, without a special vote of the Common Council. The 
City Auditor is hereby directed not to allow for payment 
any bills for refreshments unless a voucher, in the hand- 
writing of the member incurring the same, is presented 
therewith ; and he is further directed to report monthly, in 
print, the names of the members incurring such bills, and the 
amount of the same. All such bills, when so approved and 
properly audited by the Committee on Accounts, shall be 
allowed by the Auditor for payment from the contingent 
fund of the Common Council. 


SUSPENSION, AMENDMENT, AND REPEAL. 


Rute 46, No rule or order of the Council shall be dis- 
pensed with, altered, or repealed, unless two-thirds of the 
members present consent thereto.

PROPOSED NEW BRIDGE TO CAMBRIDGE. — By Chap. 155 of the Acts of 1882 the cities 
. of Boston and Cambridge were authorized to construct a bridge and avenue across 
Charles river from a point on Beacon street, in Boston, to a point in Cambridge west 
of the westerly line of the Boston and Albany Railroad. Plans for such bridge, pre- 
pared by the late Henry M. Wightman, City Engineer, have been accepted. The 
estimated cost of the structure is $450,000, of which the City of Cambridge has appro- 
priated its share, $225,000; the City of Boston to build the bridge. 


1 West Boston and Craigie’s bridges are under the care of commissioners, one of 
whom is appointed annually by the Mayor and Aldermen of Cambridge, and one by 
the Mayor and Aldermen of Boston. Prison-point bridge is under the care of one 
commissioner from each of the two cities, chosen annually by concurrent vote of the 
City Council. The commissioners at the present time are Frederic W. Lincoln, of 
Boston, and William J. Marvin, of Cambridge. Term of office, one year from the 
first Monday in May. Salary of the Boston Commissioner, $333 as Commissioner 
of Canal or Craigie’s and West Boston bridges; and $1663 as Commissioner of 
Prison-point bridge.

This department, in accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth and 
ordinances of the city, has control and supervision of the following 
matters : — 

The erection of brick, stone and iron buildings, under statute provi- 
sions, throughout the entire city limits. 

The erection of wooden or frame buildings of limited dimensions and 
range, outside of the building limits, under the provision of the city 
ordinance. , - 

Additions, alterations, and repairs on all classes of buildings, with 
especial reference to their compliance with the present requirements. 
of the building-law. 

The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full power to 
require the securing or-removal of the same, and in cases of immediate 
danger, where the security of the public is imperilled in life and limb, 
authority to enter upon, secure, or take down the same, as the exi- 
gencies of the public safety, in the opinion of the Inspector, may 
require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, with authority 
to enter upon the premises and investigate the origin of fires. 

The inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe flues and 
heating apparatus. 

The supervision and the protection of the building limits; the district in 
which the erection of independent wooden buildings is prohibited by 
statute law, with a limitation as to wharves. 

Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to issue permits 
for wooden and frame sheds for special purposes, at his discretion, 

‘ upon wharves situated within the building limits of the city. 

The examination for the approval of plans of proposed tenement-houses, 

public and family hotels, with reference to their compliance: with — 
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special statute provisions, regulating area for light and ventilation, 
material of construction of water-closets, drainage, cesspools, height 
of habitable rooms, window openings, hall-ways, construction of stair- 
ways, fire-escapes, and the height of the buildings as regulated by the 
width of the street upon which they are proposed to be erected. 

The enforcement of statutory provisions requiring fire-escapes upon cer- 
tain buildings in which operatives are employed, in factories, mills, 
or manufactories, tenement-houses, and hotels, ete. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, under the act, relating 
to means of egress from buildings occupied for public purposes, to 
regulate the entrances, door-ways, passage-ways; their width, con- 
struction, and number, and obstructions that may be placed therein ; 
the arrangement of the seatings, and the use of combustible materials, 
draperies, scenery, properties, etc. 

The inspection of all hoist-way and elevator openings in buildings, with 
reference to their construction in conformity with the requirements of 
statute law and their use. 

Compliance with the requisitions of the Board of Health. 

The setting of steam-engines and boilers. 

The building of furnaces for melting iron, glass, or other metals. 

The building of ovens, kilns, etc. 

The setting of heating apparatus in all classes of buildings. 

The examination of the grade of cellar-bottoms of buildings built upon 
filled land; reporting violations of the same to the Board of Alder- 
men. 

The storage of combustible material in buildings occupied in whole or 
in part as dwellings, situated within the building limits of the city. 
Buildings authorized by the Board of Aldermen to be used for stables 
are licensed to be occupied for this purpose, under the direction of the 

Inspector of Buildings. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, by special statute, to 
prohibit the use of unsafe and dangerous elevators. A notice of said 
action to be placarded on the door or entrance of cab or car. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to regulate the number 
of watchmen, red lights, gongs, etc., and require any further provi- 
sions he may deem necessary for the protection of life in hotels, board- 
ing and lodging houses. 

Examination for approval of the construction of bay- ade we and other 
projections over or into the highway, for which the Board of Alder- 
men may grant permits. 

The regulation of plumbing. 

The examination of buildings, with reference to their being provided 
with ample and sufticient means of egress, and their compliance with 
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statute requirements, upon petition for license to occupy the same as a 
place of public amusement. 

Examination of private signs, lanterns, druggists’ mortars, ete., located 
in the public highways, upon a petition to the Board of Aldermen to 


maintain the same, if secured satisfactory to the Inspector of Build- — 


ings. 

Authority to apply to the Supreme Judicial Court for an injunction re- 
straining the construction of windows, steps, and porches, projecting 
into or over any public highway. 


The inspection of all steam-boilers, so that the facts and returns relative 


to them, required to be made, may be returned to the Tax Commis- 
sioners. 

The projection of electric lights throughout the entire city. 

The construction, management, and inspection of hoist-ways and eleva- 
tors throughout the entire city. 

The occupancy of streets for building purposes.

Beginning at the intersection of the centre lines of Dover and here 
streets, and thence running east through the centre of said Dover street 
to the Harbor Commissioners’ line; thence by the said Harbor Commis- 
sioners’ line around the northerly portion of the ‘‘ City Proper” to a 
point on Charles river at the intersection of said line with boundary line 
between Brookline and Boston; thence along said boundary line to the 
centre of Longwood avenue; thence through the centre of said ayenue 
to the centre of Bumstead lane; thence through the centre of said lane 
to the centre of Ward street; thence through the centre of said Ward 
street to the centre of Parker street; thence through the centre of said 
Parker street to the centre of Ruggles street; thence through the centre 
of said Ruggles street to the centre of Washington street; thence through 
the centre of said Washington street to a point opposite the centre of 
Palmer street; thence through the centre of said Palmer street and 
through the centre of Eustis street to the centre of Hampden street; and 
thence through the centre of said Hampden street and the centre of 
Albany street to the point of beginning.

A constant watch is kept at the head-quarters, City Hall, night and 
day, by the operators. Each operator has assigned to him certain hours 
of duty, during which time he is responsible for the correct working of 
the apparatus in giving alarms, and all testing of the circuits and other 
details pertaining to the service. An automatic arrangement is con- 
nected with the receiving apparatus, by which assistance may be called 
from the sleeping apartments, if at any time the operator should be 
suddenly incapacitated by illness from performing his duties. No 
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operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, unless expressly re- 
lieved by some one else, and by consent of the Superintendent. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each alarm, and of 
the station from which it originates, and all other necessary information. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the Signal Stations, 
or Boxes, by pulling a slide in the box. The police-officers and one 
other person resident near each station have keys to the boxes. There 
are 347 fire-alarm boxes in connection with the head-quarters, num- 
bered variously from 2 to 812. Fifty-three of these boxes are supplied 
with a ‘‘keyless door.” 

ALARMS are sounded by striking the number of the box upon the 
alarm-bells, and upon the gongs in the engine-houses, for three rounds. 

Alarms are usually given about half a minute from the time the box 
is operated. 

Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows, followed by box 
number. Third Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows twice, fol- 
lowed by the box number. 

In cases where the entire department is required, alarms are sounded 
by striking twelve blows twice, followed by the box number. 

In cases where Hook and Ladder Companies only are wanted, the 


signal is given by striking tifteen blows once, with the number of the 


Company struck twice, thus: Hook and Ladder No. One, 15—1—1. 
Hook and Ladder No. Four, 15— 4 —4. 

If more than one Hook & Ladder Company is wanted, the signal is 
given thus: Hook & Ladder One and Three, 15 —1—1—38—38. Hook 
& Ladder Two and Four, 15 —2—2— 4— 4. 

Of other signals given on the fire-alarm bells, 189 indicates a fire 
at Deer Island; 198 indicates a call from Chelsea for assistance ; 22 in- 
dicates no school; eleven blows indicates Police call. 

THE MERIDIAN BELLS. — Forty-eight bells, one hundred and one 
gongs, forty-two tappers, twenty-nine box» gongs, and six vibra- 
tors, at their various locations on churches, school-houses, in engine- 
houses, and R.R. depots, are struck from the Fire-Alarm office precisely 
at noon (Standard time), every day. Correct time is furnished by tele- 
graph from Cambridge Observatory, so that absolute accuracy is 
secured.

Containing 11 acres; was purchased, together 
with all the hospital buildings and dwellings thereon, in 1871, for 
$40,000. Male paupers, whose settlement is established in the city, 
are now located in the large hospital building upon this island. 

7. Moon Island. Containing about 30 acres; was taken by right of 
eminent domain from the heirs of James Huckins and others in 1879, 
and constitutes the point of discharge of the Great Sewer built under 
authority of the City Council in 1879-80.

The Arnold Arboretum contained dealt 122.6 acres, belonging to 
Harvard University. This, together with about 45 acres of other land, 
was taken by the Park Commissioners for a Public Park, and 122 of the 
whole area of 167 acres were leased to the university, under perpetual 
lease, to be used only for the purposes of an arboretum.

INTERCEPTING SEWER, 


By an order of the Board of Aldermen, approved Feb. 25, 1875, the 
Mayor was authorized to appoint a scientific commission of three 
members to examine the present system of sewerage in this city, 
and to suggest any improvements which can be made therein. Accord- 
ingly, the following persons were selected by the Mayor for such com- 
mission: E. S. Chesborough, of Chicago, Moses Lane, of Milwaukee, 
and Charles F. Folsom, M.D., of Boston, who submitted their report 
(City Doc. No. 3 of 1876), recommending the construction of intercept- 
ing sewers, at a cost of over $6,000,000. On July 17, 1876, the sum of 
$40,000 was appropriated by the City Council for the purpose of making 
preliminary surveys for routes to Moon Island and to Castle Island. 

In 1877 the Joint Special Committee upon this subject reported (City 
Doc. 70), recommending the immediate undertaking of this project; 
and on August 9, 1877 a loan of $3,713,000 was authorized to meet the 
expense of constructing a large intercepting sewer from Charles river 
across the city, in a southerly direction, to Moon Island. A further 
sum of $1,500,000 was appropriated for this object in May, 1882. On 
the first of January, 1884, construction was sufliciently advanced to per- 
mit the works being put in operation. (See City Doc. 54 of 1885.)

ELECTION OFFICERS. 


By Chapter 299 of the Acts of 1884 the Mayor appoints, with the 
approval of the Board of Aldermen, between the first and twentieth 
days of September, annually, a Warden, a Deputy Warden, a Clerk, a 
Deputy Clerk, two Inspectors of Elections, and two Deputy Inspectors, 
for each precinct, who serve for one year from the first day of November 
following their appointment. These officers are paid at the rate of $5.00 
per diem for actual service, with the exception of the Clerks of Precincts, 
who are paid at the rate of $7.00 per diem on condition that their records 
are kept to the satisfaction of the City Clerk.

‘The earliest entry preserved in 
the Town Records is dated Sept. 1, 1634. We cannot, therefore, 
learn when the custom began of choosing selectmen, or townsmen. 
We find at that date, however, a board of ten citizens in office, — 
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John Winthrop, William Coddington, John Underhill, Thomas 
Oliver, Thomas Leverett, Giles Firmin, John Coggeshall, William 
Peirce, Robert Harding, and William Brenton. 

Oct. 6, 1634.— Richard Bellingham and John Coggan were 
chosen in place of Firmin, deceased, and Harding, now in Virginia. 

March 1, 1636.—Chosen: Thomas Oliver, Thomas Leverett 
William Hutchinson, William Colburn, John Coggeshall, John

— Nine chosen: eight reélected, and Valen- 
tine Hill in place of Hibbens. 

Sept. 2, 1642. — The same nine reélected for six months. 

March 20, 1642-43. — Winthrop, Bellingham, Tyng, Gibbons, Col- 
born, Eliot, Hill, and Oliver reélected ; Hibbens put in place of Pen. 

Sept. 25, 1643. — Same nine reélected.

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The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly contested 
than in any former year. There were not less than eight several 
ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the twenty-first 
of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the meantime, from January to February 27, 1845, William 
Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Dayis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the City Council; and on the twenty-second 
of November he died, being the only Mayor who has died in office 
since the organization of the city government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. Ben- 
son Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chairman of 
the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the 
election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851 Benjamin Seaver, having alregdy been elected an Alder- 
man of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for said 
year. At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the 
meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. 
Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, in 1872, William Gaston was certified, 
by the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been 
elected Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But upon 
charges of alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the 
city, a recount of all the ballots cast at said election was demanded 
and made; and it appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had 
79 plurality, he was declared duly elected Mayor for the year 1873. 

In 1873 Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city, was elected a mem- 
ber of the 43d Congress from the Third Massachusetts District, in 
place of William Whiting, deceased. Mr. Pierce resigned his office 
as Mayor on November 29, and occupied his seat in Congress on 
December 1, 1873. . 

The duties of the Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year 
were performed by Leonard R. Cutter, Chairman of the Board of | 
Aldermen, who signed all official papers as ‘‘ Acting Mayor.”

Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, reélected ; 
and Thomas C. Wales and Redford Webster, elected 1825, de- 
clined. 

George Blake, reélected for 1826, declined. 

In 1828 Robert Fennelly died while in office. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organization. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

In 1845 William Parker resigned. 

In 1848 George E. Head resigned, and was chosen one of the 
Principal Assessors. . 

In 1853 Lyman Perry, who had been elected, died before his 
qualification. 

In 1855 John M. Clark resigned, and was appointed Sheriff of 
Suffolk County. 

In 1856 Levi B. Meriam died while in office. 

In 1858 Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards ap- 
pointed Measurer of Grain. 

In 1859 Timothy A. Sumner resigned, on account of illness, 
and soon afterwards died. 

In 1878 Samuel C. Perkins died while in office. 

In 1879 Benjamin Pope died while in office. 

In 1880 George E. Bell died while in office. 

At the municipal election, in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority 
of ballots; but, in accordance with the statute, the eight who had 
the highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The municipal government for 1855 was the first one that was 
organized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided 
for the annual election of twelve Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 14, 1880, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a 
plurality of fifteen votes over James J. Flynn, and a very slight 
difference in the number of ballots cast for other candidates who 
failed of election. A recount of the ballots cast for Mayor 
and Aldermen was thereupon demanded in legal form. A com- 
mittee of the Board of 1880, having made the recount 
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reported, Dec. 27, that Mr. Flynn was elected, having received 
a plurality of votes over Mr. Frost; and Mr. Flynn took the 
seat at the organization of the Board of 1881. Mr. Frost gave 
notice of his intention to contest the seat of Mr. Flynn, and also 
of Mr. Haldeman who had received the next greatest number of 
votes. A committee of the Board of 1881 was appointed to con- 
sider the matter, and reported, Murch 14, 1881 (City Document 
No. 38, of 1881), the majority declaring Mr. Frost entitled to the 
seat held by Mr. Flynn, with two minority reports. The majority 
report was accepted, March 21, and Mr. Frost took the seat. One 
peculiar incident in this case was the reception of a numerously 
signed petition asking the Board to examine and recount the bal- 
lots for Messrs. Woolley, Haldeman, and Flynn, sitting members, 
and Messrs. William Frost, John’ Thompson, and George 8. Dexter, 
standing next highest on the precinct returns; another was the 
fact that many ballots were either mislaid or stolen, in Precinct 3 
of Ward 13, on election day. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 13, 1881, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a 
plurality of 154 votes over Charles V. Whitten. On petition, in 
due legal form, a committee of the Board of 1831 made a recount 
of the ballots cast for Mayor and Aldermen, and reported that Mr. 
Whitten was elected over Mr. Frost, and Mr. Whitten took the 
seat. Mr. Frost contested the seat of Mr. Whitten, and called 
for a reéxamination of the ballots cast. Such examination was 
made by a new committee, which reported, January 17, that 
William Frost had 19,861, and Charles V. Whitten had 19,825. 
On January 19, 1882, the seat was awarded to Mr. Frost. 

For reports of contested seats in the Board of Aldermen see 
City Document No. 7 for 1861, and City Document No. 16 for 1862, 

At the municipal election, Dec. 12, 1882, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed Edwin F. Leighton to be elected Alderman by 
a plurality of 102 votes over Joseph Caldwell. On petition in due 
legal form, a committee of the Board of 1882 recounted the ballots 
cast for these two candidates, and reported, Dec. 26, that Joseph 
Caldwell appeared to be chosen by a plurality of 14; and that in - 
addition there were found 3 ballots for ‘ Caldwell,” 1 for 
‘©, F. Leighton,” 18 for“ F. Leighton,” and 11 for‘ Leigh-.

ton ;” also, that, *‘ with the exception of the name‘ E. F. Leighton, 
which was written, the abbreviated names above recited were plainly 
legible beyond the edges of ‘ stickers,’ or ‘ pasters,’ which covered 
and concealed the Christian names of Messrs. Caldwell and Leighton, 
those stickers having been pasted upon an adjoining name, but being 
of such length as to partly cover the names in question.” The com- 
mittee further reported that there was plainly no intent to cancel the 
names over which the stickers extended. Mr. Caldwell, who was 
a member of the Board of 1882, thereupon stated his intention of 
not appearing to claim a seat in the Board of 1883, and introduced 
an order, which was passed, declaring that, in the opinion of the 
Board, the abbreviated ballots should be credited to Mr. Leighton. 
The Board of 1883, on petition of Mr. Leighton, awarded him the 
seat at the first meeting, Jan. 1.

William Bowes Bradford, Ward 38, elected 1822, did not qualify 
himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for 
affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; also, 
Holmes Hinkley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organi- 
zation. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 8, reélected for-1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey omitted 1829. : 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 1830. 

Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took the 
intermediate letter R. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle omitted 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1856, ahi was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F. Robinson, Ward 11, resigned in May, 1861, and was 
elected a Principal Assessor. 

Charles J. McCarthy, Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, and was 
appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to families of soldiers in 
the United States service from Boston. 

Daniel Dowd, a member from Ward 13, died in office, September, 
1872. 

Thomas H. Doherty, of Ward 2, died in office, August, 1873: 

Hillman B. Barnes, of Ward 11, died in office, September, 1874. 

Edward J. Long of Ward 8, died in office, November, 1875,

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Stephen G. Jones, of Ward 4, resigned in March, 1876. 
Thomas J. Fitzpatrick, of Ward 13, died in office, March, 1876. 
Joseph Healy, of Ward 10, died in office, April 18, 1880. 
George T. Perkins, of Ward 17, died in office, December 7, 1880. 
Daniel J. Sweeney, Porter street, Ward 2, East Boston, and re- 
elected to the Common Council of 1881, died in office, Dec. 19, 1880. 

Eugene B. Hagar, of Ward 10, resigned June 16, 1881, and was 
appointed Assistant City Solicitor. 

Andrew J. Bailey, of Ward 4, resigned Oct. 27, 1881, and was 
chosen City Solicitor. 

Nahum M. Morrison, of Ward 23, resigned Mar. 16, 1882, and 
was appointed Assistant Inspector of Buildings. 

Abraham T. Rogers, of Ward 22, resigned July 13, 1882, and 
was appointed Assistant Inspector of Buildings. 

William L. Harding, of Ward 3, died in office, March 4, 1882. 

James J. Flynn, of Ward 13, resigned in June, 1883, and was 
chosen Superintendent of Streets. 

Cornelius F. Doherty, of Ward 2, resigned in July, 1883, and 
was appointed in the Service Division of the Water Department. 

Michael J. Houghton, of Ward 6, resigned in July, 1883, and 
was appointed Assistant Superintendent in the Inspection and 
Waste Division of the Water Department. 

Eugene D. Sullivan, of Ward 12, resigned in September, 1883, 
and was appointed clerk in the City Collector’s Department. 

George E. Bacon, of Ward 4, resigned March 6, 1884. 

Francis P. Maguire, of Ward 8, resigned February 20, 1884. 

William J. Kilduff, of Ward 19, died in office, Dec. 7, 1884. 

There have been the following successfully contested elections : — 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that ‘‘ closing the poll before the hour at 
which the voters were notified it would be closed, was a violation 
of the rights of the. voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of 
Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned 
meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceed- 
ing, to render the whole number of votes certain by taking the high- 
est number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket, ad- 
journment of the meeting by the sole authority of the Warden, and 
other irregularities, at the annual election, December 8. 
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The third ease, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of Ward 12, 0n the ground that a number of illegal voters, 
sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, 
December 14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident can- 
didates (after having been first thrown out by the ward officers)" 
were counted at the annual eleetion, December 12, thereby pre- 
venting the choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the 
said four votes, were by the decision of the council declared 
elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members 
from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the 
same members were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three members 
of Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting, which was illegally held. 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the Meport 
of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had 
no right to issue warrants for election of members of the Common 
Council, after the annual election, and before the organization of 
the government elect. But inasmuch as the elections in question 
were conducted dond fide, and no other informality was apparent, 
and as this custom of supplementary elections bad been in vogue 
for twenty years, the members thus clected were by the vote of the 
Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Meport of 
the Commitlee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, on the ground that at the time of his election he was not 
an inhabitant of that ward. Before a decision was reached on this 
point the member in question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire delega- 
tion from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were returned 
than there were persons who voted in that ward at the municipal 
election, — occasioned by mistake, probably, in the counting of the

ballots, — the variation being so great as to affect the election of 
the whole delegation. At the subsequent trial the same members 
were again returned to the Common Council. 

The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 38, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on account 
of a tie-vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on the ground 
that the polls at said adjourned meeting were not kept open the 
same number of hours as were required by the original warrant. 
At a subsequent election the same member was returned to the 
Common Council. [See City Doc. No. 12 for 1867.] 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated: the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 10, because by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member re- 
turned from Ward 13, for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, January 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a member 
‘returned from Ward 15, for the same reason. 

The fourteenth, January 18, 1872, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 7, for the same reason. 

The fifteenth occurred as follows : — 

At the annual municipal election in 1871 Frederick S. Risteen 
was declared elected as a member from Ward 10. This election 
was contested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount of the original 
ballots showed that said Brackett was elected by a plurality of one 
ballot over F. S. Risteen, and said Brackett was accordingly de- 
clared by the Common Council of 1872 to be entitled to the seat. 
Subsequently Mr. Risteen contested this decision, on the ground 
that his name was erased from a number of ballots by some one of 
the ward officers after said ballots were deposited by the voters. 
After a protracted inquiry the Common Council sustained this 
view of the case, and Mr. Risteen was again returned to his former 
seat, and was again duly qualified on February 1, 1872. [See 
City Doc. No. 18 for 1872. ] 

The sixteenth, January 4, 1874, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 13, because, by the count of the original bal- 
lots cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The seventeenth, January 14, 1875, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber from Ward 1, because, by the count of the original ballots cast 
in said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 
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The eighteenth, ‘January 4, 1877, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The nineteenth, January 10, 1878, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
that ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twentieth, Dec. 27, 1880 (see records of Board of Aldermen 
of said date), vacated the seats of one member from each of the 
following-named wards, viz., 3, 13, 16, and 19, because, from an 
examination of the original ballots cast in said wards, it appeared 
that other persons were chosen. From an examination made at the 
same time of the original ballots cast in Ward 5, it appeared that, 
instead of there being a tie vote fora third member from said ward, 
three members were duly chosen. Peculiar features of the case in 
Ward 13 are, that some of the ballots undoubtedly deposited by 
the voters of Precinct 3 of this ward were either mislaid or stolen at 
the polling place ; and that the Committee of the Board of Aldermen — 
of 1880, who examined the ballots for Common Council in that 
ward, erroneously reported that the sitting member had been duly 
elected. [See City Doc. 54 of 1881. ]

Lampe DEPARTMENT, Jan. 5, 1885. 
To the Honorable City Council : — 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 30 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances the annual report of this department for 
the year 1884 is herewith respectfully submitted. 

It contains a tabulated statement of the expenses of the 
department during the past municipal year ; an inventory of 
the property and materials on hand January 1, 1885; a table 
showing the cost of the present number of public street 
lamps, at the rates now paid for gas, oil, and electrics, and, 
also, the expense of lighting, cleaning, and care of the same. 

A table is also presented, showing the number of public 
lamps on the 15th day of December, 1884, and the increase 
or decrease in the number of lamps, whether gas, oil, or 
electrics, during the past year. 

An abstract of the work of the department is also sub- 
mitted, together with such general information as may be of 
interest. 

In answer to the prayers of numerous petitioners a large 
number of lamps have been put up in Boston, Roxbury, 
South Boston, Charlestown, West Roxbury, Dorchester, 
East Boston, and Brighton; and it may be expected that 
from year to year, as these districts are developed, the 
number of lamps must be still further increased. 
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As in years past, a great amount of work has been done in 
the way of renewal of old supplies to the gas lamps where 
they had become decayed. This is a work which must con- 
tinually go on in the older sections of the city, where the 
pipes have been in for many years.

During the year the Committee on Lamps succeeded in ob- 
taining a still further reduction in the price of gas for the 
public lamps, and contracts have been made with the seven 
following companies for 3 years, from May 15, 1884,

CONTRACT. 


This memorandum of agreement, made this day of 
May, in the year eighteen hundred and ei hty-four, by and between the 
City of Boston, party of the first part, anc the 

a corporation duly established under the laws of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, party of the second part; 
Witnesseth : 

I. The party of the second part agrees to fardlan all the gas required 
for lighting the public lamps, now Tocated, or which the City may de- 
sire to locate, along the lines of the mains of said Company as now laid, 
or along the lines of an y additional mains laid by said Company, during 
the term of this contract, excepting only in case of accident which might 
temporarily interfere with the supply. 

Il. The said party of the second part agrees to furnish said gas on 

each and every night during the term of this contract, as hereinafter 
agreed, in such manner and between such hours as the Superintendent 
of Lamps of said City shall direct, it being agreed and understood that 
the hours of burning shall not be less than thirty-eight hundred and 
twenty-eight per annum, for each lamp, and that the number of lamps 


to be lighted with said Company’s gas shall not be less, at any time — 


during the term of this contract, than the number now lighted with it; 
and that all additional lamps along the line of said Company’s mains, 
ordered by said Superintendent of said City to be lighted with said Com- 
pany’s gas, during the remainder of the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty-four, shall increase the minimum number to be so lighted, during 
the remainder of the term of this contract, to the extent of the number 
so added.

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Ill. Said party of the second part further agrees to put down service- 
pipes for public lamps in their district where new pipes are required, 
and to keep in repair the pipes in use below ground in said district, and 
to use for such new pipes and repairs only wrought-iron pipes, not less 
than one inch in diameter, and wrought or malleable iron couplings, 
and bends or elbows; such service-pipes to have a regular fall toward 
the street mains; also to furnish auotmatic regulator burners for all the 
public lampsin said district, the cost of said burners to be borne equally 
by said parties; and also to furnish, without charge, such quantity of 
alchohol as may be necessary to clear the pipes from obstructions, not 
to exceed seventy gallons in any one year. 

1V. The City of Boston agrees to pay monthly to said party of the

feet where burners consuming fifteen feet per hour, or more, are used; 
it being understood by both parties that no burners shall be used con- 
suming less than four cubic feet per hour each. 

V. Said City of Boston further agrees to take care of the said lamps 
and burners and the portions of pipe above ground attached thereto, at 
its own expense, and light and extinguish said lamps punctually ac- 
cording to printed tables to be furnished by said Superintendent, who 
shall make written returns to said Company, on Monday of each week, 
and, on the first and fifteenth day of each month, of the number of lamps 
lighted each night, and the time of beginning to light, and beginning to 
extinguish the same, and give immediate notice to said Company of any 
obstruction below ground, and of any leakage of gas coming to his 
knowledge. 

VI. Said City of Boston also agrees to repay to said party of the 
second part the actual reasonable expense incurred by said party for 
the labor and materials required for putting down service-pipes and 
keeping the pipes in use below ground in repair, and also to repay to 
said Company one-half the cost of any new regulator burners required, 
and of fitting the same ; and also one-half of the actual reasonable expense 
of removing and cleaning said burners once in each year, or of changing 
the size of the burners, if such change is ordered by said Superintendent 
of Lamps, under the right hereinafter given said city. 

VU. Itis further agreed that all new burners shall be tested before 
being used, and that either party hereto, with the consent of the other 
party, may, from time to time, at its own expense, remove and test any 
of the burners in use in the public lamps in said district, without inter- 
fering with the regular burning of said lamps, and all such tests shall 
be made in the presence of some representative of each party hereto; 
and that ail burners which vary more than one-tenth of a foot from the 
designated standard shall be replaced by said Gas Light Company, the 
cost thereof to be borne equally by said Company and said City. 

VIII. Itis expressly agreed that the slot of all lava-tipped burners 
shall be cleaned by the use of a suitable brush, and that no metallic 
cleaner shall be used upon them, and no lampiighter shall be permitted 
to open the regulator of any such burner for any purpose whatever. 

IX. It is further agreed that said City shall have the right to require 
said party of the second part, at any time, on reasonable notice from 
said Superintendent, to change any burner, so that it shall consume 
such number of cubic feet of gas per hour as said Superintendent may 
order. No alteration of the burners in use in the said lamps shall be 
made without the consent of both parties to this agreement, except as 
herein provided. 

X. This agreement shall take effect on the day

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of May, eighteen hundred and eighty-four, and shall continue in force 


until the day of May, eighteen hundred and eighty-

CONTRACT. 


This memorandum of agreement made this 15th day of April in the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-three by and between the City of 
Boston of the one part, and the Boston Gas-Light Company, a corpora- 
tion duly established by laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts of 
the other part. 

Witnesseth : ) 

1. The said Boston Gas-Light Company agrees to furnish all the gas 
required for lighting the public lamps within that part of the City of 
Boston now lighted by said Company on each and every night of the 
term of this contract as hereinafter agreed, in such manner and between 
such hours as the Superintendent of Lamps of said City shall direct; 
to put down service-pipes for public lamps in said district where new 
pipes are required, and to keep in repair the pipes in use in said district, 
and to use for such new pipes and repair only wrought-iron pipes not 
less than one-inch in diameter, and wrought or malleable iron coup- 
lings, and bends or elbows; such service-pipes to have a regular fall 
towards the street mains. ‘The said Gas Light Company also agrees to 
furnish without charge such quantity of alcohol as may be necessary to 
clear the pipes from obstructions, not to. exceed seventy gallons in one 

ear. | 
II. The said City of Boston agrees to pay to said Gas-Light Com- 
pany for gas furnished as aforesaid, at the rate of one dollar and thirty 
cents per thousand cubic feet, of actual burning, each burner con- 
suming four feet per hour, free from all taxation, and to make payment 
thereof monthly. And said City also agrees to employ and pay lighters 
to light, clean, and take care of, all the public lamps in said district, 
who shall light and extinguish them punctually according to printed 
tables to be furnished by said Superintendent, shall make written returns 
to said Superintendent and said Company on Monday of each week 
of the number of lamps lighted each night, and the time of beginning 
to light and extinguish the same, and shall keep the burners and por- 
tions of the pipe above ground, within their respective routes, free from 
frost and other obstructions, and give immediate notice to said Super- 
intendent and said Company of all obstructions below ground and of 
any leakage of gas. Said City also agrees to repay to said Company 
the actual reasonable expense incurred by them for the labor and ma- 
terials required for putting down service-pipes and keepingt he pipes in 
use in repair. 

III. It is expressly agreed that the slot of all lava-tipped burners 
shall be cleaned by the use of a suitable brush, and that no metallic 
cleaner shall be used upon them, and no lamplighter shall be permitted 
to open the regulator of any such burner for any purpose whatever. 

All new burners shall be tested before being used, such tests to be 
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made in the presence of some representative of each party hereto, and 
all burners may, with the consent of the other party to this contract, be 
removed and tested by either party at its own expense at any time when 
it will not interfere with the regular burning of said lamps. All 
burners which vary more than one- -tenth of a foot from the designated 
standard shall be replaced, or made to conform to said standard. 

IV. This agreement shall take effect on the 15th day of April cur- 
rent, and shall continue in force until the 15th day of April, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-eight, and thereafter until a new agreement shall be 
made, or either of said parties shall notify the other Of its wish’ to ter- 
minate the same. 


A verbal agreement was made during the year 1881 by 
which the Chelsea Gas-Light Company is to furnish such 
quantity of gas as may be needed for lighting the Chelsea 
portion of the Meridian-street bridge (3 lamps now in use), 
at the rate of $2.00 per thousand Babic feet, which still con- 
tinues in force.

The public lamps are burned every night throughout the 
year, —a total of 3,828 hours each. 


GAS BURNERS. 


In 1879 the department adopted an Automatic Glycerine 
burner for use in the public lamps, which has continued to 
give good satisfaction, and to accomplish what is claimed for 
it by the manufacturers, viz., to measure accurately the 
quantity of gas, of a certain specific gravity, which will pass 
per hour. 


LANTERNS. 


The lanterns used for the public lamps are made of copper, 
tinned on both sides, and are so constructed that the names 
and numbers of streets may be placed inthem. This method 
of placing street signs and numbers has been of great advan- 
tage to the public; more especially since the adoption of 
the sand-blast process of producing the signs on colored 
glass, which makes the letters durable ; but the introduction 
of the electric lights has caused the removal of a large 
number of lanterns at street corners, and consequently the 
removal of signs, which has caused a great inconvenience, 
and is a source of many complaints. 

The advantage of this style of lantern for use in this 
city will be fully appreciated by the knowledge of the fact 
that nearly one-half of the public lamps stand on the corners 
of, or opposite the ends of, streets or places, and have the 
names and numbers of the streets and places upon them. 


Or Lamps. 


The petroleum oil (115 fire test) used for lighting the 
public lamps, where gas is not in use, is purchased of the 
refiner. at the lowest market rate, and has fluctuated in 
price from 8} to 6 cents per gallon within the past year, the 
latter being the present price. 

The fonts from which it is burned are of a peculiar shape, — 
adapted to the city use. The “ Fireside” B burner is used. 
These lamps give good satisfaction. The cost of mainten- 
ance of these lamps has not exceeded $13.78 each, during 
the past year, including lighting and care, oil-fonts, chimneys, 
and wicking. 
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A special contract was entered into with the Charlestown 
Gas Company, October 1, 1884, continuing until the expira- 
tion of their original contract, April 15, 1887, of which the 
following isa copy : — 


CONTRACT. 


This memorandum of agreement made this first day of October in the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-four, by and between the City of 
Boston of the one part, and the Charlestown Gas Company, a corpora- 
tion duly established by laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
of the other part: — 

Witnesseth : 

I. The said Charlestown Gas Company agrees to light with gas, 
and care for the same, the large gas lanterns in City sq. (1) Thompson 
sq. (1) and Sullivan sq. (1) now lighted and cared for by the said 
company, on each and every night of the term of this contract, in such 
manner and between such hours as the Superintendent of Lamps of said 
City shall direct, said lamps not to consume less gas than at present, viz., 
City sq. 100 ft. per hour, Thompson sq. 100 ft. per hour, and Sullivan sq. 
75 ft. per hour, for the sum of sixty-five cents each lamp per night. 

Il. The said company agrees to furnish all gas required for lighting 
all public lamps burning (9) nine feet per hour and over, and less than 
(15) fifteen feet per hour, that are located, and may be located, during 
the term of this contract, during such hours as the Superintendent of 
Lamps of said City shall direct, for the sum of one dollar and thirty 
cents per thousand cubic feet; and for all burners that are located, and 
may be located during the term of this contract upon the foregoing 
conditions, burning (15) fifteen feet per hour and upwards, except 
’ those in City sq., Thompson sq., and Sullivan sq. the rate will be one 
dollar per thousand cubic feet. 

Ill. The City of Boston agrees to pay to said Gas-Light Company 
the sum of sixty-five cents per light, for each and every night said 
lamps in City sq., Thompson sq., and Sullivan sq. are burnt, and one 
dollar and thirty cents per thousand cubic ft. for all burners burning 
(9) nine feet of gas per hour and over, and less than (15) fifteen feet 
per hour, and one dollar per thousand cubic feet for all burners burning 
(15) fifteen feet per hour and upwards (excepting the large lamps above 
mentioned) free from all taxation, and to make such payments monthly. 

IV. This agreement shall take effect on the first day of October 
current, and shall continue in force until May fifteenth, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-seven, and thereafter until a new agreement shall be made.

CONTRACT. 


This agreement made this first day of May A.D. 1884, by and between 
the Brush Electric Lighting Company, a corporation duly established 
according to law, having a usual place of business in the City of Boston 
of the one path and the City of Boston of the other part. 

Witnesseth : 

I. That the e said Brush Electric Lighting Company agrees to firuish 
electric lights, each to give of not less than two-thousand candle- -power, 
according to French standard measurement. in such places in the streets 
of Boston as the Committee on Lamps of the said City shall from time 
to time direct, and to keep the same lighted all night on each and every 
night, during such hours as shall be designated and directed by the 
Superintendent of Lamps, at the rate of sixty- -five cents per lamp per 
night. 

II. Said Brush Electric Lighting Company covenant and agree for 
themselves, their successors and assigns, to indemnify and save said City 
harmless from any and all claims for damages for injury to persons or 
property, from imperfect insulation of wires or construction or main- 
tenance, or use of its wires or apparatus, and from any and all claims 
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for damages by reason of any infringement of any patent right or rights 
in the use of said lamps or machinery, or appliances connected there- 
with. 

Iif. The Committee on Lamps reserve the right which is agreed by 
said Company, that the Superintendent of Lamps may increase or di- 
minish the number of lights from time to time, whenever it is deemed 
for the interest of the City so to do. 

IV. And said City of Boston agrees to pay for each of said lights the 
sum of sixty-five cents per night, “for each night that it is operated and 
furnished during said term, as “directed by the | Superintendent of Lamps, 
and to make such payments monthly. 

V. This agreement shall continue in force for one year from its date, 
and until the first day of May, A.D. 1885. 


A large petition from the citizens of East Boston having 
been presented to the Board of Aldermen asking for electric 
lights, and the Union Electric Light and Power Company 
having established themselves in that locality, the Committee 
on Lamps caused a contract to be drawn up, similar to the 
other electric light contracts, and on Oct. 1, located 16 
lamps at prominent thoroughfares and railroad crossings 
in that district. 

By the terms of the contract with the East Boston Gas 
Company (see Article 2) no displacement of gas lamps 
was made by the introduction of these lights.

INSTRUCTIONS TO LAMPLIGHTERS. 


I. The lamps must be kept clean and in good condition ; 
the top, side, and bottom glasses must be thoroughly cleaned, 
both inside and outside of the lantern, twice a week, on 
Tuesdays and Saturdays, and oftener if necessary to keep 
them clean; all dirt and dust must be brushed from the 
frames. Lighters must bear in mind that clean glass allows 
a greater brilliancy of flame. In the winter season snow 
must be brushed from the lanterns after each snow-fall. Dirty 
and disordered lamps will be considered as evidence of a 
careless and incompetent lamp-lighter. 

II. Lighters will be held responsible that the gas-fixtures 
are in perfect condition on their respective routes, and 
must oil and keep in repair the stop-cocks to prevent their 
destruction and the leakage of gas. 

Ill. All repairs necessary to be made to lanterns, 
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brackets, posts, gas-fixtures, etc., must be reported at the 
office of Superintendent of Lamps on or before 9 A.M. 

IV. One hour only is allowed in which to light and extin- 
guish the lamps, commencing precisely at the time designated 
on the lighting card. 

-V. Substitutes will not be allowed, except by permission 
of the Superintendent, and then only for a limited time. 

VI. Be particular if there are any street signs in any of 
the lanterns, that they are placed correctly and kept clean. 

VII. Lighters will be held strictly to the above regula- 
tions, and any neglect in the care of the lanterns or fixtures 
will be considered sufficient cause for their immediate dis- 
missal. 


The men who are employed to care for the oil-lamps have 
but little time aside from that which they devote to the work 
for which they are employed; and in nearly all cases it is 
necessary that they should employ assistance, and keep a 
horse and wagon at their own expense. 

All men employed to light both gas and oil lamps are 
supplied with the necessary tools. to perform their duties by 
the city. 

Aldermen Hall, Curtis, and Morton, the Committee on 
Lamps, have spared neither time nor effort in the performance 
of their duties; and I desire to express my thanks to these 
gentlemen for their hearty codperation, and for the courtesy 
and consideration which have at all times been extended. 
All petitions for lamps have been carefully considered ; 
localities for which lamps have been desired have been 
examined, and a careful supervision exercised on all matters 
pertaining to this department.

Back Bay. 


The planting of the Beacon Entrance was done early in 
the season, very little loss accruing from the usual dangers 
incident to the transplanting of “shrubs and vines. This 
result was largely due to the favorable character of the season, 
and to the generally small size and properly prepared con- 
dition of the plants. The Lombardy poplars, placed on the 
crescent drive, from Commonwealth Bridge to Boylston 
Entrance, have also thriven well, with no losses, and are pro- 
tected with guards. 

Stone from Beacon Hill Reservoir for the foundations of the 
bridge on Agassiz Road has been collected on the ground, 
and work upon the bridge can be begun in the spring. 

In the basin the various processes of dredging the water- 
way, grading the slopes of the embankment, lowering the 
marsh level, and spreading and composting the loam prepara- 
tory to planting, have made rapid progress, considering the 
extent of the work. All the loam available for the purpose, 
and in sufficient quantity, has been brought from the new 
basin of the water works in Framingham, and stored on the 
boundary roads, whence it will be removed to the various 
planting spaces as fast as the work of grading and subsoiling 
will permit. Compost heaps for enriching ‘the soil are also 
reudy for distribution, and large quantities of trees and 
shrubs have been collected for planting in the spring. 

Ipswich and Jersey Streets on the north, and Boylston 
Entrance and Road on the south of the Boston & Albany Rail- 
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road, are ready to be laid out as public ways, and should be 
completed this year for public travel. Westland Entrance is 
now being finished, and it, together with the connecting road 
to Boylston Entrance, can also be opened. 

The early completion of Commonwealth Avenue and the 
above roads will furnish a promenade and drive of interest 
to the general public, and make the adjacent. lots available 
for building purposes. 

A report by Mr. Olmstead upon some features and pur- 
poses of the design will be found below. 

The Assessors’ valuation from 1877 to 1884 of the 15,388,- 
567 square feet of Back Bay lands, which, in the estimation 
of the Board, were favorably effected by the locating and 
laying out of the proposed improvement, and were assessed 
a proportional share of the expense thereof, show an increase 
in valuation of $11,651,049, or an average of 75 cents per 
square foot, while the entire betterment laid upon these lands 
averaged about 58, cents per square foot, only one half of 
which could be charged under the law to the estates bene- 
fied. This assessment was 3-8, per cent. of the valuation of 
these lands in 1877, while the increase in valuation in 1884 
was 104 per cent., or more than twenty-seven times the 
amount of betterment assessed. 

The valuation of land in the rest of the city, during 
the same period, was reduced $5,645,000.

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Report ON Back Bay. 


To the Park Commissioners : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The principal work on the Back Bay con- 
tinues to be that under the management of the City Engineer, 
which advances steadily in pursuance of the plan originally 
adopted, with good results, economically acquired, but mostly 
under ground or under water and little open to public obser- 
vation. 

In the outlet section, only, a near approach to finished con- 
dition has been attained, and, as this comes in view from 
much-used thoroughfares, inewensad attention is drawn to the 
work, and it may be desirable in your Annual Report to meet 
inquiries that the present appearance of it naturally suggests 
to those unfamiliar with the circumstances. 

It should be understood by all to whom it may have re- 
cently come to be of interest that there had originally been 
a scheme fora public ee in the locality, but that, 
upon representations of the City Engineer and the Superin- 
tendent of Sewers, this was, after. long deliberations, set 

aside, because of the necessity of occupying the space with 
basins in which salt and brackish waters could be temporarily 
stored, and with other arrangements for regulating the drain- 
age and sewerage of the city. The plan of the works now in 
progress is determined in its main features and controlled in 
its leading details by this necessity. It was anticipated that 
the elements of sanitary security would be so costly that at 
best it would be impossible to obtain appropriations for carry- 
ing on the work with the steadiness and rapidity demanded 
by the large interests at stake ; and it was feared that any con- 
siderable modifications of them or additions to them possible 
to be made, with the object of obtaining results of architect- 
ural or gardening stateliness, would perilously overload the 
scheme. 

When, in the midst of a city, much work is seen to have 
_ been done in the materials commonly employed in landscape 
gardening, as earth, soil, manure, trees, plants, rocks and 
water, it is difficult to suppose that the entire operation is 
not designed and directed for the gratification. of taste. In 
this case the fact is quite otherwise. It is not from consider- 
ations’ chiefly of taste, for example, that the banks of the 
basin have been made in considerable part of somewhat mo- 
notonous steepness; that the central feature of the entire 
arrangement has been made with a soil of salt mud instead 
of a soil adapted to a turfy lawn; that a possibility has been 
accepted that the water in the basin could not at all times be 
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kept of an agreeable approach to purity or its margin be kept 
perfectly nice. 

There is a question whether, accepting difficulties such as 
are thus suggested,‘it will be possible to avoid an offensive 
incongruity of character between the basins and the structures 
pre esumably to be built in the neighborhood in extension of 
the Back Bay residence quarter of the city, and to be sepa- 
rated from the basins by a broad road and steep banks. The 
hope is that by means of formal lines of trees on the road- 
sides and an informal disposition of trees, copses, and thickets 
on the slopes falling away toward the basins from these lines, 
the two things will be so far separated by an intermediate 
element, agreeable i in itself, and markedly inharmonious with 
neither, that the i incongruity will be little felt. 

However that may be, what is certain is this: that if a 
pleasing interest of character is to be obtained in views over 
the basins, it will be far from the interest of a park or a 

garden. It will necessarily be an interest dependent on con- 
ditions of unmitigated rusticity, not at all of the affectation 
of rusticity, sometimes playfully introduced in close associa- 
tion with polished and elegant conditions. It must depend 
on elements of scenery and largely on forms of vegetation 
that may be associated —as they often are hy nature with 
most agreeable effect — with the margins of salt creeks and 
harsh, weather-beaten headlands. I have an increasing con- 
fidence that pleasing results may, in time, be thus obtained, 
and, probably, before the city will be built about the prop- 
erty; but if so, they will be wholly unconventional, and, 
it is to be hoped, will not plainly manifest their artificial 
origin. 


In that part of the work now more nearly completed, being 
the outlet part, north of Boylston Bridge, there are special 
local features, some reasons for which may be stated. 

The circumstances allow a contrast of character to be sought 
between the banks of this short narrow passage and the miles 
of banks to be found about the broad basins on the south side 
of the bridge and the parkway beyond them; and, to make 
the most of the opportunity, it is desirable here to aim at a 
degree of variety of form and slope that would othessara be 
excessive. 

The outflow channel is required by the plans of the Street 
Department to be carried between two straight lines of bridge 
abuiments at five different points within a distance of less 
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than GOO yards. The intermediate reaches of the channel 
are too short for expanded pools or a quiet character in the 
shores and what would otherwise be an excessively wriggling 
disposition of the banks hus the advantage of av oiding a 
sewer or canal-like directness of channel. Much would have 
been gained if all the bridges had been of masonry ; but the 
conditions would have made them excessively costly. 

It is necessary to use a certain amount of stone at points 
in the facing of the banks to guard against drifting ice. This 
gives reason for a buttress- like abruptness of bank at these 
points. Such abruptness being accepted, it is better to make 
a decided feature of it, and. let it control the character of the 
scenery of the outlet in contrast with that of the basins 
above where there can be no headlands. Large field-stones, 
have, therefore, been procured from the waste of the city’s 
gravel banks and piled together to obtain boldness of pro- 
jection. At present the stones, somewhat unhappy in color, 
are offensively conspicuous, and the several points have too 
much repetition of character. They will not only, in time, 
lose their present rawness of color, but will all, ina great 
measure, soon disappear under leafage, w hile, through 
the difference in the forms of vegetation growing out from 
between the stones and upon their flanks, their simil: rity of 
aspect will be lost. 

The ground has been planted with a density which would 
be excessive were the conditions not extraordinarily bleak. 
It has been planted also with an excessive variety, and in parts 
not harmoniously, with the expectation of thinning out a 
part of the plants when they shall have served their purpose 
of nurses, and in the meantime of determining experiment- 
ally whether certain of them can be depended. upon to grow 
satisfactorily under the extreme exposure of the situation. 

Lombardy poplars have been planted on the side of the 
road by which Boylston Bridge is to be approached from 
Commonwealth Avenue. ‘The situation is an exceedingly 
trying one, and, until buildings shall break the force of the 
wind from the northe west, hardly any trees can be expected 

to grow in it without acquiring stunted and distorted habits. 
It is hoped that the poplar, if frequently cut in, will by its 
vigorous, compact growth, for a time, serve a sood purpose. 

This row of poplars terminates on the north at a point 
where, if continued, it would interrupt the prospect from 
Boylston Bridge over Charles River. The entire scheme of 
planting is determined with regard to this view; to the 
reverse view from Commonwealth Avenue through the arch 
of Boylston Bridge, and to the subordination, as far us prac- 
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ticable, of the railroad and other rigid and uncongenial 
features of topography.

RIVERDALE. 


Six parcels of land have been bought during the year, 
making fourteen in all now belonging to the city, and nego- 
tiations for the purchase of the remaining lands are proceed- 
ing. The cost of the lands thus far purchased has been 
within the assessed valuation. 

The Brookline Commissioners have nearly completed the 
purchase of the lands within the territory of the town. 

The gate-house, near Brookline Avenue, for regulating the 
flow of waters to and from Charles River, through the cov- 
ered channel of Muddy River, has been completed under the 
direction of the City Engineer. The building is of face-brick 
with freestone trimmings, and was designed by the City 
Engineer and City Architect. 


Bussky PARK AND ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


Work upon the driveways has been continued during the 
year, and the driveway from South to Centre Streets, halfa mile 
in length, completed and opened tothe public. The walls at the 
entrances are built of stone quarried upon the Bussey estate. 
Nearly a mile of walks have been finished, and other portions 
of the driveway are subgraded, and will be completed as fast 
as the funds placed at the disposal of the Board will 
permit. 

The areas designed for plantations are being prepared 
under the direction of the Director of the Arboretth and 
large numbers of trees and shrubs, now in nursery, will be 
set out in the spring. This work, and the care of the planta- 
tions, when made, will devolve upon the college. 

It is important that the construction of the driveways 
should go on as rapidly as the city can afford the means, as 
this work must precede the operations of the Arboretum. 

The Board is still of the opinion, expressed in its report 
for 1882, that additional wild lands in the vicinity of the 
Arboretum should be secured while they can be obtained at 
a nominal price, and held for future park extension. A 
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moderate loan for this purpose would enable the Board to 
secure a large tract of very desirable lands of great beauty 
for park purposes, though of but little value for other uses. 
These lands can remain in their present condition till the 
needs of the city require their development. 

The plans of the Board contemplate a thoroughfare on the 
easterly side of the Arboretum running from Centre to South 
Street, opposite Morton Street, and near the Forest Hills 
station of the Boston & Providence Railroad. The location 
of this road is upon the park lands throughout, and should 
be laid out as a public way and built by the Street Depart- 
ment. It will furnish a direct route from Jamaica Pond, via 
Orchard and Morton Streets, to the West Roxbury Park and 
Dorchester, and improve the street plans of this part of 
Jamaica Plain. 


West Roxspury PARK. 


The topographical surveys of the West Roxbury Park, 
which have been in progress during the past two seasons, 
were completed last fall, and have been protracted upon a 
map, showing contours of two-feet rise, and all objects 
affecting the ‘condition of the grounds. A doubly reduced 
copy of this map with four- foot contours, and otherwise 
simplified to bring it within the scope of a report for general 
distribution, is herewith presented, together with a report 
from the Landscape Architect on the general character and 
value of the lands for park purposes. A design for laying 
out the park is now being prepared. 

The highest point within the park limits is on the Sargent 
rocks, at the northerly end, near the corner of W alnut 
Avenue and Seaver Street, phen an altitude of 196 feet above 
sea level is reached, and from which a general slope, diversi- 
fied with hills and dales, is maintained to the low level of 
forty-eight feet at the extreme southerly end, —a total fall of 
nearly one hundred and fifty feet. 

The view from the highest point at the ground level is 
intercepted by the trees which cover this section, but the old 
tower still standing commands a fine panorama stretching 
from the hills of Milton and Brookline on the south and west 
to the harbor and bay on the north and east, and including 
the city and adjacent country. 

The rocky ground on the westerly side, near Glen Road, 
rises to a height of 186 feet, whence a fine view to the west- 
ward is obtained, the view eastward being obstructed by the 
dense woods of oaks and pines covering this part of the 
grounds. The land is here wild and rugged, having pictu- 
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resque glens and deep ravines, with high and precipitous 
slopes of rock, rising abruptly in some places from 60 to LOO 
feet. The lowest point in the park (34 feet) is in this sec- 
tion, near the corner of Forest Hills and Williams Streets. 
The woodlands here also are of the largest growth and 
greatest extent, covering about sixty acres. 

The highest point on the easterly side is near the stone 
tower on the Seaver Street and Blue Hill Avenue corner, 
overlooking a valley to the west interspersed with groves and 
isolated copses. The view from the top of the stone tower 
is more extended, commanding the park lands and farther 
country to the Blue Hills. 

The highest grounds at the southerly side are on a hill of 
158 feet, and on the rock, near the corner of Scarborough 
und Morton Streets, which is 136 feet high and 65 feet above 
the ground at its base. The country here is quite well 
covered with groves of deciduous trees, mostly oaks, inter- 
spersed with a few large pines. 

Three shelter houses have been erected the past season on 
eminences commanding extensive views, and generally visible 
from all parts of the park. One of these is near Walnut 
Avenue, another at the ball-field near Glen Road, and the 
third on the hill, near Scarborough Street. They are already 
much used by visitors to the park. 

The Sewall house on Blue Hill Avenue, between Glen Road 
and Williams Street, will be fitted up early in the season with 
a refectory and conveniences for the refreshment of visitors 
to the park. This house, standing on a hill of 168 feet ele- 
ration, commanding picturesque views, is well adapted for 
the purpose, and conveniently located near the Highland 
Street railway-station. . 

The Thomas house has been used as an office of design 
and superintendence for the Landscape Architect, and as a 
residence for the Assistant Landscape Gardener. 

A temporary house for propagating trees, shrubs, and 
woody plants has been built, and ground for a nursery pre- 
pared near by. 

The park has been largely used by the community during 
the past season. It is thronged on Sundays and holidays, 
and the number of week-day visitors is increasing. Ad- 


ditional grounds have been provided for ball-playing and _ 


tennis, and the picnic groves have been almost constantly 
occupied by school picnics and children’s excursions. The 
Church house, at the corner of Forest Hills and Morton 
Streets, was placed at the disposal of a society for giving 
mothers and children a holiday in the country, and it was 
occupied regularly through the season. 
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A. large civil and military assemblage occurred on July 
4th, it being the centennial anniversary celebration of the 
Roxbury Artillery PAADADY 


REPORT ON Wnst Roxspury Park. 


To the Park Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN, — I pee rule submit the following propo- 
sitions in respect to the plan of West Roxbury Park. 

1. The prime object will be to present favorably to pub- 
lic enjoyment a body of rural and sylvan scenery, large in 
scale, simple and tranquil in character; and, in contrast and 
as a foil to this, passages of a wild, rugged, picturesque and 
forest-like aspect. 

2. It is desirable that the larger part of the park should 
be of such character that it can easily be kept in good order 
and sustain its design without gre: at expense, and that for 
this purpose it should have less of a garden-like and more of 
a distinctively park and forest-like character than is now 
generally attempted in American parks. 

3. Lf, apartfrom the main provisions above suggested, and 
without seriously interfering with them or excessively restrict- 
ing their extent, the following proposed arrangements can be 


© 
included in the general design, it is desirable that they 


should be : — 

A. A place of general congregation where carriages, 
horsemen, and foot Visitors may be brought together without 
clashing and under conditions favorable to the enjoyment of 
a gay throng. 

B. A ground suitable for public festivities, especially for 
parades of children such as are made on the Brooklyn Park ; 
also for displays of fireworks, balloons, and other exhibitions. 
This would relieve the management of the park of a responsi- 
bility elsewhere found very embar rassing. 

C. Provisions by which families will be encour aged to 
make basket-meals and picnics on the park, and by 
which, especially, mothers with young children, unable to go 
out of town during the summer, may be invited to make 
lengthened visits to it. 

Lastly, if suitable ground can be found that may be re- 
served without crippling the park for its main object, it is 
desirable that the plan should admit of the city’s holding in 
readiness a sufficient area to be leased to a proper organiza- 
tion for establishing, by private means, a public Z odlogical 
and Exotic Garden, as has been done in connection with the 
public parks of the cities of London, Paris, Dublin, Antwerp, 
Amsterdam, Cologne, Philadelphia and others, and as has — 
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been repeatedly attempted in New York unsuccessfully be- 
cause the primary plan of the park did not admit of it.

Marine Park, City Port. 


A small amount of filling has been done by teams, and the 
landing and all but two of the buildings removed. The studio 
building, formerly standing by the water-side, has been 
moved to the street line, and fitted up as a refectory and 
shelter, which will be opened in the spring. Its broad, cool 
verandas, from which fine views of the harbor and islands are 
obtained, will be attractive to visitors, and furnish a shelter ” 
from the sun and rain. 

The building of Q Street to its full width should be under- 
taken at once by the Street Department, to render access to 
the park more secure and easy, and enable the planting of 
trees upon its borders to be done in the spring. 

In the report of the Board last year it was stated that a 
bill was then before Congress authorizing the occupancy by 
the city of Castle Island, in connection with the proposed 
park of Dorchester Point. The proposition, not being favor- 
ably entertained at the War Department, failed to pass. 
The subject has since been under discussion, and it is hoped 
that in a modified form the design may be acceptable to the 
War Department, and the proposition meet the approval 
of Congress. It may be said that a public ground in the 
position proposed is thought to be desirable from the point of 
view of the War Department, and the opinion is unofficially 
expressed that it would be much better to preserve a larger 
area of the Commonwealth flats from buildings, as, in the 
event of an attack on the fort, they would probably be set on 
fire and the heat and smoke from them would render the fort 
less tenable. 

The Board therefore repeats its recommendation that the 
Legislature be petitioned for a grant of the flats east of Q 
Street for park purposes. 


Woop Istanp Park, East Boston. 


A preliminary design for the laying out of Wood Island 
Park, and an accompanying report in explanation of the same 
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by the Landscape Architect is herewith submitted. Con- 
sidering the circumstance of this location being the only 
public open space of any conside1 able size in this district, 
the design has largely in view arrangements for out- door 
games and athletic exercises. 

The parkway, or Neptune Road, has been filled to the 
proper grade from Bennington Street to the Boston, Revere 
Beach & Lynn Railroad, ‘and the City Engineer’s Depart- 
ment is now preparing plans for a bridge over the railroad at 
this point. 


REPORT ON Woop ISLAND Park. 


To the Park Commissioners : — 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit to your consid- 
eration a plan for laying out the city property known as Wood 
Island Park, within which will be the continuation and termi- 
nus, toward the harbor, of Neptune Road, now under con- 
struction, which is designed to be the pleasure drive of East 
Boston. ‘The site is a promontory, the stem of which is 
crossed, in a cutting, by the Revere Beach Railroad, over 
which the Neptune Road must pass by an archway. On 
the north-east side is a bay, becoming a broad mud-flat 
as the tide falls. Onthe south-west there is marshy ground, 
with high land beyond. On both sides the bordering land 
is private property, and is liable to be embanked and built 
over. On the south-east only can a permanent outlook be 
depended upon. In this direction there is a fine view down 
the harbor. ‘The attraction of the locality is found in this 
view, and in the sea-breezes by which it is swept in summer. 
The ground is now treeless, and, because of its severe 
exposure and dryness, only the hardiest class of trees are 
likely to be long-lived and flourishing in it. For this reason, 
and also because low masses of foliage would obscure the 
outlook and obstruct the sea-breezes, ordinary pleasure- 
ground treatment of this site is unadvisable. The principal 
planting should be of the different sorts of oak, hickory, 
maple, birch, elm, lime, and ash, that have been found most 
enduring in Baatorn UD es and in standard rather 
than lawn-like form. 

As proposed by the drawing herewith submitted, Neptune 
Road is to be divided on entering the grounds, forming 
a sweep, from all parts of which the harbor-view and the 
sea-breeze may be enjoy red. For this purpose the base of 
the drive must be in part an artificial shelf or terrace of 
earth for which material is to be obtained by spreading 
out the central ridge of the promontory. Upon the level 
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to result from this reduction a field of turf is to be formed 
fitting to games of base-ball, cricket, lacrosse, tennis, and 
other: sports. On its boundary a track is to be laid suit- 
able to walking, running, and bicy cle exercises, and between 
this and the roadway is to be a promenade for spectators. 
The play-ground is six hundred by three hundred feet, or 
about four and a half acres, in extent. The running track is 

a third of a mile in length; the driving course half a mile. 

At the north end of the play-ground a structure is placed, 
the basement of which will contain lavatories, closets, and 
arrangements for the convenience of players; the upper 
part, entered from the level of the walk, a shelter for 
visitors in sudden showers, and a gallery for viewing the 
games; elsewhere, retired from veneral view, a police 
station, superintendency, and wor k yard, and on the shore 
at the south point, a boat-landing, with a shelter and ar- 
rangements for letting boats and fishing-gear and the safe 
keeping of boat-equipments. 

A key-plan is presented on the same sheet, showing the 
manner in which the park is connected by Neptune Road 
with the existing street system of East Boston, and on the 
main plan a possible extension of the street system upon the 
ground adjoining the park is forecast. The need for a street 

railroad, to give access to the park is assumed, and a route 
laid down by which it will cross a corner of the ground and 
take up visitors at a siding, from a proper shelter within it. 
A park station for the Revere Beach Railroad is also shown, 
with a suitable station-house, and route therefrom to the play- 
ground. 

The drive and adjoining walk of the park are to be con- 
sidered as a necessary continuation of the Neptune Road as 
already laid out and begun. The small buildings proposed 
will be found indispensable to any considerable public use of 
the property. In other respects, ‘though intended to provide 


every condition of a public ground desirable in the peculiar 
circumstances of this locality, making its distinctive advan- 
tages available, and controlling its disadvantages; the plan 
mill it is thought, be as little ‘costly to carry out as any that 


could be devised.

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CHARLES RIVER EMBANKMENT. 


Negotiations with the Harbor and Land Commissioners to 
procure the license necessary to be obtained before the con- 
struction of the sea-wall could proceed, occupied so much 
of the season that the work could not be begun. A contract 
has been made with Messrs. Parker and Sylvester, contrac- 
tors, of this city, for building the sea-wall and fillme in the 
grounds for the sum of $153,635, under which work will 
begin as soon as the season will permit. 

Some buildings have been removed, and a considerable 
amount of filling has been received from the intercepting 
sewer without cost to this department. The remaining build- 
ings will be removed early in the spring, and the areas graded 
for temporary use as play-grounds. 


JAMAICA PARK. 


Jamaica Pond, with its surrounding lands, was included in 
the park system as originally planned by this Board, and a 
full description thereof, with a map of the proposed area, 
was published in its report of 1876, and again in the seventh 
annual report of the Board (City Doc. 16, 1882), in which 
also was urged the importance of early action in the prem- 
ises, to which reference is hereby made. 

Unless early action is taken to secure these lands, the 
present estates may be cut up into house-lots, and improve- 
ments made, which will, by increasing the valuation, put the 
lands out of the reach of the city to obtain at present values. 

The present valuation of these estates is $348,400, and the 
Board recommends that a loan of $350,000 be authorized, to 
be issued only as fast as needed to purchase the estates now 
in the market, and to secure others from time to time as 
arrangements therefor can be made. 

It is thought that if a law could be enacted by the Com- 
monwealth to permit the leasing of some of these estates to 
their present owners on equitable terms, it would facilitate 
the matter of securing the fee of the lands to the city at 
reasonable prices. 

The Board submits the following draft for a bill, and, if 
it meet your approval, together with the above recommen- 
dation, advises that an application be made to the Legisla- 
ture for the passage of such an act : — 


Draft for an Act permitting the Leasing of Estates taken 
for the Purposes of a Public Park. 

“ Whenever the owner of an estate which may hereafter be 

taken for the purposes of a public park shall, at the time of 
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said taking, occupy said estate as his home, and shall desire 
to continue so to do, he may, within one year of said taking, 
apply to the Board of Park Commissioners for a lease of said 
estate or of any part thereof. If said Commissioners shall 
deem that it is desirable to make such lease, they shall be 
authorized to make a lease of said estate, or of any part 
thereof, to such former owner for such term, not exceeding 
the life of said former owner, and upon such mutual restric- 
tions, reservations, covenants, and conditions as may be 
agreed upon between said Commissioners and said former 
owner.” 


LAND SETTLEMENTS. 


Of the 500 acres within the West Roxbury Park, 335 
acres, or two-thirds of the whole area, have been paid for at 
the rate of $1,900 per acre for land, or an average of $2,237 
per acre including buildings. Of this area 1564 acres 
have been settled for during the year. ) 

One of the two suits against the city for the taking of 
lands for the Marine Park has been settled, and the other 
will probably soon come to trial. 


EXPENDITURES FOR IMPROVEMENTS. 


In regard to the construction of driveways and walks, and 
other permanent improvements of the park lands, the cost of 
which must by law be raised by taxation, the Board refers to 
its opinion, expressed in its report of 1876, that “justice to 
tax-payers, and a wise prudence in the management of the 
finances of the city, will suggest that expenditures for im- 
provements should be spread over many years.” ‘The current 
expenditure on the West Roxbury Park will be mainly the 
care of its natural forests, the removal of division walls and 
fences, and the cutting of the grass. The preservation and 
improvement of these forests is highly important, and the 
Board has been at pains to secure an experienced forester for 
this work. | 

There is no immediate necessity for large outlays for im- 
provements, as the grounds in their present condition offer 
plenty of attractions to visitors. The plan for the ultimate 
improvement of the park, with drives, walks, ornamental 
water, etc., will be completed this year; but its execution 
should not be hurried. A very moderate annual expenditure 
will probably satisfy the expectations of citizens in this 
direction. 
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CopPpLEY SQUARE. 


An appropriation of $30,000 was made by the last City 
Government to be expended by this Board in acquiring the 
small triangle of land on the east side of the square for park 
purposes. Its final consummation awaits the action of citi- 
zens who have subscribed the additional sum needed to com- 
plete the purchase. 

A small appropriation will be required to fill the excava- 
tion now existing and prepare the ground for improvement, 
which should be provided for in the annual appropriation 
bill. 

If it should be thought desirable to make a change in the 
plan of this square, as has been suggested, the Board is of 
opinion that such a change should be considered before any 
further work of improvement is done, beyond the mere filling 
of the land to the street level. 


COVERED CHANNEL, Muppy RIvEr. 


The annual report to this Board of the City Engineer, 
which is appended, calls especial attention to the great dam- 
age, amounting to over $20,000, done to the Covered Chan- 
nel of Muddy River by the building of a sewer in close 
proximity thereto by the Sewer Department. 

The accident is due, in the opinion of the Board, to the 
fact of the divided responsibility which the present policy of 
conducting our public works presents, and points to the 
necessity of consolidating the various underground works, 
now under separate administrations, in one department, or of 
providing that all such public works shall be done under the 
direction of the City Engineer.

Sir, — The following report upon the progress and present con- 
dition of the work on the several parks and other matters, with the 
execution of which I have been intrusted by your Board, is sub- 
mitted in accordance with your request : — 


Back Bay. 


Gravel Filling. —'There have been no written contracts made for 
filling during the past year, but a final settlement has been made for 
the work done under the contract of April 29, 1880. The amount 
paid was $9,208.32. The total amount of filling paid for by the 
Park Department under this contract was 10,459 squares. 

During the year a considerable amount of gravel has been 
required for grading around the Boylston Arch, and for forming the 
shores of the water-way. This gravel has been furnished by the 
Boston & Albany Railroad Company, as it has been needed, for 
$3.50 per square. The amount used was 7,111 squares. 


Grading and Loaming.— The transportation of loam from the 
water-works, Basin 4, at Ashland, was continued until September 22, 
and there have been delivered 77,659 cubic yards of loam and 
12,093 cubic yards of muck. This latter has been composted 
with 468 cords of stable manure, in readiness for use on the 
grounds. 

As early in the season as it was practicable the grading of the 
slopes and areas to be covered with loan was commenced, and 
this material was delivered by the cars as close to the prepared 
areas as it could be. ‘The rehandling of a large amount of the 
loam was in this way avoided, and, by extending the railroad 
tracks entirely around the park on the boundary roads, the loam 
not required for use during the past season has been piled at points 
convenient for future disposal. . 

The areas now graded and loamed for planting comprise 
329.000 square feet, or 24% of the surface, which is to be treated 
in this manner; of this area 114,000 square feet have already been 
planted, | 
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In connection with this work the Joint Standing Committee on 
Streets authorized the grading and loaming of the open areas 
on the Commonwealth Avenue extension. The plans for this grad- 
ing have been furnished by Mr. Olmsted, and the work has been 
completed in accordance with them. 

The excavation of the marsh to the established grades has been 
continued, and 227,000 square feet, or 27% of the whole area, has 
been excavated and resodded at the new grades. 


Excavation of Water- Way.— The dredging plant, consisting of 
the dredge, tug-boat, and five scows has been in continuous use 
during the season. 

The excavation of the water-way and the formation of its gravel 
shores have been actively prosecuted, and 15,500 linear feet, or 
58% of the whole length, is completed. The mud and other 
materials dredged from “the water- -ways have been used to fill the 
low areas to be flooded in times of freshets, and in other places 
where it could be used to advantage. 

The area of the channel now excavated comprises 825,000 square 
feet, or 65% of the whole. 

The total amount of material handled by this plant during the 
year was 70,891 cubic yards, of which 62,621 cubic yards were 
dredged from the water-way. ‘The cost per cubic yard was 18,95 
cents. 


Boylston Bridge. — At the beginning of the year this structure 
was incomplete, so far as the wing and spandrel walls were con- 
cerned ; but the arch was finished and the centring had been struck. 
A sufficient quantity of the red granite grout was obtained in the 
spring to build the unfinished portions of the walls ; the stone-work 
and brick intrados have since been cleaned and pointed, and the 
entire structure, together with the connecting embankment and 
wing-walls, is now completed. 


Granite Curb and Fence. —The curb around the triangular area 
at the junction of Commonwealth Avenue and Jersey Street has 
been set, and the area surrounded by it has been graded and 
covered with loam ready for planting. The railing around the 
planted areas on the Beacon Entrance has been painted. 


: 


Covered Channel, Stony Brook. — This work was completed in 
1883, with the exception of some minor details pertaining to the 
gate-chamber. These details, such as windows, floor-gratings, etc., 
it is not desirable to complete until the work on Back Bay is fur- 
ther advanced, when the building can be better protected from 
malicious damage. 

The gate-chamber and conduit have been in constant use since 
their completion in providing for the flow of Stony Brook and 
regulating the height of water in the basin, and fulfil perfectly 
the objects of their construction. 


Covered Channel, Muddy River. — A description of this channel 
is given in the report for 1888. The wooden conduit section was 
completed in the fall of 1883, and was immediately used to convey 
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the flow of Muddy River to the Charles River Basin. It was con- 
tinuously in use until the 13th of October of the present year, 
when the accident happened which has rendered its use since 
undesirable. 

The conduit was in perfect condition until the latter part of July, 
when the Sewer Department commenced building a sewer in Brook- 
line Avenue, on its northerly side, and within a few feet of the side 
of the conduit. 

The trench for this sewer was not braced in such a manner as to 
properly protect the conduit from injury, nor was the bracing left 
in, in most parts of it, and no care was taken in backfilling it: as 
a result of these operations, the entire length of the wooden con- 
duit section of the Muddy River Channel in this avenue was 
injured by spreading, on account of the practical removal of its side 
support. 

Although the attention of the Sewer Department was called to 
this matter, and a change was made by it in the manner of doing 
the work, the change was not sufficient to prevent the injury, 
although it served to modify it. 

When this conduit was built it was expected that some change 
of form would take place if the grade of the avenue was ever 
raised, and its section was made such as to ».ovide for it without 
serious injury; but it was not anticipated that the operations of 
another department would so injure the structure as to practically 
destroy its ability at certain points to resist the additional pressure 
of the filling. 

The length of the injured section is about 2,345 feet, and of this 
about 300 feet have been repaired, and the remainder temporarily 
braced, at a cost of $5,758. The cost of repairing the remainder 
will be about $15,000, and an appropriation will have to be made 
for this purpose, and for completing the work on the gate-chamber, 
and for filling the right of way across the land of the Boston and 
Roxbury Mill Corporation. 

The substructure of the gate-chamber was completed in October, 
and the connection conduit between the gate-chamber and the 
Back Bay water-way has also been completed as far as prac- 
ticable. 

The work of building the superstructure was commenced on 
October 24, and it is now substantially completed. ‘This build- 
ing was designed by City Architect Vinal, and is constructed of 
. brick and sandstone. 


BussEY PARK AND ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


The principal work done at this park during the past season has 
been in connection with the driveway connecting Centre and South 
Streets. After the grading and drainage was completed, and the 
road-bed was ready for ballasting, it was found that there was not 
stone enough on the ground or in the old walls to complete the 
work. By permission of the Harvard College authorities an old 
quarry on the Bussey farm, outside the limits of the park, but con- 
veniently near to it, was reopened, and from it a sufficient quantity 
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of stone has been obtained to complete the driveway and adjacent 
walks. 

The length of the driveway which has been completed is 2,690 
feet, and of the walks 4,970 feet. 

The equipment for road-building consists of a steam-engine and 
stone-crusher, two grooved rollers, a water-cart, etc., and, unless 
more work is to be done the next season than has been laid out 
for the past, it will not be necessary to increase it. 

During the winter a small force is kept at work in the quarry, 
and the walls and gate-posts at the Centre and South Street ends 
of the completed driveway are being built. 


West Roxpury PARK. 


The topographical survey of this park has been completed and 
a plan made. ‘The work has been very thoroughly done, and has 
taken more time than was anticipated ; but the advantage of having 
an accurate and reliable plan will fully compensate for the time 
and money expended in making it. 

In addition to making the topographical survey and plan, surveys 
and plans have been made of a number of estates, and permanent 
boundary-posts and lots have been located and set wherever the 
property lines were not well defined by other landmarks. 

A small force of laborers has been employed in doing the grad- 
ing for the new shelter buildings, preparing ground for a nursery, 
and cutting down fruit and other objectionable trees. 

Shelter buildings have been erected at different points in the 
park. One is located on Scarborough Hill, one on the high ground 
near the junction of Glen Road with Blue Hill Avenue, and another 
near the junction of Glen Road with Walnut Avenue. The build- 
ings are each 40 ft. X 20 ft. and were built by days’ labor, from a 
design furnished by Mr. H. H. Richardson. 

A propagating-house, 36 ft. * 54 ft., has been built on the 
Thomas estate, in close proximity to the mansion-house, which is 
now occupied in part as the office of the Landscape Architect 
Advisory, Mr. F. L. Olmsted, and his assistants, and in part as a 
residence by his principal assistant, Mr Fischer. An area of about 
one acre adjoining the propagating-house has been prepared for a 
nursery. 


Marine Park, Soutn Boston. 


The building on the Smith estate, formerly occupied as a studio, 
has been removed from its position at the water edge to a location 
on P Street, between Broadway and Fourth Street, and has been 
practically rebuilt, so as to provide a waiting-room and shelter for 
ladies and children. 

The unsightly places caused by the removal of buildings have 
been filled and graded, so that the grounds are now safe as well 
as sightly. The low, sandy portion of the grounds between Fifth 
and Sixth Streets, and extending to the beach, have been covered 
with clayey material; and in the spring, by rolling, will be smooth 
and easy to walk and play upon. | | 
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In all 1,966,4, squares of clayey material and gravel have been 
deposited upon this park, at a cost of $3.50 per square, cart 
measurement. 

A temporary fence has been erected on the proposed street line 
of the park, and the old plank benches have been distributed 
throughout it for the convenience of visitors. 


Woop Istanp Park, East Boston. 


A contract was made September 20, 1884, with Mr. John F. 
Barry, to fill the driveway from Bennington Street to the Revere 
Beach Railroad. Mr. Barry commenced work on September 24, 
and has delivered and deposited in place 5,819 squares of filling 
between that time and January 1, at his contract price of $3.35 
per square, bank measurement. 

The driveway is 100 feet in width, and has been filled in such a 
manner as generally to retain the slopes upon the land of the city. 
A wooden sluiceway was built through the driveway, to prevent 
damage, or a nuisance which might be caused by damming the 
tidal estuary crossed by the driveway. 

Plans are now being prepared for bridging the Revere Beach 
Railroad, and estimates of cost can be submitted when required 
by your Board. 


CHARLES River EMBANKMENT. 


In June an application was made to the State Board of Harbor 
and Land Commissioners for a license for the construction of the 
sea-wall, and for doing the other work required in connection with 
this improvement. 

Some questions arose in relation to the compensation for land 
and for displacement of tide-water, and also in regard to the end 
connections of the sea-wall, which were not finally settled until 
December. Although late in the season it was deemed advisable 
to advertise the work for proposals, to be received on December 
16. At that date seven proposals were received, ranging. from 
$153,635, the lowest, to $265,700, the highest. 

A contract was made with the lowest bidders, Messrs. Parker & 
Sylvester; and, although it was not anticipated that they would 
commence the work before spring, they now propose to begin in a 
very short time if the weather will permit. 

The work consists of building a sea-wall from the southerly side 
of Canal Bridge to the northerly side of West Boston Bridge, on 
the lines defined in Chapter 92 of the Acts of the Legislature for 
1884, of building boat-landings or piers at the two angles of the 
wall between the bridges, of filling the acres enclosed by this wall, 
and of removing to or below low-water mark the existing walls and 
filling where they project beyond the lines of the new wall. 

The wall is to be built of granite masonry laid in mortar. The 
foundation is to be generally a wooden platform; but, where the 
surface of the ledge-rock is too high to allow a pile foundation, split 
stone, or other suitable masonry foundation, is to be substituted. 

Compensation for tide-water displacement is to be made by 
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dredging the filling required from the Charles River Basin at places 
acceptable to the Board of Harbor and Land Commissioners, it 
being understood that the Board will designate areas from which 
gravel can be obtained.

The Commissioner for West Boston, Canal, and Prison- 
Point Bridges submits for himself and associate the Four- 
teenth Annual Report of matters pertaining to the West Bos- 
ton and Canal bridges and the Kighth Annual Report on 
Prison-Point bridge. 


West Boston BripDGE. 


Early in the spring specifications and plans were prepared 
for raising and repaving the roadway and sidewalks on the 
filled portions of the Cambridge end of this bridge, and pro- 
posals for doing this work were invited from a number of the 
best firms engaged in the paving business. 

Messrs. Kidney & Libbey, of Boston, were the lowest 
bidders, and the contract was awarded to them. The work 
was very thoroughly done, and the improvement in the con- 
dition of this section of the bridge, as regards convenience 
and safety for team and foot travel, is very marked. 

The bulkhead on the southerly side of the Boston end of 
the bridge has been rebuilt, and the sidewalk, floor-plank, 
and supporting stringers, where they were found to be rotten, 
have been replaced with new timber. The bulkhead on the 
northerly side of this portion of the bridge is very rotten, 
and although temporarily repaired by covering it with hard- 
pine plank, it will require rebuilding the coming season. 
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The bulkheads on the Cambridge side have been repaired 
by covering them with hard-pine plank for their entire 
length. They will be safe for another year with proper at- 
tention, but will then have to be entirely rebuilt. 

The floor timbers and planking of the draw-piers have 
been renewed. <A new shed, built adjoining the engine-house 
and the engine-house and shed, have been newly painted. 
The upper surface of the top rails of the fences for the entire 
length of the bridge has also been painted. 

The draw and its appurtenant machinery is in good order. 
The steel-bearing plates of the centre pivot put in last year 
are wearing well. With the exception of the bulkheads, the 
entire bridge is in good condition. 


CANAL, OR CRAIGIE’S BRIDGE. 


Only the ordinary repairs have been made on this bridge 
during the year. The under flooring of the draw will have 
to be renewed next season, and the wood and iron work of 
the draw and fences on the bridge will require painting. 

Careful examinations are made from time to time of the 
old portions of the substructure on the Cambridge end of 
the bridge, but no change for the worse has been noted 
during the past year. 

The electric lighting of this bridge and the West Boston 
has been continued, and the commissioners believe that the 
slightly extra cost of this system, as compared with gas, has 
proved an advantageous expenditure. 


Prirson—Pornt BRIDGE. 


It was found necessary to renew the under floor of the 
draw with new hard-pine planks, the old ones were so rotten. 

The gears for raising the draws have been changed so as 
to increase their power, and to give better control of the 
draw at all stages of the tide and conditions of the weather. 
Movable weights should be applied to the overhanging ends 
of the draws to compensate for the variable weights of these 
portions, caused by wear of flooring, accumulation of 
ice, etc. 

The bridge is now in good order, and no repairs except 
the ordinary ones will be required during the next year. 

The usual statements of the number of openings of the 
draws of the several bridges, as reported by the superintend- 
ents, are appended. |

RULES AND ORDERS OF TIE 
COMMON COUNCIL. 


In Common CovuncliL, Jan. 22, 1885. 


The Special Committee of the Common Council, appointed 
to consider and report what changes are required in the rules 
and orders, respectfully present the following draft, and rec- 
ommend the same for adoption as the Rules and Orders of 
the Common Council for the present year. ‘The changes 
made are as follows : — 


In Rule 8 the change contemplated in the order referred 
to the Committee at the first session has been made, which 
provides for calling the roll after it appears that a quorum 
of the members is not present. 

In Rule 11 a verbal change is made providing that all 
committees of the Common Council shall be notified of their 
meetings by the Clerk of Committees. 

In Rule 17, second section, provides for Orders and Reso- 
lutions that are to be referred or are to take their first read- 
ing only, and a new proviso is substituted at the end of. the 
rule, as follows : — 

“ Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes 
shall be allowed for the presentation of papers under the 
second order of business, during which time no debate shall

be inorder. Papers shall be called for by divisions in numer- 
ical order, and only one member in a division shall be recog- 
nized until each division has been called.” 

Rule 41 is amended by striking out all after the word 
“choice” in the sixth line, as printed in the Municipal 
Register, down to and including the word “ purpose” in the 
eleventh line and inserting in place thereof the following : — 

“When a ballot has been ordered, a single box shall be 
placed on the table in front of the Clerk’s desk, the roll 
shall be called, and each member, when his name is called, 
shall come forward and deposit his ballot. | When all the 
members have deposited their ballots, the President shall 
announce the number that have voted, and shall appoint a 
committee who shall count the ballots in the Council Chamber. 
The committee shall first ascertain and report the number of 
ballots found in the box, and, if it exceeds the number of 
members who responded to their names, the President shall 
immediately declare the ballot void, and order a new ballot.” 

The Committee also recommend the passage of the follow- 
ing Order.

RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


wow MON COUNCLL. 


Rute 1. The regular meeting of the Common Council 
shall be held on every Thursday, at half-past seven o’clock 
P.M., and, on the appearance of a quorum, the Council shall 
be called to order. In the absence of the President the 
senior member present shall take the chair, and a President 
pro tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is 
not effected on the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality 
vote shall elect. 


PRESIDENT. 


Ruxtkz 2. The President shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the Council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment ; and members so appointed shall take rank ac- 
cording to the date of their appointment. 

Rute 3. The President may at any time call another 
member to the chair, but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. _[n all cases the President may vote. 

Rute 4. The President may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the Council Chamber during ses- 
sions of the Council. 


CLERK. 


Rute 5. The Clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the Common Council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of tie Chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the City Council; and shall prepare a 
schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the President may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the Board of 
_ Aldermen ; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
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the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
after such notice he shall keep the papers pertaining thercto 
until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 6. Except when otherwise previded, no member 
shall spexk for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal 
time if the Council so vote. No membershall speak a second 
time on a question, if another member, who has not spoken, 
claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member shall interrupt another while speak- 
ing, except by rising to call to order, or, with the consent of 
the speaker, to ask a question of him, in which cases the 
speaker shall not lose his right to the floor. 

Every member, while speaking, shall contine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member cf the 
Council except by a respectful designation; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place Without leave of the 
President. 


QUORUM. 


Rue 8. Whenever, on a rising vote or ona riled a 
quorum does not vote, or whenever a member raises the doubt 
of a quorum being present, the Chair shall ascertain and de- 
clare whether a quorum is present. If no quorum appears to 
be present he shall order the roll called, and if it thereupon 
appears that there is no quorum, he shall immediately declare 
the Council adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rute 9. Standing Committees on Elections and Paving 
shall be appointed at the beginning of exch municipal year, 
and shall consist of five members each; and, also, cne on 
Council Rules and Orders, to consist of three members. 

RvuLE 10. The members of this Council who are appointed 
on the Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances shall con- 
stitute a Judiciary Committee. 

Rue 11. All committees of this Council shall be no‘i- 
fied of their mectings by the Clerk of Committees. They 
shall not sit during sessions of the Council without special 
leave, nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours, 
unless all the members consent ; and they shall keep a record 
of their doings. The member rat named shall be chainman, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Committee, in which case 
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the Council shall be notified of the change; and the same 
rule shall apply to the members serving on Joint Com- 
mittees. ! 

Rute 12. Special Committees of this Council shall con- 
sist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Ruxte 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. If, 
however, any such report has been ordered to be printed 
without having been previously read, the President may de- 
lay such printing until the next regular meeting of the Coun- 
cil, at which time he shall give notice of his action. 

Rutz 14. Committees of this Council, to whom any mat- 
ter is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or 
ask for further time. 


t COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Ruie 15. When the Council shall determine to go into 
a Committee of the Whole the President shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

Rute 16. The rules of proceedings in the Council shall 
be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as they are 
applicable ; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided 
without debate; and the previous question shall not be 
moved. 


COURSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


Rute 17. At every regular meeting of the Council the 
order of business shall be as follows : — 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by any member. 

Second. Orders and resolutions that are to be referred, or 
are to take their first reading only. 

Third. Communications “and reports from city officers. 

Fourth. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances, and 
memorials.

Highth. Reports of Committee on Finance. 

Ninth. Reports of Committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order.

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Tenth Motions, orders, and resolutions. | 

Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shall 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the second 
order of business, during which time no debate shall be in 
order.

Rute 18. All papers addressed to the Council shall be 
presented by the President, or by a member; and, unless the 
Council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
President, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they are presented.

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These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it in 
precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged.

Rue 28. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a mo- 
tion to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not 
exceed ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than 
three minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the 
min question shall not be discussed: 

Rute 29. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Rute 30. When the previous question is ordered the vote 
shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon 
the main question. 

Rue 31. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
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no member shall be allowed to speak more than once, with- 
out leave of the Council. 

Ruut 32. The,previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has deen decided. 


APPEAL. 


Rue 33. No appeal from the decision of the President 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. The question shall be put as follows: “ Shall 
the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of the 
Council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative, unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 


VOTING. 


Rute 34. If the President is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the President shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question, without further debate. The 
President shall appoint two tellers for. each division of the 
Council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

Rute 35. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
whether before or after the previous question has been or- 
dered, the vote shall be taken by yeas and nays, provided 
one-fifth of the members present shall so require. 

Rute 36. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be 
permitted; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 37. When a vote has been passed any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the ‘same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the Clerk before ten 

o’clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on

ELECTIONS. 


Router 40. All officers receiving any compensation from 
the City of Boston, who are primarily elected by the City 
Council, shall be chosen in this branch by ballot. The 
question of confirming the Mayor's nominations shall be 
decided by a yea and nay ballot. 

Rute 41. In all elections by ballot the number of blanks 
east shall be reported, but shall not be counted in the returns. 
Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted and re- 
ported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the whole 
number of ballots cast. Where a plurality elects if an in- 
eligible person Yeccives a plurality there shall be no choice.

The committee 
shall first ascertain and report the number of ballots found in 
the bex, and if it exceeds the number of members who re- 
sponded to their names, the President shall immediately de- 
clare the ballot void, and order a new ballot. The Chairman 
of cach Counting Committee shall enclose the ballots in an en- 
velope after they are counted, and shall securely seal the same 
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with a seal to be provided for the purpose, which shall at all 
times remain in the custody of the City Messenger. All such 
envelopes, after the report of the Committee has been received 
by the Council, shall be placed in the custody of the Clerk, 
who shall retain the same, unopened, for thirty days, and 
then destroy them without permitting them to be examined. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rue 42. No person, except a member of the Council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Council is in session. The seats of the members of the 
Council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of members 
and the number of the seats simultaneously ; and each member 
shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number 
so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except 
by the permission of the President. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rute 43. The City Messenger shall allow no person 
upon the floor of the Council Chamber, or the anteroom on 
the westerly side, while the Council is in session and after 
the seats provided for spectators have been occupied, except 
members of the City Government and reporters, without 
the permission of the President; and the President shall 
order such accommodation on the floor, for reporters and 
spectators, as he shall deem proper ; provided, however, that 
no spectators shall be seated behind the members of the 
Council. No person except members of the City Govern- 
ment and reporters shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side during any session of the Council. 

Rute 44. The Council Chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the Council only, unless by special vote of the Com- 
mon Council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
President may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the Council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committ«e-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same rules; except that the 
President may allow committee-meetings to be held therein — 
at times when the Council is not in session. The Clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the Clerk of the Common Council 
for occupancy and use. ‘The anteroom between the Council 
Chamber and the Clerk’s room shall be used during the 
meetings of the Council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and such other purposes as the President may direct ; 
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provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the City Messenger, subject to the 
direction of the President; but no expenditure of money 
shall be made except by direct vote of the Common Council. 


REFRESHMENTS. 


- Rute 45. All bills for refreshments or carriage-hire in- 
curred by the Common Council, Standing or Special Com- 
mittees of the Common Council, or individual members of 
the Common Council, while engaged in the discharge of 
official duty, shall give the names of the persons incurring 
the same; and the President of the Common Council is 
authorized to approve such bills, after they have been ap- 
proved by the Common Council or certified to by members 
incurring the same; provided, that the President shall not 
approve any such bill unless it is presented to him before the 
end of the month next succeeding that in which the expenses 
covered by such bill were incurred, nor shall he approve any 
bills, as above specified, for refreshments furnished members 
of the Common Council during or following any of its meet- 
ings, without a special vote of the Common Council. The 
City Auditor is hereby directed not to allow for payment 
any bills for refreshments unless a voucher, in the hand- 
writing of the member incurring the same, is presented 
therewith ; and he is further directed to report monthly, in 
print, the names of the members incurring such bills, and the 
amount of the same. All such bills, when so approved and 
properly audited by the Committee on Accounts, shall be 
allowed by the Auditor for payment from the contingent 
fund of the Common Council. 


SUSPENSION, AMENDMENT, AND REPEAL. 


Rue 46. No rule or order of the Council shall be dis- 
pensed with, altered, or repealed, unless two-thirds of the 
members present consent thereto.

“The Committee on Claims may also, upon Saitick to the 
said committee, hear all claims for the payment of money held 
in the City Treasury as balances arising from sales for the 
non-payment of taxes and other assessments; and, if they 
determine that a petitioner is entitled to such payment, 
they shall certify the fact to the City Treasurer, who shall 
thereupon make payment of the claim so allowed.” 

No action is necessary on the order referred to the com- 
mittee, amending Section 18 of Rule 1, as its purpose has 
been already accomplished.

JOINT STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 1. At the commencement of the Municipal Year 
the following Joint Standing Committees shall be constituted, 
namely : — 

1. A Committee on Accounts, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council, all to be 
chosen by ballot. 

2. A Committee on Finance, to consist of the Mayor, 
the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, ex offictis, and 
seven members of the Common Council, to be chosen by 
ballot.

3. A Committee on the Assessors’ Department, to consist 
of three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council.

6. A Committee on the City Clerk’s Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council.

8. A Committee on Public Hducation, to consist of three 
Aldermen, and the President and four members of the Com- 
mon Council.

34. A Committee on Water, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council, | 
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35. A Committee on City Hall Reference Library, to 
consist of the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen and the 
President and one other member of the Common Council. 


DutTits oF COMMITTEES. 


Rue 2. Every Joint Standing Committee of the City 
Council, already or hereafter appointed or elected, shall, for 
the current municipal year, have the general management 
and supervision of the department to which it has been as- 
signed, subject in all respects to the special instructions of 
the City Council, and to the provisions of all statutes and 
lawful ordinances. 


The following-named committees are hereby specially in- 
structed to perform the following duties : — 


The Committee on Accounts shall direct the City Auditor 
as to the manner in which the books, records, and papers 
belonging to his department shall be kept, and as to the 
mode in which all bills and accounts against the city shall be 
certified or vouched; and examine, antl; if they see fit, ap- 
prove, as often as once a month, all bills and accounts against 
the city which have been certified by the City Auditor. 

The Committee on Finance shall negotiate, under the direc- 
tion of the City Council, all loans made by the city, and con- 
sider and report upon all subjects relating to the city finances. 

The Committee on the Assessors’ Department shall have 
the care and supervision of the Assessors’ office, and shall fix 
the amount of compensation to be paid to the clerks appointed 
by the Assessors, and shall also in January, or as soon there- 
after as may be, recommend to the City Council the names 
of persons to be voted for as Assessors and as Assistant 
Assessors. 

The Committee on papbrichs shall examine all bonds required 
by statute or ordinance to be given by officers of the city. 

The Committee on Claims shall Investigate all claims 
against the city, except those for damages on account of the 
laying out and widening of streets, the change of grade of 
streets, and the abatement of nuisances by the Board of 
Health; and may, with the approval of the Mayor, settle 
any such claim before suit is brought, if such settlement can 
be effected by the payment of a sum not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars; and, in consultation with the City Solicitor, 
take such steps as they deem expedient for the defence of 
suits brought for the recovery of such claims, or, with the 
approval of the Mayor, for their settlement. The expense 
of such defence or settlement shall be paid from the appro- 
priation for Incidental Expenses. 
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Any purchaser of real estate, at a sale made by the City 
Collector for the, non-payment of taxes or other assessments 
thereon, who claims that he is entitled to have the considera- 
tion paid by him for the Collector’s deed with the interest 
thereon, refunded to him, by reason of error, omission, or 
informality in the proceedings of assessment or sale, may 
apply by petition to the said committee to have such consid- 
eration and interest paid to him; and if said committee 
determines that the petitioner is legally entitled to such pay- 
ment they shall certify the fact to the City Treasurer, who 
shall make payment accordingly upon surrender and discharge 
by the petitioner of his said deed. 

The Committee on Claims may also, upon petition to the 
said cominittee, hear all claims for the payment of money held 
in the City Treasury as balances arising from sales for the 
non-payment of taxes and other assessments; and, if they 
determine that a petitioner is entitled to such payment, 
they shall certify the fact to the City Treasurer, who shall 
thereupon make payment of the claim so allowed. 

When the city holds a title to real estate sold by the City 
Collector for the non-payment of taxes or other assessments 
thereon, and a person having an interest in such real estate 
alleges that there was an error, omission, or informality in 
the proceedings of assessment or sale, so that he is legally 
entitled to have the title of the city to such real estate, relin- 
quished to him, he may apply therefor by petition to the 
said committee, who may determine that such title shall be 
relinquished upon such terms and conditions as they adjudge 
to be just and comformable to law ; and, upon receiving their 
certificate that such title ought to be relinquished, the Mayor 
shall execute in behalf of the city a proper deed of release 
to the petitioner. 

The Committee on City Clerk’s Department shall audit, 
monthly, the finances of said department. — 

The Committee on the Common and Public Grounds shall 
have the care and custody of the Common, the Public Garden, 
_and the public squares and fountains of the city. 

The Committee on Public Education shall purchase all 
Jand required for educational purposes, when such purchase 
has been authorized -by the City Council; shall consider and 
report upon all communications from the School Committee 
requiring action by the City Council, excepting requests for 
altering and repairing buildings ; and shall approve all plans 
for new school-houses. 

The Committee on the Engineer’s Department shall have 
the care and supervision of the City Engineer’s office, and 
shall fix the compensation of the persons employed therein ; 
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the appointment and removal of all of whom shall also be 
subject to the approval of said committee. 

The Committee on the Fire Department shall examine, as 
often as once a month, the records and accounts of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners, and shall also consider all applica- 
tions for appropriations for the: said department, and report 
thereon to the City Council. 

The Committee on Fuel shall, except as otherwise pro- 
vided, contract for all the fuel required for the use of the 
city. 

The Committee on the Harbor shall suggest from time to 
time such measures, and shall do and perform such acts, as 
they may deem necessary for the preservation of the harbor 
of the city and for the security of the rights and interests of 
the city therein ; provided that no expense shall be incurred 
exceeding the appropriations previously made by the City 
Council for these purposes. 

The Committee on the Health Department shall examine, 
as often as once a month, the records and accounts of the 
Board of Health, and examine all applications for appropria- 
tions for the Health Department, and report thereon to the 
City Council; and the said committee shall also have control 
of all expenditures on account’ of the city teams, the city 
stables, the cleaning of streets and of cesspools, the collec- 
tion of offal and of ashes, and of the employment of the la- 
borers required therefor ; provided that the work of cleaning 
the cesspools and streets, and collecting the ashes and offal, 
and all contracts therefor, shall be performed in a manner 
entirely satisfactory to the Board of Health ; and all contracts 
for such work shall contain the condition that they shall be 
performed to the satisfaction of the Board of Health. 

The Committee on Legislative Matters shall, unless other- 
wise ordered, appeat before committees of the General Court 
and represent the interests of the city; provided said com- 
mittee shall not, unless directed so to do by the City Coun- 
cil, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding 
City Council. They shall report in print to the City Council 
all bills, resolves, and petitions presented to the Legislature 
affecting the City of Boston or any department thereof. 
Such printed report shall be made at the next meeting of 
either branch after such application is made, or earlier, at the 
discretion of said committee. The committee may expend 
in any year a sum not exceeding two thousand dollars, to be 
charged to the appropriation for Incidental Expenses. 

When, in the opinion of the Committee on Ordinances, 
additional legal assistance is temporarily required in the Law 
Department of the city, the said committee may, by a vote of 
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a majority of all its members, engage suitable counsel and 
fix the compensation therefor; but no amount exceeding 
three thousand dollars shall be so expended during the mu- 
nicipal year unless the consent of the City Council thereto is 
first obtained. 

The Committee on the Overseers of the Poor shall con- 
sider all matters, within the jurisdiction and control of the 
City Council, which relate to the Overseers of the Poor, to 
paupers, to poor and destitute persons, and to the city 
temporary home, and examine, on the second Tuesday of 
each month, all the books of the said overseers, the keeping 
of which is required by the ordinances of the city, in order 
to ascertain whether such books have been kept in con- 
formity with said ordinances; whether all expenditures and 
payments for the month ending on the last Monday of the 
preceding month have been legally made and are properly 
vouched ; and whether relief and assistance have been legally 
granted or refused. The said committee shall also in Janu- 
ary and in June, examine the condition and investment of 
all property entrusted to, or deposited with, the said over- 
seers; and if, upon any such examination, it appears to said 
committee that any expenditure or payment has been ille- 
gally made or is not properly vouched; that any assistance 
or relief has been illegally granted or refused ; that due care 
has not been taken in regard to the management, preserva- 
tion, or investment of said property; or that said books are 
not properly kept, — they shall thereupon report the facts to 
the City Council for its action. 

The Committee on Police shall examine, as often as once 
a month, the records and accounts of the Police Commis- 
sioners, and all applications for appropriations for the Police 
Department, and report upon the same. 

The Committee on Printing shall have executed all print- 
ing and binding, and furnish all stationery or similar su 
plies required by the City Council or either branch thereof, 
or by any office or department of the City Government, 
except where otherwise expressly provided by statute or 
ordinance. The committee shall, wherever possible, pro-— 
cure its supplies by open contract, and shall especially con- 
tract with some one person, firm, or corporation, annually to 
do all the printing under its charge. The committee shall 
have control of the Superintendent of Printing, and may 
require him to act as their clerk, without extra pay, and 
may direct him to keep suitable accounts and records to their 
satisfaction. The said committee shall fix the number of 
copies of any document the printing of which has been 
ordered, unless otherwise directed; and may direct the 
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disposal or sale of any such printed documents, under the 
sume restriction. The committee shall, at least once in 
every month, audit all bills incurred under their direction as 
above stated. 

-The Committee on Public Buildings shall, except as other- 
wise provided, have the care and custody of all the school- 
houses and other buildings belonging to the city, and of the 
erection, alteration, and repair of such buildings; and may 
(subject to the approval of the City Council) lease any such 
building for a period not exceeding three years, and may 
dispose by public or private sale of any temporary buildings, 
or of the materials thereof, when they are no longer needed 
for public purposes. W hen the City Council orders the 
purchase of land for the erection of a building thereon, for 
any purpose other than an educational one, such purchase 
shall be made under the direction of said committee. The 
committee shall also have the care and supervision of the 
City Architect’s office, and shall fix the compensation of the 
persons employed therein; the appointment and removal of 
all of whom shall be subject to the approval of said com- 
mittee. The said committee shall also assign suitable rooms 
in the public buildings for the various city officers, or shall 
procure such rooms elsewhere at the expense of the city, and 
shall furnish all such rooms in a proper manner. 

The Committee on Public Lands shall have the care and 
management of the public lands belonging to the city, so far 
as relates to the improvements, or lease of the same for a 
term not exceeding three years; and may, subject to the 
approval of the Mayor, sell the same at public auction. The 
said committee may, subject to the approval of the Board of 
Aldermen, lay out and make such streets, passage-ways, and 
public squares on said lands as they may deem expedient. 

To the Committee on the Public Library all matters relat- 
ing to the Public Library, within the jurisdiction of the City 
Council, shall be referred, unless otherwise ordered. 

The Committee on the Surveyor’s Department shall have 
the care and supervision of the City Surveyor’s office, and 
shall fix the compensation of the persons employed therein ; 
the appointment and removal of all of whom shall also be 
subject to the approval of said committee. 

The Committee on the Department for the Survey and 
Inspection of Buildings shall appoint, on the nomination of 
the Inspector of Buildings, such clerical assistance as may 
be needed, in addition to that allowed by statute or ordi- 
nance, und may purchase such supplies and materials, and 
incur such other expenses, as may be necessary ; provided 
that the expense shall not exceed the amount appropriated 
for the purpose. 
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The Committee on the Treasury Department shall examine, 
audit, and settle the accounts of the City Treasurer, and of the 
County Treasurer, and of the City Collector, for the preced- 
ing financial year, and shall not only compare said accounts 
with the vouchers therefor, but also ascertain whether all 
sums due to the city have been collected and accounted for; 
and the said committee shall also examine all bonds (except- 
ing official bonds), notes, and other securities belonging to 
the city, and shall make to the City Council a full and par- 
ticular report of the results of such examination. The com- 
mittee shall have power to confirm or reject the subordinate 
officers in either the City Treasurer’s, County Treasurer’s, or 
City Collector’s department, when duly nominated by the 
head of such department; and also decide upon the accept- 
ance of the sureties offered on the bonds of such subordinate 
officers. The said committee shall also have charge of the ex- 
DEAE from the appropriation for the departinent of the 

auler of Weights and Measures, and shall designate the 
laestiet in which his books of accounts shall be kept. 

The Committee on Underground Wires shall determine the 
amount of the penalty of all bonds given by telegraph and 
telephone companies under the provisions of Chapter 26; 
Section 40 of the Revised Ordinances; determine the madi 
ciency of the sureties on such bonds, and exercise such other 
powers as are within the jurisdiction of the City Council. 

The Committee on the Water Department shall examine, 
as often as once a month, the records, accounts, and contracts 
of the Water Board, and examine and report upon all re- 
quests for appropriations for said department. 

The Committee on the City Hall Reference Library may 
make all needful rules and regulations applicable to the 
library, may authorize the removal and disposal of publi- 

cations considered useless in the collection at any time, and 
may purchase, from time to time, publications for the use of 
the library ; provided, however, that the amount expended 
shall not exceed the sum that may be annually appropriated 
for the purpose by the City Council. 


ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 3. The member of the Board of Aldermen first 
named on every Joint Committee, of which the Mayor is not 
a member, shall be its chairman; and, in case of his resigna- 
tion or inability, the other members of the same Board in the 
order in which they are named, and after them the member 
of the Common Council first named, shall call mectings of the 
committee, and act as chairman. 
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Rute 4. The Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records of their proceedings to be kept in books provided for 
that purpose: and at all meetings of committees the records 
of the previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of com- 
mittees all votes shall be taken by yeas and nays and re- 
corded at the request of any member. 

Rue 5. The representatives of the two branches of the 
City Council on Joint Committees shall not act by separate 
consultations. No meeting of any committee shall be called 
upon less notice than twenty-four hours without the consent 
of all the members thereof. 

Rue 6. Any Joint Committee, not having charge of an 
appropriation, may expend from the appropriation for Inci- 
dental Expenses an amount not exceeding two hundred dol- 
lars in any one year, for any purposes connected with the 
duties of said committee for which no provision has been 
otherwise made. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Rute 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the City Council, if either branch shall request 
a conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the other 
branch shall also appoint such a committee. Both commit- 
tees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their chairmen, 
meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as either 
shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective 
branches in relation to the matter in controversy, shall con- 
fer freely thereon, and shall report to their respective 
branches. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rue 8. No report of a Joint Committee shall be received 
by either branch of the City Council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. 

Rute 9. Either branch of the City Council may cominit 
or recommit to a Joint Committee; but the reference by 
either branch of a matter to its successor, or to the next City 
Council, shall require concurrent action. The report of a 
committee upon any subject referred to it shall, unless other- 
wise ordered by the City Council or by the committee, be 
presented to the branch in which the order of reference 
originated. It shall be the duty of every Joint Committee to 
which any subject may be specially referred, to report there- 
on within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 
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Rute 10. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
City Council shall be written or printed, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch. 
Every report of a committee shall be signed by a member 
belonging to the body to which it shall be presented, unless 
otherwise directed by the committee. Every order and no- 
tice of reference shall have endorsed upon it the name of the 
member offering it or making the motion. Such member 
shall be informed, by the clerk of the committee to which 
the matter is referred, of the time fixed for its consideration, 
if he give notice of his desire to be heard thereon. 


CLERK OF CoMMITTEES. 


Rute 11. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the request 
of the chairman of any committee of which he is clerk, make 
copies of any papers to be reported by it, and he shall notify 
each member of the City Council of all public committee 
hearings. He shall be notified by the clerk of the time of 
meeting of every committee of which he is not the clerk, as 
soon as the date of such meeting is fixed. He shall post 
daily in the corridor of the City Hall, and in the chamber of 
the Board of Aldermen, a list of the committee meetings to 
be held that day. 

Rute 12. The Joint Standing Committees on Accounts, 
Finance, Surveyor’s Department, Engineer’s Department, 
Health Department, Public Buildings Department, Public 
Land Department, Printing, and Department for the Survey 
and Inspection of Buildings, may choose respectively, as clerk 
of such committee, one of their own number, or any employé 
of the department under their charge; but no compensation 
shall be made for such services.

ORDINANCES, OrDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rue 13. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, originat- 
ing in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice shall 
be given, under the signature of the clerk, to the branch in 
which the same originated. 

‘Ruxe 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “ Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. | 
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APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 15. The specific appropriations for the several 
objects enumerated in the general appropriation order shall 
be deemed and taken to be the maximum amount to be 
expended, by the several committees having the charge 
thereof, for the entire financial year. 

Whenever the amounts designated and appropriated as afore- 
said have been expended, and an additional sum is required, 
or whenever the estimates for any purpose exceed the appro- 
priation specially made therefor, the committee having 
charge thereof shall furnish to the City Council a detailed 
statement, in print, of the expenditures already made, and 
of the necessity for an additional appropriation. 

Whenever the City Council shall order an expenditure by 
any committee, board, or officer, either in addition to the 
estimates on which the appropriation was made, or for an 
object not included in such estimates, it shall provide for the 
payment of the same. 

No expenditure shall be made from the Reserved Fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new 
appropriation to be established. 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for 
Incidentals excepting those ordered in accordance with 
Chapter 28, Section 13, of the Public Statutes ; expenditures 
for one or both branches of the City Council, ordered by 
concurrent vote, or by committees as provided in these rules ; 
amounts necessary to pay judgments or to settle claims 
against the city ; and transfers. 

Rute 16. When application shall be made for an addi- 
tional appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or loan, 
such appropriation shall not be made until the application 
has been referred to, and reported upon, by the Committee 
on Finance. 

Rue 17. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the City Council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by 
yea and nay. 

Rue 18. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 
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REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGES. 


Rute 19. No bills for refreshments or carriages shall be 
paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the 
persons to whom such refreshments or carriages are furnished, 
and the dates of furnishing the same. No person, except a 
member of the City Council, shall incur any such bills, for 
which the city shall be liable, nor shall a member of the City 
Council incur any such bills, unless the same be furnished 
while performing some duty as a member of a committee or 
of a sub-committee, to which he has been appointed, and on 
a day when said committee or sub-committee held a meeting. 
All bills for refreshments shall be presented at the time in- 
curred, and shall be approved by the members of the City 
Council incurring the same; provided, however, that all bills 
contracted by sub- committees shall be submitted to and ap- 
proved by the full committee. No bills shall be approved on 
account of any persons not members of the City Council, 
except a city officer specially invited by vote of a board or 
committee. Such bills, when so approved, shall be paid from 
the appropriation to which they are incident; and the City 
Auditor shall not pass any such bill for the approval of the 
Committee on Accounts, unless it has been approved as pro- 
vided in this or the preceding section. 

Rue 20. All carriages furnished to members of the City 
Government shall, whenever practicable, be ordered through 
the City Messenger; and when not so ordered, the person 
who orders them shall forthwith give notice thereof to the 
City Messenger; and in all cases ‘the party who furnishes a. 
carriage shall, within seven days thereafter, return to the 
City Messenger a detailed statement of the names of the per- 
sons who used the same, and of the time during which, and 
the purpose for which, it was used. 

Rue 21. All bills for refreshments, or. carriages, con- 
taining items incurred more than three months previous to 
the date of their presentation to the Auditor, shall go before 
the City Council for approval. 


Notick to OrTHEerR BRANCH. 


Rue 22. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the City Council to the 
other, with the action of the branch sending them indorsed 
thereon, and signed by the regular presiding officer of such 
branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, 
of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the same 
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shall be transmitted to the other branch signed as hercin- 
before directed. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 23. Any report containing any recommendation, 
other than “leave to withdraw,” or “inexpedient to take 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or resolve, 
embodying such recommendation ; and such report shall be 
acted upon separately. 

Rute 24. Any member of a Joint Committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Either branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration. 


CONTRACTS. 


Rcie 25. Every Standing Committee shall, in making 


any contract, observe the following regulations : — 

1. In case the amount of the estimated expenditure under 
a contract exceeds three thousand dollars, rensonable notice 
shall be given by advertisements therefor published in the 
daily papers of the city, and elsewhere if necessary. 

2. Whenever advertisements for proposals for any work 
to be done for the city, or for any materials to be furnished, 
are made, the persons in charge of the work to be done shall 
cause suitable plans and specifications, and schedules of ma- 
terials, to be prepared and shown to parties proposing to 
bid. 

3. Every contract exceeding three thousand dollars shall 
be accompanied by a suitable bond for the performance of 
the same, or by the deposit of money or security to the 
amount of such bond. No proposal shall be accepted from 
or for any person who shall have broken a contract with the 
city during the three years preceding. 

4. No proposal shall be received from any person offering 
to contract for such work unless the same is sealed. All 
proposals shall be publicly opened at the hour and place 
designated in the advertisement, if any be specified. If any 
such proposals shall be offered by persons who, in the judg- 
ment of the said committee, shall be incompetent to perform 
their contracts in a workmanlike manner, or irresponsible 
in respect to their means of faithfully executing the same, 
such proposal may be rejected, notwithstanding the same be 
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at a lower rate than other proposals offered for the same 
work. 

5. In such cases, where the amount of any contract shall 
exceed the sum of fifteen hundred dollars, the contract shall 
be in writing, and after being signed by the parties no such 
contract shall be altered in any particular, without the con- 
sent of three-fourths of the committee indorsed thereon by 
such members. 

6. Every contract shall provide that, in case of any alter- 
ation, so much of said contract as is not necessarily affected 
by the change shall remain in force upon all parties thereto. 


Rue 26. Rule 25 shall apply to all Joint Special Com- 
mittees where the estimated amount of any work to be per- 
formed under any one contract exceeds the sum of ten 
thousand dollars. 

Rue 27. Whenever the payments uhder any contract are 
not intended to be made from the appropriations for the cur- 
rent financial year, such contract shall first be referred to the 
Committee on Finance, to report what measures shall be 
taken for the pryments as they become due. 

Rute 28. In every contract entered into, involving the 
employment of mechanies, or laborers by the contr actor, a 
provision shall be inserted to the effect that the committee 
making such contract may, if it deems it expedient to do so, 
retain, out of any amounts due to such contractor, sums 
sufficient to cover any unpaid claims of mechanics or laborers 
for work or labor performed under such contract ; provided 
that notice in writing of such cl: uiMs, signed by the clatennne 


shall have been previously filed in the office of the City 
Clerk. 


ELECTION oF CiTy OFFICERS. 


Rute 29. 1. The Mayor, Aldermen, and Common 
Council in Convention, in the month of January, shall choose 
a City Clerk, to serve for the term of one year. 

2. There shall also be elected, by concurrent vote of 
both branches of the City Council, the following officers : —

TABLISHMENT OF MYSTIC WATER RATES, 
AND THE ESTABLISHMENT OF DIFFER- 
ENTIAL METER WATER RATES.

To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: — 


Referring to the questions submitted for my opinion under 
the preamble and orders concerning water rates, passed last 
Monday, I am asked as to the right to use the surplus water 
earnings for the extension of the works. 

The law requires the Water Board from tithe to time to 
regulate the price or rents for the use of water, “with a view 
to the payment from the net income, rents, and receipts 
therefor, not only of the semi-annual interest, but ultimately 
of the principal also, of the “ Boston water scrip,’ so far as 
the same may be practicable and reasonable. And the said 
net surplus income, rents, and receipts, after deducting all 
expenses and charges of distribution shall be set apart as a 
sinking-fund, and Shall be appropriated for and towards the 
payment of the principal.and interest of the said scrip.” By 
the statute of 1875, Chapter 80, the words “ Boston water 
scrip” were made to include the whole amount of outstand- 
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ing loans representing the cost of the water works. As the 
interests of the city and of the water-takers might differ, these 
separate interests were guarded by Sections 12 and 13 of the 
statute of 1846, ‘which provide a way for raising the price 
for the use of water if for any two successive years the in- 
come should be insufficient, after deducting all expenses and 
charges of distribution, to pay the accruing interest on the 
debt; and also a way for reducing the price if the surplus 
income and receipts for the use of the water at the estab- 
lished price should for any two successive years be more than 
sufficient to pay the interest. The intention clearly was to 
so regulate the rates that the receipts from the water-takers 
should, as nearly as practicable, balance the expenses and 
cost of distribution, the interest, and such proportion of the 
principal of the water debt as would provide for its extin- 
guishment at maturity. The receipts can be used for no 
other purposes. The only doubt is as to what may be prop- 
erly included under the phrase “expenses and charges of dis- 
tribution.” I understand that a distinction has for many 
yeurs been made in the accounts of the Water Department 
between construction and maintenance, including under the 
head of construction the cost of extending the mains. This 
distinction is rightly made, and I think the cost of such ex- 
tensions each year should not be paid out of the year’s water 
rates, but should be otherwise provided for. 

With reference to what is called an overpayment of $102,- 
872.37 to the sinking-fund from the surplus earnings of the 
Cochituate Water Department, the statute requires the whole 
of the net surplus income to be set apart as a sinking-fund. 
Since, then, the sum named was actually paid from the sur- 
plus income, it cannot be regarded as an overpayment. It 
seems to have been put into the sinking-fund in accordance 
with the law. 

With reference to the sum of $434,195.72, said to have 
been paid during the last four years for the extension of main 
pipes in new localities, I have to say that the money thus 
paid out for extension from year to year has been applied in 
good faith under a construction of the law which seems to me 
erroneous, but which has its vigorous defenders, and is not 
free from doubt. I do not think the city is under any 
obligation to raise this sum, or any part of it, for the sinking- 
fund. The sinking-fund cannot be said to have suffered by 


reason of the expenditure. The amount expended was raised — 


by keeping up the rates so as to meet the cost of extending 
the works. It was not needed for the sinking-fund, and 
probably would not have been raised at all except for the 
purpose for which it was used. I see no reason why the 
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city should appropriate the amount named to be used toward 
reducing the payments to be made to the sinking-fund for 
the present and ensuing financial years. 

The next question is whether the Water Board is author- 
ized to establish the water rates for the Mystic Department. 
The statute of 1861, Chapter 105, Section 3, provided that 
the City Council (of Charlestown) should, from time to time, 
regulate the price or rents for the use of the water; by an- 
nexation this power passed to the City Council of Boston; 
by the statute of 1875, Chapter 80, Section 1, it was pro- 
vided that “the City Council of the city of Boston may estab- 
lish by ordinance a Water Board, to be known as the Boston 
Water Board. . . . The said board may be empowered 
by said city to exercise all or any of the powers conferred 
by the statutes of the Commonwealth upon the city of 
Boston with reference to supplying said city with water. 

Said board may also establish and regulate the 
price or rents for the use of said water, subject,” etc. In 
accordance with this statute the Water Board was established 
by ordinance, passed March 22, 1876 (Revised Ordinances, 
Chapter 27, Section 1), and the powers of the City Council, 
derived from the statutes above cited, were given to it. I 
understand that the question was suggested by the ordinance 
(R. O., Chapter 27, Section 6) relating to existing contracts 
for the supply of water to other cities or towns. I have ex- 
amined this ordinance and those contracts, and find nothing in 
them affecting the subject of the inquiry. The Water Board 
has, in my judgment, complete authority to establish the 
rates for the Mystic Department. 

I am next asked whether the Water Board has the right 
to establish differential meter water rates. Ido not know 
with certainty what meaning the Board attaches to the term 
“ differential rates ;” but as I understand the use here made 
of it, the question may be stated thus: Having fixed upon a 
unit of measure (say 100 gallons), for water taken by meter, 
can the Water Board charge one class of consumers at the 
rate of one cent per hundred gallons, and another class at 
the rate of two cents per hundred gallons? 

I think not. It must be borne in mind that the water- 
supply of the city is held in trust for the equal benefit of all, 
and not as a source of income to the city; that the right 
to take water is a public right, and can be denied to none 
who are willing to comply with the requirements of the law 
regarding it. 

As I have before said, the law requires the price or rents 
for the use of water to be so regulated as to provide for the 
payment of the expense of distribution, the semi-annual in- 
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terest, and ultimately the principal of the water debt, so far 
as the same may be practicable and reasonable. ‘The entire 
assessment to be made is to be thus determined, and the 
burden should bey so far as practicable, ratably distributed 
among the water-takers. It seems to me that the rate can- 
not be made to depend upon the uses to which the water 
may be applied. If discrimination may be made in favor of 
particular uses of water, why not in favor of individual users ? 
If the rate may be reduced in one case, why may it not be ~ 
made nominal or wholly remitted in another? Where is the 
discrimination to end? If the rate is to be regulated by 
what may to-day be deemed for the best interests of the city, 
who is to judge what those interests demand? I can readily 
see that it might be well for the city to have the price for the 
use of the water reduced or wholly remitted in certain cases ; 
but I do not think that such discrimination can be legally 
made. 

The principle involved has been frequently discussed. In 
1863, the Massachusetts General Hospital asked the City 
Council to grant the use of Cochituate water at reduced rates. 
My predecessor, Mr. Healy, then replied to the Committee 
on Water, as follows: “ The City Council have no authority 
to grant the use of Cochituate water at reduced rates to the 
Massachusetts General Hospital. The city authorities are 
trustees to receive the income from water rates, and apply it 
to the payment of the interest on the water debt, and to the 
gradual extinguishment of the debt itself; and they can no 
more appropriate the funds thus receivable to objects foreign 
to the trust, — however charitable and useful,—— than other 
trustees can divert their trust funds to other purposes than 
those for which they are bound to hold them.” 

The same subject came before the Hon. P. W. Chandler, 
City Solicitor, in 1850, upon the question whether it was 
competent for the City Council to make grants of the water 
for a charitable purpose without compensation. He said: 
“T have no difficulty whatever in answering this question in 
the negative. If the City Council may give the water to 
one institution of this kind, they may to all. If they may 
give it to a poor corporation, they may to a poor man. If 
they may give it to an institution which is doing great good 
in the community, and on this account, they may give it to a 
good man. In short, the same reasoning would authorize 
the City Council to vote the water free at once, and thus 
take from the scrip-holders the fund which is expressly set 
aside and pledged by law for security.” | 

The last question is whether the Water Board can charge 
the occupant of a house valued at $50,000 more for the use 
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of water, than the occupant of one of $10,000 value, both 
using the same water fixtures. Where water is not taken 
by meter the water rents must be fixed by some other 
standard. The rule ever since the introduction of water 
has been to adjust the water rents for houses in which water 
meters were not used within certain reasonable limitations, by 
the standard of valuation. I think this practice is in accord- 
ance with law, and that it is within the discretion of the 
Water Board, from time to time, to change the standard.

And whereas there has also been paid from said surplus 
earnings during said period the further sum of $434,195.72 
for the extension of the main pipes in new localities. 

It is, therefore, 
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Ordered, That the Corporation Counsel be requested to 
furnish this Board at its next regular meeting with his opin- 
ion as to the legality of using the surplus water earnings for 
the extension of the works ; and whether such extensions from 
year to year should not be provided: for by loan or taxation ; 
and whether the said sum of $434,195.72 should not be 
restored to the water debt sinking-fund, and, together with 
the overpayment of $102,872.37 referred to, be used toward 
reducing the paymeuts to be made to said sinking-fund for 
the present and ensuing financial years. 

Ordered, That the Corporation Counsel inform this Board 
whether in his opinion the Water Board are authorized by 
law to establish the water rates for the Mystic Department. 

Ordered, That the Corporation Counsel inform this Board 
whether in his opinion the Water Board have the legal right 
to establish differential meter water rates, and whether said 
Board can, under the law, charge the occupant ofa house val- 
ued at $50,000 a higher water rate than the occupant of one 
of $10,000 value, both using the same water fixtures.

ACT TO AMEND THE CITY CHARTER OF BOSTON, 


INTRODUCED BY HAZARD STEVENS, OF BOSTON; REFERRED TO COMMITTEE 
ON CITIES. 


Section 1. The legislative power of the City of Boston 
shall be vested in the City Council thereof. 

Srcr. 2. All the powers, except executive powers, and 
the appointment or election of officers, now vested in the 
Board of Aldermen alone, or in the Common Council alone, 
shall be and are hereby transferred to and vested in the City 
Council. 

Sect. 3. The City Council shall have power to investigate 
any of the departments, oflices, works, or affairs of the city, 
to impeach, and for good cause to remove by two-thirds vote 
in each branch, the Mayor, or any other officer of the cor- 
poration; and for these purposes they shall have access to 
all the records and papers thereto pertaining, and shall have 
the power to send for persons, books, or papers, to administer 
odths, and to examine witnesses. 

Sect. 4. The City Council, and every committee and 
member thereof, is hereby prohibited from taking part, 
directly or indirectly, in the carrying on of executive work, 
action, or administration, from the expenditure of public 
money, and from furnishing supplies to, or making contracts 
with, the city. 

Sect. 5. The City Council shall have power to provide 
for comprehensive surveys and plans of the future streets 
and ways in any of the suburban districts within the city, to 
adopt the same, and to prohibit the laying out of streets, 
ways, or lots, or the erection of buildings thereon, except 
in conformity with such adopted plans. 

Secor. 6. The executive power of said a shall be vested 
in the Mayor. 

Seot. 7. The salary of the Mayor shall *. fifteen thousand 
dollars per annum, and he shall receive no other cOmpensa- 
tion or emolument ‘whatever. 

Sect. 8. The Mayor shall appoint all the executive and 
administrative officers of the corporation, except subordi- 
nates in the several departments or offices, who shall be 
appointed by the heads thereof, with the approval of the 
Mayor. The Mayor shall have power to suspend any officer 
for cause, which shall be stated in writing to the Board of 
Aldermen, and, with the consent of the Board of Aldermen, 
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to remove such officer. If the Board of Aldermen refuses 
its consent to the removal of any officer he shall be restored 
to duty. The Mayor shall have power to make temporary 
appointments, to fill vacancies in office caused by such sus- 
pension, or otherwise. Provided that this section shall not 
apply to the members of the School Committee, to the 
officers or instructors chosen by them, or to the clerks and 
messengers of the City Council, or either branch thereof, or 
to election officers. 

Sect. 9. The Mayor shall have power to veto distinct 
subjects or distinct items of appropriation in any order, 
ordinance, or resolution passed by the City Council or the 
School Committee, in the same manner and with the same 
effect as he is now empowered to veto the whole of such 
ordinance, order, or resolution of the City Council. 

Secor. 10. The Mayor shall, once a month, or oftener, call 
together the heads of departments for consultation and ad- 
vice upon the affairs of the city ; and at such meetings and 
at all times they shall furnish such information as to matters 
under their control as the Mayor may require. 

SecT. 11. The heads of departments, and all other off- 
cers having authority to expend money, shall annually, in the 
month of January, furnish an estimate to the Mayor of money 
required for their respective departments and offices during 
the next financial year. The Mayor shall examine and re- 
vise the same, and submit his recommendations thereon to 
the City Council. 

Sror. 12. The public works and administration thereof of 
the city shall be distributed among the following depart- 
ments, each of which shall be pl: aced under the control and 
management of a competent person, to be called the super- 
intendent : 

se: ee ctipn. —For the laying out and building new 
works, as streets, sewers, bridges, and water-works, the -su- 
perintendent to be the City Engineer. 

2. Streets. — For the repair, maintenance, and cleaning of 
the streets and ways. 

3. Sewers. — For the repair and maintenance of sewers. 

. 4. Water-works. — For the repair and maintenance of 
water-works. 

5. Lights. — For the lighting of the public streets and 
parks, and the supervision and regul: ation of lights. 

6. Parks. — For the laying out, improvement, and main- 
tenance of the Common, parks, and public grounds, and care 
of shade-trees. 

7. Supplies. — For the purchase by open, public compe- 
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tition of the material and other supplies required by the 
city. 

Srot. 13. The Boards of Street Commissioners and Park 
Commissioners are hereby abolished, and the powers exer- 
cised by said boards shall be vested in the Mayor, the City 
Surveyor, the Superintendent of Streets, and the Superin- 
tendent of Parks. 

Sect. 14. The Boards of Water Commissioners, Fire 
Commissioners, and Police Commissioners, are hereby abol- 
ished, and the powers of said boards shall be exercised and 
their duties performed by one commissioner in place of each 
board. 

Seot. 15. The Board of Registrars of Voters is hereby 
abolished, and its powers shall be vested in, and its duties 
performed by, the principal assessors. 

Secr. 16. There shall be two License Commissioners, 
who shall exercise the power of the present Police Commis- 
sioners in licensing and regulating the sale of spirituous and 
intoxicating liquor. 

Sect. 17. The officers appointed by the Mayor shall be 
appointed and hold office for three years from the date of 
appointment. 

Srcr. 18. Public and private entertaining, eating and 
drinking at public expense, are prohibited. 

Secor. 19. No further municipal debt shall be incurred 
except temporary liabilities, not exceeding in amount one- 
tenth of the preceding year’s municipal income ; and no tem- 
porary liabilities shall be incurred in any year until all such 
temporary liabilities incurred in preceding years shall have 
been paid. 

Secor. 20. The annual municipal tax levy shall not exceed 
in any one year one per cent. of the assessors’ valuation of 
the taxable property of said city for the preceding year, or 
twenty dollars per capita of the population of said city at the 
census next prior to said tax levy ; provided that, in addition 
to said tax levy, said city may levy a tax not exceeding two 
dollars per thousand of said valuation of its taxable property, 
to be devoted to the payment of its funded debt, either 
directly or by means of sinking-funds. 

Secr. 21. This act shall take effect, for the purpose of 
electing municipal officers, at the next annual municipal elec- 
tion; and forall other purposes it shall take effect on and 
after the first Monday of January, 1886, unless the majority 
of all the qualified voters of said city, at an election duly 
called to vote upon the adoption or rejection of said act, to 
be held on the third Monday of October, 1885, shall vote to 
reject the same.

EXPLANATORY NOTES. 


The fatal defect in the City Charter of Boston consists in the fact that 
both the legislative and executive power is in the hands of the same men, 
.viz.: the aldermen and councilmen forming the City Council. 

They not only levy the taxes and vote the appropriations, but actually elect 
a great part of the executive officers; and by their numerous committees 
manage the public works, and control and direct the expenditure of very 
much of the public money. 

The mayor is reduced almost to a cipher. There is no executive head 
anywhere. Each aldermanic or council committee is practically absolute in 
its department: and, as there are many committees, there are as many execu- 
tive heads, each independent of the rest, working at cross.purposes, without 
harmony or concert of action, without system from year to year, without fixed 
responsibility or accountability, and with a steady growth of waste, extrava- 
gance, and worse, as the inevitable result. The selection of hundreds of 
officers, the expenditure of fifteen millions annually, ought not to be trusted 
to such a system. 

See the Charter Commissioners’ report on this head, pp. 10-15. The first 
six sections of the Act correct this defect. 

The appointment of executive officers is one of the most difficult problems 
in the whole subject. On the one hand if the mayor has the absolute power 
of appointment, an unscrupulous man’ in that position might pack every 
municipal office with his partisans. On the other hand, if the aldermen or 
council have power to confirm or reject his nominations, they divide the 
responsibility of selecting fit officers, and soon force the mayor to yield a 
portion of the patronage of office. They do so elsewhere notoriously; they 
will here. In New York and Brooklyn the power of confirmation was so 
abused that it had to be taken from the aldermen. 

The Act, sections § and 17, seeks to meet this difficulty by restricting the 
power of removal. The mayor is elected yearly. The officers appointed by 
him hold their office for three years. He can remove them only for cause, 
with the consent of the aldermen. Every new mayor then will have only 
one-third of the offices to fill. as they become vacant from time to time, during 
his year’s term. So far, indeed, he has full power, and full and undivided 
responsibility. If he abuses it the people can turn him out at the end of the 
year. If he grossly abuses it the City Council can impeach and remove him 
by two-thirds vote. But two-thirds of the experienced and tried officers he 
cannot remove except for good cause, —nor the others all at once, but only 
as their terms expire. Worthy and able officers, men of capacity and char- 
acter, who should fill the important positions of heads of departments, and 
other like offices, could not be summarily ejected without cause, and would 
have the protection to which such men are fairly entitled, and without which 
their services cannot be obtained. A good mayor would not want to displace 
such tried and faithful officers. A bad mayor could not. He could not very 
seriously injure the municipal administration by unfit appointments before 
the citizens would discover it and vote him out. He would have to bear the 
whole responsibility alone for his appointments. He could not share it with 
the aldermen, or shelter himself behind them. 

In New York and Brooklyn the mayor appoints absolutely, but can remove 
only for cause; but there all the chief officers go out with the old mayor, and 
the new mayor can appoint an entire new set at once, and completely revo- 
lutionize the administration. 

_ The plan suggested in this Act gives a far greater degree of permanency, 
and, it is believed, safety, while it gives also sufficient power of appointment 
to, and fixes responsibility upon, the mayor. 

Sections 10 and 1! are taken from the Charter Commissioners’ Report. 

Commissions and Departments. — The essential idea of executive efficiency 
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is in individual action, and individual accountability. ‘*‘ Many for counsel 
one for execution.” Each officer should have his well-defined part to perform, 
and be held to perform it by direct accountability to the executive head, 
the mayor, who in turn is accountable to the people. 

Section 12 is intended to apply this principle to the great public works, 
where most of the public money must necessarily be expended. The proposed 
division into departments simply follows and adopts the present organization, 
except as to the departments of Construction and of Supply. The latter is 
taken from the Brooklyn charter. The same planis used in the United States 
government, and in railroad corporations. 

Sections 13 and 14 apply the same principle by reducing the ah ettheles 
commissions to single-headed ones. 

Section 16. The assessors now furnish the names and facts to the Reg- 
istrars of Voters, who merely make up the lists of voters therefrom. It is 
only in the fall that they are busy, for a couple of months, in adding to the 
list the names of those who bring a tax receipt, ete. 

The power to veto items of bills, section 9, and the restriction on taxation, 
section 20, are recommended by the Charter Commissioners, Mayor O’Brien, 
and Goy. Robinson. The prohibition to incur debt, section 19, is the neces- 
sary complement. 

The Act seeks to correct only the few radical defects, and leaves the 
present Charter otherwise untouched. It is offered as a basis of discussion, 
and to concentrate attention upon the more important points, and the author 
would be glad to receive any criticisms or suggestions upon the subject.

Section 1 of Chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876 provides 
that “the Sealer of Weights and Measures shall annually 
give public notice by adv ertisement, or by posting notices in 
one or more public pl: ices, to all inhabitants or persons hay- 
ing a usual place of business therein, who use seales, weights, 
or measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, 
merchandise, or other commodities, or for public weighing, 
to bring in their scales, weights, and measures to be adjusted 
and sealed.” | 
The same section also provides that “in those cities and 
towns where a salary is paid to the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures no fees shall be charged for such service.” 
In compliance with the provisions of the foregoing section 
it is customary for the sealer to notify annually, in May, all 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publishing 


the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this office — 


their scales, weights, and measures, to be tested and sealed. 


Section 2 of Chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876, amended 
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by Section 2 of Chapter 151 of the Acts of 1877, provides 
that, “at any time after said notice, the said Sealer of 
Weights and Measures shall go to the houses, stores, and 
shops of persons mentioned in the foregoing section, who 
have neglected to comply with the notice given thereunder, 

and having entered the same, with the assent of the occu- 
pants, shall adjust and seal their scales, weights, and meas- 
ures, and shall be entitled to receive for said service the 
compensation set forth in Chapter 51, Section 14, of the 
General Statutes.” 

The customary notice having been published, after a rea- 
sonable time the deputy sealers were instructed to visit the 
places where scales, weights, and measures were in use; 
and, having intormed the owners thereof that it was optional 
ath them whether their senles, etc., should be tested at this 
office, or at their place of business, and in the former case no 
charge would be made for such services, proceeded there- 
after, with their consent, to test and seal the same.

To the uniform promptness and efficleney with which the 
deputy-sealers have responded to and executed their duties 
is due much of the success with which the affairs of the de- 
partment have been conducted throughout the year. 

The attention of the government was directed in my report 
of last year to a mi: itter which has been a source of com- 
plaint in the reports of the sealers for several years, namely : 
the general unfitness of office quarters. In the course 
of business large, heavy scales are brought to this office 
for adjusting and sealing. The office being several steps 
below the sidewalk, citizens complain of “the awkward- 
ness and inconvenience thus occasioned. The window-tops 
not reaching but a little above the sidewalk, gas must be con- 
stantly bur Heal during business hours ; the lieht thus afforded 


is not favorable for the proper execution of work. Valuable - 
standards and tools suffer much from the dampness conse- 


quent to underground location. 

In the introduction of steam-heat the main supply-pipes 
for the building were run along the ceiling of this room, 
much increasing its general unhealthfulness, and adding an 
evil which, under existing circumstances, is difficult to reg- 
ulate. This, with the great inconvenience to the citizens 
having business with this department (as already referred 
to),.t together with the bad ventilation and light, render 
this basement totally unfit for the duties which this depart- 
ment is called upon to perform.

Very 
few couldhave paid at the time of conviction, and would have 
been imprisoned virtually for their poverty. 

Of the 225 persons sent to their country homes 119 were 
females ; of these 17 have returned to the city and to their vi- 
cious habits, and have been surrendered back to court and 
sentenced. 

At the request of the Board of Directors of Public Institu- 
tions 83 applications for release from prison have been inves- 
tigated, of which 21 were reported favorable, and on the 
concurrence of court the applicants were released.

A PRISONER’S APPEAL. 


At the September Term of the Superior Court a prisoner, 
who had been convicted of felony, was brought up and sen- 
tenced to the House of Correction for a term of tao years. 

After sentence he asked permission to spenk, which was 
granted. He said, “Will Your Honor please send me to 
State Prison?” 

“ But,” said the Court, “ three years is the shortest term I can 
send youthere.”—“I know that,” said the prisoner ; “ but Lhave 
been to the House of Correction. When I came out I was 
penniless, and had no trade. I could not get employment. 
No one would trust me ; and that is one reason why I am here 
now. IfI go back to the House of Correction, I meet my old 
associates in crime; what chance have I to reform with 
them; and when I come out aguin, destitute and without a 
trade, what can I do? I am but twenty-four years old; I 
have no relative or friend to speak for me ; but if Your Honor 
will send me to the State Prison, I will endeavor to behave 
so as to be admitted to the Reformatory, where I will not 
meet prisoners worse than I am. There I can learn some 
useful trade that will enable me to secure honest employ ment 
and to lead an honest life when my sentence expires. I 
pray Your Honor give me the State Prison with the extra 
year.” The prisoner's request was granted. 

Does not this appeal offer a suggestion, relative to the 
classification and employment of prisoners, well worthy the 
serious consideration of those who have the management of 
our city penal institutions ?

In Boarp or ALDERMEN, Jan. 26, 1885. 


The Committee on* Paving, to whom was referred the 
petition of the Bay State Gas Company for consent in writing 
of the mayor and aldermen of the city of Boston to dig up and 
open the ground in the streets, lanes, highways, and public 
places in the city of Boston, so far as may be necessary to accom- 
plish the objects of the said corporation, and to lay pipes therein 
subject to the provisions and obligations contained in the 
Public Statutes of Massachusetts and the ordinances of the 
city of Boston, together with certain other petitions and re- 
monstrances against the same, respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing 

REPORT: 


Your committee have given a full and patient hearing. to 
all parties who appeared before them on the matter of these 
petitions and remonstrances. 

On account of the exhaustive discussions which have been 
had upon most of the questions involved in these petitions 
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and remonstrances before a committee of the State Legisla- 
ture last year, and a committee of the predecessors of this 
Board, all of which is generally understood, your committee 
have been able to reach a decision with promptness and 
unanimity. 

The chief considerations are: Will the granting of the 
petition of the Bay State Gas Company interfere with the 
public travel and convenience ? 

Will the admission of a company to compete with those 
already enjoying the privileges asked for be for the public 
good? And is the petitioner a proper company to which to 
orant these privileges ? 

Your committee find that in other cities; notably Chicago 
and New York, the digging up of the streets was attended 
with very slight inconvenience on account of the promptness 
and care with which it was conducted, and there were sub- 
mitted to them letters from the Mayor and authorities of 
Chicago which were satisfactory upon this point. 

Your committee find that as a general result gas is sold at 
a lower price after competing companies have been admitted 
than before, and that this is true even when the competing com- 
panies have consolidated. That gas should be sold cheaper 
in Boston is evident from the fact that the Boston Gas-light 
Company has, for the past thirty years, paid annual divi- 
dends of ten per cent. per year, and accumulated a property 
variously estimated at from five million to seven million 
dollars, while its capital is but two and a half millions; 
and from the fact that the leading representative of that com- 
pany admitted that gas was being sold in Chicago at one ° 
dollar per thousand feet, and at that: rate paying a profit of 
twelve to fourteen per cent. on the cost of the plant, while 
the reasons of such a difference did not seem to be satis- 
factorily accounted for, 

It is evident to your committee that the advantages to our 
citizens are very great in admitting a competing company, 
while it will bring into our community a large amount of 
taxable property, and result in the circulation of a large 
amount of money among the unemployed laboring classes. 

Upon the remaining question, whether the Bay State Gas 
Company is a proper company to admit to the privileges re- 
quested, your committee find that it is composed of several 
’ gentlemen who are well known in this city for character and 
financial responsibility, and also of capitalists of other cities 
who have furnished the money for erecting large and exten- 
sive gas-works in Chicago, Jersey City and New Orleans. 
Their avowed purpose is to admit local capital as largely as 
it may be willing to venture in the business, and to have a_

large majority of the directors chosen from our residents, so 
that it may be controlled by local influences. 

The committee are therefore unanimously of the opinion 
that the petition of the Bay State Gas Company should be 
granted, and recommend the passage of the order attached 
to their petition.

Ordered, That the Bay State Gas Company, of Boston, is 
hereby granted the right, and is authorized and empowered, 
to dig up and open the ground in the streets, lanes, high- 
ways and public places in the city of Boston, as far as may 
be necessary to accomplish the objects of the said corpora- 
tion, and to lay and maintain pipes therein, subject to the 
provisions and obligations contained in the public statutes of 
Massachusetts and the ordinances of the city of Boston. 

In case said company shall disturb, injure, or interfere with 
any water-pipe, sewer or gas-pipe, or electric wires now laid 
by said city, or by any person or corporation under author- 
ity of said city, it shall immediately restore the same to their 
original condition, at its own expense; and, if it shall fail to 
so restore them, the same may be done by the city or the 
company owning such structure, and the said Bay State Gas 
Company shall be liable for the cost and expense thereof, and 
the damage occasioned thereby, to be recovered in an action 
at law brought in the name of the city against said company. 

Suid Bay State Gas Company shall, upon opening the 
ground in any of the public places, under this order, except 
for necessarily immediate and current repairs, give notice in 
writing to the Superintendent of Streets of its intention so to 
do; and shall, as soon as may be, restore the ground opened 
to its original condition ; and all work done by authority of this 
order, in the original laying of said pipes, shall be done un- 
der the oe and inspection of a reasonable number of 
persons, to be selected by the Board of Aldermen or its 
proper committee, the expense of whose employment shall 
be reasonable, and paid by said company; and in the course 
of its work the said company shall not use the fire-hydrants, 
or any water therefrom, without a permit from the proper 
authorities of the city. Provided, however, that upon each 
notice by said company to the Superintendent of Streets of 
its intention to open the streets, lanes, highways, or public 
places, as contemplated under this order, the said company 
shall deposit with the City Treasurer a sum of money equal 
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to five cents per linear foot for the pipe proposed to be laid, 
as a guarantee fund that said company will faithfully perform 
its work under this order; and the city may charge against 
said fund all expenses incurred by it in restoring said streets 
and places to their original condition. At the end of one 
year from the opening of said streets the balance of said fund 
remaining on deposit shall be returned to said company. 

Provided, further, That said company shall, at the time 
of laying its street mains, be required to lay a service-pipe to 
the curb-stone in front of every building on the line of each 
street in order to prevent the frequent obstruction of public 
travel. 

Provided, further, That in laying said pipes in that por- 
tion of said city which is within a radius of one half mile of 
the City Hall said company shall not at any one time, in any 
one street, dig up a space exceeding four hundred feet in 
length, and shall fill up said space within forty-eight hours 
from the opening thereof, 

Any violation hereof shall be subject to a fine of fifty dol- 
lars for each and every day during which such violation 
continues.

The deficiency in this appropriation is caused in part by 
the increase in the number of inmates, the average number 
being 521,—an increase of 35 compared with the same 
period last year. This addition has caused a considerable in- 
crease of expenditure for subsistence, clothing, and bedding. 
The principal increase, however, is in the item of Repairs 
and alterations, which exceeds the appropriation for that pur- 
pose to the amount of $11,210.34. In July last an inspection 
of the boiler, by the Examiner of the Hartford Steam Boiler 
Inspection Company, disclosed the fact that the boiler was 
in bad condition, and entirely unsafe, and must be replaced at 
once. It was an expense which was not contemplated when 
the appropriation was made. It was absolutely imperative 
that the boiler should be replaced without delay, and the 
City Council having adjourned for the summer recess, no 
statement could be made in season for the immediate action 
which was necessary.. In putting in the new boilers an op- 
portunity was presented to make radical and much-needed 
improvements in the boiler-house. The City Architect was 
consulted ; but the changes required were of such a nature 
that no plans or estimates could be provided, and it was 
his opinion that the work could be done as cheaply by thie! 
day. 

The expense, however, was greater than was contemplated, 
and has reduced the general appropriation. Under ordi- 
nary circumstances careful estimates would have been pre= 
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pared, and the City Council would have been asked to grant 
a special appropriation for the work. The Board acted 
in accordance with its best judgment for the interests of 
the’ city, and the full equivalent of the expenditure has 
been secured, and no further outlay in this direction will 
be required for considerable time. The balance to the 
credit of the Pauper Expenses Appropriation is sufficient 
to warrant a transfer of the amount needed, and the Board 
respectfully request that the sum of $16,800 be transferred 
from that appropriation to the House of Correction, to meet 
the payments due for that institution for the remainder of 
the financial year.

An additional sum of $2,000 will be required for the re- 
mainder of the financial year. The deficiency is caused 
principally by the increased number of inmates supported 
during the year. On account of the crowded condition of 
Rainsford’s Island and Austin Farm, it has been necessary to 
use this institution to its full capacity. The average number 
of inmates has been 124, or 30 more than last year. The 
present number is 151. The changes required in the build- 
ing to provide for this increased number have made it neces- 
sary to exceed the small amount allowed for ordinary repairs 
and alterations to the amount of over $600.

To the Honorable City Council: — 


GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the ordinance relating 
to Public Buildings I have the honor to submit the following 


REAP ORT: 


The Public Buildings in charge of this department, belong- 
ing to the city of Boston, number 322, together with 11 leased 
buildings, variously occupied for city purposes. The City 
Hall is occupied entirely by the various departments and 
offices of the city. 

The Fire Department requires for its service the use of 58 
buildings, occupied as follows : — 


33 Engine-houses. 
5 Chemical Engine-houses. 
9 Hose-houses. 
7 Hook and Ladder houses. 
1 Repair-shop. 
3 Fuel-houses. 


The buildings in use by the Police Department number 
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18, 14 of which are in use for Police station-houses, and the 
remainder for lock-ups. 

This department also has the charge of the City Hall, 
Charlestown District, Public Library building, Faneuil Hall 
and Faneuil-Hall market-house, Charity Bureau, Old State- 
House, and stables of the Health and Paving Departments. 

Estates numbered 2, 5, 7, 30, and 32 Pemberton square 
are occupied wholly or in part for city offices. 

The Park Commissioners occupy rooms in the New Eng- 
land Life Insurance building, and the Probation officer, con- 
nected withthe Police Commission, has a room in Niles block, 
School street. 

The amount expended the past year for rents, taxes, and 
heating for this outside property has been $12,600. 

Public Library accommodations are paid for by this de- 
partment for buildings hired in South Boston and Roxbury. 

The above-mentioned buildings occupy 1,284,919 square 
feet of land, and their assessed value is $7,800,000. 

The school-houses owned by the city number 168,: occu- 
pying 2,923,922 square feet of land, the valuation of land 
and buildings being $8,600,000. 

In addition 14 buildings are leased for school purposes, 
at an annual rental of $5,520, and containing 23 school- 
rooms. 

The Court-House, Probate building, and County Jail are 
used for county purposes alone. 

The Municipal District Courts number 6, and occupy 
rooms in city buildings in various sections of the city. 

The County Buildings cover 162,728 square feet of land, 
and are valued at $2,840,500. 

The expenditures for repairs, alterations, improvements, 
heating, furnishing, care and cleaning, have been as follows :—

New BvuILDINGS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


The following new buildings are in process of erection : — 


Police Station-house No. 5. 
An additional story has been erected to this house, and 
the plumbing and sanitary arrangements of the whole build- 


ing have been changed. The cost of this addition has been 
$11,121.31. 


Fire-Department Building, Main Street, Charlestown. 


Land has been purchased for this building and the work 
well advanced. ‘The building will be completed during the 
coming summer. ‘The expenditures thus far have been 
$13,284.37. 


Fire-Depariment Repair-shop. 

This building, located on Albany street, is nearly ready 
for occupancy, and only requires the locating of the ma- 
chinery therein to adapt it for use. ‘The erection of this 
building supplies a demand long needed by the Fire Depart- 
ment. 


The amount expended for construction to date has been 
$35,600.84. 


E’ngine-house No. 7. 

This house has been remodelled for the steam apparatus 
located therein, and the cellar has been raised to avoid the 
effects of tide-water. 

The cost of these improvements has been $4,997. 


Addition to Kast Boston High School. 
The addition of 4 rooms to this house has been com- 
pleted, and is now occupied. The cost of the same has been, 
including the heating and furnishing, $34,852.61. 
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George Putnam School-house. 


The addition to this house, located in the Roxbury Dis- 
trict, contains 3 rooms, and has cost, including the heating and 
furnishing, $14,968.17. 


Grammar School-house, Comins District. 


Land has been purchased, and the work on foundations for 
the same has been commenced for this house, located on 
Huntington avenue. The building is to be of brick, with 
stone trimmings, and will contain 14 rooms. There has 
been expended for land the sum of $21,209.84, and for con- 
struction to date $2,361.05. 


Grammar School-house, Hammond Street. 


This building is now covered in, and carpenters are at 
work upon the interior. It will contain 16 rooms, and will 
be completed during the coming autumn.

DEAR Sir, — [ feel compelled at this time to again call your attention 
to the public buildings, and especially school-houses, over which you 
have direct supervision as the city’s duly elected agent. 

By a careful survey made by this department some months since, as 
to their condition as to egress in case of fire or panic, in view of the 
facts as they existed, the department was compelled to make demands 
upon you, as agent of the city, for additional means of egress to the 
buildings used for school purposes, as set forth in a list of such school- 
houses, and forwarded to you. 

It appears, upon a reéxamination, that nothing has been done in the 
direction named. 

I therefore decline to farther carry the responsibility of their use as 
school-houses with the present provisions for escape, in case the exi- 

ency should arise, and, unless notified by you within three days of the 
ats of this communication of your intention to comply with the de- 
mands made. I shall order a survey, as provided for by the statutes, 
in such cases.

It would require a large appropriation of money to render 
the school buildings fire-proof; therefore the only alternative 
will be to provide fire-escapes, to be used in case of fire or 
panic. In my opinion the Dunn fire-escape, which has re- 
ceived the unqualitied endorsement of our late Chief Engi- 
neer Green, the insurance underwriters, and mechanical ex- 
perts, if placed on such buildings as noted by the Inspectors, 
will help meet the emergency. The apparatus does not dis- 
figure buildings, or interfere with the light of the rooms; 
neither can it be interfered with by the scholars or outside 
parties, and is accessible from every story of the building. 

I would recommend that the City Council make such an 
appropriation as may be sufficient to comply with the de- 
mands of the Inspector of Buildings and the building laws.

The Joint Standing Committee on Legislative Matters re- 
port the following draft of an act relating to the city of 
Boston, pending before the Committee on Cities of the Mas- 
sachusetts Legislature of 1885.

AN ACT TO REGULATE THE APPOINTMENT OF OFFICERS, AND 
TO EXTEND AND DEFINE THE POWERS OF THE MAYOR, OF 
THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Section 1. All offices and positions which are now filled 
by appointment of the mayor of the city of Boston, subject 
to confirmation by the city council or the board of alder- 
men of said city, or by appointment and election by said city 
council or board of aldermen, shall, except as hereinafter 
provided, upon and after the expiration of the respective 
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terms of service of the incumbents thereof, and upon the 
happening of any vacancies, be filled by appointment of the 
mayor, subjeet to confirmation by the board of aldermen, 
and, except as hereinafter provided, all offices which may 
hereafter be established by the city council or by the board 
of aldermen of said city, shall be filled in like manner; but 
no such appointment by the mayor shall be acted upon by 
the board of aldermen until the expiration of one week after 
it is transmitted to the said board; and any person now or 
hereafter holding such an office or position, except ward and 
precinct officers appointed for the conduct of elections, may 
be removed by the mayor for such cause as he shall deem 
sufficient and shall assign in his order for removal. 

Sect. 2. The foregoing section shall not apply to the 
choice of a city messenger, clerk of committees of the city 
council, or such other clerks, and attendants as may be em- 
ployed by the city council, or either branch thereof, in the 
transaction of its legislative business, or any subordinate 
officers to whom they are respectively made subordinate as 
hereinafter provided ; nor to the choice of a city clerk, who 
shall be elected by the board of aldermen; nor to the choice 
of assistant assessors of taxes, who shall be appointed by the 
assessors of taxes, subject to confirmation by the mayor. 

Sect. 3. No member of the city council of said city 
shall, during the term for which he is elected, be appointed 
to or hold any office or position included under the ptpvisions 
of either of the preceding sections. 

Srecr. 4. <A person holding an office or position included 
under the provisions of either Section 1 or 2 shall, unless 
sooner removed, continue to hold such office or position until 
his successor is selected and duly qualified. 

Sect. 5. Persons holding offices or positions included 
under the provisions of Section 1, shall appoint their respec- 
tive subordinates and may remove them for cause, and shall 
make all necessary contracts for the employment of labor and 
supply of materials, and have the entire management and 
control of the public works, institutions, and executive and 
administrative business of said city, in their respective de- 
partments. They shall be accountable for the proper dis- 
charge of their duties directly to the mayor as the chief 
executive officer, who shall be responsible for the honest, 
efficient, and economical conduct of the entire executive and 
administrative business of the city. Every contract made as 
aforesaid in which the amount involved exceeds one thousand 
dollars shall be subject to approval by the mayor; and no 
expenditure shall be made nor liability incurred for any pur- 
pose beyond the appropriation duly made therefor.

Sect. 6. Neither the city council nor either branch there- 
of, nor any member or committee thereof or of either branch 
thereof, nor the board of aldermen, acting as surveyors of 
highways or in any other capacity in which said board may 
act separately under special powers conferred upon it, nor 
any member or committee of said board acting in any such 
capacity, shall directly or indirectly take part in the conduct 
of the executive or administrative business of the city, the 
employment of labor, the making of contracts, or the pur- 
chase of materials or supplies, or the expenditure of pubtic 
money except such as may be necessary for the contingent 
and incidental expenses of the city council or of either 
branch thereof, nor, except as is otherwise provided in Sec- 
tions 1 and 2, in the appointment or removal of any officers 
or subordinates for whose appointment and removal provision 
is hereinbefore made. No ordinance, order, resolution, or 
vote of the city council or of either branch thereof, or of 
the board of aldermen, acting in any separate capacity, shall 
fix the minimum price to be paid for labor, supplies or other 
service or commodity performed for or furnished to the said 
city ; but this provision shall not be held to apply to the fix- 
ing of salaries. 

Secr. 7. Whenan ordinance, order, resolution, or vote 
of the city council of said city, or either branch thereof, 
embracing distinct subjects of legislation, or involving the 
appropriation and expenditure of money, and including 


separate items or sums, is presented to the mayor for his 


approval, he may, if he sees fit, approve certain distinct sub- 


jects, or certain separate items or sums thereof specified by 


him, and disapprove the remaining subjects, or items or sums, 
and in such cases such ordinance, order, resolution, or vote 
shall be in force as to the distinct subjects by him approved, 
or as to the specified items or sums by him approved and to 
the aggregate of such items or sums in like manner, as if he 
had approved the ordinanee, order, resolution, or vote in its 
entirety ; and he shall set forth in writing the subjects, or the 
items or sums, so disapproved, and return them in the man- 
ner provided in Section 47 of Chapter 448 of the acts of the 
year 1854, and they shall be separately reconsidered and 
shall not be in force unless passed after consideration in the 
manner provided in said section. 

Secor. 8. The provisions of Section 47 of Chapter 448 of 
the acts of the year 1854 relating to the veto power of the 
mayor of the city of Boston, and of the preceding section, 
shall apply to all orders, resolutions, or votes of the board 
of aldermen of said city acting separately, which involve 
the appropriation or expenditure of money or the exercise of 
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any of the powers specially conferred upon it as a separate 
board ; but nothing in this section contained shall affect the 
powers or duties of said board in relation to votes cast at 
elections, nor its votes on the confirmation or election of 
officers. 

Secr. 9. The annual salary of the mayor of said city 
shall be fixed by the city council at a sum not less than 
$7,500, and he shall receive for his services no other compen- 
sation or emolument whatever. 

Sect. 10. All ordinances, orders, resolutions, and votes 
of the city council of said city and of either branch thereof, 
and of the board of aldermen, acting in a special capacity as 
a separate board, are annulled so far as they are inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act, and nothing herein shall affect 
the enforcement of the provisions of Chapter 320 of the acts 
of the year 1884, being an act to improve the civil service of 
the Commonwealth and the cities thereof, and of the rules 
made by the commissioners appointed thereunder,

The Judiciary Committee, to whom was referred the order 
“to consider the whole subject of plans for the new Public 
Library building, with a view of ascertaining whether the 
city has finally selected and adopted any plan or plans for 
such building,” and “to get the opinion of the Corporation 
Counsel in the matter,” have attended to that duty, and report 
as follows : — 

The following letter was sent by the chairman of the com- 
mittee to the Corporation Counsel : — 


CITY OF BOSTON, Jan. 24, 1885. 


E. P. NETTLETON, Esq., Corporation Counsel : — 


DEAR Sir, —I enclose a copy of the order passed by the Common 
Council, and am instructed by the Judiciary Committee to request your 
opinion upon the question therein presented, viz.: Whether the city 
has finally selected and adopted any plan or plans for the new Public 
Library Building. 

The question has arisen from the fact that the trustees of the Public 
Library passed a vote Feb. 24, 1883, approving plans submitted by 
George A. Clough (see City Council minutes, 1883, page 109), and the 
City Council of 1883 authorized the loan of $450,000, — ‘* said sum to 
constitute a special appropriation to be expended in the erection of a 
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new library building on Dartmouth street, according to plans approved 
by the trustees of the Public Library ” (see City Council minutes, 1883,

For the information of the committee and of the Council I should 
like to have you include in your opinion an answer to each of the fol- 
lowing questions : — 

1. Can the City of Boston select and adopt other plans for the 
Public Library building without rescinding its former action P 

2. Can the proceeds of that loan be used to erect the building, ex- 
cept according to the plans of Mr. Clough, without rescinding or 
amending the order whereby the loan is authorized? 

3. If no part of the loan has been issued, can the premiums for 
new plans, recently awarded by the trustees of the Public Library, and 
City Architect, be legally charged to that appropriation, as provided by 
the orders on pages 351 and 498 of the City Council minutes, 1883, and 
the order now pending in the Common Council, a copy of which is en- 
closed P 

4. What action, ifany, should be taken by the present City Council 
in the premises ?

W.H. H. Emmons, Esq., Chairman Committee on Judiciary : — 


DeAR Sir,— Concerning the plans for the new building for the 
Public Library, my attention is called by your letter of the 24th inst. to 
the following facts : — 

First, the Board of Trustees of the Public Library passed the follow- 
ing order Feb. 23, 1883: ‘* Ordered, That the plans for the Public 
Library building on the Back Bay land, drawn by George A. Clough, 
and the estimated cost thereof at $450,000, as contained in City Docu- 
ment 111, of the year 1882, be and they are hereby approved;” and 
next, that the City Council passed the following order, approved April 
14, 1883: ‘‘ Ordered, That the City Treasurer be authorized to borrow, 
under the direction of the Committee on Finance, and at such rate of 
interest as they shall determine, the sum of $450,000, said sum to con- 
stitute a special appropriation to be expended in the erection of a new 
library building on Dartmouth street, St. James avenue, and Boylston 
street, according to plans approved by the Trustees of the Public 
Library.” 

Upon these facts, the question stated for my opinion is: ‘*‘ Whether 
the city has finally selected and adopted any plan or plans for the new 
Public Library building ?” 

I am not aware of any order of the City Council repealing or modify- 
ing the order above recited. The apparently abortive effort to obtain — 
something more satisfactory by advertising prizes for competition did 
not effect such repeal or modification; and that order now stands as 
the last expression of the will of the City Council concerning the pro- 
posed building. 5 

But the city is by no means finally bound by that or any other plan. 
In this matter the interests of the city are alone involved, and the City 
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Council has a perfect right to adopt a new plan whenever it sees fit to 
doso. An adoption of another plan would be a recision of its former 
action. 

It is to be observed, however, that the order appropriating the money 
limited its expenditure to the erection of a building ‘‘ according to plans 
approved by the Trustees of the Public Library,” and that no plan 
has been so approved save that referred to in their order of Feb. 
24, 1883. The Council has thus chosen to tie the appropriation to a 
particular plan. This, however, need occasion no embarrassment. If 
other plans should be adopted the money can be transferred by a two- 
thirds vote, in the usual way, to an appropriation for building in ac- 
cordance with such new plans. And in the same way (that is, by a 
two-thirds vote) the Council may order the payment of the premiums 
recently awarded for new plans to be paid for out of that appropriation, 
as provided by the order now before the Council, since such a yote 
would be equivalent to a transfer pro tanto. 

The city is bound to the payment of these awards, and, if it seems 
best to the City Council to pay them out of the above-named appro- 
priation, the simplest way would be to pass the order now before the 
Council by a two-thirds vote. No question can be made upon the le- 
gality of such action. Beyond this I do not see that further action in 
the premises is required.

Your committee coincide with the view taken by the Cor- 
poration Counsel that the city has not finally selected and 
adopted any plan or plans for the new Public Library build- 
ing, so as to preclude it in the future from selecting or 
adopting others, if it chooses to do so, and that the selection 
of other plans would rescind any action which it may have 
taken in the past. 

In order to free the question from all doubt concerning 
the adoption of Mr. Clough’s plan, and also to remove the 
apparent restriction of the use of the loan to the erection of 
a building according to that plan, and to remove any techni- 
cality concerning the payment of the premiums lately 
awarded for plans out of this loan, your committee recom- 
mend the passage of the following order. Your committee 
further report that the passage of said order was approved 
by the Corporation Counsel in a conversation held after his 
opinion was rendered.

WATER-RATES. 


Boston Water Boarp Orrice, February 24, 1885. 


Lo the Honorable the City Council : — 


We are in receipt of the official resolutions of your hon- 
orable body requesting the Water Board to return to the 
former schedule of rates, and empowering the proper ofli- 
cials to refund to water-takers all moneys paid by them in 
excess of the rates of lust year. In deference to this request 
we have passed the following order : — 

“ Voted. In obedience to the request of the City Council, 
as expressed in their order of the 24th instant, the action of 
the Board in changing the water-rates for the current year is 
hereby rescinded, and the rates of last year are herewith 
adopted for the present year, ‘The water-registrars are in- 
structed to inform all water-takers affected by the change 
of rates, of this vote of the Board, and to conform their action 
to the terms of the order of the City Council, a copy of which 
the clerk is directed to transmit with this vote.” 

In justice to ourselves, however, and in order that the 
water-takers of the city may be fully informed with reference 
both to the subject and the reasons for our original action, 
we beg leave to present the following statement : — 

We cheerfully conform to the request of your honorable 
body, but respectfully represent that such action is not in 
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accordance with our judgment; nor is it in keeping with 
the spirit of the original law, which provides that the 
Water Department shall be, as far as possible, self-sus- 
taining; nor, in our opinion, is it such a course of action 
as would be adopted by a business corporation under similar 
circumstances. The following exhibit is based upon a careful 
examination of the books of the department, and shows the 
financial condition for the current year : —

By the adoption of the construction-loan sys- 
tem which the Board intended to recom- 
mend, as it had done the previous year, the 
deficit would have been lessened in the fur-

The above balance of $4,754 would have appeared as a 
deficit, and been added to the general tax-list. The Board 
further proposed to reduce the heavy and inequitable tax 
upon the manufacturing interests 50 per cent., which would 
have increased the deficit of the present financial year about 
$20,000. 

In complying with the request of your honorable bodyl we 
are compelled to recede from the above policy, and the result 
will be a deficit of nearly $80,000, which must be assessed in 
the general tax-levy of the current year. We do not believe 
this to be sound business policy. We think it very much 
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better to have provided for this deficit by a temporary increase 
of the water-rates, rather than to burden the already heavily- 
laden general tax-levy with so large an additional sum. This 
policy appealed to us with special force in view of the fact 
that the estimated receipts of the next financial year (1885 
—6), in connection with the construction-loan system required 
by the decision of the corporation counsel, would have afforded 
a sufficient surplus to enable us to permanently reduce the 
manufacturers’ tax to one-half of the present rates (assuming 
the obtaining of legal or legislative permission therefor), and 
also to have receded to the old schedule of rates next year. 

The question may naturally be asked why is it that a deficit 
of more than $80,000 exists the current year? This is sub- 
stantially answered by the following statement, taken from 
the books of the department : —

The increase in maintenance is due almost wholly to the 
establishment of the present system of waste inspection, —a 
system agreed upon practically before the present Board came 
into office, and which has done its work effectually, prevent- 
ing last year a wastage of nearly 8,000,000 gallons of 
water per day, and reducing the per capita consumption from 
91 to 68 gallons. The increase in the extension of main- 
pipe, etc., is a natural and an unavoidable one, and this 
expense will continue to be large each year until the whole 
city is fully supplied with main-pipe facilities. With regard 
to the large increase of interest, it may be well to direct 
your attention to the fact that, during the past few years, 
special appropriations have been made by the City Council 
for the building and cleansing of reservoirs and conduits, new 
mains, waste-detectors, recording-meters, high service, etc., 
etc., to the extent of $2,611,000; that more than one-half of 
this amount has already been expended, and that we are pay- 
ing the interest and sinking-fund requirements on at least 
two-thirds of it, and that the interest and sinking-fund re- 
quirements on the whole amount will be about $150,000 
annually. In view of these large permanent additions to the 
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water-service, we think it may be confidently stated that the 
deficit of the present year urises from causes beyond our 
control. . 

It not infrequently happens that public opinion and action 
are based upon insufficient and incorrect information, and we 
fear it has been particularly the case in the matter under 
discussion. A petition has been presented to the Supreme 
Court of the State, signed by a number of our most reputable 
citizens, representing a state of facts entirely inconsistent 
with the figures found upon our books, and at variance with 
the principles of administration which have obtained under 
the laws and ordinances. This petition asserts that a surplus 
existed in the Cochituate department, in 1883, of about 
$299,511.38, and in the year 1884 of $305,648.08, a total of 
$605,159.46, and that because of this alleged surplus the 
petitioners to the Supreme Court ask that “ your petitioners 
deem the prices for the use of water. . . . . unrea- 
sonably high, and pray areduction thereof. . . . and that 
you appoint three commissioners who . . . . shall, if 
they judge proper, reduce the prices now established.” This 
petition is based upon an absolutely erroneous statement of 
facts. No such surplus of receipts existed in either of the 
years referred to. If such surplus had really existed and the 
Water Board had failed to make very large reductions in the 
water-rates in the years following, its members would have 
been grossly negligent of their duties; and should have been 
impeached and removed from office. Whatever may have 
been the intention of the author of these erroneous statements 
its effect has been to mislead the people and unjustly pre- 
judice the public mind. The real surplus, as shown by the 
books of the Water Department for the year 1882-3, was 
$24,178.76, and for the year 1883-4 it was $14,777.39, being 
$566,203.31 less than the amount stated in the petition to the 
Supreme Court. It is, of course, well known to your hon- 
orable body that the surplus for any given year, no matter 
what it may be, is not available to reduce the prices of water 
for any succeeding year, and the fact that a deficit would 
certainly obtain the current year, rendered it impossible for 
the rates to be reduced by commissioners appointed under 
that petition. We have referred to this matter simply to 
correct a statement which, coming from an apparently reliable 
source, has been prolific of unjust criticism toward us, and 
because, if the published utterance of its author is to be 
relied upon, was apparently put forth to compel the very 
action that has since been taken. We desire to be heard in 
the Supreme Court for the purpose of showing the inaccuracy 
and incorrectness of the figures and statements upon which 
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the petition for the appointment of commissioners to reduce 
the water-rates is based. 

Reference to the following estimates for the financial year, 
ending April 30, 1886, will indicate a very favorable condi- 
tion of affairs :—

This surplus is altogether due to the change of system with 
reference tothe extension of main-pipes, etc. It is sufficient 
to have permitted us to carry out our intended policy of re- 
ducing the rates to manufacturers, — to have receded next 
year from the increased rates assessed to meet the deficit of 
the current year, with possibly further reduction. 

We do not submit this statement as a matter of justification 
for our official acts, but because of our desire to bring to your 
attention a true exhibit of the financial condition of the de- 
partment, which of itself, as we believe, is a sufficient justi- 
fication of our action. We are of the opinion that, had a 
careful inquiry been instituted in the outset by those who 
have been foremost and most persistent in their criticism of 
the Board, no petition would have been presented to the 
Supreme Court, and the unusual pressure brought to bear 
upon the city authorities for a reversal of our action would 
have been withheld. We do not intend to write in a cap- 
tious or complaining spirit, but we cannot refrain from 
expressing the opinion, that the comparatively small number 
of water-takers who inspired the criticism that has brought 
about this change did so with but very little, if any, knowl- 
edge of the financial condition of the department. The result 
is simply a “robbing of Peter to pay Paul,” —a transfer of a 
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large deficit from the Water Department, where it naturally 
belonged, and could have been easiest borne, to the general 
tax-list, which is liable to be heavily overladen. 

It may be well, in this connection, to make a brief réswmé 
of the condition of the Mystic department in connection with 
the Cochituate.

The surplus, $121,745.50, for the year 1886, is estimated 
upon the supposition that the appropriation of $200,000 now 
before the City Council be granted; otherwise there would 
be a deficit for that year of $20,254.50. 

These exhibits are, in our judgment, a full and complete 
business justification of our action. In any event, we have 
acted conscientiously, and for the best interests of the city, and 
although we reverse our action, in deference to the request of 
your honorable body, we still adhere to our original opinions 
as to the business correctuess of the policy we had inaugu- 
rated.

TWENTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


MILK INSPECTOR. 


OrFicrE or Inspector oF Mixx, 1151 WasurinerTon Sr., 
Boston; March 31, 1885. 


To the Honorable the Mayor and City Council of Boston : — 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 
report as Inspector of Milk for the City of Boston : — 7 

As the Inspector of Milk, I am, by Sect. 20, of Chap. 56, 
of the Public Statutes, charged with the inspection of butter 
and cheese, and by Sect. 3, of Chap. 307, of the Acts and 
Resolves of 1884, with vinegar also. 

By the records of the Boston Produce Exchange, there was 
sold in Boston, during the year 1884, 36,089,617 lbs. of 
butter, of the value of $9,202,850. Oleomargarine, 3,375,390 
lbs., of the value of $438,800. Cheese, 8,293,680 lbs., of the | 
value of $829,368. According to the statements made by 
the six hundred and sixty-six wholesale dealers in milk, of 
the city, in taking out their last annual licenses at this office, 
they collectively sell, upon an average, 36,000 cans of milk 
a day. These cans contain 8} quarts, and, at the wholesale 
price of 40 cents per can, are of the value of $5,256,000 per 
year. Byestimation, upon the best information attainable, 
there was $500,000 worth of vinegar sold. The yearly value 
therefore of the foods with the official inspection of which I 
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have been charged amounts to the grand total of nearly 
$16,250,000. 

Very soon after beginning the work of the office, Dr. 
Jenks, the chairman of the Police Commissioners, did me 
the great service of having a complete canvass of the city 
made, and he reported to me the names of all of those who 
were found by the officers to be selling milk. These lists 
of names thus reported by the police were compared with 
the list of the names of those already recorded at the office 
as licensed to sell milk. To all those not there found re- 
corded was sent a postal notice calling attention to the re- 
quirements of the statute. If not heard from in a month, 
the collector of samples called to learn if they were still 
selling milk, and, if so, why they had not responded to 
the notice sent them. Those who should have taken out a 
license were thus induced to do so. 

Samples of milk have been collected from all the classes 
of persons engaged in its sale, and, so far as possible, in due 
proportion to the quantity which they sold, and the liability 
which was found to exist of its not being of the quality it 
should be. It has been the endeavor to see to it that the 
milk brought into the city by the contractors was of the 
quality it should be; that the peddlers then delivered it as 
they received it, and that it still remained the same when 
retailed at the stores. For this purpose, samples from all the 
different dairies of milk have been taken at the car stations of 
the different contractors, and when found not to be of proper 
quality they have been warned against selling the same. In 
like manner, the same was done with the mill wagons, and at 
the store. There were nine hundred and ninety-three official 
notes of warning issued from this office upon samples of 
milk. This plan of warning upon the first sample found to 
be below the requirements was deemed desirable for many 
reasons. If the seller was honestly ignorant of the quality 
of the milk, it gave him the advantage of the information, 
and he would look out for it in the future ; and thus the real 
object of the law was attained in the easiest and pleasantest 
way possible. There seems to be a wide-spread mistaken 
idea of the reason for having a milk inspector. It is com- 
monly considered to be to prosecute violations of the milk 
statute ; while the real reason is, by him, to obtain pure milk, 
prosecutions being happily only one of the means some- 
times necessary for the attaining of that end. For him 
to have to resort, however, to that extreme measure is of 
the nature of a partial failure, even if a conviction is secured, 
perfect success being to obtain the desired end in the easiest 


way possible. I am, therefore, pleased to be able to report 
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that, although I have had to warn about a thousand, I have 
hud to enter only forty-two cases for prosecution in the 
courts, while four thousand two hundred and seventy-two 
samples have been analyzed. Less, therefore, than one-half 
of one per cent. of those warned have had to be prosecuted 
in the courts, the others having heeded the warning. 

There would, in my opinion, be a very oreat gain in 
the purity of the milk distributed by the wagons about 
the city if the following custom were adopted : — Let the 


ro) 
morning milking be retained in the country till after the 
evening milking. After this last has been quickly cooled 
to about 40° F., — for upon this and the cleanliness 


about the milk principally depends its sweetness, — let 
the milk be taken to the railroad station. Once upon the 
cars, it can be in Boston within‘three hours, there received by 
the milk wagons in the early morning, it can be delivered to 
the consumers directly that same morning, being measured 
out from the very cans in which it came into the citydirectly - 
into the receiving vessels provided by the consumers. In 
this manner it would, upon the average, be twenty-four 
hours fresher than at present. It would thus escape the 
great danger naturally due to exposure to the air of most 
city milk-wagon stables while being run through the cooler 
or mixer, and putup into small cans for distribution, to say 
nothing of the unnatural dangers due to coloring, or other ad- 
ditions or subtractions. The fewer times a milk is removed 
from its containing vessel, the less is its exposure to contamina- 
tion, for milk is exceedingly prone to absorb foul odors. The 
city consumer should learn to recognize the natural colors of 
whole and skim-milk, and learn to know that a milk from 
which he has himself removed the layer of cream, if not 
rendered of a somewhat bluish shade thereby, must of neces- 
sity have been artificially colored; that the average thick- 
ness of the cream which will form upon a fair whole milk 
after half a day standing still will be about one-tenth the 
depth of the milk; but thata milk which has been skimmed, 
and then had some colored water added to it will again throw 
up just such a thin surface of cream as many city people seem 
to expect to find upon their milk. A cream, according to 
the best authorities, is not to be considered worthy of its 
name if it contains less than 25 % of butter fat. It may 
contain 90 %. Yet so-called samples of cream have been 
brought to this office for analysis which contained but one- 
fifth of the former amount, and were only samples of fairly 
rich Jersey milk. 

The popular older methods of examining a milk for its 
quality by means of the lactometer and cremometer have 
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proved to be but delusive guides, and this for the following 
reasons: the lactometer is a glass float bearing upon ita 

mark of the point to which it will sink in an average whole 
milk at the temperature of 60° F. Any increase of tempera- 
ture will make it sink lower, or any decrease not so far; yet, 
as commonly used, temperature is entirely disregarded. 
Moreover, fair whole mixed milk has not one fixed gravity, 
but ranges from 1.029 to 1.033 at 60° F. Now as the cream 
is the lighter portion of a milk, when this is removed, the 
skim-milk which remains has a higher gravity than the 
original whole milk. The lactometer will not therefore sink 
in it so deeply as before ; but, upon the addition of the proper 
amount of water, it can again be made of the same gravity as 
before, so that the lactometer will sink init to the very same 
point that it did in the original whole milk. ‘Thus, so far as 
the lactometer itself is concerned, it will not distinguish be- 
tween a whole and a watered skim-milk. Moreover, the 
presence of more than the average amount of cream will 
make it sink deeper, just as would the addition of water. 
But it has been claimed that any such error can be guarded 
against by setting the sample aside in a cremometer to see 
how thick a layer of cream will rise upon it. This, again, is 
a delusion, for a milk to which some water has beenadded will, 
in a few hours, throw up a thicker layer of cream than a por- 
tion of the same milk to which water has not been added. 
This is a secret of the milk trade too well known among 
themselves. Then, too, the thickness of the layer of cream 
depends upon many other attendant circumstances than the 
richness of the particular sample, such as the time since 
the milking, the breed of cow, the temperature, previous 
amount of agitation to which it has been subjected, etc., etc. 
Thus, under these varying circumstances, two portions of the 
same milk may the one yield a cream four times as thick as 
the other; and again, of two creams of the same thickness 
the one may contain four times as much butter fat as the 
other. How much the first, middle, and last pints of the 
same milking may differ from each other is seen on compar- 
ing together milk analyses Nos. 11, 12, and 13, where the 
last pint was found to be nearly twenty times as rich in fat 
as the first one. It is, after all, the percentage of the butter 
fat. rather than of the cream which constitutes the richness of 
a milk. 

I, therefore, have analyzed all samples of milk by the fol- 
lowing modification of the Wanklyn method, either in full, 
or in part in some cases where the analysis before being 
fully completed would show that the sample would in all 
probability conform to the requirements of the statutes. ‘The 
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sample, on being brought to the office, is set into a sink 
partly filled with running water kept as nearly at the tem- 
perature of 60° F. as convenient. While it is gaining this 
temperature, its reaction upon litmus paper is taken. All milk 
which I have myself.seen drawn from the cow has had at 
that time a slight acid reaction upon litmus, although the 
paper, while drying, may regain its original color, presumably 
from the escape of the carbonic acid g gas natural to the freshly- 
drawn milk. The so-called amphioteric reaction of milk is 
commonly explained by the presence of the acid and neutral 
phosphates. The chemical reaction, therefore, offers a ready 
means of inferring the probable age of a milk. Fresh milk 
will have a slight acid reaction. It becomes neutral, and then 
gradually, more and more acid as lactic fermentation pro- 
gresses. A marked alkaline reaction does not occur in a 
healthy natural milk. The artificial causes are commonly 
the addition of some alkaline preservative. When the milk 
has gained the proper temperature, its specific gravity is 
taken by a spindle float about nine inches in length and 
with a scale of from 1.000 to 1.040, the apparent “oravity 
being corrected for the real by the subtraction of 0.001 for 
every decrease of 10° F. below 60° F., or of 5° C. below 
15° C., and vice versa. 

A tube i is filled to the height of 150 or 200 mm. with the 
milk and set aside to the end of the day’s work for the cream 
to rise. Its thickness is then read off upon a rule divided 
into millimetres, on which each 1 mm., according to the 
depth of milk taken, represents # or } of 1% of cream. An 
estimation of the probable percentage of fat by weight 
present in the sample is also here made by the ready optical 
test of Prof. Feser’s lactoscope. This requires but about 
three minutes’ time, and, witha milk in which the fat globules 
have not yet been altered, will denote the true per cent. of 
fatto within} of 1%. This error is incident to the fact of the 
tube having been graduated upon a milk of the average num- 
ber and size of elobule. Just how plainly the mar ks within 
the tube should be visible through the milk is best deter- 
mined by the experience gained by first determining the per 
cent. of fat by actual analysis, and then by seeing how plainly 
they are visible when another portion of the same milk is 
diluted just up to that per cent. in the lactoscope. A score 
or so of such comparative experiments will give one the 
necessary experience. It does not read quite so close to the 
true in a skimmed milk as in one which has not been, for 
the probable reason that the process of separation of the 
cream: has altered the relative size of the fat globules. In 
such a milk the error may be about } of 1%. Healthy 
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mixed whole milk I have found to have a gravity of 1.029 
to 1.033 at 60° F., and to have not less than 8% fat hy 
the Feser lactoscope. Some Jersey milks have had over 
6% of fat. I have found that a milk with a gravity over 
1.030 and with over 3 % of fat by Feser will, upon full 
evaporation, almost always yield over 13 % of solids. It is 
possible, however, only by a further chemical analysis, to 
determine if these are milk solids, as a very rich milk may 
be watered, and the solids made up by the addition of sugar, 
salt, or something else. 

I have perfectly flat bottom platinum capsules with a 
diameter of 2} inches across the bottom, 24 at the top, with 
}-inch wide rims, upon which a number is engraved. Their 
average weight is 18 to 19 grammes. One of these being 
taken from the dessicator, and balanced upon a Becker 
scales, which is sensitive to } of 0.001 grm., and thus its 
weight taken froma table on the scales being verified, the 
5-erm. weight is replaced by a 10 grm., and then 5 grms. of 
the well-mixed milk weighed off by letting it run out from a 
filled 5 cc. pipette. By letting the last “portion fall out in 
drops, it is easy to stop with the last drop, which gave the 
down weight. If the whole of this last drop was left to 
remain, there could be but part of less than 0.050 of milk 
taken in excess, as my pipette measures less than 3 mm. 
across its point. This excess can be removed by dipping 
into it the point of a piece of filter paper. As, however, this 
area of milk surface may lose about 0.035 in weight in five 
minutes, it is more accurate not to try to remove this part 
of a drop taken in excess, but to let the sample have the 
advantage of it. The filled capsule is now placed upon a 
large flat-top copper water-bath, which has no opening in its 
top. The whole of the about 4-square-inches bottom of the 
capsule being in contact with the copper, the evaporation 
proceeds very quickly, and its completion is much hastened 
in the following manner. When the film has formed over the 
milk surface, by aid of about half an inch of fine platinum 
wire soldered by one end into a glass rod, and bent at the 
other into a small sharp hook, the film is detached from the 
edge of the capsule, and then by tilting the capsule the 
still fluid portion is made to flow out over ‘the film, and thus 
to present a fresh surface for more rapid evaporation. The 
platinum hook is so small that no visible amount of material 


is left upon it. Aided in this manner, in tavorable conditions 


of atmosphere, it becomes apparently fully dry in about half 
an hour. It is then transferred into a drying-oven, kept at a 
constant temperature of between 100 and 105° C. Here, in | 
about an hour more, it attains an about constant weight, that 


d 
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is, one which, by half an hour more drying, would, after 
cooling in a dessicator, be ues to have lost less than 0.005 
in w eight ; that is less than ;'5 of 1%, which is an accuracy all 
sufficient for every pr aie purpose. The weight of the resi- 
due now obtained, when multiplied by 20, vives the per cent. 
of total solids of the milk. 

The capsule with its contents, which is but a thin layer upon 
the bottom, is then replaced upon the water-bath and filled with 
a freshly distilled petroleum benzine, which has been found to 
conform to all the requirements of the U.S. Pharmacopeeia of 
1880. This quickly begins to boil, and is allowed to do so 
for about a minute. ‘The fluid is then decanted off against 
a rod, which can be quickly done, as hardly one time ina 
thousand will there be any detached portion of residue liable 
to go off with it; and if there were, it would be saved upon 
the bottom of the receiving beaker. This boiling up with 
benzine is repeated three times, and the capsule is then 

washed off both inside and out with the benzine from a wash- 
bottle, whereby all fatty matter is completely removed. The 
capsule is then dried off in the oven, cooled in dessicator, 
and then quickly weighed. ‘This residue is the solids not fat, 
and its difference the fat. At atemperature of not over 105° 
C., the milk solids, such as milk sugar, etc., are not decom- 
posed. Allowed to cool in the free air outside of a dessicator, 
they would absorb about 0.010 moisture in about as many 
minutes. Petroleum benzine is used rather than ether, be- 
cause that the alcohol and water always present in the 
stronger ether, even of pharmacopeeial quality, will always 
dissolve out other portions of the milk solids along with the 
fat, which the benzine does not do. Then, too, five gallons 
of the benzine cost no more than one pint of the ether. The 
solids not fat, when ignited at a low red heat over a Bunsen 
lump, give the per cent. of ash, or of inorganic salts present in 
the milk. ‘Thus, by this method the per “cent. of ws iter, total 
solids, fat, aaiids not fat, and mineral salts or ash, will all 
have been determined upon the one sample of milk taken into 
the capsule and not removed therefrom until the end. Here- 
by the loss of substance necessarily incident to any transfer 
to another vessel is avoided. -The per cent. of water present 
in the sample of milk over and above the 87 per cent. allowed 
of in the statute is determined by dividing by 0.13 the 
excess of the per cent. of water found over the 87 per cent. 
allowed. ‘Thus, therefore, each 0.13 per cent. of water 
found in the sample in excess of the 87 per cent allowed of 
in the statute represents 1 per cent. of excessive or of added 
water. 

The percentage of milk sugar in a milk is most quickly 
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and accurately determined by a polariscope, such as the sac- 
charometer of Soleil-V entzke, which is the instrument used by 
the U.S. Revenue, in the following manner: A tared beaker 
has marked upon it the level for 65.36 grms. of an average 
milk. This beaker is filled up to about the mark with the 
milk being analyzed, and placed upon one pan of the scales, 
with the tare weight of the beaker and 65.36 grms. more 
upon the other pan; more milk is then run into it by drops 
from a pipette until the last drop gives an excess. ‘lhis, as 
in the weighing into the platinum capsule, is not removed. 
The milk is poured out into and the heaker washed into a 
100 ec. flask. To it is added about 5° ce. of the 
usual sugar-clarifying solution of basic acetate of lead, or, 
better still, and especially with a human milk, 1 ce. of the 
solution of nitrate of mercury of the strength of the U.S. 
Pharmacopeeia of 1870. After the contents ‘of the flask have 
been thoroughly shaken up, and allowed to stand for about 
five minutes, the flask is filled just up to the 100 cc. mark, 
shaken up again, and, without any heating, poured out upon 
an about 6-inch, dry, fine-ribbed filter of as good a quality 
of paper as that made by Schleicher & Schiill of Diiren. 
This will filter it quickly and clear. As, however, the pre- 
cipitated albuminoids have an average volume of about 2.5 ce. — 
the 100 ce. solution will be by that ‘amount too concentrated, 
and hence the direct reading of a 200 mm. observation tube 
in the polariscope will be 0. 25 per cent. too high. As twice 
the normal quantity for the instrument is taken, the apparent 
reading after correction by the deduction of the 0.25 per 
cent. is to be divided by 2 to get the true percentage of milk 
sugar contained in the sample. By taking the double 
quantity, any error in the reading of the instrument is reduced 
by one-half. Any addition of cane-sugar to the milk is de- 
tected at this point, and if any artificial coloring matter has 
been added it is made very manifest in the coagulum upon 
the filter. The percentage weight of the albuminoids, in- 
clusive of the casein, is the difference between the solids not 
fat and the sum of the milk sugar and ash. 

Chis process of analysis which.I have described in so full 
detail is really very simple in fact, and capable of such rapid 
execution that I have finished twenty-five full analyses by it 
ina single day. This, with capsules of less relative size, or 
not flat bottoms, or differently manipulated in the process of 
drying, fat extraction, and sugar determinations, I do not 
think that it would be possible for one to do. By the aid of 
the Feser lactoscope throwing out such samples as would 
almost, of a certainty, be found upon proper analysis to 
contain not less than 13 per cent. of milk solids, one person 
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can in one day examine quite a large number of samples. 
This is the course that has been pursued in making examina- 
tions at the contractors’ depots. Thus pint samples of all 
the dairies not surely up to standard could be taken back 
to the laboratory for an evaporation and further analysis, 
either as to a few or as to all the constituents. In the ex- 
tended analysis, all of the following twelve determinations 
were made : —

Prof. Heeren’s pioskop, or milk-tester, is the most ready 
- means for use in private families of any I now know of to be 
had for the price of fifty cents, which will usually detect a 
skimmed or watered milk when offered for a whole milk. 

Something further is necessary for the proper inspection 
of the milk supply of a city than can be learned by any 
chemical or microscopical examination of it. To insure that 
the quality of the milk is what it shouldibe, the cows them- 
selves must also be examined. The milk from no tuber- 
culous or otherwise diseased cow should be allowed to 
be sold. It should be seen to that the stable is in a proper 
sanitary condition as regards ventilation, drainage, cleanli- 
ness of stalls and udder at the time of milking. It should 
also be seen to that the water and food are of a healthy 
character, and that the cans are properly attended to. If 
these matters at the farm are not properly cared for, although 
chemistry and the microscope may not be able to show any- 
thing wrong in the milk when received in the city, it may 
yet be the occasion of sickness and death. Many epidemics 
of typhoid fever, scarlet fever, and other diseases have now 
become well known as having been occasioned by some faulty 
milk supply. 

Certain important amendments to the present milk statute 
have been suggested to the present legislative committee on 
public health in regard to the manner of taking samples of 
milk, forfeiture of license upon conviction, the manner of 
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marking skim-milk cans, standard for solids not fat of skim- 
milk, and the jurisdiction of the district courts over violations 
of the statute, which, if they should be enacted by the Legis- 
lature, would greatly assist in decreasing the amount of 
adulteration in milk. 

About 13.75 per cent. of milk solids seems to be the aver- 
age for whole milk raised in the eastern part of this 
State from so-called common native cows, with an average of 
3.80 per cent. of fat, 9.95 solids not fat, 0.70 ash, 4.50 
albuminoids, and 4.75 milk sugar. The average of milk 
solids in all the milks of known purity from all kinds of 
cows which I have examined has been 14.5 per cent. 

With an appropriation entirely inadequate to the neces- 
sary amount of work for the proper protection of the milk 
supply alone, I have had but little to devote to the subjects 
of butter and vinegar, which are of so much less importance, 
as they do not materially affect the public health. 

According to the most reliable information obtainable, not 
more than one-fourth part of the imitation butter sold in this 
city is sold under its own proper name. This, according to 
the records from the Produce Exchange, given elsewhere in 
this report, would make it of the value of about two millions 
of dollars last year. 

Forty-two samples of butter, collected principally from 
the stalls of the largest two market-houses in the city, were 
analyzed by the Hehner method for the amount of insoluble 
fatty acids contained, and by the Koettstorfer’s method for 
the relative amount of caustic potash consumed in the sa- 
ponification. If by the first method more than 88 % of in- 
soluble fatty acid is obtained, or if in the second method less 
than 225 mgrms. of potash is consumed, the sample is com- 
monly to be deemed to have been adulterated. Some modi- 
fication of the Reichert method, such as Meissl’s for the 
soluble fatty acids, I think is the most reliable of those now 
in common use for butter analysis. 

Of the three hundred samples of vinegar analyzed, one 
hundred and fifty have been found to be of good quality, as 
required by the statutes. In Doc. 64 of 1883 and Doe, 62 of 
1884, I have stated what straight cider-vinegar should be 
found to be, and the easiest methods of determining the 
acid strength, etc. 

There are certain characteristics of a pure cider-vinegar 
residue of which I have not, in my two previous reports, 
made any mention. ‘They are as follows: it is always soft, 
viscid, mucilaginous, of apple flavor, somewhat acid and as- 
tringent in taste. A drop of it in a loop of a platinum wire 
when ignited in a Bunsen lamp flame gives a pure potash 
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flame without any yellow soda-rays visible. The ignited 
residue is quite a good-sized and fusible bead, of a strong 
alkaline reaction upon test paper, and eflfervesces markly 
when immersed in an acid. None but a perfectly pure cider- 
vinegar will yield a residue entirely of this character. Col- 
ored vinegars differ in many particulars from it. The addition 
of any practical amount of a commercial acetic acid to 
“tone” up the strength will give another color to the flame. 
The presence of any free mineral acid would prevent the ig- 
nited residue on the platinum wire having any alkaline reac- 
tion. If any corn glucose is present, “the residue, when 
igniting in the platinum loop, will emit the characteristic 
odor of burning corn; and if the glucose was manufactured 
with the commercial sulphuric acid derived from copper 
pyrites, it will, as the last spark glows through the carbon- 
ized mass, emit the familiar garlic odor of arsenic. 

I have lately stated to the legislative committee upon pub- 
lic health that if, in their judgment, it should be thought 
expedient in the case of cider vinegar to place the standard 
for acidity equivalent to monohydrate acetic acid at 41%, 
then the amount of cider-vinegar solids that onght to be 
required should not be less than 2%. 

I have also recommended that the vinegar statute be so 
changed as to require all vinegars to be marked with the 
name ofthe kind of vinegar which it purports to be, and 
with the word “colored,” if any coloring matter has been 
added to it. These changes would gre aatly facilitate the 
enforcement of the statute and the prevention of the sale of 
imitation cider-vinegars. 

During the past, not yet a full year, since the enactment of 
the present statute, fixing a standard for the acidity of 
vinegar, there has been a very great improvement in the 
quality of that offered inthis market. There has been such 
an increase in the price of the pure article that it has become 
worth while for the farmers to take some care in its produc- 
tion, and I think that any lowering of the standard will 
only result in their disadvantage, although many of them 
seem at present to think otherwise. The revolving Luxem- 
bourg generators seem to be able to make over five per cent. 
vinegar out of fully fermented unrefined cider within at 
most ten days, and they will probably revolutionize the 
trade. The per cent. of acid strength can be translated into 
the older commercial term of grains of bicarbonate of soda 
by simply multiplying it by 6.72, and grains of course can be 
changed to per cent. by dividing by the same. 
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During the ten months since coming into this office, the

Very soon after coming into the office, I learned that the 
appropriation which had already been made would be totally 
inadequate for the amount of work that would be required to 
be performed during the year, and so informed his Honor 
the Mayor and several members of the City Council. On 
Sept. 13, I sent his Honor a formal communication to that 
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effect, which he laid before the Board of Aldermen at its 
meeting, on Sept. 16 with his recommendation for an in- 
creased appropriation. On Oct. 30, 1884, not having re- 
ceived any, I, in Doc. 135, 1884, made a formal statement 
in print to the City Council of how my appropriation had 
thus far been expended, and a respectful request for an ad- 
ditional amount sufficient for the efficient carrying on of the 
work for the remainder of the year. On Jan. 15, 1885, I 
again, in Doc. 11, 1885, for the third time presented my 
request to the city for aid in carrying on the work of my 
office in an efficient manner, as required by my oath of office. 
Not having received from the city the oft-requested aid, I 
have paid out of my own funds for assistance rendered me in 
the necessary work of my office the sum of $402, and for 
chemical supplies now consumed $50. I have visited and 
thoroughly inspected, for the benefit of my office, the manner 
in which the milk business was carried on in the cities of 
New York, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, 
Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis, at a personal expense of 
some $200, and having been furnished by the city with none 
of the apparatus necessary for the proper performance of.the 
duties of my office, I have furnished and maintained a labo- 
ratory well equipped with all the modern scientific appliances 
for such a work, at a personal expense to myself of over 
$1,000 for the apparatus. Here all have been welcomed to 
have any samples of foods, with the inspection of which I 
was Officially charged, analyzed for them free of all expense, 
whereas heretofore they have had to leave $10 at this office 
to pay for such a milk-analysis as I gave them. Over 
a thousand samples have been thus analyzed for citizens.

To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the provisions of the 
Statutes under which this department was organized I have 
the honor to submit a report of the operations of this depart- 
ment for the year ending December 31, 1884. The depart- 
ment has accomplished a vast amount of work during the 
year, as will be seen by referring to the tables annexed, and 
in a most thorough and satisfactory manner. The board of 
inspectors as now organized, owing to a personal familiarity 
with the many and ofttimes complicated questions con- 
stantly arising, are able to adjudicate and settle all such in a 
most satisfactory and equitable manner, and without great 
delay. 

The experience acquired by continuous terms of office 
I recognize as the most essential qualification for efficient 
and acceptable service, and the city is to be congratulated in 
retaining in this special line of service gentlemen who have 
this experience, and whose qualifications ¢ as master mechanics 
or architects are not questioned. 
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The clerical work of the department, under the direction 
of the chief clerk, has been performed in a most efficient 
and satisfactory manner. ‘The department has complied with 
the order of the City Council, and presented to the Legisla- 
ture a recodification of the building laws of the city. 

This bill has received careful thought and study, and re- 
flects great credit on the good judgment and _ practicable 
experience of Messrs. Fox, Caton, Woodbury, and Wash- 
burn, who were associated with the inspector as a board of 
experts to prepare the same. 

It has also received the unqualified endorsement of the Bos- 
ton Society of Architects, also of the Boston Board of Insur- 
ance Underwriters, as represented by Mr. Osborne Howes, Jr., 
and by a large number of Boston’s wealthy gentlemen, who 
were furnished with a text of the law as recodified. 

I herewith submit the following criticism, made by the 
editor of the Anterican Architect and Building News : — 


We have received a copy of the text of the revised Building Act now 
under consideration in the Massachusetts Legislature, and, although we 
dislike, as a rule, to comment upon matters pending before the proper 
authority, we cannot refrain from expressing our sincere hope that the 
act may pass without modification, and our opinion thatin this case the 
people of Massachusetts will have reason to congratulate themselves on 
the possession of a building code superior to any in force in the world. 

This seems a good deal to say, when one considers the elaborate and 
excellent provisions of the Parisian and Viennese codes; but we think 
that most experts will agree with us, that the proposed Massachusetts 
law, while perfectly adapted to our usual methods of building with 
light wooden frames, evinces a skill and a familiarity with modern 
methods, in providing for the protection against fire, by the simplest 
and cheapest means, of these as well as other forms of construction, 
which no other building code can show. 

This is high praise, but it is deserved; and every citizen of Massa- 
chusetts, who is interested in questions of public safety or health, as 
affected by the proper construction of buildings, should avail himself of 
all suitable opportunities to promote the passage of the Act. 


If this bill becomes the building law of the city, with its 
provisions enforced, the future construction of Boston, while 
it will not cost ‘anything in excess of the methods now 
adhered to, will be secured against swift destruction by 
fire. With a fire department as now organized, which is the 
equal of any other now known, conflagrations from this class 
of buildings will be most improbable. I would again call 
the attention of your honorable body to the necessity of 
including Charlestown in the building limits, and of so — 
extending the present limits as to include the most compact 
portion of South Boston. 

I also take this occasion to return my sincere thanks to 
the committee of last year for the consideration and atten- 
tion they gave to the work of the department. 
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Under the provisions of the statutes relating to buildings 
in the City of Boston, and under the provisions of the City 
Ordinances relating to buildings, the department has super- 
vision over the following matters : — 


The erection of brick, stone and iron buildings, under statute 
provisions, throughout the entire city limits. 

The erection of wooden or frame buildings of limited dimen- 
sions and range, outside of the building limits, under 
the provision of the city ordinance. 

Additions, alterations, and repairs on all classes of buildings, 
with especial reference to their compliance with the 
present requirements.of the building-law. 

The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full 
power to require the securing or removal of the same, 
and in cases of immediate danger, where the security of 
the public is imperilled in life and limb, authority to 
enter upon, secure, or take down the same, as the exi- 
gencies of the public safety, in the opinion of the 
Inspector, may require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, 
with authority to enter upon the premises and investi- 
gate the origin of fires. 

The inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe 
flues and heating apparatus.

ways, passage-ways; their width, construction, and 
number, and obstructions that may be placed therein ; 
the arrangement of the seatings, and the use of com- 
bustible materials, draperies, scenery, properties, etc. 

The inspection of all hoist-way and elevator openings in 
buildings, with reference to their construction in con- 
formity with the requirements of statute law and their 
use, 

Compliance with the requisitions of the Board of Health. 

The setting of steam-engines and boilers. 

The building of furnaces for melting iron, glass, or other 
metals. 

The building of ovens, kilns, ete. 

The setting ‘of heating apparatus in all élasses of buildings. 

The examination of the grade of cellar bottoms of buildings 
built upon filled land ; ; reporting violations of the same 
to the Board of Aldermen. 

The storage of combustible material in buildings occupied in 
whole or in part as dwellings, situated within the build- 
ing limits of the city. 

Buildings authorized by the Board of Aldermen to be used 
for stables are licensed to be occupied for this purpose, 
under the direction of the Inspector of Buildin 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, by special — 

: statute, to prohibit the use of unsafe and dangerous 
elevators. A notice of said action to be placarded on 
the door or entrance of cab or car. | 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to regulate 
the number of watchmen, red lights, gongs, etc., and 
require any further provisions he may deem necessary 
for the protection of life in hotels, boarding and lodging 
houses. 

Examination for approval of the construction of bay-windows 
and other projections over or into the highway, for which 
the Board of Aldermen may grant permits. 

The regulation of plumbing.

turned to the Tax Commissioners. 
The projection of electric lights throughout the entire city. 
The construction, management, and inspection of hoist-ways 
and elevators throughout the entire city.

SPECIAL PERMITS. 


The provisions of Section 1 of Chapter 260 of the Acts of 
1872 prohibit the erection of independent wooden buildings 
within the boundaries of the district known as the building 
limits of the City of Boston, with certain exceptions as to 
wharves. . 

Wooden additions to existing buildings in this district can, 


however, be erected with a limitation as to height and area — 


to be covered. | 

These limits are established by the City Council, under 
statute authority; and by an ordinance approved July 8, 
1871, were defined as follows :— 


Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Dover and Albany 


streets; thence running eastwardly through the centre of Dover street * 
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to the Harbor Commissioners’ line; thence around the northerly por- 
tion of the city proper, by the said Harbor Commissioners’ line, to a 
point on Charles river opposite the centre line of Parker street, or cross- 
dam; thence through the centre of Parker street, or cross-dam, to a 
point opposite the centre of Ruggles street; thence through the centre 
of Ruggles street to the centre ‘ot Washington street ; thence thr ough 
the centre of Washington street to a point opposite the centre of Palmer 
street; thence through the centre of Palmer and Eustis streets to the 
centre of Hampden str eet; and thence through the centre of Hampden 
and Albany streets to the point of beginning. 

The said district being shown by a shaded red line on a plan made 
by the City Surveyor, dated June 26, 1871, and deposited in the office 
of the City Surveyor. 


The above ordinance, establishing the boundaries of the 
building limits, was amended April 6, 1878, by striking out 
after the words, “to a point on Charles river opposite the 
centre line of,” the words “ Parker street or cross-dam,” and 
inserting in their place the words “ West Chester Park as 
extended ; thence through the centre of West Chester Park 
to its intersection with Boylston-street extension; thence 
through the centre of Boylston-street extension tothe centre 
of Park street; ” and after the words, “ dated June 26, 1871,” 
insert the words, “as amended as shown by a shaded blue 
line on said plan.” 

Dec. 31, 1881, the following was passed : — 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO THE 
REGULATION AND INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS. 


Be tt ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City of Bos- 
ton in City Council assembled, as follows : — 


_ Section 1. Section 1 of an ordinance in relation to the regulation 

and inspection of buildings, passed July 8, 1871, and amended April 
6, 1&78, is hereby repealed, and the following enacted in place 
thereof : — 

SEcTION 1. The limits within which all buildings hereafter erected 
shall be required to conform to the provisions of Chapter 280 of the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-one are hereby established and defined 
as follows : — 

Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of: Dover and Albany 
streets ; thence running eastwardly through the centre of Dover street to 
the Harbor Commissioners’ line ; thence around the northerly portion 
of the city proper, by the said Harbor Commissioners’ line, to a point on 
Charles river at the intersection of said line with a boundary line be- 
tween Brookline and Boston; thence along said boundary line to a 
point opposite the centre of Longwood avenue; eastwardly to the centre 
of Bumstead lane; thence through the centre of Bumstead lane to 
the centre of Ward str eet; thence through the centre of Ward street 
to the centre of Parker street; thence through the centre of Parker 
street to Ruggles street; thence through the centre of Ruggles 
street, eastward]y, to the centre of Washington street; thence 
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through the centre of Washington street to a point opposite the centre 
of Palmer street; thence through the centre of Palmer and Eustis 
streets to the centre of Hampden street; and thence through the centre 
of Hampden and Albany streets to the point of beginning.

The .Committee on Elections, to whom was referred the 
petition of Frederick L. Donnelly, contesting the right of 
Martin T. Folan to his seat in the Common Council from 
Ward 13, and alleging fraud on the part of the precinct 
officers at the last municipal election in said ward, having 
heard the petitioner, and giving the matter careful consider- 
ation, beg leave to submit the following 


REPORT : 


The charge of fraud which the petitioner makes against the 
election officers is very general in its character. He states in 
his petition that his name was erased froni ballots “by lead- 
pencil marks drawn through said name, over the red lines, 
after said ballots were taken from the box ; ;” meaning by the 

“red lines ” the marks made upon the ballots by the cancel- 
ling device contained in the ballot-boxes now in use. This 
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charge of fraud was reiterated by the petitioner at the hear- 
ings before your committee and was amplified to the extent 
of claiming that in a few cases his name was obliterated with 
pen and ink, which appeared to your committee a somewhat 
surprising statement, as such a proceeding on the part of an 
election officer, in a crowded precinct, would be almost cer- 
tain to attract attention and occasion remark. It was 
claimed that these irregularities occurred principally in Pre- 
cincts 1, 2, and 3, but there was no direct charge made by 
the petitioner against any one official, nor did he attempt to 
locate the irregular proceedings in any particular precinct. 
The petitioner “did not bring forward a particle of evidence 
in support of the charge of “fraud, or in any way implicating 
any of the election officers. On the contrary, the testimony 
showed that they were men whose character was above 
reproach. 

The case, therefore, as presented to your committee, was 
that grave charges are preferred by the petitioner whereby 
the action of the precinct officers of Ward 13 at the recent 
election are seriously called in question; but the charges are 
unsustained by evidence of any kind. The petitioner, how- 
ever, advanced a theory that an examination of the ballots 
themselves might disclose the fraud which he claimed had 
been perpetrated, and asked to have them produced. 

The committee, on the other hand, considering the vague- 
ness of the charge and the lack of evidence to support it, did 
not feel warranted in producing the ballots, and refused to 
do so. 

Being, therefore, unanimously of the opinion that the 
petitioner failed to establish his case, and that Mr. Folan’s 
right to the seat he holds is not affected, your committee 
respectfully recommend that the petitioner have leave to 
withdraw. 

The testimony taken at the hearings is appended hereto.

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REPORT OF THE HEARINGS BEFORE THE COMMITTEE 
ON ELECTIONS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL, ON 
THE WARD 13 CONTESTED ELECTION CASE. 


FIRST HEARING. 


Ciry Hatt, Fripay, February 20, 1885. 


The committee met at 4 P.M., all present, Mr. Denney of Ward 
12 in the chair. | 

The clerk read the petition. 

Mr. M. J. Creep appeared for the petitioner. 

Mr. Jesse M. Gove appeared for the sitting member. 


OPENING STATEMENTS. 


Mr. Creep. — Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, I appear for the 
petitioner in this case. ‘The claim which we make in our petition 
is as follows : — . 

That at that election, after the ballots were put in the box, as 
required by law, when those ballots were taken from the box, no- 
ticeably in Precincts 1, 2, and 3, that there were three names at 
the bottom for the Council: George F. H. Murray on the right- 
hand side; on the left-hand side, Martin T. Folan, and in the 
centre, the name of this petitioner, Frederick L. Donnelly. We 
claim that after the ballots were taken from the box (of course we 
are unable to tell by whom) that those ballots were marked by some 
one, — that a pencil mark was marked over the ballots. We claim 
that the ballots will show substantially all the evidence that we 
consider is necessary to entitle the petitioner to obtain his seat. 
I have some evidence here in the nature of the petitioner himself, 
who will testify that when the ballots were recounted by the Board 
of Aldermen his attention was called to the matter by one member of 
the Board, who was recounting the ballots, and who showed to him 
some forty ballots, or about that number, on which it was evident to 
the naked eve that a pencil mark was made over the red line. It 
was commented upon by members of the Board at the time, and, his 
attention being called to it, he brought this petition. Since this 
petition was brought, I have tried to get some evidence of the fraud 
which was perpetrated, but we are obliged to refer to that, which 
is a sort of circumstantial evidence. I have the testimony of one 
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of the inspectors of Precinct 2, ward 13, where there was a num- 
ber of these ballots marked in the way we claim, and who will 
testify substantially that when the ballots were taken from the box 
he was assigned to look at the scratched ballots and he will testify that 
at that time in Precinct 2 there were not any ballots marked in that 
way; very few, if any, scratched. Ihave also two gentlemen here, 
but I really do not know what they will testify to, it being an unu- 


sual thing for a counsel not to know what a witness will testify to ; but | 


itis in this way : we went naturally to the ballot-box company, where 
we attempted to get some evidence of this sort, and saw the man- 
ager of this company, and obtained from him the information that 
he would be able to tell by the inspection of the ballots whether 
that ballot was marked before or after it was put into the box. 
Of course the gentleman has never seen the votes in the box, and 
his testimony will be entirely unbiased and unprejudiced. That 
is substantially all the evidence we have to put in here. I ask the 
committee, — and it is only right that they should do it, — to recount 
those ballots, even if there were no fraud shown in the last election. 
There was a number of thousand votes cast in that ward, and I 
understand the official return shows only eleven votes.between Mr. 
Donnelly, the contesting member, and Mr. Folan, who holds the 
seat. Therefore we claim that if these ballots. are tested by the 
glass they will show a sufficient number fraudulently marked so 
that Mr. Folan will not have his seat, that Mr. Donnelly’s name 
was scratched on the ballots, and Mr. Folan’s and Mr. Murray’s 
were not touched. Therefore we think that when the election was 
so close as it is in this case, with only eleven votes, these ballots, 
if inspected, will show fraud, and we ask the committee to give us 
an opportunity to show by the testimony of the gentleman who 
represents the ballot-box company, and let him demonstrate to the 
committee whether these ballots were marked before or after they 
were put in the box. ‘That is a perfectly fair proposition, I think. 

As to asking the committee to count the ballots, we shall of 
course ask them to do so. The testimony we will show is from 
Mr. Donnelly, the contesting member, Mr. Casey, the inspector of 
Ward 13, and the manager of the ballot-box company. I should 
like to have the committee to give us an opportunity to inspect 
those ballots. 

Mr. Brume. — Do you claim that Mr. Folan’s or Mr. Donnelly’s 
name was scratched or attempted to be obliterated —is that your 
claim? 

Mr. Creep. — Yes, sir. 

Mr. Brume. — By what means? 

Mr. Creep. — By means of a lead-pencil, principally, and, in 
some few cases, by pen and ink, but principally by a lead-pencil 


being drawn over the name, in some cases slightly, and in other 


cases it will be more noticeable. 

Q: So that these ballots were thrown out as against Mr. Don- 
nelly? — 

A... Lea, sir; that’ is, in being counted, they were ‘counted. for 
the names not erased, which was Mr. Folan. The other names 


which we claim were erased fraudulently were Mr. Donnelly and 
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Mr. Murray; but Mr. Murray is so far ahead in his vote that the 
result is narrowed down between Mr. Folan and Mr. Donnelly. 
Before introducing my evidence, I should like to have a chance to 


take those ballots, for the reasons given and stated, and also to 


have the committee count the ballots. 

Mr. Gove. — Mr. Chairman, I appear for Mr. Folan. It seems 
to me, that, before the committee proceed to count the ballots in 
this case, they will first have presented to them some testimony 
going to show that fraud has been perpetrated. The very state- 
ment of counsel that a very large number of ballots were scratched 
after they had passed through the box, and while the precinct 
officers were counting them, knowing, as we all do, from practical 
observation, that the people in the several voting precincts, espe- 
cially in Ward 13, are around present at the time of counting the 
ballots, and if anything of that kind was being done they would 
see it; and the further statement of counsel, that some of these 
ballots were scratched with ink, which would attract the attention 
of every person behind the rail and every person outside of the rail 
to the fact, shows to me, Mr. Chairman, and gentlemen of the 
committee, that we should take his statement with a great deal of 
latitude, and wait until we have some evidence, if adduced here, 
to show that the precinct officers have been guilty of that which 
would send them behind the State Prison bars for a term of years. 
Until that is shown, it seems to me there would be no necessity for 
counting these ballots. It is apparent from the return of the pre- 
cinct officers, that Mr. Folan is entitled to his seat. By the 
recount of the Board of Aldermen, he has been given the certifi- 
cate. Now, then, I submit, Mr. Chairman, and gentlemen of the 
committee, showing fraud upon the part of the precinct officers, the 
committee should go no further with the proceeding. When that 
is showu, — that the precinct officers have been guilty of fraud, — 
then we can see to what extent it goes, and can act as. circumstances 
and justice require. But, until that is shown, it seems to me we 
should rest, and not disturb ourselves with the ballots. I would 
say. furthermore, Mr. Cuairman, it is a fact, which can be easily 
shown by the testimony of those who have experimented with it, 
that where a ballot is scratched and put into the ballot-box, and 
the red-ink mark is made upon the back, that the lead from the 
pencil will come up through the ink, so that it is impossible with 
the naked eye to determine whether that ballot was seratched prior 
to going into the box or otherwise. ‘That is a fact which we can 
very easily prove by those who have experimented with it. So, 
that being the case, it gives additional force to the point that I 
‘aise, that, until fraud is shown as regards the action of the precinet 
officers, the committee should proceed no further with the case. 

Mr. Creep.— Mr. Chairman, as I stated to the committee in my 
opening, I am prepared to show by the testimony of Mr. Donnelly 
what I stated he will testify, and also by one of the inspectors in 
the precinct. But it strikes me that the very best evidence that 
can be adduced at this hearing is the testimony of the ballots them - 
selves. I think that an inspection of those ballots will sutisfy the 
committee and every one that they were marked after being taken 
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from the box. I claim that if we had no other evidence than that, 
those ballots would show for themselves, and I think they should 
be produced. But still I am ready to introduce evidence here now 
or at a later time, whichever is the pleasure of the committee. 

Mr. Cor.— I notice that your petition speaks of other frauds as 
well as this. What have you to state as to that? 

Mr. Creep.—I drew that petition, and of course it was drawn at 
a time when my client.came to me, rather late, and I drew the 
petition in somewhat of a hurry, and we made this allegation so 
that, in case of an investigation, we were successful in finding other 
frauds, we would not be “debarred from showing them because of 
not having made the general allegation. But I have no evidence 
to offer beyond the marking of the ballots, as I have stated. 

Mr. Blume moved that the committee hear the evidence of Mr. 
Donnelly and the inspector. Carried. 

Four witnesses were sworn. 


TESTIMONY OF FREDERICK L. DONNELLY.— Sworn. 


Frederick L. Donnelly, the contestant, was called, and testified 
as follows : — 


Direct Examination. 


HH Mr. Creep. — Whatis your full name? 

Frederick L. Donnelly. 

What is your business ? 

Bill-poster. 

Member of the firm of J. Donnelly & Sons? 

Yes, sir. ; 

. Whether or not you were a candidate at the last election for 
e Common Council ? 

re Yes, sir. 

@. Were you present at the recount by the Board of Aldermen 

on a petition which you brought? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Did you bring a petition to recount the votes? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(. Were you present at the hearing when these votes were 
recounted ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Will you state whether or not it was called to your attention, 
and who was present, if anybody, representing Mr. Folan, and 
state what you noticed on those ballots, and what directed your 
attention to them ? 

A. While the Board of Aldermen were recounting the ballots, it 
was discovered that in Precincts 1 and 2, Ward 138, especially 
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Precinct 2, the ballots had the appearance of being crossed with a 


lead-pencil through the red line. That is, there were several red 
lines which came through the ballot. 

@. Who was it that called your attention to the fact that the 
ballots were marked in that way ? 

A. Alderman Nugent was the first. 


APPENDIX. ti 


Mr. Gove objected to the last question and answer as immaterial. 

Mr. Creed contended that it could be shown later on to be 
material. 

Mr. Gove. — The question is what the situation of the ballots 
was. No matter who called his attention to‘it, it can have no 
bearing in this case. 

Mr. Creep. —I think it may have some bearing in this way, 
that if the ballots were scratched so noticeably that it directed 
attention, to them, it will go to show what we claim, that the ballots 
themselves are evidence of fraud. If it wasremarked by a member 
of the Board of Aldermen that they had been changed, I claim that 
it is very material, if it was drawn to his attention by a member 
of the recounting board. ‘Therefore I think it is very material 
who it was that called his attention to it. 

Mr. Gove. — It seems to me entirely immaterial who called it 
to his attention. The real question is whether these ballots were 
scratched after they went into the box. It don’t make any differ- 
ence if every member of the Board of Aldermen said they were 
scratched after they went into the box. ‘That is shown by the 
appearance of the ballot. It don’t make any difference what some- 
body else said. He cannot introduce evidence to corroborate his 
testimony by showing what another party said to him. That is 
not evidence, and can have no bearing in this case. 

Mr. Creep. — The objection could not be sustained if it was a 
fact that it was a mere conversation between third parties, because 
Mr. Folan, or Mr. Gove as his representative, was present, and 
heard the conversation, which we will show. ‘Therefore we claim 
it is admissible in that view. 

Mr. Gove. — Do you mean to say that it is binding on us? 

Mr. Creep. — Yes. 

Mr. Gove. — How? 

Mr: Creep. — Because if it was noticeable to the recounting 
board, then the ballots should be recounted ; and if it was noticed 
by gentlemen in that official position, it is a strong argument, and 
will support our claim. 

Mr. Gove. —If you desire to show that, you must show it by 
the member himself. What he said to this petitioner can have no 
possible bearing upon my client. What he said at the time the 
board were recounting tbe ballots, — that my client was in there by 
fraud, —can have no possible bexring upon my client’s case. The 
alderman was simply carrying out his official, ministerial duty, to 
look over and count those ballots, and any expression he made * 
during the count can have no bearing on this case. 

Mr. Creep. — I say it can be admitted, because Mr. Folan or 
his representative was there and listened to the conversation. 
But I don’t put it on that ground. I put it upon the stionger 
ground I have stated. 

The Chairman put the question and the committee declined to 
admit the evidence. 

By Mr. Creep. — Mr. Donnelly, you may proceed, without 
stating what any gentleman said. State what you noticed about 
those ballots, and what their appearance was in relation to the 
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erasure of your name, and any other names that appeared with you 
upon the ticket, — I mean in reference to councilmen. 

A. Jn looking over the ballots, I found that they looked very 
much like as though they had been scratched by one person, — that 
is, my name and Mr. Murray’s. 

(). Please explain by drawing a few lines upon paper just how 
your name was situated as regards the others. 

(Witness illustrated by drawing on paper.) The three names 
were situated on the bottom of the ballot, in that way, and the 
three red lines came this way, down the centre. The centre red 
line came through my name, the red line on the left came through 
Mr. Murray’s name, and the red line on the right came through 
Mr. Folan’s. The lead-pencil mark was across Mr. Murray’s 
name here; and also mine had the appearance of being marked 
over the red line, and Mr. Folan’s was as it originally was, with- 
out having any mark whatever on it, and the marks of both names 
on each ballot, — in fact all the ballots the same, — had the appear- 
ance of having been marked by the same person. That is, the lines 
through the names on one ballot were as that is (showing his 
marked paper), and on half a dozen others just the same. 

(). Now whether or not it appears by your inspection of those 
ballots as to whether the lead-pencil mark appeared over the red 
line? 

A. Yes, sir; I should say that the pencil mark was right across 
the red line. 

(). How many ballots did you notice that were marked in the 
way you have describe about how many ? 

A. I should say about 25 in Precinct 2, probably 15 or 20 in Pre- 
cinct 1 — in the neighborhood of 40 ballots in Precincts 1 and 2. 
In Precinct 5 there were 5 or 6 ballots marked with pen and ink. 
They were marked in a different way from the ballots in Precincts 
land 2. In Precinet 5 I took special notice of half a dozen bal- 
lots, which one of the aldermen suggested that the committee 
should throw out; but as one or two others said they hadn’t au- 
thority to do it, but that it remained for the council to throw the 
ballots out, they would have to go according to the way they found 
the ballots and count them as such. In Precinct 5,—5 or 6 —I 
don’t remember exactly which, —it was either 5 or 6, — were marked 
in that manner both names, Mr. Murray and myself marked with 
seven or eight little crosses over my name and Mr. Murray’s, and 


Mr. Folan’s was allowed to remain the same. The ballots ap- 


peared to have been marked by the same person. 

@. Was that the correct position in which your nang was? 
(Pointing to the paper.) 

A. Yes, sir. | (Council exhibited :to the committee the paper 
with marks on it showing how the ballots were scratched in Pre- 
cinct 5.) I have nothing more to state than the ballots appeared 
such as I represent them. |. 

Mr Biume. —I would like to ask Mr. Crean and his client this: 


-you claim that this scratching was abuse after the ballots left the- 


ballot-box ? 


Mr. Creep. — Yes, sir. iilew bo 
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Mr. Brume. — The same creases across and the same straight 
line? 

Mr. Creep. — We claim that in the pencil mark most of the 
ballots will show for themselves that that was done after the bal- 
lot was taken from the box. The other ones marked with ink-ap- 
pear suspiciously to have been so marked, but we are not positive, 
as we are of those marked with lead-pencil. 

Mr. Biume. — But still you claim those to be fraudulent? 

Mr. Creep. — Yes, sir; we claim that those are fraudulent, but 
we are not so positive as we are in regard to the lead-pencil 
ones. 

By Mr. Cozr.—I would ask Mr. Donnelly if he noticed any 
pencil marks drawn across Mr. Folan’s name during the inspec- 
tion of the ballots. 

A. I did not notice any at all. 

Q. None at all? 

A. None at all. 

By the Cuartrman. — Is it possible that all the ballots that went 
into that box for Mr. Folan were not scratched —is that possible? 

A. Well, I did not see Mr. Folan’s name scratched on any of 
them. 

By Mr. Cor. — You speak now of Precincts 1 and 2, so far as 
the pencil marks are concerned: did you examine the ballots in 
any of the other precincts? 

A. I did not notice any other precinct except these and Pre- 
cinct 5. These ballots were crossed with a simple cross-mark. 

Q. You did not look at the ballots in Precincts 3 and 4? 

A. I did not particularly notice them. I was, in fact, standing 
with the gentlemen counting the lower precincts. The additional 
precincts were open at the same time, and I was standing with the 
alderman who counted Precincts 1 and 2, and I had arrived at the 
gentlemen counting Precinct 5 just about the time they were 
finishing the count; but they went over it a second time after I 
got there. 

@. But the ink erasures in Precinct 5, you think they presented 
the appearance of having been done after the red lines —that is, do 
the red lines show over the ink or not? 

A. Well, I judge more from what the committee said than from 
my own knowledge. Alderman McDonald made the prosposition 
to throw out the ballots at that time. He said — 

Mr. Gove. — Never mind what he said. 

Mr. Creep. —I must repeat my claim, that I think it is material, 
and that this evidence should go in. 

The Coarrman. — The committee have voted, I think. 

Mr. Creep. — Does the Chair rule that that objection applies? 

The Cuarrman. — The Chair so rules. 

“By Mr. Foss. — Where were you on election day, when the 
poles closed. 

A. At Precinct 3. 

@. Then you don’t claim that there was anything done in Pre- 
cinct 3? 

A. I did not see any Precinct 3 ballots at all. As I stated, I 
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looked at the aldermen counting Precincts 1 and 2 while they were 
counting the ballots. 

(@). I mean to say that on election day, when the polls closed, 
where were you? 

A. I told you, — at Precinct 3. 

(). And you don’t claim that there was anything wrong done 
there? 

A. I don’t make any claim except as to Precincts 1, and 2, and 
5. 

@. Did you have any friends in Precinct 3 at the close of the 
polls on election day? 

ada. Yes, sir. 

@. Did any one ever intimate to you that anything wrong had 
been done on election day ? 

A. Some of my friends told me I was announced elected in Pre- 
cinct 1, and afterwards — 

Q. How was he going to declare you elected in one precinct, 
when there were five precincts in the ward? 

Mr. Creep. — Mr. Chairman, I insist that the witness should 
finish his answer, to show that the subsequent announcement 
char.zed the result from what it bad been previously announced. 

Mr. Foss. — The gentlemen so understand it. 

Mr. Donnetty. —I can state it, if you will let me. I was at 
Precinct 3 when the polls closed. I immediately went home. I 
had friends in the several precincts, and as the vote of each pre- 
cinct was announced my friends returned to me the vote at my 
home. I had heard from four precincts, — 5, 4, 3, and 2, — and Pre- 
cinct 1 was the last precinct to be heard from. The vote up to and 
including four precincts was very close between Mr. Folan and 
myself. When Precinct 1 was counted, the vote, as announced, 
elected me, together with the vote of the other four precincts, and 
immediately after, or some time after, — I don’t know how soon 
after, — I won’t say for a certainty, but sometime after, — the vote 
was announced again, making a difference of some twenty-eight 
votes. When it was first announced, I was elected by two votes. 

By Mr. Foss. — Announced by whom? 

A. I suppose by the warden. I wasn’t there myself. 

@. The information given to you was that you had been elected ? 

A. By two votes, — yes, sir. It afterwards came to me that I 
was defeated by twenty-eight. 

@. Probably very properly, too. 

A. I hope not. 

By Mr. Foss. — Did any one tell you that there had heen tam- 
pering with the ballots that day? 

A. No, I think not. 

@. Do you think it possible that they could tamper with the 
ballots, with all the bystanders looking on, without some one see- 
ing it? 

A. They say anything is possible in politics. 

@. Generally, on election day, those interested remain in front 
of the rail until the result of the ballot is announced. 

A. You cannot be at five precincts at once. 
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@. But friends of each party can stand at the rail at each pre- 
cinet? 

A. Well, that is according to what ward you are in. In my 
ward you want to go and hide. 

@. Those ballots are counted publicly, are they not? and peo- 
ple are standing in front of the rail, noticing the officers counting 
the ballots. 

A. Well, in our ward they are sometimes counting votes, and 
the public cannot see what they are doing. You can only see the 
backs of the gentlemen counting. 

@. Both parties were represented behind the rail on election Heh , 
were they not? 

A. Yes, sir; Republicans and Democrats. 

Q. Isn’t it a fact that your side had the rail that day? 

A. I could not say for a certainty. I don’t know anything 
about it. In fact, I didn’t claim to be with any side. 

@. Merely an Independent. 

A. No, I wasn’t an Independent. Ireceived the nomination at 
the Democratic caucus, and was on the Democratic ticket. 


Cross-Examination. 


By Mr. Gove. — Was there any friend of yours behind the rail 
in precinct 1? 
Any friend? 
Yes, sir. 
No, sir. 
Did you know anybody behind the rail? 
I knew one gentleman. behind the rail. 
What is hisname? What is his full name? 
I could not say. I don’t know the gentleman well enough 

o kn now his full name. 

@. Did you know either of the others behind the rail that day? 

A. No, sir; I did not. 

@. Did you have parties at Precinct 1 working for you? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. The instructions they received from you were to remain at 
the polls until your vote was announced ? 

A. No; not all of them. 

@. Some of them? 

A. Some one or two of them. 

@. Now, can you tell the committee what is the position of the 
place in which the ballots were counted in Precinct 1 of Ward 13? 

A. The ward-room is in an engine-house, Steamer 15, and one 
portion of the house is separated for a ward-room, and in the 
farther end there is a rail in front. There is a rail separating one 
portion of the farther end of the ward-room, where the ballots were 
deposited, and where the warden and precinct officers were be- 
hind. ‘They counted the ballots in there. 

@. And how near to the public are the precinct officers ? 

A. Well, I should say probably six or eight feet. 
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Q. Is there an opportunity to get around at one side and in 
front? | 

A. There is a rail; there are two rails, —a rail here, for instance 
(illustrating by pointing to the table), and one here. ‘The precinct 
officers are back of this rail here. This rail in front is where the 
voters pass through. The police stand on either side of the rear 
rail. 

(). Is there a chance to go in at the side, so as to see and look 
in upon the precinct officers while they are counting ballots? 

A. The police generally stand there and stop them from going 
any farther than the rail. 

.Q. Is Patrick A. Smith the party you have referred to? 

A. I could not tell you what his name is. 

@. Was he warden? 

A. I don’t know. I only know he was a precinct officer. 

@. Did you know Thomas Eaton? 

A. I do not. . 

@. Do you know John Howard? 

A. I do not, sir. 

@. Do you know John Loughlin? 

A. I know a John Loughlin. I don’t know whether he was a 
precinct officer there or not. 

@. He lives at 20 Broadway ? 

A. Yes, sir; I don’t recollect seeing him there. 

@. Was he a friend of yours? 

A. No, sir; not specially. He was an intimate friend of Mr. 
Folan. 

@. Do you know Peter Lincoln? 

A. Ihave heard of him. I don’t know him. 

@. Do you know Franklin Stevens? 

A. I do not. 

@. Now, then, did you hear any indications from any. source on 
the night of election day that there was any appearance by the 
precinct officers during the counting of the votes of doing anything 
improper with the ballots? 

A. Nothing, other than having returned me elected and then 
changing the vote afterward. 

@. That is all you have heard of as regards the precinct offi- 
cers ? | 

A. That is the only thing, sir. 

@. Do you know anything at all against either one of the pre- 
cinct officers of Precinct 1, Ward 13? 

Do I know anything of them? 

Against them. 

No, sir; I do not. 

Anything against their character? | 
Not a particle. I don’t know the gentlemen at all, any of 
them ; therefore I know nothing whatever at all about them. 

Q@. Now, then, in Precinct 1, do you know any of the precinct 
officers there ? | 

A. I know two of them. 

@. Who are they? 
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Mr. Burns and Mr. Casey. 

James D. Casey? 

Yes, sir. 

And John J. Burns was clerk? 

I don’t know what position he held. 

That is his name, is it? 

I believe itis. I don’t know his front name. I know him 
he name of Mr. Burns. 

Do you know John L. Spalding, Jr.? 

I know him. | 

Do you know anything of him? 

I know him to be a resident of the ward, nothing else. 
Do you know James L. Walker? 

No, sir. 

Do you know Ambrose L: Murphy? 

I do. 

A friend of yours? 

I don’t consider him a friend; acquaintance. 

Do you know Charles E. Holt? 

No, sir. 

Do you know anything against the character of either one of 
the precinct officers of Precinct. 2, Ward 13? 

A, I do not. 

@. Did you ever hear anything against the character of either 
of those men? 

A. I did not. 

@. Now you say that in Precinct 2 of Ward 13 you charge that 
there was fraud committed there? 

A. Ido. 

@. Do you know that in Precinct 2 of Ward 13 Mr. Murray and 
. Mr. Folan received exactly the same number of votes? 

- A. I don’t know it. I didn’t take any special notice. 

@. Did you notice whether, in Precinct 2 of Ward 13, the ballots 
scratched with your name on them were scratched, or rather the 
ballots upon which your name appears, and upon which you were 
scratched. whether Mr. Murray’s name was also scratched upon 
the same ballots, or some of them? 

A. All the ballots I refer to, Mr. Murray’s name and my own 
were scratched in both precincts. 

@. Now then, in Precinct 4, when the returns came to you from 
Precinct 4, do you remember what returns they gave you of the 
votes in that precinct as between you and Mr. Folan? 

A. No; I cannot call it to memory at the present time . 

Q. Don’t you remember that the original report was that Mr. 
Folan had a certain number, and afterwards you learned from the 
precinct officers that when they made their reports it was a hun- 
dred Jess? 

A. I didn’t hear anything of that. 

@. Didn’t you hear that? 

a4 No, sir. 

@. Did the parties bringing you the returns bring you the re- 
turns of all the councilmen ? 
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Yes, sir. 
Have you got that list with you? 
No, sir. 


Do you know where it is? 
I think it is at home. 
‘Now, in regard to Precinct 5, did you have any friends 
ind the rail there? 
I think not. 
Do you know D. J. Collins? 
No, sir. 
Henry W. Norris? 
I am acquainted with him. 
Friend of yours? 
. I cannot say he is a friend. He is an acquaintance. I 
don’t know that he served that day. I heard it stated that he 
didn’t. 
@. Do you know Charles H. Pfeffer? 
A. I know who he is. Idon’t know him. I am not acquainted 
with him.

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@. Do you know George B. Butts? 
A. No, sir. 

@. Joseph Butler? 

A FIN Gy Gir, 

Q. Frank J. Fernekees? 

A. No, sir. 

@. David J. Mahoney? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Frank Capp? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Do you know or have you heard anything against the 


character of either one of those officers? 

A. No;Ido not, sir. I don’t know a thing about a precinct 
officer in the ward. I guess they have all got good characters, so 
far as I know. 

@. So far as you know, each one of the precinct officers in Pre- 
cincts 1, 2, and 5 are men of irreproachable character ? 

A. I wish to say that I never speak ill of those I don’t know. 

@. Never heard anything against them? 

aA NOM BI. 

Q. Never heard a suspicion against them? 

A. No, sir. 

Mr. Creep. —I would suggest that he said he don’t know them 
at all. 

Witness. —I forgot to state that in Precinct 5 they were a 
little mite slack up there, and didn’t open it until a quarter of nine 
in the morning. 

By Mr. Gove. — You think there was fraud against you in Pre- 
cinct 5? 

A. I should think there was in Precincts 1, 2, and 5. 

@. Did you notice whether the ballots in Precinct 5, on which 
your name was scratched, whether there were not some on which 
Mr. Murray’s name was scratched ? 
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A. I didn’t take notice of but few ballots in Precinct 5, and 
those had cross-marks over Mr. Murray’s name and my own. 

Q. Don’t you think if there was a combination made against 
you and Murray in those three precincts, and your name and his 
name were scratched as you have said, that Mr. Murray should 
have received twenty-four votes more than Mr. Folan did? 

A. There was a number of stickers used during the day in all 
the precincts. 

Mr. Creep.—There is no claim but what Mr. Murray is 
elected. 

Wirness. —I had a number of stickers, and every other candi- 
date in the district had. In fact the ballots were pasted in all the 
wards, and in different manners. 

@. Well, now, did you ever experiment with the ballots for the 
purpose of seeing whether or not the ballot was scratched before it 
went into the box? 

ea) 66, Bir. 

@. Who and when, or rather, where and when, did you make 
the experiment ? 

A. At the office of the ballot-box company. 

Q. When? 

A. I have been there two or three different times. Once, I 
should say, was just after the ballots were recounted here, and 
another time was about, — well, I should say eightor nine days ago ; 
and I was there again this morning. I think those are the differ- 
ent times. 

@. Have you any of the ballots with you that you experimented 
with? 

A. No, sir. 

@. How many persons did you have at work for you in Pre- 
cinct 1? : 

A. I should say I had six or seven down there. 

@. Six or seven? 

As eee sir: 

@. And how many did you have to remain there after the polls 
had closed? 

A. There were two remained there, — two, to my knowledge. 

@. That was in Precinct 1? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. How many did you have in Precinct 2? 

A. I had five or six in Precinct 2. 

@. And how many were to remain there until after the ballots 
were counted ? 

A. I believe there was one. I instructed one to remain at each 
precinct, out of the number at work that day. 

@. And, so far as you have been able to learn, they did remain, 
did they not? 

A. I suppose they did remain. They brought me the returns, 
and I supposed they received them in that way. 

@. Now you say you have been experimenting with the ballots: 
will you examine those ballots? (Handing witness a package of 
ballots.) Examine them carefully, both as regards the councilmen 
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and as regards the school committee, and tell to the committee 
whether or not, in your judgment, those ballots have been scratched 
after they went into the box or before. 

A. Well, as these ballots are scratched entirely different from 
the ballots I refer to, or the ballots which I am interested in, I 
don’t know as I care to say anything about them. I prefer to 
judge from ballots like the others. 

). No; I want to see what qualifications you have for testi- 
fying. 

A. Those ballots are not scratched like the others. 

@. Oh yes, they are! You and I looked over them ourselves. 

A. I beg pardon ; the ballots there (pointing to the package) 
are not scratched the same as those you and I looked over. 

@. What is the matter with that one? (Handing him a ballot 
from the package. ) 

A. That is not the same: Mr. Folan’s name is scratched on 
that, and on the other he is not scratched at all. 

@. Well, you know you have to get one exactly like this. 
Now I am trying to put your testimony before the committee, to 
show what examination and investigation you have made to arrive 
at the conclusion you have arrived at. Now here are ballots which 
have been scratched ; some are scratched with one mark, others with 
two or three, so as to cover any questions which you may suggest, 
excepting those which you spoke of, in ink. Now, then, 1 ask you 
to examine those ballots and state to the committee whether or not, 
in your judgment, those ballots were scratched prior to being run 
through the ballot-box ? 

A. I don’t think it is fair to ask me to judge between that ballot 
and the ballots from Ward 13. 

@. That isa Ward 13 ballot. It has been through one of the 
ballot-boxes similar to those that you had in Ward 13. 

A. Exactly; but it is not scratched the same. The scratches 
up here, — I have nothing to say about these. It is scratched on the 
lower line, and as you stated it is, you know, you agreed that the 
ballots were scratched over the red line, when you and I talked it 
over. Didn’t you agree with me that the ballots were scratched 
there? 

Mr. Gove. — No. 

Mr. Creep. — That is a hard one. I didn’t know you were 
going to be a witness for us. 

Mr. Gove. — No; I am not. 

Witness. — It is through your remarks and the remarks of the 
aldermen that I contested it. 

Mr. Gove. — You are very kind, very kind. 

Wirness. — That is the honest fact. 

Mr. Gove. — It is a good thing to have honesty brought out— 
again. 

Wityess. — Exactly, it is. 

By Mr. Gove. — Now I ask you to examine those ballots, for 
you say you bave been examining those ballots for the purpose of 
determining whether a ballot-is marked before or after it goes through 
the box, to see whether or not it shows the fact whether it has 
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been marked before it goes through the box. NowI ask you, with 
the examination and experiments that you. made, to examine that 
ballot, and see whether. or not, in your judgment, it was scratched 
before it went through the box. 

Mr. Creep. — I don’t understand that the witness stated he had 
made experiments, but that he had been to the ballot-box company 
when the manager made experiments. He did not make the ex- 
periment. ‘The experiments were made by the manager of the 
_ballot-box company, not by this witness. As he did not make the 
experiment, how can he be an expert, to testify as to the experi- 
ments? 

The Cuarrman. — The witness testified that he made the ex- 
periments . 

Mr. Creep. —I understood the witness to testify he was present 
when the experiment was made at the ballot-box office by the 

manager of the company, and not by him. 

Broa Tey. ‘Mr. Gove. — Were the experiments made in your presence? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Did you examine the ballot after it had gone through the 
box? 

A. I looked at the ballot ; I didn’t have any conversation about 
it; the conversation entirely was between — 

@. I didn’t ask you about the conversation. When I want that 
I will ask the question. Now, I am asking you if you examined 
the ballot when it went through the box, when the experiments were 
being made? 

No, sir. 

Didn’t you see it? 

I just looked at the ballot. 

Didn’t you look at it to see if it showed through the ink? 
Yes, sir. 

Now on which one was it that the experiment was made 
when you were there? 

A. I only looked at one ballot of each kind, one marked before 
and one after. 
Simply two ballots? 

Yes, sir. 

You examined two, so as to form an opinion? 

Yes, sir, of that particular ballot. 

Then I ask you to take this ballot and examine it, and state 
to the committee whether or not,in your judgment, that ballot was 
scratched before it went through the ballot-box or afterwards. 

A. I could not give an opinion upon that ballot. It isn’t the 
same as the other. The ballot isn’t marked the same as the other 
was. That ballot is torn where the marks are. 

@. That is a flimsy excuse. ‘There is a name scratched that 
isn’t torn a particle. 

a.) 2.28, sir. 

Mr. Creep. —I think that the witness means to be fair and to 
answer all that he knows about it. If we have the manager of 
this ballot-box company, who is here, and will testify as an expert, 
that should be sufficient. My client don’t profess to be an expert. 
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He has stated in a perfectly fair manner the answers to the ques- 
tions put by the gentleman. ‘The manager of the ballot-box com- 
pany can answer the questions put to the witness, and it isn’t 
expected that the witness can answer them. 

Mr. Gove. — If you mean by that, Brother Creed, to say that 
this witness is not competent to express an opinion as to whether 
that ballot was scratched before it went through the box or after- 
ward, I won’t ask him another question about it. 

Mr. Creep. —I say it isn’t to be expected that he is competent 
to answer that question. I say Mr. Gove knows that fact. 

Mr. Gove. — Why? 

Mr. Creep. — Because you know that in the trial of cases it 
would be absurd to ask him a question of that kind. | 

Mr. Gove. —I hadn’t asked him such a question. I asked him 
to examine that ballot and see whether or not he believes that 
ballot was scratched before it went through the box. 

Mr. Creep. — He has answered you two or three times. 

Mr. Gove. — He hasn’t. 

Mr. Creep. — He didn’t pretend to be an expert. I shall have 
an expert here to answer the question. 

Mr. Gove. — I know he is not an expert. 

Mr. Creep. — Then why do you ask him such a question? — 

Mr. Gove. — Because it is vital to this case; but I don’t pro- 
pose to tell him the reason why. 

Mr. Creep. —I don’t think you should put in this ballot and 
say bow it was done until you prove it. 

Mr. Gove. — That is my case and Iam responsible. I submit 
that I am entitled to an answer to the question. 

The Cuarrman. — What is the question? 

Mr. Gove. —If the committee will direct witness to leave the | 
room, I will state the reason why I propose to ask that question. 

Mr. Creep.— I have no objection to the witness answering any 
questions put to him, but I think he has answered as fairly as he 
can. Heis notbrought here as an expert. He has testified that that 

ballot is not marked the same as the ballots cast in the elaetion: 
I have no objection to his answering the question. 

Witness. — I have made the best answer that I can to the ques- 
tion, — that I cannot judge from that ballot the same as I could from 
the ballot I saw at the recount, because it is an entirely different 
looking ballot, so far as the marking is concerned. 

By Mr. Gove. — What difference does it make as between the 
marks ? . 

A. Well, there the name of Folan I will agree that it looks very 
similar, but as I did not take any particular notice of the names 
above, I do not know. 

By Mr. Birume. —I understand that the ballots that you claim 
to have been cast fraudulently were erased in pencil. | 

A. Yes, sir, except those in Precinct 5. 

@. Now, if those were erased in pencil, you could form some 
judgment, as you claim that they were done after they passed — 
through the ballot-box. | : 

A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. Now, why cannot you form some judgment whether those 
were marked before or after going through the ballot-box? 

A. Because it is marked entirely different. 

Q. It is scratched in pencil? 

A. It is; but the pencil mark on the ballot I referred to is three 
times as heavy as that. That is a light mark, and, from the appear- 
ance of the ballot to which I referred, you can very plainly see the 
black right on the red. Now, on that ballot there, it appears to any 
person to look at that they would immediately say — I don’t know 
as I am right or wrong — that the red is over the black. I did not 
hold it up close to me, except to look at it slightly. 

By Mr. Gove. — Take another one. It is three times as_ black 
as the other. 

A. It is very black. It is black enough in the centre, over the 
Frederick, but where it comes to the name Donnelly it is very 
light; and so is Mr. Folan’s name scratched very lightly, and 
there isn’t a very strong red mark. 

@. Well, here is one that will cover your objection to the name 
of Folan ; that is black enough, ain’t it? 

A. To judge between those two names, if you wish me to 
answer so badly, I should say that the mark over the Roeth was 
over the red mark, and the red mark over Folan. 

@. Now you have been able to give us your opinion on this one 
over Roeth, and that is that there are only two pencil marks, one 
pencil mark over the whole name and one pencil mark over A.G 
now why cannot you do it with the rest of it down below that? 

A. Well, Lam judging from that. That is the nearest mark to 
the one on the ballots, which [referred to. Those are nothing in 
comparison, and I don’t profess to judge between the two ballots. 
I will judge between any ballots that have got any appearance of 
the other; byt as for that, I shall not and can not, in justice to my- 
self. 

Mr. Gove. —I don’t think I care to ask this witness any more 
questions. | 

Mr. CreEp.—I desire to have that ballot identified in some way. 

Mr. Gove. — It is in the hands of the committee. 

Mr. Creep. — There are two or three ballots here. 

The chairman took the ballot. 

Mr. Creep. —I simply make a suggestion that if that is intro- 
duced in evidence by the other side, I want to know what ballot is 
referred to. 

Mr. Gove. —I have asked him in regard to that one and in re- 
gard to this one (pointing them out). He declined to give any 
opinion in regard to the other. 

Mr. Creep. —I ¢cesire to have the ballots marked, if they are 
proposed to be introduced in evidence. 

The ballots were marked A-T. J. D. 

The Chairman stated that the one marked A is the one referred 
to in regard to Mr. Roeth’s name. 

By Mr. Cor. — Do I understand that your idea was that Roeth’s 
was marked after the red line, and this one marked before ¢ 

A. No; Roeth before and Folan after. 
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James D. Casey was called for the petitioner, and, having been 
duly sworn, testified as follows : — 


Direct Examination. 


By Mr. Creep. — What is your full name? 

A. James D. Casey. 

@. What is your business? 

A. Boats for sale and to let. 

@. State to the committee whether or not on the last municipal 
election held in Ward 13 you were a precinct officer or inspector. 

A. I was inspector at Precinct 2, Ward 13. 

Q. State to the committee whether or not, after the ballots were 
taken from the box, or while being taken from the box, you 
inspected or saw the ballots that were scratched. As I understand 
the case, there were some twenty-five or thirty ballots with both 
names scratched off. 

A. If such was the case, I never saw them, and I handled all the 
ballots there. I never saw that number of ballots with both names 
scratched the way I have heard in evidence. 

@. That is, with the names of Mr. Murray and Mr. Donnelly 
scratched that way? 

A. I handled all the scratched ballots, and I never saw near that 
number scratched that way. There may have been ballots 
scratched with one name, and pasters over some ; but I never saw 
all the ballots scratched in that way, and I handled all the 
scratched ballots. 

@. And you were in the polling place from what time? 

A. I went there at seven o’clock before, the polls opened. I 
went to dinner at two o’clock. I went to supper, I don’t know 
what time, Iam not sure whether before the polls closed or after, 
but I think — 

@. Are you positive, could you have seen if there had been 
twenty-five ballots marked in the way that has been described here, 
with those two names marked, would you have noticed them in 
handling the scratched ballots? 

A. I surely would have noticed them, 


Cross-Examination. 


By Mr. Gove.— Under what system did you keep account of the 
ballots, the debit-and-credit system? That is to say, crediting all 
the candidates on the regular Democratic ticket with the full 
number and then taking out the scratched ? 

A. In the first place, we took all the straight tickets without 
scratches, and put them all in different piles ; and all the scratched 
tickets we put in different piles by themselves,—all the different 
kinds of tickets with pasters, I think. We counted the straight 
tickets up, and gave the whole ticket credit for the straight tickets, 
and ull the straight tickets the same. Then we counted the 
scratched tickets. 
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You were in Precinct 2? 

Precinct 2, Ward 13. 

Did you count the straight tickets? 

I don’t remember who counted the straight tickets. 

Did you have anything to do with them? 

I handled the tickets. 

Who sorted the tickets ? 

The different officers. 

And the scratched ballots were put in your charge? 

Yes, sir. 

Who else had charge of them with you? 

Each man had tickets. One man had the Independent ticket 
and one the regular Democratic ticket. 

Didn’t anybody count the tickets after you counted them? 

. The warden counted them after me. 

Is that John L. Spalding, Jr.? 

Yes, sir. 

Do you remember how many votes Mr. Folan received? 

No sir. 

Have you any method of telling whether or not the same 
number, or rather do you know whether the same number of votes 
that the precinct officers found and credited to Murray and to Folan 
was the same as the Board of Aldermen found on the recount? 

A. I don’t know. 

@. Do you know whether the votes that the precinct officers 
found and credited to Frederick L. Donnelly were more or less or 
the same number that the Board of Aldermen gave to him? 

A. I don’t remember. 

@. How many scratched ballots were there in the whole batch? 
How many ballots were turned over to you as scratched ballots? 

A. I ain’t sure, but I think the number was ninety-five. 

@. Ninety-five scratched ballots? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. That was all the ballots scratched in that precinct ? 

A. That is the way I figure it; butI don’t know whether it was 
ninety-five or more; but I think that was the number. 

@. When was the matter of the error or fraud in Precinet 2 first 
called to your attention? 

zi. On the recount, sir. 

@. Not before that? 

wi. No,’sir. 

@. Were the precinct officers in your precinct in a position where 
you could see them all? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Was any scratching done behind the rail by any party? 

A. I didn’t see any. 

@. Do you believe that there was any done there? 

A. I don’t believe there was. 

@. Did you see the ballots sealed up and delivered to the police 
officer, to be taken to City Hall? 

A. I saw them sealed, but didn’t see them delivered. 

Q. Were you there? 
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A. I think I went away before they were delivered to the police 
officer. 

(). You saw them sealed: sealed by whom? 

A I believe me and the other inspector sealed them. They were 
sealed and broken, and sealed again. 

@. Sealed and broken and sealed again in your presence? 

A. Yes, sir. 

q). What were they broken for again ? 

A. I think there were tickets that wasn’t counted. I don’t re- 
member what ticket it was; the Citizens’ ticket, or something. 
There were a very few of them, and they were laid one side, and I 
don’t think they were counted, and they were counted afterwards. 

(). Did that change the result of the vote so far as Precinct 2 is 
concerned ? 

A. Not that I know of. 

@. Was the tally-sheet used by the precinct officers sealed and 
sent to City Hall? 

A. I think it was. 

@. And all the papers that you figured upon? 

A. I don’t know. 

@. So far as you know. 

A. I think the clerk carried them with him. I know he did at 
the State election. 

Well, now then, how did you see the tally-sheet sealed ? 

I don’t remember whether we sealed the tally-sheet or not. 
Did you seal it? 

No, sir. 

You do not know whether it was sealed or not? 

A. The only thing I saw sealed to go with it was the ballots. 
We filled out the tally-sheet and other things and signed them, 
and went away, me and the other inspector, and we left the war- 
den and clerk and-the other inspector filling up the other thing. 

(). Now, so far as you were able to see, no ballot was scratched 
behind the rail after it was cast?

And the precinct officers in Precinct 2, so far as you know, 
are men of irreproachable character ? 

A. I think so. 

Mr. Gove. — That is all.

A. Yes, sir. | 

By Mr. BLume. — How many people were behind the rail, that 
handled ballots? 

A. Four: the warden, clerk, and two inspectors.

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@. Four men did all the handling of the ballots? 

AL esp eir. 

@. Could those men have scratched those tickets fraudulently 
without your being able to discover it? 

A. I don’t think they could. 

@ Do you think you could not have overlooked such a thing if 
it was going on? 

A. I think so. 

@. What did you figure with when making the count, —ink or 
pencil? | 

A. Pencil. I know when I figured up the different ballots the 
warden made the precinct count a hundred ballots different than 
I. I don’t know how it is. The recount credited some of the 
councilmen with a good many more votes than the precinct officers 
did. 

Mr. Creed stated that the manager of the ballot-box company, 
whom he expected to have here, was sick, unable to attend, and 
as that witness was expected to show that he could tell whether 

‘the ballots were marked before or after they were put into the box, 
Mr. Creed asked a continuance of the hearing, to allow time for the 
manager to recover sufficiently so as to be present. 

‘The committee voted to grant the request. 

Mr. Foss asked if that was all the evidence Mr. Creed intended 
to put in. : 

Mr. Creed said it was, and he would have a box here similar to 
those used in Ward 13. 

Mr. Casey was recalled by Mr. Gove, and testified as follows : — 

By Mr. Gove. — After thescratched ballots that you had charge 
of had been counted, did you see those ballots and tbe éther ballots: 
yourself put into the box, and did you help to put them in? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(. And then sealed them? 

A. Yes; (sir. 

. Then the seal of the box was broken again and other ballots 
put in? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Were any of these ballots taken out that were already in 
there? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. What were they taken out for? 

A. To put the other ballots in. Come to think of it, we left 
the Yes and No ballots out with the Citizens’ tickets. We didn’t 
know that the Yes and No ballots were to go in with them ;so we 
took all the ballots out, and put the Yes and No ballots in at the 
bottom, and put the others in. 

@. So there was no opportunity, while taking out the ballots, 
for those ballots to be scratched ? 

Mr. Creed objected to the question, as the witness could only 
testify to what he saw himself. 

Witness. — What is the question ? 

By Mr. Gove. — After the seal of the box was broken, and 
while the ballots that you took out for the purpose of giving you an 
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opportunity to put these other ballots in, while those ballots were 
out, were any of them marked, or was there an opportunity of 
marking them without your having seen it? 

A. I don’t think there was. 

@. And, so far as your observation went, none were marked ? 

A. So far as I see, yes, sir. 

@. And you have no doubt that there were none marked? 

Mr. Creed objected. 

Mr. Gove contended that he could ask the witness whether he 
had any doubt. 

Mr. Creed said that the witness had stated he did not see any 
marking done; and as to whether there was a chance for any 
marking to be done, it is a question for the committee. 

Mr. Blume suggested that he stood there with both eyes open, 
and he could testify whether there was any marking. 

By Mr. BLume. — How long did this operation continue of taking 
the ballots out of the box, that you had broken the seal of, and 
putting them in again? 

A. Just as long as it would take a man to take the ballots out 
and put them back. 

@. So that there was no chance to mark them? 

A. I don’t think there was. 

By Mr. Cor. — Do you say there was any chance to mark any ? 

A. I am willing to swear that there were not twenty ballots 
scratched in the way stated herein evidence. I say, if there were 
twenty or twenty-five ballots scratched in that way, it must have 
been some time after I saw them. 

By Mr. BLiume.—I understand you to say it must have been 
done during this opening of the box and sealing it up. 

A. No, sir; I don’t think it could have been done. 

Mr. Donnelly was recalled by Mr. Gove, and testified as fol- 
lows :— | 

By Mr. Gove. — At the time of the recount here in this 
room by the committee of the Board of Aldermen, didn’t you and 
Mr. Murray and two or three other gentlemen, — somebody repre- 
senting Mr. Cassidy, and somebody representing almost everybody 
that was a candidate for the Common Council in Ward 13 at the 
last municipal election, you and the rest of us, — examine the seals 
of the box, to see whether they had been broken since they left 
the precinct voting-room ? 

A. I didn’t notice them. I supposed they had not been broken. 

@. They were examined, were they not? 

* A. They must have been. 

@. And the matter was called to the attention of those present 
by members of the committee, was it not? 

A. What was that? 

Q. Didn’t the member of the committee of the Board of Alder- 
men call the attention of those present to the seal on the ballot- 
box before they broke the seal?

@. In every instance? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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Mr. Creed requested a continuance of the bearing, on account of 
the sickness of the manager of the ballot-box company, which 
prevented him from being present to-day, and the committee voted 
to continue the hearing until Friday, Feb. 27, at 4 o’clock, P.M. 


Fripay, Feb. 27, 4 o'clock P.M. 


All present, except Mr. Denney. 

Mr. Blume in the chair. 

Mr. Creed read a letter from Mr. J. H. Linnell, manager of the 
Standard Ballot-box Company, stating that on the 26th inst. he 
was compelled to go to New York, and would not be back until 
the following week. 

Mr. Creed requested a continuance, and said that Mr. Gove had 
been notified. 

After consultation, the committee adjourned to Wednesday, 
March 11, at 4 o’clock P.M. 


SECOND HEARING. 
Fripay, March 21, 1885, 4 P.M. 


Mr. Denney in the chair, and all members of the committee 
present, except Mr. Blume. 

Mr. Joseph Linnell, manager and treasurer of the Standard 
Ballot-box Company was introduced by Mr. Creed, and sworn. 

Mr. Creep. — Now, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I think it is 
proper at this stage of the proceedings that the ballots should be 
presented to us for inspection by Mr. Linnell. I think that in the 
former hearing we have shown enough to entitle us to look at those 
ballots. ‘The committee will remember the evidence we offered at 
that time, and Mr. Linnell is here now to testify in reference to the 
ballots deposited December 9th. I think that, as a matter of fairness 
and common justice, this committee at this time should produce for 
our inspection the ballots, which, as I say, were deposited in that 
election, and I ask that the committee produce those ballots, so 
that I may have Mr. Linnell testify in regard to them, and testify 
in regard to the fraud which I have charged. 

The CuHatrman. —Is that all the evidence you propose to sub- 
mit to show why we should produce the ballots ? 

Mr. Creep. — Yes, sir; the evidence submitted at the last hear- 
ing. 

The CHarrman. —I think that will be a question for the com- 
mittee to decide, whether they have had evidence enough. 

Mr. Creep. — I do not wish to appear to be disrespectful to this 
or any other committee before which I appear, but the committee will 
readily understand that the ballots themselves are the best evidence 
of the fraud that we allege. We have here evidence to show 
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whether those ballots have been marked or not. This witness 
would be entirely unprejudiced and unbiassed, because he has not 
seen the ballots. With all due respect, I do not think the com- 
mittee should say that we have not proved anything, particularly 
in reference to the evidence of Mr. Casey, and I do not think it is 
fair for this committee to say that we cannot see those ballots. I 
think it is the custom and rule of committees to produce ballots. If 
those ballots were not marked fraudulently, there would be no harm 
in producing them; if they have been marked fraudulent certainly 
no harm can be done by showing them. If it appears that my client 
is unable to substantiate his case, I will advise him to withdraw. I 
think the committee will see that this witness will be unbiassed, and 
will be able to tell whether these ballots are marked before or after 
they were deposited in the box. If the committee are now going to 
say that the ballots will not be produced, or that I cannot see them, 
or that my witness cannot see them, the witness cannot testify to a 
thing he has not seen or does not know anything about. He is the 
gentieman who introduced the ballot-box to the public, and thor- 
oughly understands the working of the boxes, and can testify, if 
these ballots are shown to him, whether they were marked before 
or after they were put into the box. It is only fair to us and the 
petitioner in this case that these ballots should be produced. I © 
certainly hope the committee will produce them, otherwise this - 
gentleman can testify to nothing. 

The Cuarrman. — I understood that this gentleman would fur- 
nish some testimony why the ballots should be brought here and 
counted. 

Mr. Creep. — I beg pardon, I do not so understand it. 

The Cuairman. —I understood from you that this witness was 
to have a box here, and would be ready to testify how these ballots 
could be marked. 

Mr. Creep. — I did so state at that meohngia and the witness so 
stated tome. Mr. Linnell made the statement that night, while 
talking to me, and he said that if the ballots were marked he could 
_tell whether they were marked before or after they went into the box. 
Mr. Linnell tells me to-day that if a ballot is marked, put into the 
box, and immediately inspected, before the ink becomes dry, it is 
probably not possible to tell whether or not that ballot was marked 
before or after it went into the box, unless the ink is dry. That 
is the reason why he does not have his ballot-box here. That 
would not apply to the ballots deposited in December, where they 
have been for some months in the possession of the city clerk ; 
and it has been some months since the ink was put upon the ballots. 
He says he can tell whether a ballot was marked before or after it 
was deposited in the box, if the ink has had _ sufficient time 
to dry. 

Mr. Linnetyi. — I beg pardon, I said I thought I could, that. I 
believed I could. Istate this, Mr. Chairman, as the reason for our 
not having a ballot-box here. That is all, Mr. Chairman. We 
have no testimony to offer upon the subject. 

The Cuarrman. — And this gentleman will not testify unless the 
committee produce the ballots. ay ‘a

On motion of Mr. Foss, the committee retired, and took the 
matter under advisement, after which they returned. 

The Cuairman. —I would state, Mr. Creed, that the committee 
have consulted and looked over the evidence that has been sub- 
mitted by you and your witness, and have come to the conclusion 
that you have not shown evidence enough for them to take the 
responsibility of opening the ballot-box. 

Mr. Creep. — As long as the committee have come to that con- 
clusion, I have no further evidence to offer. As the committee 
has seen fit, in its judgment, to exclude the testimony which Mr. 
Linnell might give, and judging from the decision of the committee, 
I presume it will be useless for nme to waste my time and waste the 
time of the committee in arguing the case; because, judging from 
the fact that the committee has made such a decision, it is almost 
useless to say anything. But I will say in closing, that I am 
satisfied in my own mind, and [ am satisfied that the evidence has 
shown, that the allegations we have made have been substantially 
proved. As the committee may remember, when I made my opening 
statement. I said that the ballots themselves would be the best evi- 
dence that the fraud which we allege had been perpetrated on that 
day. Since I made that statement, in introducing Mr. Casey, I think 
it was, who was an inspector that day , [think his testimony, at least, 
should have some weight with the committee. I think it should 
have a great deal of weight with the committee. You remember 
that his. testimony was, that, on the day in question, he counted all 
the scratched ballots in’ his precincts, -- and by scratched ballots 
he meant not only ballots scratched by pencil, but those on which 
pasters were put over the names, — and he says there were not any 
scratched in that precinct; and he is positive that there were not 
twenty-five, or any number to speak of. The testimony of Mr. 
Donnelly is that there were from fifteen to twenty-five ballots in 
that precinct scratched with pencil. If Mr. Donnelly’s statement 
is correct and Mr. Casey’s statement is correct, there was fraud in 
that precinct. I think that, with the evidence I have offered 
from Mr. Donnelly and Mr. Casey, the latter being unbiassed and 
unprejudiced, we have made out a case here. I do not think I 
need to say anything further in regard to this matter, but, as I 
said in the opening, I think the ballots themselves will show that 
fraud was committed, as it certainly was, in my opinion, and as 
was shown by the evidence on that day. 

Mr. Govr. — My Brother Creed says he has introduced evidence 
here to show fraud; but, Mr. Chairman, every witness he has 
introduced has testified to the good character and standing of each 
one of the election officers. ‘There is no material change in the 
recount of the committee of the Board of Aldermen from the 
report by the precinct officers. 

Mr. Creep. —I think the gentleman is making a decidedly 
incorrect statement. As I remember, there was a change of one 
hundred votes between the return made by the precinct officers 
and the recount by the Board of Aldermen, in Precinct 1, Ward 13. 

The Cuarrman. — Not in this case. 

Mr. Gove. — It does not affect either one of these two gentle- 
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men. It was simply a clerical error in adding up. It did not 
affect either one of these parties, and had no bearing on this case. 
Instead of putting it down 400, by an accident they put it down 
300; and that is all there was to it. It does not affect this case ; 
and the whole result has no bearing upon the point at issue 
between these two parties. 

Mr. Creep. —I am informed that in the case of my client there 
was a difference of nineteen votes in his favor by the recount of 
the Board of Aldermen, whereas his vote was twenty-eight less 
than Mr. Folan’s by the count of the ward officers, and on the 
count by the Board of Aldermen it was 11. 

Mr. Gove. —I can state that there was no material change. 
Perhaps, for the purpose of enlightening my Brother Creed as to 
what I mean, I will state there is no change as regards the actual 
result. Mr. Folan, by the report of the committee of the Board 
of Aldermen, lost a certain number of votes, but he did not lose 
enough to change the final result. Now then, if there had been 
fraud, as alleged by the petitioner, it would have been shown 
upon the examination of the precinct returns. One of the inspect- 
ors comes here, and says that there was a certain number of 
scratched ballots in the certain precincts in which he was. He 
does not know how many scratched ballots there were; he thinks 
there were not more than twenty-five. But all of us know, 
gentlemen, that in counting the votes in a precinct, it is utterly 
impossible for a man to remember the number of scratches and the 
number of pasted ballots that there were for any one man. There 
is not the first thing to show this committee that there has been 
any fraud committed. Now there is just one point more that I 
desire to call your attention to. Unless some good evidence is 
introduced to show fraud, no committee should stigmatize any of 
the precinct officers that they have been parties to a fraud. It is 
a most serious charge to make, and if there is any foundation for 
it, itis not difficult to prove. ‘The only difficulty in this case is 
with the petitioner. There was no fraud committed, and. therefore, 
none could be proved; and the statement of the witness that was 
brought here this afternoon shows that he only thinks that he might 
see that a ballot had been seratched after it had been cast. But, 
gentlemen, it seems to me it is of too serious a nature to go on 
mere supposition. Thanking you, gentlemen, for your attention, 
I submit the case. 

This closed the hearing.

To the Honorable City Council : — 


We have the honor to ask your attention to the enclosed 
statement with reference to the Beacon-Hill Reservoir, and the 
equitable rights of the Water Department to that property or 
its equivalent value in money. 

In our report of December 6, 1883, we used the following 
language : — 


The Water Department, so far as it relates to its property, accounts, 
books, debts, income, in fact all of its business and financial relations, is 
just as much an entirety as if it were an independent corporation. 
Its debts and its credits, its assets and its liabilities, are represented upon 
its books precisely the same as if it were a business corporation, and 
its transactions required to be accounted for to the last dollar. 

The Beacon-Hill Reservoir appears upon its books as part of its 
assets, having been paid for out of the income of the service, at a cost 
of $513,533.21. 

This sum represents a part of the cost of the water-supply of the 
city, and the amount stands charged upon our books to-day as a portion 
of the large indebtedness which the introduction of water has entailed 
upon the tax-payers. 

If that which was purchased with the receipts of the Water Depart- 
ment (and which, of course, stands as a part of its assets, whether it be 
land, reservoirs, water, or other property) be taken from us, ought we 
not, in justice, be credited with the value of thething taken? This is in 
accordance with the ordinary principles of book-keeping, and also with 
the practice which has always prevailed in the business relations of this 
department with all other departments of the city, as well as with the 
outside world. 


The assessed valuation ot the property, at the time of its 
taking by the city, was $200,000; and, if it is to be used for 
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Court-House purposes, the water service should be credited 
with this amount of money. Should some other location be 
selected, and the property sold for other purposes, we claim 
that the Water Department should receive the benefit thereof. 

If we could be permitted to dispose of this property, pre- 
cisely as any other which our water service does not need, 
and apply the proceeds to the receipts of the current year, 
the estimated deficit of $80,000 would be turned into a surplus 
of more than $100,000, and the water-takers, who paid for the 
property originally, and to whom the proceeds of any sale 
rightfully belong, would receive the benefit therefor. 

We therefore recommend that the Finance Committee, to 
whom the matter was referred December 21, 1882, be di- 
rected to examine this matter, and report at an early day.

Alderman Caldwell presented the request of the Water Board to be 
compensated for land and buildings taken by the Board of Aldermen, 
under their order of Novy. 27, 1880. 

This request was referred to the Judiciary Committee, with instruc- 
tions to report the opinion of the Corporation Counsel on the petition of 
the Water Board. 

December 7, 1882. 


The opinion of the Corporation Counsel was rendered as follows : — 


CORPORATION COUNSEL OFFICE, 
2 PEMBERTON SQUARE, 
Boston, Dec. 6, 1882. 

To the Committee on Judiciary : — 

I am not aware of any law that requires the Boston Water Board to 
be compensated, as asked in their letter of Nov. 21, 1881, to the City 
Jouncil, for the land and buildings on Beacon Hill, taken for the erection 
of a Court-House, under Chapter 128, Statutes of 1880. That Statute, 
after authorizing the Board of Aldermen, as County Commissioners, to 
take the land for the purpose named, provides that ‘‘ they may appro- 
priate and use therefor any land now owned by the city.” 

The land referred to was owned by the city. In the taking it was 
correctly described as ‘‘ a parcel of land belonging to the City of Boston, 
known as the Beacon-Hill Reservoir site.” 


The former use of the land had been long ago abandoned. The city 
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could have applied it to other uses, or sold it, just as it could have used 

or sold any other of its lands, and it was as clearly subject to the power 

given to the Board of Aldermen by the Act of 1880, as any other land 

owned by the city. It did not in any way belong to the Water Depart- 

ment, nor was it in any way reserved, or the proceeds of its sale pledged 

to the payment of the water debt,-so as to make it incumbent on the 
city to make an award therefor to the Water Department.

Upon receipt of the above report, further consideration was indefin- 
itely postponed. 
Dec. 14, 1882. 


The motion to indefinitely postpone was rescinded, and the matter re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee, who were instructed to give the 
Water Board a hearing. 

Dec. 21, 1882. 

The Judiciary Committee reported that the Water Board desired the 
city to assume the debt representing the cost of Beacon-Hill Reservoir, 
inasmuch as it had taken the property which represented the debt, 
and the matter was referred to the Finance Committee, where it now is. 

Dec. 6, 1883. 


The Water Board again brought the matter to the attention of the 
City Council, stating, ‘‘ they had conferred with the Corporation Coun- 
sel, who frankly said that his opinion of Dec. 6, 1882, covered simply 
the legal aspects of the case, and was without reference to its equities. 

Dec. 19, 1883. 

The matter was referred to the Committee on Water, who passed the 
following : — 

Voted, To report in favor of crediting the Water Board with the 
value of Beacon-Hill Reservoir property, taken by the city for new 
Court-House.

WuereEas the City of Boston was authorized by chapter 
one hundred and ninety-six of the Acts of the General Court 
of Massachusetts, passed in the year 1874, for the purpose 
of surface drainage, to remove obstacles in or over Stony 
brook and the tributaries thereof, so far as the said brook 
and tributaries flow within the limits of said city, to divert 
the water and alter the course and deepen the channel 
thereof ; 

And whereas it was provided in said act that all the ex- 
penses of improving said brook and its tributaries authorized 
by said act should be paid by said city; but the Board of 
Aldermen may assess upon the estates bordering upon said 
brook and its tributaries the expenses so incurred, in pro- 
portion to the benefits which they may adjudge said estates 
to have received by said improvement ;

In accordance with a vote passed by the City Council, I 
have the honor to hereby petition the General Court for an 
‘amendment to Chapter 155 of the Acts of 1882, by which 
the width of the draw opening in the bridge authorized by 
said act, may be reduced to thirty-six (36) feet.

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To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, in General Court 
assembled : — 


The undersigned, members of the School Committee of the 
City of Boston, in behalf and by direction of said Committee, 
respectfully represent that the Horace Mann School for the 
Deaf, which is maintained by the City of Boston and by the 
Commonwealth, has urgent need of a new school-house ; that 
the building which it now occupies in Warrenton street in 
Boston is unsuitable for its use, being damp, without proper 
ventilation, insufficiently lighted, and without adequate yard- 
room; and that the School Committee have requested the 
City Council of Boston to build a new school-house for the 
use of this school. That a considerable part of the pupils 
in said school are not residents of Boston, but reside in other 
cities and towns of this Commonwealth; and that since the 
establishment of this school, the Commonwealth has regu- 
larly contributed toward the expenses of its maintenance. 
That your petitioners have been instructed by the said 
School Committee to pray in their behalf that a lot of land 
suitable for a new building for this school may be granted by 
the Commonwealth to the City of Boston, for the use of the 
said Horace Mann School for the Deaf, and they pray that 
a suitable lot for this purpose may be granted to said city 
from the public lands of the Commonwealth upon the econ- 
dition that the cost of erecting a suitable school building 
thereon for this school shall be borne by the City of Boston.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Lighty-five. 


AN ACT TO LIMIT DEBT AND TAXATION IN THE CITY OF 
BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 

Section 1. The tax levy made on property in the city 
of Boston, exclusive of the state tax and of the sums re- 
quired by law to be raised on account of the city debt, shall 
not exceed in any year nine dollars on every one thou- 
sand dollars of the average of the assessors’ valuations 
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of the taxable property therein for the preceding five years, 
the valuation for each year being first reduced by the amount 
of all abatements allowed thereon previous to the thirty- 
first day of December in the year preceding said tax levy. 
Any order or appropriation requiring a larger tax levy than 
herein first above limited shall be void. 

Srecr. 2. The limit of indebtedness of the city of Boston 
shall hereafter be two and one-half per cent., up to and 
until the first day of January, in the year eighteen hundred 
and eighty-seven, and thereafter shall be two per cent. on 
the average valuation prescribed in section one of this act, 
instead of three per cent. on the last preceding valuation, as 
provided in section four of chapter twenty-nine of the Public 
Statutes. 

Secr. 38. Any court of justice having equity jurisdiction, 
sitting in the county of Suffolk, shall, upon the application of 
the mayor, or of ten taxable inhabitants of the city, at all 
times, whether in term time or vacation, have power to issue 
injunctions, mandatory or otherwise, decrees or other process, 
against the city council or otherwise, which such court or 
justice may think needful to enforce the provisions of this 
act, or to prevent the violation thereof. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Kighty-five. 
AN ACT TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 
Be it enacted etc. :— 


Section 1. The mayor of the city of Boston shall appoint, 
subject to confirmation by the board of aldermen, all officers 
now elected by the city council or board of aldermen, or 
appointed by him subject to confirmation, and all whose 
offices may hereafter be established by the city council or 
board of aldermen, for such terms of service, respectively, as 
are or may be fixed by law or ordinance, but the foregoing 
provision shall not affect the tenure of office of any-person 
now holding any such office ; and he may remove any of said 
officers for such cause as he shall deem sufficient and shall 
assign in his order for removal. 

Secr. 2. The foregoing section shall not apply to the 
city messenger, clerk of committees of the city council, or 
such other clerks and attendants as may be employed by 
the city council or either branch thereof, or any subordinate 
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officers in the several departments. The assistant assessors 
of taxes shall be appointed by the assessors of taxes, subject 
to confirmation by the mayor, and may be removed by the 
assessors for such cause as they shall deem sufficient and 
shall assign in their order for removal, and the city clerk shall 
be chosen by the city council by concurrent vote. 

Sreot. 3. No member of the city council of said city shall, 
during the term for which he is elected, be appointed to or 
hold any office included under the provisions of either of the 
preceding sections. 

Sect. 4. Every officer included under the provisions of 
either section one or two shall, unless sooner removed, con- 
tinue after the expiration of his term of service to hold his 
office until his successor is appointed or elected and duly 
qualified. 

Secr. 5. Ali officers and boards included under the pro- 
visions of section one shall appoint their respective subordi- 
nates for such terms of service respectively as are or may be 
fixed by law or ordinance, but the foregoing provision shall 
not affect the tenure of office of any person now holding any 
such subordinate office; and they may remove such subor- 
dinates for such cause as they may deem sufficient, and shall 
assign in their order for removal. 

Sect. 6. The executive powers of the corporation gen- 
erally, and all the executive powers now vested in the board 
of aldermen, as such, as surveyors of highways, county 
commissioners or otherwise, shall be and hereby are vested 
in the mayor, to be exercised through the several officers and 
boards of the city in their respective departments, under his 
general supervision and control. ‘They shall, in their re- 
spective departments, make all necessary contracts for the 
employment of labor, the supply of materials, and the 
construction, alteration and repair of all public works and 
buildings, and have the entire care, custody and man- 
agement of all public works, institutions, buildings and 
other property, and the direction and control of all the 
executive and administrative business of said city. They 
shall be at all times accountable for the proper discharge of 
their duties to the mayor, as the chief executive officer, 
whose duty it shall be to secure the honest, efficient and — 
economical conduct of the entire executive and administrative 
business of the city, and the harmonious and concerted action 
of the different departments. Every contract made as afore- 
said, in which the amount involved exceeds two thousand 
dollars, shall require the approval of the mayor before going 
into effect; and no expenditure shall be made nor liability 
incurred for any purpose beyond the appropriation duly 
made therefor. 
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Sect. 7. The mayor shall, once a month or oftener, call 
together the heads of departments for consultation and 
advice upon the affairs of the city ; and at such meetings and 
at all times they shall furnish such information as to matters 
under their control as the mayor may request. 

Secr. 8. The heads of departments, and all other officers 
having authority to expend money, shall annually furnish an 
estimate to the mayor of the money required for their 
respective departments and offices during the next financial 
year. The mayor shall examine the same, and submit his 
recommendations thereon to the city council. 

Sreot. 9. The veto power of the mayor shall apply to all 
orders, resolutions or votes of the board of aldermen of said 
city which involve the exercise of any of the powers conferred 
by law upon the mayor and aldermen, or the board of 
aldermen as a separate board; but nothing in this section 
contained shall affect the powers or duties of said board in 
relation to votes cast at elections. The mayor shall not pre- 
side at meetings of said board, nor be a member thereof, nor 
appoint any of its committees. 

Secor. 10. The annual salary of the mayor of said city 
shall be fixed by the city council by concurrent vote at a sum 
not less than seventy-five hundred dollars, and he shall 
receive for his services no other compensation or emolument 
whatever. | 

Sect. 11. The legislative powers of the city of Boston, 
and the legislative powers now vested in the board of 
aldermen thereof as surveyors of highways, shall be vested 
in the city council. 

Sect. 12. Neither the city council nor either branch 
thereof, nor any member or committee thereof or of either 
branch thereof, nor the board of aldermen acting in any 
capacity in which said board may act separately under 
special powers conferred upon it, nor any member or com- 
mittee of said board acting in any such capacity, shall 
directly or indirectly take part in the employment of labor, 
the making of contracts, the purchase of materials or supplies, 
the construction, alteration or repair of any public works, 
buildings or other property, or the care, custody and man- 
agement of the same, or in the conduct of any of the ex- 
ecutive or administrative business of the city, or in the 
expenditure of public money, except such as may be nec- 
essary for the contingent and incidental expenses of the city 
council or of either branch thereof, nor, except as is other- 
Wise provided in sections one and two, in the appointment or 
removal of any officers or subordinates for whose appointment 
and removal provision is hereinbefore made. 
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Srot. 13. The city council may, by ordinance, reduce 
the boards of water commissioners, park commissioners and 
police commissioners to one person each; and it may reduce 
the number of directors of public institutions and of overseers 
of the poor, or may consolidate them into one body, or may 
abolish them, and institute in lieu thereof such officers or 
boards, and devolve upon the same such an apportionment 
of the powers and duties of said directors of public institu- 
tions and overseers of the poor as said city council may from 
time to time prescribe. 

Sect. 14. All ordinances, rules, orders, resolutions and 
votes of the city council of said city and of either branch 
thereof, and of the board of aldermen acting in a special ca- 
pacity as a separate board, are annulled so far as they are 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act; and nothing 
herein shall affect the enforcement of the provisions of 
chapter three hundred and twenty of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-four, being an act to improve 
the civil service of the Commonwealth and the cities thereof, 
or of the rules made by the commissioners appointed there- 
under. .

northeriy track on Columbus avenue between Boylston and 
Providence streets, the track extending from the northerly 
track on Columbus avenue through Providence street to 


Church street, through Church street to Boylston street, and 


across Boylston street to the southerly track upon said

and thence return through said Charles street and Cambridge 
street and over West Boston bridge to said dividing line be- 
tween Cambridge and Boston.

FOR THE REMOVAL OF 


LUTHER DAVIS, CONSTABLE OF THE CITY, 


FROM OFFICE. 


To His Honor the Mayor and the Board of Aldermen of the 

City of Boston: — 

Respectfully represents the “Gazette” Publishing Com- 
pany, a corporation duly organized under the laws of the 
Commonwealth of Breen ohncertns and engaged in said Boston 
in the publication of the weekly newspaper called the * Satur- 
day Evening Gazette.” 

That one of the constables of the city of Boston,. whose 
name is Luther Davis, and whose office is at No. 235 Wash- 
ington street, in said Boston, has been guilty of gross mis- 
conduct in office ; that, at almost twelve o’clock on Saturday 
evening last past, just as the said newspaper was going to 
press, the said Davis attached the forms, that is to say, the 
matter of said paper set up in type, and in readiness for the 
printer, on a writ in favor of one Francis Peabody, Jr., in 
which said forms were attached in the sum of three hundred 
dollars ; that, previous to the writ being given to said Davis, 
the deputy sheriffs had refused to attach said property, and 
that, after said property had been attached (the intrinsic 
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value of which to any person but the owners of the news- 
paper was less than fifty dollars), the proprietors of the said 
paper, to wit, the “ Gazette ” Publishing Company, offered to 
said constable the full amount, in money, of said attachment, 
to wit, the sum of three hundred dollars, in order that the 
said paper night be printed, but that said constable maliciously 
refused to accept any satisfactory equivalent, but insisted 
upon retaining his attachment of the said forms for the only 
purpose of injuring the business of said newspaper, and to 
delay the said newspaper for money and malice, and that, re- 
sisting and refusing all offers of money more than sufficient 
to cover the said attachment, he wilfully kept under his con- 
trol and wilfully prevented the said newspaper company from 
using said forms in their business, as that their weekly news- 
paper was delayed, and has been wilfully delayed from pub- 
lication to the enormous and useless loss of said company. 
That, as said constable well knew, the said property was not, 
when he so attached the same, the property of the parties 
named in his writ, and that, as the constable well knew, the said 
writ was brought for malicious and unlawful purposes, and 
that he was so informed at the time the property was so 
attached. That, by reason of such unlawful and improper 
conduct, the said Luther Davis has proved himself unworthy 
to retain the position of constable, and your petitioners pray 
that he may, by order of the Mayor, with the consent of the 
Board of Aldermen, be removed at once.

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen: — 


Upon the complaint and petition of the “ Gazette ” Publish- 
ing Company for the removal from office of Luther Davis, a 
constable of the city, I have heard, after notice to the parties, 
all the testimony that the petitioner and the officer chose to 
offer, and I find that Mr. Davis made the attachment of the. 
forms of the “ Gazette ” as alleged in the complaint, just before 
midnight, and when the paper was about going to press; 
that he knew at the time that the money value of the forms 
was too small to give any substantial security for even the 
small sum of three hundred dollars claimed in the writ; that 
the attachment was: not made and was not intended to be 
made to secure property, but was planned as early as six

o’clock in the afternoon, and purposely delayed until a few 
minutes before niidnight, so as to prevent the printing and 
issue of the regular edition of the paper, and that Mr. Davis 
knowingly used his office to carry out this purpose. 

I also find that the proprietors of the paper, through their 
attorney, offered to deposit with the officer, as security, twice 
the amount of the damages claimed, which he refused to 
accept, and declined to make any arrangement which would 
permit the printing of the paper, on the ground that it was 
past midnight when the offer was made, and so he could not 
release the attachment. 

Mr. Davis sought to justify his acts on the ground that he 
was obliged to follow the instructions of his employer. This 
attempt was entirely unsatisfactory. The purpose of an at- 
tachment is to secure property to satisfy the judgment which 
a party may recover after a fair trial in court, and I do not 
think that an officer is under any obligation, or has a right, 
to use the process of the court as an instrument of oppression. 
When an officer consents to postpone the service of a writ 
which might just as well be served before dark, and makes 
the service just before midnight by attaching property of no 
real value as security, for the mere purpose of interfering 
with the business of another, he is, in my opinion, guilty of 
gross misconduct in office. This Mr. Davis has done, and, 
by virtue of the authority given to me by the laws of the 
Commonwealth, I hereby remove the said Luther Davis from 
the office of constable for gross misconduct in the discharge 
of his official duties, said removal being subject to your ap- 
proval. |

Dear Stir, —I understand from your communication that 
the material facts on which my opinion is asked as to the 
conduct of the constable, are as follows : — 

The plaintiff in a suit, who was also an attorney at law, 
placed in the hands of the constable, at 11.15 P.M. on Satur- 
day, a writ in legal form, and which was issued out of a 
court of competent jurisdiction, and directed him to serve 
the same forthwith, by attaching certain type in a newspaper 
office, which the plaintiff stated to the constable was the 
property of the defendants named in the writ. Atthe request 
of the constable the plaintiff gave him a bond to indemnify 
him against claims to the type by any other person than the 
defendants. The constable thereupon attached the type 
before 12 o’clock. On Sunday morning the defendants re- 
quested the constable to dissolve the attachment ; with which 
request the constable declined to comply. All of his acts 
were known to the plaintiff, and were in pursuance of the 
the plaintiff’s instructions. 

The inquiry is, whether the constable, in any respect, 
either in what he did or in what he declined to do, was guilty 
of “ gross misconduct” within the meaning of the statutes. 

The provision applicable to the case is in Chapter 28, 
Section 8, of the Public Statutes : — 

“The Mayor of the city may, with the consent of the Board 
of Aldermen, remove from office a constable for gross mis- 
conduct.” 

By “gross misconduct ” I understand is intended an abuse 
of the power confided to the officer, with the knowledge on 
his part that he is abusing his power, or with reckless. dis- 
regard of whether or not he is authorized to perform the acts 
complained of. 

On the other hand I do not think that an officer who acts 
in accordance with an honest belief, based upon reasonable 
inquiry on his part, that his action is lawful, is guilty of 
“gross misconduct ;” though his action may have been in 
fact unlawful. 

Still less do I think that he is guilty of “ gross misconduct ” 
if his acts are imposed upon him by law, and if his failure to 
perform them would render him liable to the person who 
employed him. 

The important questions, therefore, in the present case 
are whether the constable had the right to decline to serve 
the writ and make the attachment as directed by the plaintiff ; 
and whether, after having made the attachment, he had the 
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right on Sunday, without the plaintiff’s consent, to dissolve 
the attachment and accept the security offered. If it is found 
that the officer did, in all respects, as required by law, and 
could not lawfully have done otherwise, there is no occasion 
to inquire further. It hardly need be said that this inquiry 
does not concern in the least the question as to the propriety 
or necessity of bringing the suit or of ordering the attach- 
ment to be made. The point now under consideration ‘is, 
could the officer lawfully have refused either to serve the 
writ altogether, or to serve it, as he did, by attaching the 
type? 

Public Statutes, Chapter 160, Section 5, provide that, 
“ Sheriffs, deputy sheriffs, constables, and other officers 
shall serve all lawful processes issued by a court, judge, 
judicial officer, or county commissioners, and legally directed 
to them.” 

Public Statutes, Chapter 161, Section 26, provide that, 
“ When the writ requires the officer to attach the goods or 
estate of the defendant, and for want thereof to take his body, 
the plaintiff or his attorney may, by written or verbal direction, 
require the officer to serve the writ by an attachment of goods 
or estate, or by arresting the defendant, where such arrest is 
authorized ; and the officer shall serve the wr tt according to 
such directions, if it is in his power to do so.’ 

In Marshall v. Hosmer, 4 Mass., 80, it was held that if the 
creditor, on delivering the writ to the officer, gives him direc- 
tions to attach certain specific property, the officer is bound 
to conform to such orders, and Chief-Justice Parsons, in 
giving the opinion of the court, said: “I am satisfied that he 
[the officer] was bound to obey this verbal direction, if he 
lawfully could.” 

The authorities are very numerous to the point that the 
officer has no discretion in the matter. He has nothing to do 
with the question whether a cause of action does or does not 
exist, or what are the motives of the plaintiff in bringing the 
suit, or in ordering the attachment. The writ and the plain- 
tiffs instructions are his justification. (See Drake on Attach- 
ments, Section 185; Ela v. Shepard, 32 N.H., 277; Booth 
v. Rees, 26 Ill., 45; State v. Foster, 10 Iowa, 435; Walker 
v. Woods, 15 Cal. 66.) A constable to whom is issued an 
execution, valid upon its face, and emanating from a competent 
authority, is bound to execute the process, although he may 
know facts that would render the proceeding void. (Murfree 
on sheriffs, Section 1, 128.) 

Undoubtedly, an Ne SRS if in doubt, as to the defendant’s 
ownership of the property to be attached, may require a bond 
of indemnity for his protection ; and this the constable asked 
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for and obtained in the present case; but that bond having 
been furnished, he must then make the attachment. (See 
Bond v. Ward, 7 Mass., 123; Sibley v. Brown, 15 Maine, 
185: Ranlett v. Blodgett, 17 N.H., 298; Smith v. Cicotte, 
1i Mich., 883; Chamberlain v. Beller, 18 N.Y., 115; 
Shriver v. Harbaugh, 37 Pa. State, 399.) 

I find no authority, either of text-writer or of decided case, 
to support the proposition that the officer may lawfully deter- 
mine as to the propriety or necessity of the service which he 
is ordered to make. The responsibility for that decision rests 
with the plaintiff and his attorney, and not with the officer. 
The latter is bound to obey the directions of the plaintiff or 
his attorney, and is liable to the plaintiff for his failure so 
to do. 

Iam of opinion, therefore, that the constable was legally 
required to attach the type, and would have been liable for 
negligence if he had refused to do it. The type was as much 
subject to attachment as any other property, and if the plain- 
tiff took the responsibility of ordering it to be attached, the 
constable was bound to attach it. 

Iam also of opinion that the: constable had no authority 
to dissolve the attachment on Sunday without the plaintiff's 
consent. It follows, therefore, that, in my judgment, the 
constable, in making this attachment and in refusing to dissolve 
it, was not guilty of “ gross misconduct.” In coming to this 
conclusion .I have not found it necessary to consider the 
further point that the constable appears to have relied on 
your assurance that the action required of him was lawful and 
to have believed that it was lawful.

DEAR Sir, 
service of the writ, in which you were the plaintiff and Parker 
et al. defendants, upon which the forms of the “ Gazette” 
were attached, it appears to me that the officer, Mr. Davis, 
acted wholly upon the instructions which were given him, 
and not in pursuance of any plan or arrangement to which 
he was a party. 

It seems to me he was bound by law to follow such instruc- 
tions as were given him by the plaintiff or his attorney. 
Chapter 160 of the Public Statutes, Section 5, provides “ that 
a constable shall serve all lawful processes issued by a court 
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and legally directed to him.” And Section 26 of Chapter 
161 provides that “when the writ requires the officer to 
attach the goods or estate of the defendant, the plaintiff or 
his attorney may, by written or verbal directions, require the 
officer to serve the writ by an attachment of goods or estate, 
and the officer shall serve the writ according to such direc- 
tion, if it is in his power to do so.” 

This statute simply gives the effect of statutory enactment 
to what has always been the recognized law in Massachusetts, 
as declared in Marshall v. Hosmer, 4 Mass., 60. In that 
case Chief-Justice Parsons declared that, when a verbal order 
was given to an officer to attach certain specified property, 
he was bound to conform to that order, if he lawfully could 
do so, and that the creditor ought, if required, to designate 
the chattels to be attached, and also, if they are not in the 
possession of the debtor, or if there be a dispute concerning 
the property, to give the officer an indemnity for making 
the attachment. | 

By these authorities it seems to be settled that an officer 
who is ordered by the writ intrusted to him to attach the 
property of the defendant is bound to follow the verbal 
instructions of the plaintiff, or his attorney, as to what 
property he shall attach; and, if he is in doubt whether the 
property designated is the property of the defendant named 
in the writ, he may demand a bond of indemnity. As I 
understand, such a bond was demanded, and furnished by 
you to the officer. It has long been the law of Massachu- 
setts that any property of a defendant, and all kinds of 
property not exempt by law, which may be taken in satisfac- 
tion of a judgment, may be attached on mesne process, and 
it is immaterial how small the value of the property may be. 
Therefore, if the forms of the “ Gazette,” which were attached 
in your case, had any value whatever which might have been 
applied in satisfaction of the judgment, the officer was bound 
to attach them upon his writ. Because the property was of 
small instead of great value the attachment thereof does not — 
constitute gross misconduct on the part of the officer. 

Again, if the plaintiff had a legal right to make an attach- 
ment upon property upon mesne process, it seems to me that 
he may exercise that right, although the time at which he 
exercises it is selected from other motives. (Chattield v. 
Wilson, 28 Vt., 49, 31 Vt., 358.) At any rate, it is not the 
duty or right of a constable to whom is intrusted the service 
of a writ, which is an order from the court, to inquire into 
the motives of the plaintiff’s action in exercising a legal 
right. It would be extremely dangerous to intrust to an 
humble officer of the law the discretion to inquire into the 
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validity of the plaintiff’s action. He might insist that the 
plaintiff had no cause of action; that the ad damnum named 
in the writ was excessive ; or into other matters affecting the 
validity of the plaintiff’s cause of action. ‘This, of course, 
the law does not contemplate. If the officer attaches prop- 
erty of a person other than the defendant he is supposed to 
be protected by the bond of indemnity which he may require 
of the plaintiff. 

I do not know of any provision of statute or principle of 
law which forbids a plaintiff to levy an attachment upon prop- 
erty belonging to the defendant of the nature which was 
attached in this case. From public policy the statutes of 
the Commonwealth have provided that “railroad cars and 
engines in use, and making regular passages, and steam-boats 
so in use upon water routes, shall, under certain cireum- 
stances, not be taken on attachment.” The fact that these 
statutes have been passed, like the act proposed this year, 
since the matter arose, exempting forms of type used by 
newspapers, seems to show that the plaintiff having a right 
to attach such articles may exercise that right, and in the 
exercise of that right the officer entrusted with the writ 
must be subject to the direction of the plaintiff who des- 
ignates the particular article to be seized, If the officer 
refuses to do his duty, when so directed, he is liable to an 
action by the plaintiff, and it was so held in the case above 
cited by Chief-Justice Parsons. 

By the Public Statutes, Chap. 28, Sect. 8, the Mayor is 
empowered to remove from office a constable for gross mis- 
conduct, with the consent of the Board of Aldermen. I do 
not consider, under the circumstances disclosed in your case, 
that the officer has been guilty of gross misconduct.

To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council : — 


Since the suits were begun upon the bonds of Charles H. 
Dennie, late City Treasurer, to recover the amount of the 
Woodward defalcation, the question of a settlement by com- 
_ promise has frequently been presented: but the propositions 
heretofore made have not been satisfactory to me, and I 
have declined to indorse them. ‘There are four suits upon 
four several bonds, one in the Supreme Court and three in 
the Superior Court. The first and two of the last were 
sent to Hon. H. W. Fuller, as auditor, to determine the 
amount of the deficiency during the periods covered by the 
several bonds, and to report ‘such facts as would enable the 
court to pass upon the questions of law. A long and careful 
examination of the accounts before Judge Fuller was about 
completed when he died, after a brief illness. It follows that 
another auditor must be appointed, and the examinations 
remade. In this state of the cases the effort to effect a settle- 
ment without further litigation has been revived. 

The amount of the deficiency in the accounts of Mr. 
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Dennie is $89,234.28, and the result of considerable discus- 
sion between the counsel and sureties of Mr. Dennie and my- 
self is an assurance from them that a settlement can be made 
if the city will accept the sum of $50,000 in full satisfaction 
of the bonds. This is a fair proposition, and I earnestly 
recommend its acceptance. ‘The history of the deficiency is 
given with substantial accuracy in City Document No. 126 of 
1880, and is so well known to the City Council that it is 
unnecessary for me to repeat it. 

If the cases be not settled by this just compromise, pro- 
tracted litigation seems to me inevitable. There are im- 
portant questions of law involved, and there are questions of 
fact to be passed upon by a jury in each suit, if the 
defendants claim their right to a trial by jury after an auditor 
shall have made his report; and, though a lawyer may be 
able to foresee with some degree of accuracy what the 
decisions of the Supreme Court will be upon questions of 
law, it is not in the power of the human mind to foretell the 
verdict of a jury. It does not seem advisable to enter in 
detail into the reasons for favoring the proposed settlement. 
I have given the matter long and careful consideration, and 
am satisfied that the compromise is a reasonable one for the 
city, as well as for the sureties, who will be obliged to pay 
most of the money.

MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned members, being a minority of the Com- 
mittee to consider the Annual Appropriations, for 1885-86, 
and report what reductions are necessary to conform to the 
act recently passed by the Legislature of this Commonwealth, 
limiting taxation in “the City of Boston, having considered 
the subject, beg leave to dissent from the majority in recom- 
mendIng the passage of the order authorizing a loan for the 
improvement of certain streets of the city, and submit here- 
with their reasons for so doing. 

In their opinion, it is inexpedient and unwise at this time 
to increase the debt of the city by issuing a loan for any in- 
provements that are not absolutely essential. The demand of 


the times is for economy and retrenchment in the expendi- . 


ture of money, and the act already cited shows its purpose 
to be a reduction in the city’s expenditure not for this year 
alone, but for future years. The provision that the limit of 
indebtedness should be reduced from 3 to 2} per cent. of the 
average valuation for the preceding five years, and not the 

valuation for any one year, as formerly, and the further re- 
duction to 2 per cent. after Jan. 1, 1887, are strong proofs 
that rigid economy was intended in the issuing of loans, as 
well as in the laying of taxes for current expenses. 

At the present average valuation the reduction of one-half 
of one per cent. in the amount of net debt allowed by law, re- 
duces the limit to which that debt can run, between three iid 
three and a half millions of dollars. This reduction has already 
taken place, and less than two years hence will occur again, at 
which time the borrowing capacity of the city may be ex- 
hausted unless rigid economy is obsered, or the valuation of 
the city increased beyond the point that we are warranted in 
anticipating. The borrowing capacity of the city to-day is, 
in round numbers, one and one-half millions of dollars. The 
amount of debt falling due prior to Jan. 1, 1887, is about 
a million and a quarter, and on that day about one hundred 
and twenty-five thousand dollars additional will be paid. 
These several amounts will not more than offset the one-half of 
one per cent. then to be deducted from our borrowing capa- 
city, leaving only the increased valuation and the accumula- 
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tion of the Sinking Fund to provide a margin for future loans. 
A loan, while not. necessitating an immediate tax, will in each 
succeeding year until the debtis paid, require a certain amount 
of revenue to pay the interest and the requirements of the 
Sinking-Fund. This must necessarily be raised by direct 
taxation, and will increase the amount of the tax pr oportion- 
ately each year. The old adage, “ Pay as you go” could be 
very well applied here, especially at this time. With the 
depressed condition of business generally, and the high 
valuation placed upon property in this city, no measure 
should be adopted that will increase the burden of taxation 
now or in the immediate future, unless demanded. as a 
public necessity. Some of the items in the loan could, 
perhaps, be classed in that category, but these items are 
so few that the undersigned feel that by a judicious economy 
they could be placed in the tax levy for this year without 
exceeding the rate that the act allows. 

For these reasons they would respectfully dissent from the 
recommendation for a loan made by the majority, and pro- 
test against the passage of the order authorizing such loan.

GENTLEMEN, — The Board of Directors for Public Insti- 
tutions respectfully inform the City Council, that in July last, 
in consequence of changes at Eastern-avenue wharf for the 
uses of the East Boston Ferries, the Board were obliged to 
secure another berth for the steamboat “ J. Putnam Bradlee,” 
and accommodations were engaged at Union wharf. . We 
have been notified that this berth will soon be needed for 
other purposes, and we are again under the necessity of 
changing. At present the only available berth is at Litch- 
field’s wharf, at a rental of $3,500, which does not include 
the services of a wharfinger, estimated to be $500 addi- 
tional. 

It is understood, however, that the Directors of the East 
Boston Ferries are willing to relinquish the slip at Sargent’s 
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wharf, located just north of the East Boston Ferries, to the 
Board of Directors, at a rental of $2,000 per annum. ‘This 
will prove to be a good berth, provided it can be altered to 
suit the needs of the steamer. The City Engineer estimates 
the cost of the necessary alterations to be $5,000. This ex- 
penditure will secure adequate accommodations, and, as the 
rental will be repaid to the city as income from the East 
Boston Ferries, it will, in our opinion, be for the best in- 
terests of the city to adopt this course; and the directors 
respectfully request of the City Council a special appropria- 
tion of $5,000, to prepare this berth for the uses of the 
steamboat.

To the Honorable City Council : — 


In compliance with the sixth section of the ordinance re- 
lating to the Engineer’s Department the following report of 
the expenses and operations of the department for the year 
1884 is respectfully submitted. 


The duties of the City Engineer may be classified under 
the following heads : — 


A.— Those pertaining to the City Engineer’s Department 
proper, which consist in the superintendence of the filling of 
new streets and of districts, in the care and maintenance of 
bridges, in designing and superintending the construction of 
new bridges, retaining-walls, city wharves, etc., and in mis- 
cellaneous work called for by committees of the City Coun- 
ceil. (City Engineer’s Department. ) 

B. — Superintendence of the Sudbury River, Cochituate, 
and Mystic Water Works, including charge of new construc- 

tions for these works. (Water W orks. ) 
~ C.— Charge of the construction of a system of intercept- 
ing and outlet sewers. (Improved Sewerage, or Main 
Drainage. ) 
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D. — Charge of the engineering work in connection with 
the Back Bay and other proposed parks. (Parks. ) 

The expenses incurred under the head C, are paid wholly 
from a special appropriation, under the charge of the Joint 


Special Committee on Improved Sewerage.

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The number of persons employed and paid from the de- 
partment appropriation was, on the first of January, 1884 
(including the City Engineer), 19.. The present number is 
20. The operations of the department for the year, together 
with such general information relating to the various works 
and structures, finished and in progress, as is thought to be 
of interest, are given in the following statements :— 


BRIDGES. 


During the past year four of the tide-water bridges have 
been cither wholly or partially rebuilt; these were the War- 
ren, Meridian street, North Beacon street and Cambridge 
street. 

One new inland bridge, the Franklin street foot-bridge over 
the Boston and Albany R.R. at Allston, has been built, and 
the Boylston street arch-bridge over the Back Bay Park 
water way in process of construction at the date of the last 
report, has been completed. By an arrangement made be- 
tween the Boston & Albany R.R. Co. and the City, iron 
bridges, with granite masonry abutments and wing-walls, 
have been constructed at the railroad crossings on Brook- 
line avenue and Beacon street. These structures are built 
by the railroad corporation, and it also assumes the cost of 
them. The plans for the structures and the workmanship 
on them are subject to the approval of this department. 

The repairing of the tide-water bridges has been done by 
day’s labor under the supervision of this department. Mr, 
S. S. Lewis was retained as superintendent of repairs by the 
Committee on Bridges, a position he has now held for five 
years. His compensation was the same as last year ; the car- 
penters were paid $2.50 per day, and the laborers $2.00 per 
day. 

The spruce lumber required for repairs was furnished by 
Mr. John W. Leatherbee, who was again the lowest bidder, 
making eight consecutive years that he has obtained the 
contract. 

His contract price for 1883 was $15.75 per M. and for 
1884 $15. per M. Under his 1883 contract he has furnished 
9,614 feet B.M., and under his 1884 contract he has fur- 
nished 254,189 feet B.M. A supplementary contract was 
made with him for 116,621, feet B.M., of kyanized spruce ; 
the price paid was $24.10 per M. delivered on cars 

The painting of the tide-water bridges has been done by 
day’s labor, Mr. E. B. Perry being employed as foreman, as 
for the two previous years. The rates of pay of the foreman, 
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painters and laborers, were the same as last year. Work 
was commenced June 18th, and continued until Oct. 6th, 
during which time seven bridges were painted and several 
others had considerable work done upon them. Paint stock 
was furnished by Dexter Brothers, the lowest bidders. Total 
cost of labor was $2,252.50; of materials, tools, etc., $678.16. 

The total cost of ordinary repairs on the tide-water bridges 
as made under the direction of this department, was 
$30,340.34. 

During the several years past the repairs of the inland 
bridges (in charge of the Superintendent of Streets) have 
been done by day’s labor, under the supervision of this de- 
partment. On Sept. 22, last, the Superintendent notified me 
that he would attend to these repairs, and since that date he 
has done so. 

The total cost of the repairs made under the direction of 
this department upon the inland bridges, to Sept. 22, was 
$3,467.09. 

The records of the number of vessels passing through the 
draw-ways, time of passage, kind of vessels, etc., as kept by 
the superintendents of the several tide-water bridges, have . 
been tabulated, and the totals are given in the summary, 
which will be found in Appendix A. 

The usual annual examination (required by Section 5 of 
the ordinance relating to the City Engineer’s department) of 
all bridges within the city limits, open to team and foot 
travel, has been made, and the results of this examination 
respecting the condition of the bridges as to safety and need 
of renewal or repairs, are given in the succeeding pages. 

The following is a list of the bridges inspected. The 
total number is two more than last year: three additions 
have been made, viz. : —the Franklin street foot-bridge, over 
the Boston & Albany Railroad at Allston station, the bridge 
on Beacon street, and the bridge on Brookline avenue, over 
the same railroad; one has beon taken from the list, the 
Muddy River bridge on Brookline avenue, which has Deen 
removed and the opening spanned by it filled with earth.

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I. —BRIDGES WHOLLY SUPPORTED BY BOSTON. 


ASHLAND-STREET Bripce (oOvER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD, WarRD 23). 


The abutments of this bridge have needed repointing for 
several years. The bridge should be sheathed and new 
wheel guards provided the coming season ; otherwise it is in 
good condition and has not required any repairs during the 
year. 


ATHENS-STREET BripGe (OVER New York & New Ene- 
LAND RAILROAD). 


This bridge has been stripped of its wood-work and the 
iron girders have been cleaned and painted. Those portions 
of the wood-work which were sufficiently sound -were re- 
placed and new stock was used for the remainder. 

The fences were also painted and the entire bridge is now 
in good order. 

Total cost of repairs, $269.83. 


BEACON-ENTRANCE BripGe (OvER Boston & ALBANY RatL- 
ROAD). 


This bridge is in charge of the Park Commissioners and is 
not yet opened for public travel. It is in good condition. 


BEACON-STREET BRIDGE (OVER OUTLET OF Back—Bay 
Ponp). 


The iron-work needs painting, and new sheathing will be 
required the coming season. No repairs have been made 
upon the structure by this department during the year, and 
with the exception noted is in good order. 


BEACON-STREET BripGEe (OVER Boston anp ALBANY RaIz- 
ROAD ) 


Is being built by the Boston & Albany Railroad Company 
under the supervision of this department. 

The abutments, wing-walls and iron-work portion of the 
bridge are completed and the wood-work will be finished in 

a short time. 
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BERKELEY-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY RAIL- 
ROAD). 


Attention has been called in former reports to the insuffi- 
cient strength of this bridge for the travel of the thorough- 
fare upon which it is located. It requires careful supervi- 
sion in order that any signs of dangerous weakness may be 
detected and provision made at once for the removal of 
defective portions. 

The tloor timbers have been in use for many years, and 
although they were put in good condition in 1878, when the 
bridge was extensively repaired, the flooring should be re- 
moved and the timbers and hangers carefully examined the 
coming season. 

Total cost of repairs, $120.47. 


BERKELEY-STREET BripGe (over Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD ) 


Is in fair condition. The iron-work, particularly over the 
main tracks of the railroad, should be cleaned and painted. 
Total cost of repairs by the department, $478.79. 


BLAKEMORE-STREET BriIDGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RaILROAD, WARD 23). 


The masonry of the abutments should be repointed, other- 
wise the bridge is in good condition. No repairs have been 
made upon it the past season. 


BoyYLstTon-sTREET BripGe (Over Back Bay WaTER-way). 


The spandrel and wing-walls of this bridge have been com- 
pleted since the last report. 

The entire structure has been cleaned and pointed and is 
in excellent condition. 

The Park Commissioners have charge of this structure, 
which is used at present only for railroad and teaming pur- 
poses in connection with the park work. 


*Broapway Bripce (Over Fort Pornt CHANNEL). 


The draw-pier has been repaired by renewing its plank 
surface, and the floor stringers where necessary. The face 
of the pier on the channel side has also been partially re- 
planked. The roadway has been newly sheathed where re- 
quired, and slight repairs have been made on the sidewalks. 
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The wood pavement on the column section on the South 
Boston side of the channel has been a source of considerable 
trouble on account of its expansion by freezing when saturated 
with water. Twice the pavement has been so much dis- 
turbed as to necessitate closing the bridge to travel, and once_ 
it was in such bad condition that the travel was maintained 
at considerable risk. The preventive measures adopted and 
described in the report for 1882 have proved inadequate to 
remedy the difficulty, and as the pavement is badly broken 
up and the timber gutters are in bad condition, it is recom- 
mended that the iron floor and wood pavement be removed 
and replaced by a timber floor with plank wearing surface 
similar to that on the column section of the Boston end of 
the bridge. 

The sidewalks on the draw, and also on the spans ad- 
joining the draw, are in poor condition and will require 
renewal at an early date. 

Total cost of repairs, $4,131.72. 


Broapway BripGe (over THE Boston & AxBany RaiL— 
ROAD ) 


Is in good condition with the exception that it needs 
painting. One roadway has been sheathed. 
Total cost of repairs, $134.98. 


BROOKLINE-AVENUE BripGe (over Boston & ALBANY 
RaILRoaD). 


This is a new iron bridge with granite abutments and 
wing-walls and was constructed by the Boston & Albany 
Railroad Company under the supervision of this department. 

It is practically completed but not open for travel, as the 
roadway filling and surfacing is unfinished. 


*CuarLes—River BripGe (From Boston TO CHARLES- 
TOWN). 


Quite extensive repairs have been made upon portions of this | 
bridge. The draw has been provided with a new under floor, 
the sides of the water-way have been partially replanked, 
the surface of the easterly pier has been wholly replanked, 
and a building, together with the machinery for moving the 
draw by steam-power, are now in process of erection. 

The draw foundation continues to settle, and one set of 
rail stringers rests upon wedges which have to be frequently 
adjusted. The engine and machinery formerly used on the 
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Warren Bridge have been transferred to this bridge. Some 
modification of the machinery was necessary to fit it for use 
in moving this draw, and the arrangement is considered a 
temporary one as it is supposed that radical changes will be 
required in the bridge in a short time. The necessity for 
having at times greater power to move the draw than a horse 
could furnish made the application of steam-power un- 
avoidable. 

The side bulkheads, roadway and sidewalk pavements are 


in poor condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $3,866.76. 


*CHELSEA BRIDGE (SOUTH) (OVER SouTH CHANNEL Mystic 
RIVER). 


This bridge has been painted, the draw sheathed and small 
repairs made, and is now in good condition. 


Total cost of repairs, $1,521.14. 


*CHELSEA-STREET BripGE (FRoM East Boston To 
CHELSEA ) 


Has been painted and small repairs made. 

The fixed portions of the bridge are in good condition. 
The draw is very narrow and old, and is seldom used for the 
passage of vessels; it is, however, kept in running order by 
renewing at intervals the decayed or weak portions, and by a 
continuance of this process it can probably be kept in safe 
condition for some years. 

Total cost of repairs, $258.28. 


COLUMBUS-AVENUE BripGe (over Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


The wood-work of this bridge has been entirely removed 
and the iron work thoroughly cleaned and painted, 

The portions of the wood-work which were in good condi- 
tion have been replaced, and new material has been used for 
the remainder. 

There are two guys from an adjacent telegraph pole which 
are attached to the upper chord of two of the main trusses ; 
these guys should be removed, as such attachments should 
not be permitted. 

The bridge is now in excellent condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,731.67, 
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*CoMMERCIAL Point, OR TENEAN Bripce (Warp 24), 


Is in fair condition. The roadway has been newly sheathed 
and slight repairs made to the draw. 
Total cost of repairs, $158.16. 


COMMONWEALTH-AVENUE BripGE (OVER WATER-WAyY, Back 
| Bay). 


The iron-work needs painting, otherwise the bridge is in 
good condition. It is not yet used for public travel, as the 
grading of the avenue has not been completed. No repairs 
have been made upon it the past year. 


*CONGRESS-STRERT BripGe (OVER Fort Point CHANNEL) 


Has been painted, the draw-piers have been replanked and 
newly stringered with kyanized spruce lumber, the draw 
sheathing removed twice, one boiler thoroughly repaired, and 
the usual minor repairs made. 

The fender piers are in poor condition, and a number of 
spur-shore piles need refitting. The fences were put in fair 
condition before they were painted, but they will need further 
repairs in a short time. 

Total cost of repairs, $6,635.61. 


DaRTMOUTH-STREET BripGE (OvER Boston & ALBANY AND 
Boston & PROVIDENCE RAILROADS). 


With the exception of resheathing the roadway no repairs 
have been made. 

The bridge is in good condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $317.48.

*DOVER-STREET BripGE (OVER Forr Point CHANNEL). 


The draw roadways have been resheathed and kyanized 
spruce lumber has been purchased for planking one pier. 

This work should be done in the spring and some other 
small repairs made, 

The bridge is in fair condition. 


Total cost of repairs, including new lumber for pier, 
$1,425.02. 
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*FepERAL-STREET Bripge (ovER Forr Potnt CHANNEL). 


The repairs on this bridge have consisted in sheathing the 
draw roadways twice, painting the buildings, and renewing 
und strengthening certain portions of the wood-work of one 
main truss of each draw. 

The new trucks purchased last year have been put in use, 
and the old ones are being repaired. | 

Both of the draws are in bad condition; during the sum- 
mer unusual signs of weakness were noticed, and it became 
necessary to make quite extensive repairs upon the trusses. 
Much more extensive repairs will be required to keep the 
draws in safe condition for use another year. ‘The fixed por- 
tions of this bridge are also in poor condition. It was built 
originally in 1827-8, rebuilt and widened in 1857-8, and 
again rebuilt and widened in 1872-3. Piles driven at each 
of these dates remain in use, and a large part of the floor 
laid in 1857-8 is still in place although in very poor condi- 
tion. | 

The sidewalk and roadway pavement and the fences re- 
quire frequent repairs to keep them in safe order. 

The bridge, as a whole, is in such poor condition that 
it would be better economy to replace the present wooden 
draws with new ones of iron, and renew such portions of the 
fixed portion as require attention, than it would be to keep 
them in repair for another year. 

The new draws when built should occupy the full width 
of the bridge, instead of being ten feet narrower as at present, 
and it would be desirable to apply steam-power to one of 
them if not both. It will not be necessary, in case these im- 
provements are made, to stop travel over more than one-half 
of the width of the bridge at a time. 

Lotal cost of repairs, $2,175.37. 


FERDINAND-STREET Bripck (ovER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD ). 


No repairs have been made upon this structure by this 
department. It is in fair condition. 


FRANKLIN-STREET Foot—BripGe (ovER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD AT ALLSTON STATION ) 


Is in good order. No repairs have been made. 
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HUNTINGTON-AVENUE BripGe (OvER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD ) 


Is in good condition. No repairs have been made by 
this department. 


*MaALpEN BripGe (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO EVERETT). 


The under floor of the draw roadway has been partially 
renewed and re-covered with new sheathing, the draw-pier 
repaired and the bridge painted. The concrete sidewalk is 
not in good order although it has been temporarily repaired. 
It should be renewed in the spring. 

The draw is an old structure and defective in the design 
of some portions of it, but is in fair condition. The fences 
will need repairs in a short time. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,687.92. 


*MERIDIAN-STREET Bripae (From East Boston To 
CHELSEA ). 


This bridge was in such poor condition that it was deemed 
advisable to rebuild rather than repair it. 

An appropriation of $57,000 was made by the City 
Council for the purpose of rebuilding and widening the struct- 


ure from 39 to 50 feet, and the work was advertised for. 


proposals in August. A contract was made with the lowest 
bidder, Mr. Wm. A. Kenrick, of Boston, on August 23. The 
bridge was closed to all through- travel Oct. 2, and opened 
for foot passengers Nov. 18, and for teams Dee. 8. 

In addition to widening the bridge from 39 to 50 feet, the 
old part has been nearly all rebuilt above the pile-caps. The 
draw has been raised three feet, otherwise no change has 
been made in it. The bridge adjoining the draw at each end 
has been built to a corresponding height, and slopes to the 
grade of the old bridge at the rate of one and one-half feet 
per one hundred. 

By raising the draw the difficulty in moving it, due to the 
formation of ice upon the wheels and track in winter, is 
obviated, the track being now above any ordinary tide. 

Hard-pine timber has been used in all renewals of and 
additions to the structure with the exception of the bridge 
floor, for the larger portion of which kyanized spruce planks 
were specified and used where the delay in furnishing them 
did not render necessary the substitution of hard-pine. The 
bridge floor is covered with a layer of Trinidad asphalt one- 
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fourth of an inch thick, over which is placed a layer of coal- 
tar concrete one and one-half inches thick; a layer of paving 
gravel about five inches in thickness, upon which is laid a 
granite block pavement, completes the roadway. The old 
curh-stones were reset, and the sidewalks when completed 
are to be of coal-tar concrete. The work was not sufficiently 
advanced before the commencement of extreme cold weather 
to warrant the covering of the sidewalk planking with the 
tar concrete, and this work has been postponed until warm 
weather. 

The bridge now has two sidewalks, each 7 feet in width, 
and a roadway 36 feet in width. A double track for horse- 
ears has been laid the entire length of the fixed portion of 
the bridge, but over the draw a single track has been sub- 
stituted for the former double track. By this arrangement 
it is now possible to keep snow upon the draw when there 
is sleighing, and teams can go over it without crossing a 
railroad track. 

The contract price for the work was $38,098.64, and $35 
per M. for new stringers to replace old ones. When the 
bridge was stripped the stringers were found in much worse 
condition than had been anticipated, and a larger number of 
new stringers were required than had been estimated upon. 
The cost of the work will therefore exceed the amount as 
shown by the estimate when the contract was awarded, but 
will be, at least, $6,000 less than the original estimate and 
appropriation. 

In connection with this improvement the wharf upon which 
the office and stable were located has been rebuilt and en- 
Jarged, and repairs amounting practically to a renewal of 
the track and wheels of the draw have been made. 

The amount paid on account of work done to January 
1, was $34,138.34, but, as a final settlement has not yet 
been made with the contractor, the total cost cannot be 
given. 

Total cost of ordinary repairs, $421.13. 


*Mr. WASHINGTON-AVENUE Briper (over Fort Point 
' CHANNEL). 


A new fence has been built on one side of this bridge, the 
draw has been newly sheathed and the bridge painted. The 
remainder of the fence is in poor condition and will soon 
require rebuilding ; otherwise the entire structure is in good 
order. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,445.23,

The roadway needs sheathing, and the iron-work painting. 
No repairs have been made the past year. 


Pusrtic GARDEN Foot-—Bripanr. 


A special report was made to the Committee on Common 
and Public Grounds on May 21st, stating that the wood- 
work of this bridge was in such a general state of decay as to 
require renewal. The estimated cost of doing this work, 
together with the pointing of the masonry of the abutment 
and piers, was given at $800. 

No repairs of any account have been made upon the bridge 
since the above date, and the wood-work is in very bad and 
unsafe condition. 


SHAWMUT-AVENUB Bripan (over Boston & ALBANY

The roadway has been sheathed. The bridge is in good 
condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $176.45. 


SWETT-sTREET BripGes (OVER SoutH—Bay SLUICES). 


No repairs have been made upon these bridges. 
The abutment wings are in poor condition, otherwise 
these structureg are in fair condition. 


*WarrEN Bripcrk (From Boston TO CHARLESTOWN). 


The work of rebuilding Warren Bridge, which was com- 
menced in 1883, has been completed in accordance with the 
description given in the report for last year. A convenient 
building for “the use of the Superintendent and his assistants, 
with boiler-room attached, has been built at an Se of 
$2,409.00. 

The draws are of the mitre or retractile pattern, and are 
two in number. é 

They are placed side by side, occupying, with the excep 
tion of 7 feet space between them, the entire width of the 
main bridge, which is 80 feet.

DRAWS IN WARREN BRIDGE, BOSTON. 
1885. 
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At the draws the roadway of the main bridge is divided 
into two, each 24 feet 9 in. wide in the clear, one of which 
roadways, together with a sidewalk, is carried by each draw. 

Each draw is composed of two non-continuous plate-girder 
spins, one of which bridges the channel through the bridge, 
and the other, extending | back trom the ch: innel, over the 
draw foundation, is supported on the same by trucks placed 
upon steel rails. 

When the draw is in position for travel the span over the 
channel is supported at the front end on bearings provided 
on the main bridge, the other end being att: ached to, and 
supported by, rear span by means of a pin connection, 

When the draw is in motion or run off, the front end of 
the channel-span is supported by suspension-rods passing 
over Samson-posts on rear span, to the back end of this 
span, proper counterbalances of cast-iron being provided 
where necessary. 

When the channel through the bridge is to be opened for 
the passage of vessels each draw is run back on the rails— 
provided on the draw foundation, until it occupies a position 
at one side of the channel, the line of motion being at about 
45° with the centre line of the bridge, and both draws being 
run to the same side of channel. 

The accompanying view of these draws shows one draw in 
position for travel, and the other run back to give open 
channel through the bridge. 

The motive power for the draws is steam, in addition to 
which attachments for either hand or horse power are pro- 
vided, to be used in case of accident to the steam plant. 

Steam is furnished from two boilers located in the bridge 
superintendent’s building on the bridge pier, one boiler being 
kept in reserve. Steam from the boiler is brought in a cov- 
ered pipe to the engine-house, which is located on the draw- 
foundation, between the two draws. In the basement of the 
engine-house are two double-cylinder reversing engines, one 
for each draw, the unequal travel of the draws, m: ade neces- 
sary by a slight skew of the channel through the bridge, 
requiring the running of the draws independently of each 
other. 

The engines are so arranged that, in case of accident to 
either, the other can be used for running the draws in turn. 

Each engine is connected, by means of a line of shafting, 
to a horizontal drum loe: ited under the draw, the shaft of the 
drum being placed at right angles with the line of motion of 
the draw, and the middle of the drum being on a line pass- 
ing through the centre of gravity of the draw , as referred to 
its line of motion. On either side of the drum is placed a 
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sheave, the distance between the sheaves being a little greater 
than the total movement of the draw. Wire-rope ‘is con- 
nected to the drum, and passes over each sheave to a point 
on the draw, where it is connected to it by an adjustable 
fastening. 

By turning the drum the draw is phi 

The starting, reversing, and brake levers for the engines, 
are situated in the channel end of the engine-house, and in 
its upper story, the floor of which is at about the same grade 
as the roadway of the bridge. 

From his position at these levers the engineer operates 
and controls the draws, and has full view of their movements 
and the passage of vessels through the bridge. Each draw 
is provided with a latch which can only be operated from 
inside the engine-house. 

The weight of a draw is about 90 tons, and it can be easily 
moved at the rate of 60 feet in 20 seconds, and be stopped at 
will while at this rate of speed. 

A steam capstan for assisting vessels through the bridge, 
is situated on the bridge pier, and is supplied with steam 
from the before-mentioned boilers. 

The draws, and the machinery for working them, were 
built from designs furnished by this department. 

The draws were built by the Boston Bridge Works, the 
machinery by Cook, Rymes, & Co., Charlestown, the boil- 
ers by the Atlantic Works, East Boston, and the steam cap- 
stan by the American Ship Windlass Co., Providence, R.I. 

The whole apparatus works well, and gives general 
satisfaction. 

The water-way for vessels through the bridge, and the 
piers above and below, are faced with plank placed verti- 
cally, and extending six feet below low water, thereby turn- 
ing the current in the direction in which the vessels are to 
be moved, and allowing them to be moved easily. In build- 
ing the bridge it was impossible to provide a passage-way in 
the direct course of the current. 

The work of completing the portion of the bridge near 
the puassenger-station and entrance to the freight-yards of 
the Fitchburg Railroad was delayed by the desire of that 
corporation to avoid the inconvenience of cutting off the 
entrance to the freight-yard during the rebuilding. As 
finally arranged, the work in front of their premises was 
done by the railroad, at an increased cost to the city. The 
final settlement has not yet been made with the railroad. 

The payments on account of the work, including land 
damages, and all payments to January 1, 1885, have been

The roadway has been sheathed, the under floor will soon 
require renewal, and the concrete sidewalks are in poor 
condition. 

Advantage should be taken of these necessary repairs to 
change the longitudinal crown of the bridge, and of the 
approaches to an easier and more natural curve. This can 
be done now at a small expense, as but one building has been 
erected adjoining the bridge. 

Total cost of repairs $159.01. 


West CHESTER-PARK BripGe (OvER Boston & PRrovi- 
DENCE RAILROAD). 


No repairs have been made, and the bridge is in good con- 
dition.

The portion of this bridge maintained by the City of Bos- 
ton has been rebuilt. 

The old bridge was entirely removed, and replaced with a 
new one built with oak-piles, hard-pine timber, hard-pine 
lower floor, with spruce sheathing. The width was increased

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from 24 to 314 feet, the new draw, however, being the same 
width as the old one, namely, 21 feet.

The roadway has been sheathed, and small repairs made. 
The fences are in poor condition, and should be replaced in 
the spring. The under-flooris not in the best condition, but 
will probably last a few years longer. The draw and draw- 
pier are in good condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $504.30. 


*GRANITE BripGe (FROM Warp 24 To MILTon). 


The roadway has been sheathed, and small repairs made. 
The bridge is in good condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $150.02.

No repairs have been made by this department. The 
bridge is in fair condition.

Only trifling repairs have been made, and the bridge is in 
good order. 


*NEPONSET BripGe (FROM Warp 24 To QuINcy). 


The roadway has been sheathed, and small repairs made. 
The flaps to the draw are in poor condition, and the draw- 
piers require small repairs ; otherwise the bridge is in good 
condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $429.37. 


*NortH Bracon-STREET Bripce (From Warp 25 To 
WATERTOWN). 


The part of the bridge maintained by the City of Boston 
has been rebuilt throughout, of substantially the form and 
dimensions of that replaced. The part of the bridge main- 
tained by Watertown was rebuilt last year. 

In rebuilding, oak piles, hard-pine timbers and _ floor- 
plank, and spruce sheathing or wearing-surface of roadway, 
was used. A sidewalk 5 feet wide was built, and a small 
pier provided for the convenience of passing vessels, 

The work of rebuilding was done by Messrs. Young, 
Ryan, & Hayes, for $4,784.88. The bridge was closed to 
travel from the 2d to the 28th day of October. 

Total cost of the work, including inspection,  ete., 
$5,002.70. Total cost of ordinary repairs, $2.50. 


*NortH Harvarp-sTrEET Bripce (FROM Warp 25 To 
CAMBRIDGE). 


The city of Cambridge repaired the portion of the bridge 
which it maintains, and closed it to travel while so doing. 
Advantage of this was taken, and the half of the draw main- 
tained by Boston was rebuilt, and the bridge put in good 
condition. The draw-pier was repaired, and a buoy has 
been set in place. The bridge is in good condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,748.11. 
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SPRING-STREET BripGe (FROM Warp 23 TO DEDHAM) 


Is in good condition. No repairs have been made. 


*WHESTERN-AVENUE BripnGE (FRoM Warp 25 To Cam— 
BRIDGE). 


The roadway has been sheathed, and small repairs made 
on the draw. The bridge is in fair condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $436.20. 


*WESTERN-AVENUE BripGe (From Warp 25 To WATER- 
TOWN). 


Only small repairs have been made, and the condition of 
the bridge remains as reported last year, namely, the abut- 
ment in bad condition, and the bridge safe for travel, but 
extremely inconvenient for the passage of vessels. 

Total cost of repairs, $66.27. 


Ill. — BRIDGES FOR MAINTENANCE OF WHICH 
BOSTON PAYS A PART OF THE COST. 


ALBANY-STREET BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


The condition of this bridge was fully described last year ; 
no change for the better has occurred. During 1883 exten- 
sive repairs were made which gave an opportunity to examine 
the condition of the iron-work. At that time it was not in 
such condition as to absolutely condemn the structure as 
dangerous, but it is approaching that point, and it should be 
stripped and carefully examined during the coming season. 
No repairs have been made. ‘The condition of the abutments 
has been described in previous reports. They are in very 
bad condition.

No repairs have been made. The bridge is in fair con- 
dition. 


IV.— BRIDGES SUPPORTED BY RAILROAD 
CORPORATIONS. 


Norfolk-avenue Bridge, on the New York & New Eng- 
land Railroad, reported in dangerous condition last year, has 
been rebuilt. 

Beech-st. Bridge, and the bridge on Centre and Mt. Ver- 
non sts., over the Boston & Providence Railroad, remain in 
the bad condition reported last year. 

On the Boston & Albany Railroad, Harrison-ave., Wash- 
ington-st., and Tremont-st. bridges are rapidly deteriorating 
for want of proper cleaning and painting. On the Old Col- 
ony Railroad, Commercial-st. bridge trusses have no side- 
bracing, and the trusses of Adams-st. bridge are sagged out 
of line and level. On the Boston & Providence Railroad, 
Centre-st., or Hogg bridge, needs painting and general repairs, 
and the fences on Dudley st., Beech st., Park st., and Mt. 
Vernon st. are in bad condition. On Dorchester-st. bridge, 
on the New York & New England Railroad, a very weak 
splice in a stringer was noticed. 

Other bridges supported by railroad companies, and given 
in the list, are in good order or fair condition, and require 
no special mention. 

A wooden foot-bridge over the Boston & Providence Rail- 
road, connecting the two parts of Camden st., was built some 
years since, presumably by the railroad. The supports of 
the bridge are within the lines of the railroad location. The 
steps leading to the bridge are within the lines of the street, 
which is only laid out, as such, to the railroad location on 
each side. The bridge is a temporary structure, and it was 
supposed that it would be allowed to remain buta short time. 
It hus not been removed, and is used to a considerable extent 
by the public. It already shows signs of deterioration, and 
should be carefully looked after. 
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MISCE LLANEOUS WORK AND CONSTRUCTIONS 
IN 1884. 


ATLANTIC—AVENUE SIDEWALK. 


The sidewalk on the water side of Atlantic avenue be- 
tween the solid wharves, is a pile structure, built in 1869-70. 
The portion between the Eastern packet pier and T wharf, 
about 220 feet in length, and 24 feet in width, has been re- 
built above the stringers. It is covered with kyanized spruce 
plank 6 inches thick, then from 8 to 12 inches of gravel, and 
paved with brick. 

Total cost, not including the brick paving, $1,919.78. 


RarstInG GRADE OF BROOKLINE AVENUE AND BEACON 
STREET. 


On July 15 the B. G A. R.R. Co. began work on the bridge 
on Brookline avenue to span its tracks. ‘This bridge has 
been completed, and the one on Beacon street nearly so. 
The company began filling on Brookline avenue, August 
27, and continued until October 13, when the breaking of 
the Muddy-river conduit: occurred, by which two men “lost 
txeir lives. The conduit having been repaired, the work of 
filling’ was resumed December 4, and continued until Janu- 
ary 21, when it was discontinued on account of the work 
being done by the sewer department not being far enough 
advanced to allow of the corapletion of the filling. On Octo- 
ber 4 the 48-inch main water-pipe on Beacon street was 
broken by the dropping of a large block of granite which 
was being lowered into its place in the westerly abutment of 
the new bridge being built by the B. & A. R. R. Co. over its 
tracks. The break occurred at 9.30 A.M., and the water 
was not shut off until 11.30 A.M. The escaping water 
washed away the road-bed so that all travel on the railroad 
was stopped from 9.380 A.M. to 12.30 P.M. 


BULKHEAD AT First AND Q STREETS, SouTH BostTon. 


Plans and specifications for a pile bulkhead on East First 
street, near Q street, were made, and the work of building 
the wooden structure was let to Mr. F. G. Whitcomb, the 
lowest bidder. The bulkhead is about 350 feet in length, 
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and from 9 to 18 feet in beight. It is built with spruce 
piles and plank, and is anchored to a row of piles driven in 
the rear with 14-inch iron rods. The bulkhead is ballasted 
with broken stone from the Dorchester-bay tunnel of the 
Main Drainage Works.

Proposed New BripGe TO CAMBRIDGE. 


The design shown in the accompanying plate is for a bridge 
across the Charles river, opposite West Chester park, Bos- 
ton, and between the Harbor Commissioners’ lines on either 
side of the river, a distance of about 2,155 feet. 

The bridge is to be 70 feet wide, excepting at the draw, 
which is to be 50 feet wide. 

Commencing at the Harbor Commissioners’ line, at the 
Boston side of the river, the bridge, for a distance of about 
200 feet, is to be a wooden-pile structure, with stone paving, 
it being thought best, in view of the probability of the 
extension of the Charles-river embankment, to cover the 
space to be occupied by it by a structure of a somewhat 
temporary character. 

From the end of this 200 feet of pile bridge to the Harbor 
Commissioners’ line on the Cambridge side of the river the 
bridge will consist of iron spans supported on stone piers, 
and the bridge will be a deck-bridge, with the exception of 
the draw, which will have two main trusses above the floor. 

The proposed grades and elevations of the roadway of the 
bridge are as follows : —

The general piers will be of stone masonry on pile founda- 
tions, the piles to be cut off at 3 feet below low water, and 
to be enclosed by sheet-piling. 

The top of the coping of the piers will be at grade 13 
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feet, and stone bearing-blocks will be placed under girder- 
bearings, bringing the lowest point of the iron-work of the 
main cirders at grade 16 feet. 

The draw foundation will be circular in shape, and of 
stone masonry, resting on a foundation of piles filled between 
with cement concrete, the concrete extending to hard bottom. 
The piles and concrete are to be encased in a curb of sheet- 
piling. 

The fixed spans of the bridge will be generally in alternate 
spans of about 75 feet and 105 feet, 75 feet of the louger 
span to be carried by independent girders, supported by 

cantilevers from adjacent spans. 

The iron-work of each fixed span will be made up of four 
main girders carrying iron floor-beams and _ projecting 
brackets for the support of the sidewalks, the whole to be 
thoroughly braced and connected, and provided with proper 
expansion-joints. 

The main girders will be of the plate-girder type, and will 

rary in depth from 5 feet to 8 feet, the under side of each 
girder being arched 3 feet. 

The flooring of the entire roadway will consist of hard-pine 
stringers supporting two courses of spruce plank; the under 
course to be 4 inches thick, treated by the kyanizing process, 
and the upper course to be 2 inches thick. 

The sidewalks will be made of hard-pine stringers, carry- 
ing a walk of white-pine plank, or tar conerete, as may: be 
desired, the walks to be guarded by heavy cast-iron curbs, 
provided with draining scuppers. 

Railings for the sidewalk are to be of wrought-iron, of orna- 
mental pattern. 

The draw, which is to span ‘two channels, each 36 feet 
wide, will have two main trusses of the pin-connected type, 
and will be carried on a wrought-iron turn-table of improved 
construction. It is to be operated by steam-power; and a 
suitable building for the machinery, and for quarters for the 
bridge men, is to be provided. 

The clear head-room between the water at grade 12 feet, 
and the under side of the bridge will range from 4 feet at pier 
to 7 feet at mid span. Under the draw this head-room will 
be increased to 12 feet. 

The special features of this design may be mentioned as 
follows : — 

General low elevation of the roadway of the bridge and 
consequent easy grades on it and its approaches. 

The location of the iron-work of the bridge practically be- 
yond the reach of high water. 

The head-room under the bridge; this being such as to 
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give free passage for row and racing boats at all stages of 
high water. 

The construction of the iron-work of the fixed spans. The 
iron is mostly concentrated in a few heavy members, which 
are readily inspected, cleaned, and painted. The number of 
adjustable members is reduced to a minimum. 

It is believed that, for the conditions here required for a 
bridge, this type of construction would be stiffer under loads, 
and could ,be kept in good order with less attention and ex- 
pense than a skeleton structure, with its large number of 
small and adjustable parts, and more or less complicated 
joints. 


COMMONWEALTH-AVENUE EXTENSION. 


The final estimate of filling under the contracts of April 29, 
1880, and May 26, 1881, was made May 7, 1884. ‘The total 
amount deposited on Commonwealth avenue, Brooklineavenue, 
Ipswich and Jersey streets, was 39,804} squares at $3.20 per 
square. As this filling was done under an agreement with 
owners of the adjoining lands, a statement of the amount of 
filling upon the lands of each party is here given.

January 22, the B.& A. R.R. Co. began to dump loam on the 
avenue, this loam being brought from Basin 4, Ashland. 
The total amount of loam deposited on the avenue was 1,496 
squares. 

The spreading of this loam upon the areas to be planted 
was begun June 9, and completed November 28. 

The manner of treating the ground was the same as that 
followed upon the Back-bay park, viz.: the ground was first 
graded to a sub-grade and then covered with a layer of 
marsh-mud brought from the park, to a depth of six inches ; 
this was covered with a coating of oyster-shell lime, and then 
_ the loam was spread to a depth of 2 feet. 
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CoPLEY—SQUARE CURB 


A contract, dated December 1, 1883, was made with Emery 
& Small, for furnishing and laying a granite curbing around 
Copley square. 

The curbing is 18 inches deep, and is 10 inches wide. The 
outer face is cut ona curve of 8 inches radius, and all ex- 
posed surfaces are of 8-cut work. 

The curbing is laid on a continuous foundation of conerete 
3 feet deep and 2} feet wide, composed of American hy- 
draulic cement, sand, and broken stone, in the proportion of 
1y)2-and 6 

The curbing was cut during the winter months, and laid 
early in the spring of 1884, being completed May 19th. 

The length of the curbing is 823 feet, and the cost of the 
work was $3,394. 


DALTON-STREET FILLING. 


Under the agreement with the B. & A. R.R. Company, 
before referred to (Commonwealth-ave. Extn, p. 27), that 
company began filling Dalton street on > January llth, and 
completed the same on November 25th. The total amount of 
filling deposited on the street was 1,924 squares, at $3.50: per 
square. 


East Boston FERRIES. 


Estimates, detailed plans, specifications, and contract for 
rebuilding the slips, building a wharf, and a foundation for a 
drop for the South Ferry, Boston side, have been furnished. 
Lines and grades have been given for the construction of the 
work ; but it has not been superintended by this department. 

Plans have also been made for a partial rebuilding of the 


slips of the South Ferry on the East Boston side. 


HUNTINGTON—AVENUE EXTENSION. 


The contract made with Hugh Nawn, in 1883, was com- 
pleted, and the final estimate made on December 20, 1884. 
The portion of the avenue between Tremont street and Long- 
wood avenue was immediately opened to travel. The Met- 
ropolitan R.R. Co. have laid their tracks through the whole 
length of the extension, and have been running cars over it 
since September 29th, although the part of the avenue 
between Longwood avenue and Parker street has never been 


opened to travel, and is not in a safe condition for travel.

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B. —WATER-WORKS 


Sudbury-river Reservoirs, Farm Pond, and Lake Co- 
chituate. 


On January 1, 1884, reservoirs Nos. 2 and 3 on the Sud- 
bury river were entirely empty, Reservoir No. 1 and Farm 
pond contained but a small supply, and Lake Cochituate was 
ten feet below high-water mark or but 3.21 feet above the 
conduit invert, and temporary pumping machinery was in 
operation to furnish a supply to the city. A heavy rain 
and thaw between the 8th and 12th of the month quickly 
filled the reservoirs on the Sudbury river, so that on the 30th 
of January Reservoirs Nos. 1 and 2 were full and overflowing, 
and on February 8, Reservoir No. 3 reached high-water mark. 
Lake Cochituate rose slowly during the month of January, 
and pumping from the lake into the conduit ceased on the 
14th, but during the month of February 1,094,300,000 
gallons were sent to the lake from the Sudbury river, and its 
surface rose rapidly, so that on March 1, water was wasted 
at the outlet dam. 

From March 1 to August 15 all of the reservoirs re- 
mained at or near high-water mark. Reservoir No. 2 fell 
rapidly from August 15 to October 15, being drawn upon 
for the city’s supply, and on the latter date was practically 
empty ; water was then drawn from Reservoir No. 3, and on 
November 23 its surface was 3.88 feet below the crest of the 
dam. 

Reservoirs 2 and 3 filled during the month of December, 
and on December 22 both were full and waste was com- 
menced at dam No. 1. 

Lake Cochituate fell slowly from August 1 to November 
24, when its surface was 4.40 feet below high water. 
Since December 23 the lake has slowly risen and is now, 
January 1, 1885, 2.93 feet below high-water mark. 

Farm pond was kept full until the middle of July when its 
surface was lowered about 2.5 feet to grade, 146.50, where it 
has since remained. 


Mystic Lake. 


Mystic lake was 7.72 feet below high-water mark on Jan- 
uary 1, 1884, but it filled during the month and waste was 
commenced on January 26, and continued without inter- 
ruption until June 8. 
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The lake remained full until September 1, after which 
date its surface fell, and during the month of November stood 
about 3.50 feet below high water. In December the lake 
again filled, and on December 23d waste began at the outlet 
and has continued to the present time.

The daily average consumption from the Sudbury and 
Cochituate works hus been 23.6% less than during the year 
1883, and that of the Mystic works 9% less. The daily 
average consumption from tke combined works has been 
8,630,200 gallons or 21.6 per cent. less than during the year 
1883, and smaller than that of any year since 1877. 

The daily average consumption per head of population has 
been 68 gallons from the Sudbury and Cochituate works, 71 
gallons from the Mystic works and 68.6 gallons from the 
combined supplies. 

The total consumption of the Sudbury and Cochituate 
works has been 9,183,112,300 gallons, of which amount the 
Sudbury river works have furnished 6,110,600,000 gallons, 
or 66.5 per cent., as follows : —

WASTE OF WATER. 


The work of preventing the waste of water throughout the 
city which was commenced during the year 1883 has been 
continued during the past year and there has been a steady 
reduction in the consumption. The saving effected ‘is shown 
by the following table, which gives the daily average con- 
sumption per inhabitant during the past two years on the 
Sudbury and Cochituate works : —

It will be seen from the above that the daily average con- 
sumption for the past year has been 68.0 gallons per inhabit- 
ant, a reduction of 23.5 gallons, or 25.6 % from that of the 
previous year. Sixty-three Deacon meters were purchased 
early in the year, and as soon as the weather would permit 
were placed in service. The total number of meters in use 
is now sixty-nine; these have been in constant operation 
during the past season, and the results obtained by their use 
have been very satisfactory. 

A number of leaks have been discovered and repaired in 
the street mains and services, and the meters have shown the 

districts where the services of the house-to-house inspectors 
could be used to the best advantage. The system will be 
more effective when sidewalk stopcocks shall have been 
placed on the service pipes, and as 5,000 of these have been 
ordered, the work of setting them will be begun early in the 
spring. 


Mysric-V ALLEY SEWER. 


The treatment of the sewage from the tanneries in the 
Mystic valley has been continued under the same system as | 
for the two previous years. 

In consequence of the increase in the quantity of sewage, 
the works have been extended. Two additional settling 
tanks of larger size and improved design have been built, and 
a new ditch about 1,400 feet in length excavated between 
the tanks and the discharge outlet. Experiments have been 
made during the year with a large Farquhar low-pressure 
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filter to determine the practicability of filtering the sewage ; 
but the experiments have not thus far been successful. 

Experiments have also been made to determine the prac- 
ticability of utilizing the sewage for agricultural purposes. 
The results obtained seem to show that the material obtained 
from the settling tanks has some value for this purpose, and 
all of the land available at the pumping-station has been 
graded in readiness for further experiments during the com- 
ing year. 


Farm—Ponp Conpnvwvit. 


At the date of the last annual report the work of construc- 
tion was in progress on two contracts. Mr. G. H. Cavanagh 
was building a pile and timber trestle across the pond, and 
Messrs Parker and Sylvester were filling into the pond from 
the trestle on the line of the conduit. 

Mr. Cavanagh’s contract was completed on April 24, ata 
cost of $26,054.35 and Messrs. Parker and Sylvester com- 
pleted the filling on August 29, having deposited 59,010 

cubic yards of mi aterial at a cost of $27, 672.70. On August 
20 a contract was made with G. M. Cushing of New York 
for building a conduit 3,760 feet in length between the upper 
and lower gate- houses. 

Work to the amount of about $10,000 has been done 
under this contract, and the contract will be completed during 
the coming season. 


Bastin No. 4. 


The work upon this reservoir has so far advanced that the 
reservoir will be partially filled during the coming spring. 

The work remaining to complete the reservoir consists of 
between 10,000 and 12,000 cubic yards of material in the 
embankment of the dam, the superstructure of the gate- 
chamber, the wash-wall on the inner slope of the dam, soiling, 
etc. 

The work will be finished during the present year. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The bridging of the Boston and Albany Railroad, at Brook- 
line avenue, and the consequent raising of the grade of the 
street between Beacon street and Burlington avenue, necessi- 
tated the raising of a 40-inch supply main. The pipe was 
raised and supported by a pile trestle 990 feet in length. 
The trestle has also been used by the railroad company in 
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filling the street. The water is to be carried over the bridge 
in two wrought-iron pipes 28 inches in diameter. The 48- 
inch main in Beacon street will be raised in a similar manner 
during the coming season. 

The distributing mains of the Sudbury and Cochituate 
works have been extended about 11.3 miles and 4,300 feet or 
4 and 6-inch pipes have been replaced by pipes of larger 
diameter. 

On the Mystic works 4,600 feet of the wrought-iron and 
cement pipe have been replaced with cast-iron mains. 


C.—IMPROVED SEWERAGE. 


MAIN DRAINAGE WORKS. 


By January 1, 1884, the greater portion of the Main 
Drainage works was in such a state of completion as to 
permit its use for disposing of the sewage from a large part 
of the city. Since that date the then unfinished portions of 
the intercepting sewers have been built, and the system as 
contemplated may be said to be practically completed. 

A little work in connection with alteration of some old 
sewers and house-drains to adapt them. to connect with the 
intercepting system is yet under way. The grounds and 
roadways at the pumping-station and at Moon Island will 
require some work during the coming season, and dwellings 
for employés are yet to be erected. In the appended 
extracts from Mr. Clarke’s report will be found a brief state- 
ment of the work which has been done during the past year, 
and I shall principally confine myself to an account of the 
working of the system since it has been in operation, and of the 
results derived from it so far as they have been noted. 

The new system was designed and built in order to do 
away with two evils, inherent in the old system. 

These were : 

First. The daily damming up by the tide of the common 
sewers, so that for much of the time there was no current in 
them and the air was compressed and driven to find an outlet 
by the house-drains and other openings. 

Second. The discharge of the sewage, to cause nuisances, 
at many points on the shores of the city in the immediate 
Vicinity of population. 

The first of these evils has been corrected by the new 
system. ‘The old sewers now have a continual flow indepen- 
dent of the stage of tide, as is known by frequent observations, 
and also from the testimony of drain-layers, who formerly 
were only able to enter house pipes into the sewers when 
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the latter were empty at low-water, but now can make such 
connections at any time. 

The new system has also remedied the second evil. From 
the moment that any of the city sewers were connected with 
an intercepting-sewer, its sewage, which had before discharged 
at the old outlet, was diverted, and has since been conveyed 
to Moon Island and emptied into the outer harbor at that 
point. 

During the past year, therefore, nearly all of the sewage 
produced in the city south of Charles River has been dis- 
charged at Moon Island. During heavy rains or freshets, 
when more water was flowing in the old sewers than could 
be pumped, the surplus has escaped through tide-gates at 
the old outlets. This occasional and temporary discharge 
of dilute sewage at the old outlets has not, apparently, 
caused any nuisance. Hxaminations and inquiries concerning 
the condition of the shores and docks at the sewer outlets 
have shown that in places where the water used to be contin- 
ually foul it has become pure, bad odors have ceased, and 
fish have returned to points where none had been seen for 
years. It has been generally remarked that the bad smells 
which for several years have, at times, been prevalent over 
the South End and Back Bay districts were not noticed last 
summer. 

It has never been claimed for the new system that it would 
dispose of all rain-water during storms, or prevent flooding 
of cellars which are below tide-level. An attempt was made, 
however, to partially relieve the flooding of cellars, by ad- 
mitting more rain-water from sewers draining low districts, 
than from those draining areas where the cellars and base- 
ments are above high-water. The most trouble from flooding 
has heretofore been experienced in the districts drained by 
the Dover-street, Dedham-street, and Church-street sewers ; 
accordingly these sewers were connected with the intercept- 
ing sewers by large openings which are never closed. 

This plan has met with marked success. No cases of flood- 
ing during rain-storms or at high tide in those districts have 
been reported since the sewers were connected, and many 
cellars which used often to be filled several feet deep with 
water are known to have been perfectly dry during the past 
year. 

The main and intercepting sewers have been inspected on 
foot, or by floating through them in boats, and have been 


ea 
found to be in good condition. The atmosphere in them is 
reasonably pure and their sides are generally clean. Their 
inclinations are very flat, there being but from two to three 


feet fall in a mile, but the sewage flows with sufficient ve- 
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locity to prevent deposits accumulating. Most of the city 
sewers, when intercepted, were found to contain deposits of 
sewage sludge varying from a few inches to several feet deep. 
This sludge has all gone into the intercepting ‘sewers and has 
been conveyed to the pumping-station. 

The filth-hoist, at the lower end of the main sewer, has 
been in continual operation during the past year. At this 
place, all matters of an inch diameter and upwards, contained 
by the sewage, are screened out and removed. The average 
daily yield of the cages is about 16 cubic feet. During rain- 
storms this amount is sometimes increased tenfold on 
account of the cleaning out of deposits which have lodged in 
the city sewers. For a time these matters were buried, but, 
as the quantity proved to be too great to make this a satis- 
factory disposition of them, a small press was procured by 
which the surplus water is pressed out of them, after which 
they are burned under the boilers in the pumping-station 
boiler-room. This is a safe and expeditious way of getting 
rid of them and does not appear to injuriously affect the 
fires. 

The permanent buildings at the muiaine-oratiin have been 
completed during the year, and the temporary wooden struct- 
ures, which protected the engines, have been removed. Some 
floors and inside finish are yet to be put in place. The two 
high-duty Leavitt pumping-engines and the two storm-duty 
Worthington pumping-engines are in condition for efficient 
service, and all of them have been run more or less during 
the year. Any one of them is able to pump the ordinary flow 
of sewage, and they have a combined capacity of about 
125,000, 5000 gallons a day, raised 35 feet high. Under or- 
dinary circumstances one of the Leavitt engines is kept run- 
ning, and easily controls the flow of sewage. Should it rain, 
and additional pumping capacity be needed, the second 
Leavitt engine is, by preference, started ; if still more capac- 
ity is needed one or both of the Worthington engines are 
started. When the amount of water arriving by the sewer 
decreases the Worthington engines are first "stopped. No 
defect has been noticed in the performance of any of the 
engines or pumps. ‘The average daily amount of sewage 
pumped in dry weather has been about 23,500,000 gallons, 

The amount of sewage pumped is, probably, over 15 per 
cent. in excess of that due to the city water supply of the dis- 
tricts whose sewage is intercepted. The excess comes from 
several sources. Among these are: the Jamaica Pond Aque- 
duct water; private water supplies of dwellings, breweries, 
and other manufacturing establishments; soil water, which 


leaks into sewers and house-drains ; salt-water used in sugar 
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refineries and all other places, and tide-water which leaks 
into some of the old sewers. <A large quantity of this tide- 
water comes from the Central-street sewer and its branches. 
These sewers Are in bad condition, and should be rebuilt, as, 
also, should the Canal-street sewer and some of its branches, 
which are too low to be properly intercepted. The new tide- 
gates, put at the outlets of the old sewers, work in a satis- 
factory manner, and the amount of water which leaks through 
them is insignificant. The gates, however, require constant 
care to keep them in good condition. 

The bo-ler-house, boilers, feed and other pumps, coal-house, 
bins, coal-room, wharf and other appurtenances of the pump- 
ing-station seem to satisfactorily fulfil the purposes for which 
they were designed, so far as can be determined by their use 
for the past year. The various offices, sheds, store and 
dwelling-houses at the pumping-station stand principally upon 
leased land adjoining the city lot. These buildings must soon 
be removed, and it will be necessary to build some permanent 


dwellings for the employés. It is expected that a lot of 
land near to the pumping-station can be acquired for this 
purpose. 


The deposit-sewers, which convey to the west shaft of the 
tunnel under Dorchester bay the sewage received from the 
force mains of the pumps, accomplish very fully the pur- 
pose for which they were built. They are over 1,200 feet 
long, and were purposely made very large in order that the 
flow through them should be very sluggish and matters in 
suspension should be deposited before reaching the tunnel. 
All of the sludge which was emptied from the city sewers 
into the intercepters passed through the pumps and settled 
to the bottom of these deposit sewers. Fully 2,000 cubic 
yards of sludge were thus intercepted, and nothing but the 
lightest kind of flocculent mud remained in suspension long 
enough to reach the tunnel. In the last annual report it was 
stated that the best means of disposing of the sludge accumu- 
lated in the deposit-sewers had not yet been ascertained. 
Since then a method has been devised and put in operation 
by which the sludge is made to flow through pipes from the 
deposit sewers into a large tank built on a pile foundation 
beside the channel to the pumping-station. Scows are laid 
alongside the tank, and upon opening the gates in its side the 
sludge flows into the scows and is carried outside of the har- 
ber and dumped. 

As the tunnel is 140 feet under Dorchester bay, and is 
always full, it cannot be examined, but it is known to be 
unobstructed. This is ascertained by measurements of the 
loss of head required to pass known quanities of sewage 
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through it in certain times. For the first few months of 1884, 
before many of the city sewers were intercepted, a compura- 
tively small amount of sewage was pumped, especially at 
night. At such times the velocity of flow through the tunnel 
was very slight, often less than half a foot a second. At 
present the ordinary velocity of flow is generally less than 
one foot a second. As the sewage takes from two to four 
hours to pass through the tunnel, at these slow velocities, 
slight deposits doubtless occur there. 

The tunnel was not regularly flushed until after it had 
been in use for eight months. At that time it was estimated 
that about two feet deep of soft sludge had been deposited 
in it. It was then flushed by pumping with the four pumps 
simultaneously by which means a velocity of 3} teet a second 
was maintained in it for some hours. A quantity of sludge 
was thus flushed out and washed down to the reservoir. 
Similar flushing is now resorted to about once in two weeks, 
tide-water being supplied to the pumps when the quantity of 
sewage is insufficient. 

Although it is probable that by such methods the tunnel 
can be kept reasonably clean, it does not seem to me to be 
safe to leave it with no possible means of access. As has 
been stated in former reports a large mining-pump capable 
of emptying the tunnel in 48 hours has been purchased and 
is to be set up at the east shaft, ready for use in any emer- 
gency. As the tunnel can first be filled with clean salt- 
water, this water can be pumped into Dorchester bay with- 
out causing any offence. Should any emergency arise which 
makes it advisable to empty the tunnel, during that operation, 
the sewage of the city must be permitted to empty at the old 
sewers outlets, unless the special statute, which prohibits its 
being even temporarily pumped into the sea at Old Harbor 
Point, can be repealed. 

The outfall-sewer, from Squantum to Moon Island, is in 
good condition. That portion of it which consists of a tight 
wooden flume, supported on piling outside of the embank- 
ment, shows no signs of weakness, but is considered a tempo- 
rary expedient and, after some years, when the embankment 
shall be safe from any further settlement, should be replaced 
by a masonry sewer. 

The reservoir has proved to be of sufficient size for present 
needs. It will hold 25,000,000 gallons and, as the sewage is 
only stored for about 10 hours, between the end of one dis- 
charge and the beginning of another, the total daily storage 
capacity, not including that of the sewers, is about 60,000, 000 
gallons. Under ordinary circumstances the basins seldom 
fill to more than one-half their depth. No difficulty has been 
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experienced in keeping the basins reasonably clean. <A thin 
deposit of light mud accumulates on the bottom, which is 
easily swept into the discharge-sewers. Incrustations, or 
organic matter, which form on the sides are washed off by 
jets of salt-water from hydrants provided for the purpose. 
The machinery for opening and closing the gates works well, 
and the buildings seem to answer the purpose for which they 
were designed. It will be desirable to erect on the island 
some dwellings for the workmen employed there. 

The effect of discharging the whole sewage of the city at 
this one point has been watched with great interest. Beside 
other waste products, each day’s supply of sewage contains 
over 200 tons of fecal matter. The outlet sewers extend 
about 500 feet into the sea and between the embankment 
covering them and the island is a cove of still water. A foot 
or more of sludge has been deposited in this cove by eddies. 

To the south of the outlet, for a distance of about 1,000 
feet, an inch deep of mud is apt to accumulate on the beach 
between low and half-tide levels. This latter deposit is, from 
time to time, washed away by the waves. No trace of the 
sewage has been noticed on other parts «f Moon Island, nor 
on any other of the shores or islands of the harbor. 

By the expenditure of $25,000, a bulkhead can be built 
which will prevent the return of the sewage to the points 
now affected by it. It is also possible that sufficient relief 
may be afforded by some gates which have just been 
placed at the outlet-sewer’s mouths. Although the reservoirs 
have been emptied at about the beginning of ebb-tibe, the 
low discharge and~ outlet-sewers “themselves were only 
emptied slowly as the tide fell. The action of the gates, 
before referred to, will be to retain the last million gallons 
of sewage, containing the scourings of the reservoir, until 
the succeeding time of discharge, during the early ebb-tide. 

Some odor of sewage is noticed about the outlet during 
discharge. Probably this,cannot be avoided. The color of 
the sewage can be plainly seen as it joins the current on its 
way out of the harbor. After advancing about a mile, and 
before reaching Rainsford Island, it becomes so diluted that 
its presence can no longer be detected, although it is known 
that it travels some three miles farther. 

Complaints that the smell of the sewage has been perceived 
by residents of Squantum Head have heen investigated. On 
three days only, when the wind was blowing in that direction, 
was the odor said to have been noticed. “Ie it was noticed, 
it probably was due to the deposits in the cove before 
referred to, and it is hoped that all cause for complaint can 
be removed. 
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The expenditures for 1884 amounted to $745,389.77, 
which, with previous payments, makes a total expenditure of 
$5,168,456.01 and leaves a balance from the. appropriation 
of $84,543.99. 


EXTRACTS FROM MR. CLARKE’S REPORT. 


The following is the customary annual statement, showing, in tabular 
form (pp. 42-43), the different sections of sewers, with the size and 
extent of each, the length built prior to and during the past year, 
whether done by contract or otherwise, and the builder’s name. 

The table is final,-in so far as sewer construction contemplated when 
the work was first designed, and covered by the appropriation made for 
it, is concerned. The table shows that 9250.5 lineal feet of sewers 
have been built during the past year, and that to complete the whole 
main drainage system has required the building of a total length of 
about 17.5 miles of sewers. Of these about 9 miles have been built by 
contract and about 8.5 miles by day’s labor under superintendents 
selected by the City Engineer. Some account, in detail, of the work 
done during the past season is herewith submitted. 


Section 5. West SIDE. 


This sewer, which forms a part of the West Side intercepter, extends 
from Charles street to Causeway street, passing through Leverett, 
Brighton, and Lowell streets, a distance of 1,773 lineal feet. The sewer 
is oval, 4 feet 6 inches high and 2 feet 8 inches wide, between 
Causeway and Minot streets, and 3 feet wide between Minot and 
Charles streets. The arch is of brick masonry, 8 inches thick, and 
the bottom consists of a 4-inch wooden cradle lined with 4 inches 
of brick work. The city sewer in Lowell street, which was a large fiat- 
bottomed wooden scow, was too low to be intercepted. It was accord- 
ingly abandoned, and all branch sewers and house drains were con- 
nected directly with the intercepting-sewer. To facilitate making these 
connections the intercepting-sewer was located exactly on the line of 
the old sewer. The top planks of the latter were removed, but its side 
timbers were retained, and the new sewer was built between them. 
The flow of sewage was maintained during construction, through 
channels above the floor of the old sewer but below the bottom of the 
new one, which was supported on timber saddles. Six-inch slants 
were built into the new sewer to facilitate any future new house drain 
connections; they are 25 feet apart on each side of the sewer. 

Two new tide-gate chambers, each with a double pair of tide-gates 
were built on this section. One of them was on the Leverett and the 
other on the Lowell street sewer. Work on this section began Feb- 
ruary 12, and continued to its completion on June 16. The total cost of 
the sewer was $32,744.78,

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SECTION 6. WEST SIDE. 


This section forms the upper portion of the west-side intercepting- 
sewer, and extends in Causeway street from Lowell street to Prince 
street, a distance of 1,796 lineal feet. Causeway street is one of the 
most crowded thoroughfares of the city. It contains two lines of track 
for horse-railroad cars, and one for freight ears. On its north-westerly 
side are the depots of three railroads with no outlet for their passengers 
and freight except into this street. The tracks of another railroad cross 
the street. The territory traversed by the street is all made land, con- 
sisting of loose materials filled upon a mud bottom. 

It was with considerable apprehension of trouble that work was 
begun on this section in the middle of last June. The most difficult 
feature of the work was the necessity of so conducting it that travel 
should not be seriously impeded. Owing to the skill and care of the 
Superintendent, Mr. Carson, and his subordinates, and to the appliances 
used for handling the earth and other materials, the whole sewer was 
built within four months, without closing any portion of the street to 
travel, and with the minimum of inconvenience tothe public. At street 
crossings and entrances to railroad yards, work was carried on below 
timber platforms, or bridges, which replaced the street surface. The 
manner in which the work was conducted reflected great credit upon 
those in charge of it, and elicited encomiums from the railroad officials 
and others most nearly affected by it. No complaints of injury to 
private interest were received, and unavoidable inconvenience was 
accepted with great good will. In crossing the Boston and Maine Rail- 
road tracks the excavating machine, with its engine, was so elevated 
as to leave head room for the passage of trains. 

The sewer is oval, and was designed to be 4.4 feet high and 3 feet 
wide. As a precaution it was built 6 inches higher so that, should 
slight unequal settlements occur, the bottom may be brought to its true 
grade without lessening the desired size of sewer. 

The sewer is built of brick, resting on a timber cradle. Its inclina- 
tion is 1 foot in 2,000, and at its upper extremity its bottom is about 4 
feet above low-water, which is the highest elevation of any portion of 
the intercepting-sewer system. 

Many of the city sewers in Causeway street were too low to be inter- 
cepted. They were, accordingly, abandoned, and their house-drains 
were connected immediately to the intercepting-sewer. The sewers in 
cross streets were, with two exceptions, high enough to be intercepted. 
These exceptions were the Friend-street and the Canal-street sewers. 
The former was rebuilt at a higher elevation from Causeway street to 
Traverse street. Although but 510 feet long, it consisted of a rectan- 
gular wooden scow, 3.5 X 3 feet in dimensions, being much too large 
for the amount of sewage which it was intended to convey. It was re- 
constructed by placing a 12-inch vitrified pipe within it, near its top, 
and packing around and below the pipe with gravel. 

The Canal-street sewer is a large rectangular wooden scow 4 X 4 feet 
in diameter. Its bottom is at about the elevation of mean low-water, 
and it is seldom free from considerable deposits of sludge. ‘To have 
designed the new sewer system, with a view to intercepting this sewer, 
would have necessitated Jowering the main and intercepting sewers, 
throughout their whole extent, about four feet, and would also have 
required that the whole body of sewage should be lifted four feet higher. 
As the additional expense so incurred, would have been many times 
that of rebuilding the city sewer, it was intended to leave it for the 
present, expecting that it would some day be rebuilt at a higher eleva- 
tion and could then be intercepted. 

So much complaint, however, was received concerning the nuisance 
created by this sewer, at its outlet, that it was thought best, as a pallia- 
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tive measure, to cut off the old outlet, and to connect the sewer, near its 
top, with the intercepting-sewer. This method, while it keeps out tide- 
water and permits a constant flow of sewage, does not prevent the 
accumulation of deposits, and renders its occasional removal more 
difficult. There seems to be no remedy for this state of affairs except to 
rebuild the sewer and some of its branches. 


SECTION 2. SoutH Boston. 


This section extends, in Lowland street and Ninth street, from the Old . 
Colony R.R. at Hyde street to H street, a distance of 3,374.5 lineal feet. 
Work began on it in November, 1883, and continued throughout. the 
winter and to completion in August, 1884. 

Between Old Harbor street, and G street, for a distance of about 800 
feet the sewer crossed a beach which was several feet below the eleva- 
tion of high tide. No coffer-dam or other protection was used in this 
place, but construction was carried on only when the tide was down. 
When the sea rose it overflowed and filled the trench. When the tide 
went down the water in the trench was let off to the pumps at the pump- 
ing-station, through the connecting intercepting sewer, and work was 
again resumed. ‘The sewer was built by the city under Mr. H. A. 
Carson as Superintendent. It is of brick 3 X 4.5 feet in diameter. Its 
total cost was $44,707.37. 


MISCELLANEOUS CONSTRUCTION. 


In addition to the foregoing certain minor items of sewer construction 
have been accomplished during the past year. The Nashua-street 
sewer, formerly discharging at Minot street, has been diverted and 
turned into the west side intercepter at Lowell street, by building 281 
feet of sewer in Minot street. The Fruit-street sewer, which was too 
low to be intercepted, was rebuilt and raised for a distance of 489 feet, 
east of Charles street; 212 feet of the Livingstone-street sewer and 197 
feet of the Endicott-street sewer were similarly rebuilt. So also was a 
sewer in Mt. Vernon street. 

Repairs have been made to several city sewers into which tide water 
was found to leak freely. Among the sewers so repaired were those in 
Otis place, Chestnut street, Alantic avenue, and Albany street. 

During the past season the main and intercepting sewers have been 
ventilated at their man-holes by the method indicated on the accom- 
panying plate. New ventilating covers were provided of the pattern 
shown. ‘The perforations are quite large, so that they are not liable 
to become stopped up. As an additional precaution the holes taper 
considerably, being larger below than theyare ontop. ‘To prevent 
road detritus and miscellaneous rubbish from falling into the sewers, 
catch pails are suspended below the covers to receive whatever may fall 
through the holes. ‘The pails are of galvanized iron, well coated with 
tar; they can be lifted out, emptied and replaced, as occasion demands, 
These new covers and pails were put in the man-holes during the autumn, 
and no defect in this method of ventilation has yet been observed. ‘The 
air in the sewers (never very offensive) has been improved without any 
complaint of offence from the man-holes, having been received. It is 
thought that if similar methods of ventilation should be adopted for the 
city sewers the amount of sand and dirt which now falls into them 
through their man-hole covers, and thus reaches the main drainage 
sewers, would be much lessened. 

The new city sewer in Durginville, just east of the N. Y. and N. E. 
Railroad has been connected with the main sewer, and a chamber con- 
taining regulating apparatus to control the flow from the former sewer 
has been built. 


- 
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PUMPING—STATION. 


A considerable amount of work has been done at this point, during the 
past year. The permanent stone engine-house, built under the super- 
vision of the City Architect has been completed, with the exception of a 


little finish, and the temporary wooden structure which has served to pro- 


tect the engines has been taken down and removed. The lower galleries 
in the engine-house and the floor about the Worthington engines were 
paved with brick by this department. The floor of the boiler-house has 
also been paved, and a track laid in front of the boilers on which to run 
the coal-cars. The pockets or bins in the coal-house have been altered 
and strengthened, and seales for weighing the coal have been provided. 
A trestle supporting a coal run has been built which extends from the 
coal-house out to and upon the wharf. ‘This trestle is 27 feet high and 
301 feet long. It is 10 feet wide throughout most of its length and 20 
feet wide at its extremity where the coal is unloaded from the vessels. 
The trestle was painted with two coats of metallic paint. 

The roadway extending 4,00U feet across Calf Pasture marsh, from 
the Old Colony Railroad to the pumping-station, has been put in good. 
condition and the spur track, which for some years has been located 
there, has been removed. The road was ballasted with twelve inches 
of road metal of material which had heen excavated from the tunnel 
and was brought in scows from the middle shaft. The road was 
surfaced with gravel brought from Moon Island. 

The dwelling and store-house, formerly occupied by the contractor 
for building the tunnel, has been altered and refitted and is now used 
as a dwelling and boarding-house by the superintendent and other 
employés at the engine-house. ‘The large store-house near the wharf 
has been shingled and put in good condition for storing the engine to 
be set up at the east tunnel shaft. ’ 

The grounds and banks about the pumping-station have been graded 
and loamed. For this purpose 5,779 cubic yards of loam, excavated and 


stored while building the reservoir, were brought from Moon Island — 


and 3,159 cubie yards were purchased from the Old Colony Railroad and 
delivered in cars by them. For surfacing roadways and walks about 
the pumping-station, 623 cubic yards of gravel were brought from Moon 
Island. 


SECTION 1, OUTFALL. 


This section, commonly callet!) Old Harbor Pier, has been finished 
during the past season. ‘Ihe last man-holes on the deposit sewers have 
built, and the banks covering the sewers have been graded, loamed and 
seeded. ‘The ballasted slope on the south side ot the embankment, 
which was in rough condition, has been neatly finished. An ornamental 
brick shaft-house, designed by the City Architect for the west shaft, has 
been built in place. 

The deposit-sewers, have very thoroughly accomplished their function 
of arresting suspended matters and preventing them from reaching the 
tunnel. Many of the city sewers contained large deposits of siudge 
which were emptied into the intercepting-sewers as soon as connection 
was made between them. ‘This sludge was carried by the intercepting 
and main sewers to the pumping-station, where it passed through the 
pumps and force mains and settled to the bottom ot the deposit-sewers. 
Comparatively heavy matters, such as gravel and sand, settled almost 
at once at the west end of the sewers; road detritus was carried a little 
farther, and only a very light semi-fluid precipitate was found at the 
easterly or farther end of the sewers. 

The easiest and least expensive way of cleaning out this deposit was 
long considered. Finally the following plan was adopted. A large 
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wooden tank was built near the end of the pier, just outside of its south 
slope, about 120 feet from the sewers. It is supported on piles, its floor 
being 3 feet above high-water and 1 foot below the bottom of the sewers. 
One end of the tank is connected with the deposit-sewers by two 6-inch 
iron pipes; the other end is connected with the chamber about the west 
tunnel shaft by a 12-inch pipe. By means of stop-planks the surface of 
water is made to stand a foot or two higher in the deposit sewers than it 
does in the shaft-chamber. Circulation is thus established from the de- 
posit-sewers through the 6-inch pipes into the tank, and thence through 
the 12-inch pipe to the shaft, and a part of the sewage goes to the tunnel 
through this by-pass. 

The 6-inch pipes leave the deposit sewers near their bottom, and the 
sewage which enters the pipes draws sludge along with it and again de- 
posits it in the still water of the tank. The dimensions of the tank are: 
width, 10 feet; height, 15 feet; length, 50 feet. It will hold about 150 
yards of sludge. It has, on its seaward side, three gates with cast-iron 
nozzles, 12 inches in diameter, projecting fromthem. When the tank is 
full of sludge a scow is laid alongside it and the nozzles are connected 
with the interior of the scow by canvas tubes. The gates are then 
opened and the sludge flows from the tank into the scow. 

In order to draw down to the 6-inch pipes the sludge which has been 
deposited at the upper ends of the sewers scrapers are used. These 
consist of floating rafts, made of 12-inch hollow iron tubes, to the bot- 
toms of which are hung wooden aprons a little less in width than the 
sewers. ‘The aprons are weighted so that their lower edges, which are 
provided with broad iron teeth, sink somewhat into the sludge. The 
current in the sewers carries the whole apparatus down stream and the 
sludge is scraped and flushed before it. 


SECTION 2, OUTFALL. 


On this section, commonly called -Dorchester Bay Tunnel, work 
during the past year was limited to some removal of machinery, 
structures and rubbish, from about the shaft. Rock formerly excavated 
from the tunnel and deposited about the middle shaft has been dug out 
or dredged and utilized as ballast on other portions of the work. The 
pump to be set upat the East shaft has been stored pending some 
arrangements in regard to the site it is to occupy. 

As the tunnel has been full of sewage during the whole year it could 
not be entered for examination. ‘To ascertain whether permanent 
deposits of sediment were accumulating in it some tests have been 
made. ‘These tests were based upon the following laws :— 

The flow through the tunnel is produced by the difference in water 
level at its two ends; 

The amount of this difference is a measure of the resistance which the 
tunnel offers to the flow of sewage ; 

If the tunnel is partly obstructed by deposits, the resistance, and also 
3 mh difference in water level at its two ends, will be greater than if it is 
clean. 

The tests showed that some deposits accumulated in the tunnel during 
dry weather, when the volume of sewage pumped is slight and the flow 
through the tunnel is correspondingly sluggish. When, however, the 
velocity of flow is greatly increased, by running four pumps at the same 
time, these deposits are removed. ‘The tests are not sufficiently exact 
to prove that the tunnel is absolutely clean after flushing, but they do 
show that the residuum lett in it, if any, is insignificant in amount. 
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SECTION 8, OUTFALL, AND Moon ISLAND RESERVOIR. 


During the past season the contractors for this section, Messrs. C. W. 
Parker & Co. have finished about all of the work required under their 
contract. This work has included completing the laying of cut-stone 
coping on the reservoir, grading embankments and roadways, loaming 
and seeding down slopes ‘and other miscellaneous items. 

In addition to what was done by the contractors a small force has 
been employed by the city for doing sundry items of work not covered 
by the contract. The most important of these are as follows: — 

The wooden flume between Squantum and Moon Island has received 
a second coat of paint and has been tightened at all places where it 
leaked. All pile braces broken by the ice, last winter, have been re- 
placed and the flume is now in very good condition. 

A rotary force-pump was set up in the engine-house, early in the year, 
and was used for washing down the reservoir. Its suction- -pipe extended 
to a well sunk in the beach near low-water mark, from which salt-water 
can be drawn at all stages of the tide. About 2,000 feet of 4 and 6 inch 
force-pipe have been laid to and within the reservoir basins, and 23 hy- 
drants have been connected at convenient points. 

This rotary pump has not proved satisfactory, and has been returned 
to the parties who furnished it, they agreeing to refund the money paid 
for it; a contract for a new pump has ‘been made with the Deane Pump 
Co. For procuring a fresh-water supply, a ditch has been formed and 
sodded, surrounding the elevated portion of the island, to catch the rain- 
water flowing from it, and conduct it into the large cistern built last 
year. A smaller cistern has been built on the top of the hill, and con- 

nected with the engine-house by a 2-inch pipe. 

* It was found that, after each semi-daily discharge from the reservoir, 
about 4 feet in depth of sewage was held back by the tide in the low 
discharge and outlet sewers. “This sewage escaped slowly as the tide 
fell. ‘The current being sluggish at low water, some of the sewage 
found its way to the beaches and flats in the immediate vicinity of the 
outlet, and suspended matter was deposited there. To obviate this evil 
two large wooden gates, each 9 X 12 feet, have lately been put in near 
the outlet, and hereafter, the discharge from the sewers will be stopped 
at the same time as that from the reservoir. ‘The machinery and fittings 
for these gates were furnished by the Coffin Valve Co., for the sum of 
$425. A wooden building has been erected over these gates, and a 
more permanent and substantial one would be desirable. 

The original design of the works contemplated two 6 X 6 feet iron pen- 
stock gates at the end of the outtall-sewer which brings the sewage to 
the reservoir. As these would not be essential to the proper working 
of the sewer until the reservoir should be extended in size, a saving has 
been made by substituting for them two small wooden gates, which will 
suflice for all present needs. 

Recording-gauges have been provided which register, continuously, the 
height of sewage in the upper and lower sewers. By these records it 
can be learned whether the night workmen have been vigilant and have 
strictly complied with their instructions in regard to opening and clos- 

ing the different sewer-gates. 

The force employed “by the city has also done much miscellaneous 
work, such as removing old buildings, clearing grounds, grading, build- 
ing roadways and fences, sodding, ete. 

‘By the ordinary dry weather flow of sewage the reservoir is filled less 
than half full between the times of dischar ving it, and at all times, thus 
far, it has proved to have ample size. The temporary wooden flume was 
designed with reference to the nominal capacity of the pumps, whichis so 
much exceeded in practice that, when all four pumps are running, a 
combination of conditions (including negligence on the part of the 
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employé’s at Moon Island), is possible which might overload the flume 
and injure it. The probability of such an accident occurring can be 
avoided by putting in at the reservoir gate-house a gauge, recording 
the height of sewage at the conection chamber at Squantum, or by 
eatablishings telephonic connection between the pumping-station and 
Moon Island. 

The discharge of the reservoir is begun from one to one and a halt 
hours after high water, the exact time depending upon the height ot 
the tide. The bulk of the sewage is discharged within about one-half 
hour, after which the basins are washed by the rapid discharge into 
them of large volumes of sewage previously stored in the upper sewer. 
This cleansing operation is assisted by laborers who stir up with 
scrapers any sludge which may have accumulated at the back of the 
reservoir. The sides of the reservoir are, from time to time, washed 
down with streams from the hydrants before referred to. Not much 
smell is noticed from the reservoir itself. 

The sewage is discharged from the outlet with great velocity, which 
carries it out into favorable currents. Being lighter than the sea water, 
it remains at the surface, and after half an hour covers an area more 
than half a mile in diameter. The limits of this sewage are plainly 
marked both by its color and because the sewage contains enough 

rease to still its waves. Dilution takes place very rapidly, so that one 

our after its discharge nearly every trace of the sewage has disap- 
peared. At this time it isin the channels of the lower harbor where 
are swift currents, and it still has from three to four hours to go out 
with the tide. 


D.— PARKS. 


For the purpose of making this report a complete record of 
the work of this department, the following statement, which 
was made to the Park Commissioners, and printed in their 
report to the City Council, is given: — 


: Back Bay. 

Gravel Filling. —'There have been no written contracts made for 
filling during the past year, but a final settlement has been made for the 
work done under the contract of April 29, 1880. The amount paid was 
$9,208.32. The total amount of filling paid for by the Park Department 
under this contract was 10,459 squares. 

During the year aconsiderable amount of gravel has been required for 
grading around the Boylston Arch, and for forming the shores of the 
water-way. ‘This gravel has been furnished by the Boston & Albany 
Railroad Company, as it has been needed, for $3.50 per square. The 
amount used was 7,111 squares. 


Grading and Loaming. — The transportation of loam from the water- 
works, Basin 4, at Ashland, was continued until September 22, and there 
have been delivered 77,659 cubic yards of loam and 12,093 cubic yards 
of muck. This latter has been composted with 468 cords of stable manure, 
in readiness for use on the grounds. . 

As early in the season as it was practicable the grading of the slopes 
and areas to be covered with loam was commenced, and this material was 
delivered by the cars as close to the prepared areas as it could be. The 
rehandling of a large amount of the loam was in this way avoided, and, 
by extending the railroad tracks entirely around the park on the boun- 
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dary roads, the loam not required for use during the past season has been 
piled at points convenient tor future disposal. 

The areas now graded and loamed for planting comprise 329,000 
square feet, or 24% of the surface, which is to be treated in this manner ; 
of this area 114,000 square feet have already been planted. 

In connection with this work the Joint Standing Committee on 
Streets authorized the grading and loaming of the open areas on the 
Commonwealth avenue extension. The plans for this grading have 
been furnished by Mr. Olmsted, and the work has been completed in 
accordance with them. 

The excavation of the marsh to the established grades has been con- 
tinued, and 227,000 square feet, or 27% of the whole area, has been 
excavated and resodded at the new grades. 


Excavation of Water-Way.—'The dredging plant, consisting of the 
dredge, tug-boat, and five scows has been in continuous use during the 
season. 

The excavation of the water-way and the formation of its gravel 
shores have been actively prosecuted, and 15,500 linear feet, or 58% of 
the whole length, are completed. The mud and other materials dredged 
from the water-ways have been used to fill the low areas to be flooded 
in times of freshets, and in other places where it could be used to ad- 
vantage. 

The area of the channel now excavated comprises 823,000 square feet, 
or 65% of the whole. . 

The total amount of material handled by this plant during the year 
was 70,891 cubic yards, of which 62,621 cubic yards were dredged from 
the water-way. ‘The cost per cubic yard was 18,5 cents. 


Boylston Bridge. — At the beginning of the year this structure was 
incomplete, so far as the wing and spandrel walls were concerned; but 
the arch was finished and the centring had been struck. A sufficient 
quantity of the red granite grout was obtained in the spring to build the 
unfinished portions of the walls; the stone-work and brick intrados have 
since been cleaned and pointed, and the entire structure, together with 
the connecting embankment and wing-walls, is now completed. 


Granite Curb and Fence. —'The curb around the triangular area at 
the junction of Commonwealth avenue and Jersey street has been set, 
and the area surrounded by it has been graded and covered with loam 
ready for planting. The railing around the planted areas on the Beacon 


Entrance has been painted. 


Covered Channel, Stony Brook. — This work was completed in 1883, 
with the exception of some minor details pertaining to the gate-chamber. 
These details, such as windows, floor-gratings, etc., it is not desirable to 
complete until the work on Back Bay is further advanced, when the 
building can be better protected from malicious damage. 

The gate-chamber and conduit have been in constant use since their 
completion in providing for the flow of Stony brook and regulating the 
height of water in the basin, and fulfil perfectly the objects of their con- 


struction. 


Covered Channel, Muddy River.— A description of this channel is 
given in the report for 1883. ‘The wooden conduit section was completed 
in the fall of 1883, and was immediately used to convey the flow of Muddy 
river to the Charles-river basin. It was continuously in use until the 
13th of October, 1884, when the accident happened which has rendered 
its use since undesirable. 
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The conduit was in perfect condition until the latter part of July, 
when the Sewer Department commenced building a sewer in Brookline 
avenue, on its northerly side, and within a few feet of the side of the 
conduit. 

The trench for this sewer was not braced in such a manner as to 
properly protect the conduit from injury, nor was the bracing left in, in 
most parts of it, and no care was taken in backfilling it: as a result of 
these operations, the entire length of the wooden conduit section of the 
Muddy-river channel in this avenue was injured by spreading, on 
account of the practical removal of its side support. ; 

Although the attention of the Sewer Department was called to this 
matter, and a change was made by it in the manner of doing the work, 
the change was not sufficient to prevent the injury, although it served to 
modify it. 

When this conduit was built it was expected that some change of form 
would take place if the grade of the avenue was ever raised, and its 
section was made such as to provide for it without serious injury; but it 
was not anticipated that the operations of another department would so 
injure the structure as to practically destroy its ability at certain points 
to resist the additional pressure of the filling. 

The length of the injured section is about 2,345 feet, and of this about 
300 feet have been repaired, and the remainder temporarily braced, at a 
cost of $5,758. The cost of repairing the remainder will be about $15,- 
000, and an appropriation will have to be made tor this purpose, and for 
completing the work on the gate-chamber, and for filling the right of 
way across the land of the Boston and Roxbury Mill Corporation. 

The substructure of the gate-chamber was completed in October, and 
the connection conduit between the gate-chamber and the Back Bay 
water-way has also been completed as far as practicable. 

The work of building the superstructure was commenced on October 
24, and it is now substantially completed. This building was designed 
by City Architect Vinal, and is constructed of brick and sandstone. 


BussEY PARK AND ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


The principal work done at this park during the past season has been 
in connection withthe drive-way connecting Centre and South streets. 
After the grading and drainage were completed, and the road-bed was 
ready for Co pallet it was found that there was not stone enough on the 
ground or in the old walls to complete the work. By permission of the 
Harvard College authorities an old quarry on the Bussey farm, outside 
the limits of the park, but conveniently near to it, was reopened, and 
from it a sufficient quantity of stone has been obtained to complete the 
drive-way and adjacent walks. 

The length of the drive-way which has been completed is 2,690 feet, 
and of the walks, 4,970 feet. 

The equipment for road-building consists of a steam-engine and stone- 
crusher, two grooved rollers, a water-cart, etc. ; and, unless more work 
is to be done the next season than has been laid out for the past, it will 
not be necessary to increase it. 

During the winter a small force is kept to work in the quarry, and 
the walls and gate-posts at the Centre and South street ends of the com- 
pleted drive-way are being built. 


West Roxspury PARK. 


The topographical survey of this park has been completed and a plan 
made. The work has been very thoroughly done, and has taken more time 
than was anticipated; but the advantage of havirg an accurate and reli- 
able plan will fully compensate for the time fi money expended in 
making it.

In addition to making the topographical survey and plan, surveys and 
plans have been made of a number of estates, and permanent boundary 
posts and lots have been located and set wherever the property lines were 
not well defined by other landmarks. 

A small force of laborers has been employed in doing the grading 
for the new shelter buildings, preparing ground for a nursery, and cut- 
ting down fruit and other objectionable trees. | 

Shelter buildings have been erected at different points in the park. 
One is located on Scarborough Hill, one on the high ground near the 
junction of Glen road with Blue Hill avenue, and another near the junction 
of Glen road with Walnut avenue. ‘The buildings are each 40 ft. X 20 
ft. and were built by day’s labor from a design furnished by Mr. H. H. 
Richardson. 

A propagating-house, 36 ft. X 54 ft., has been built on the Thomas 
estate, in close proximity to the mansion-house, which is now occupied 
in part as the office of the Landscape Architect Advisory, Mr. F. L. 
Olmsted, and his assistants, and in part as a residence by his principal 
assistant, Mr. Fischer. An area of about one acre adjoining the propa- 
gating-house has been prepared for a nursery. 


MARINE PARK, SOUTH BOSTON. 


The building on the Smith estate, formerly occupied as a studio, has 
been removed from its position at the water edge to a location on P 
street, between Broadway and Fourth street, and has been practically re- 
built, so as to provide a waiting-room and shelter for ladies and children. 

The unsightly places caused by the removal of buildings have been 
filled and graded, so that the grounds are now safe as well as sightly. 
The low, sandy portion of the grounds between Fifth and Sixth streets, 
and extending to the beach, has been covered with clayey material ; 
and in the spring, by rolling, will be smooth and easy to walk and play 
upon. 

In all 1,966,4; squares of clayey material and gravel have been depos- 
ited upon this park, at a cost of $3.50 per square, cart measurement. 

A temporary fence has been erected on the proposed street line of the 
park, and the old plank benches have been distributed throughout it for 
the convenience of visitors. 


Woop-IsLanp PARK, East Boston. 


A contract was made September 20, 1884, with Mr. John F. Barry, 
to fili the drive-way from Bennington street to the Revere Beach Rail- 
road. Mr. Barry commenced work on September 24, and has delivered 
and deposited in place 5,819 squares of filling between that time and 
January 1, at his contract price of $3.35 per square, bank measurement. 

The drive-way is 100 feet in width, and has been filled in such a man- 
ner as generally to retain the slopes upon the land of the city. A 
wooden sluice-way was built through the drive-way, to prevent damage, 
or a nuisance which might be caused by damming the tidal estuary 
crossed by the drive-way. 

Plans are now being prepared for bridging the Revere Beach Rail- 
road, and estimates of cost can be submitted when required by your 
Board. 


CHARLES-RIVER EMBANKMENT. 


In June an application was made to the State Board of Harbor and 
Land Commissioners for a license for the construction of the sea-wall, 
and for doing the other work required in connection with this im- 
provement. 

Some questions arose in relation to the compensation for land and 
for displacement of tide-water, and also in regard to the end connec- 
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tions of the sea-wall, which were not finally settled until December. 
Although late in the season it was deemed advisable to advertise the 
work for proposals, to be received on December 16. At that date 
seven proposals were received, ranging from $153,635, the lowest, to 
$265,700, the highest. 

A contract was made with the lowest bidders, Messrs. Parker & 
Sylvester; and, although it was not anticipated that they would com- 
mence the work before spring, they now propose to begin in a very 
short time, if the weather will permit. 

The work consists of building a sea-wall from the southerly side of 
Canal bridge to the northerly side of West Boston bridge, on the lines 
defined in chapter 92 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1884, of building 
boat-landings or piers at the two angles of the wall between the 
bridges, of filling the areas enclosed by this wall, and of removing to or 
below low-water mark the existing walls and filling where they project 
beyond the lines of the new wall. 

The wall is to be built of granite masonry laid in mortar. The foun- 
dation is to be generally a wooden platform; but, where the surface of 
the ledge-rock is too high to allow a pile foundation, split stone, or 
other suitable masonry foundation, is to be substituted. 

Compensation for tide-water displacement is to be made by dredging 
the filling required from the Charles-river basin at places acceptable to 
the Board of Harbor and Land Commissioners, it being understood that 
the Board will designate areas from which gravel can be obtained. 


The table giving the number of vessels passing through 
the drawbridges controlled by the City of Boston, during 
the year 1884 will be found in Appendix A.

The table showing the widths of draw-openings in the 
bridges over tide-water in this city is given in Appendix C. 
The openings have all been remeasured for this report.

“To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : 
* GENTLEMEN, — 


“In view of these modern requirements it may be well to 
ask what the City of Boston has done and is doing for her 
nine hundred insane. ‘The increase in the number of insane 
persons, whom the city is bound, in law and conscience, to 
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care for, in the best manner, was long ago foreseen. The 
attempt was made to provide for it by a new hospital at Win- 
throp. That plan, unfortunately for the insane, failed, at 
the last moment, through causes unnecessary to mention. 
The State was induced to build a new hospital to acecommo- 
date the insane of Boston, and, strange to say, it was built 
thirty miles away, at Danvers. It never has accommodated 
half the city’s insane, who are scattered in five different hos- 
pitals, remote from home, and outside of the city’s jurisdiction. 

“The hospital at South Boston will accommodate but two 
hundred patients, —a little more than a fifth of those charge- 
able to the city. The grounds are too small for any exten- 
sion of the buildings, and none is possible unless the land of 
Mr. Harrison Loring should be taken by the city, as “it ean 
be under the terms of his deed. If Boston should be ecom- 
pelled, as it is not unlikely, to care for all her chronic insane, 
under a new law relating to cities of over fifty thousand inhabi- 
tants, there would be required immediately accommodations 
for five or six hundred patients outside of this hospital. It 
may be well to consider what could be done in such a case ; 
and what ought to be done in any ease, to relieve this hos- 
pital of the pressure on it. 

* Who are these insane wards of the city, whose interests 
have been neglected in the past? The insane poor are not 
paupers nor criminals, and should never be associated with 
these classes in treatment or even in thought. They belong 
to the dependent class only as many sick persons do in our 
general hospitals. Nine-tenths of them, at least, come from 
hard-w orking, self-supporting families of moderate means 
and average intelligence. Of last year’s admissions, number- 
ing only 117, three were laborers and nine domestics. The 
rest were skilled mechanics, clerks, small tradesmen, school 
teachers, dress-makers, artists, musicians, and merchants. 
The professions are usually all represented, and many old 
people, once in good circumstances, find a home here in 
their last days. ‘It is the more intelligent, active, and am- 
bitious members of the community who become insane, and 
many of them retain sufficient intelligence to be keenly alive 
to their associations and surroundings. 

* All except the wealthy classes are unable to bear the ex- 
pense of a chronic disease like insanity, which must be 
treated away from home. Most of our patients have been 
self-supporting, self-respecting persons, until attacked by a 
disease which, while destroying the capacity for work, does 
not always destroy the capacity for the enjoyment of the 
comforts of life, and does not very greatly tend to shorten 
life. They all, without exception, have respectable relatives 
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and friends still in good circumstances ehough to support 
themselves, and all taking an active interest in their insane 
relatives. 

“This incapacity for self-support on the part of the i insane, 
does not make paupers of them in any offensive sense, nor in 
any ordinary sense, and should not be made an excuse for treat- 
ing them inthe same manner. ‘The city has recently purchased 


ca) 
Long Island with the intention of eventually removing all 


the inmates of the almshouses there, in order to separate 
them from association with the vicious and criminal classes. 
It is not likely any one would be so regardless of the inter- 
ests of the insane as to suggest their association with either 
class. Better a State hospital fifty miles away, than a de- 
partment of the city almshouse on an inaccessible island ! 
The inmates of an almshouse are visited by few people at 
long intervals, while the relatives of the insane are daily and 
almost hourly visitants. Cases of sudden illness are frequent 
here, requiring the instant attendance of relatives by night as 
well as by day. Inmates of an almshouse are less dependent 
than the insane on facilities for extended walks, rides, attend- 
ance on places of amusement and evening entertainments in 
the hospital, requiring the presence of friends and enter- 
tainers from outside. 

“Removal to an insular location would at once change the 
entire character of hospital life for the worse. At all seasons 
the possibility for out-door exercise would be diminished by 
bleak winds, and the tedious period of in-door life in winter 
would be lengthened. A hospital for the insane should be 
in the midst of its constituency, with quick and easy access 
to all the conveniences of the city at all seasons of the year, 
and all hours of the day. 

“ Emergency cases are constantly being received, usually 
at a late hour of the day, on Sundays, or holidays, requiring 
easy access at all times. The administration of a hospital 
requires frequent trips to the city daily, by some of its 
officers, on all sorts of sudden emergencies connected with 
the sick, the dying, and the dead. 

“But the chief objection to Long Island would be the 
association in management of two distinct classes, requiring 
entirely different treatment and surroundings. A_ hospital 
for the city’s insane should be near the city and yet suffi- 
ciently in the country to get the benefit of large grounds for 
extended walks and drives, farm labor, and a prolonged life 
in the open air for both sexes, daily, as much of the year as 
is possible. It should have gardens and pleasure-grounds 
for each sex, so separated, or so distant from each other, that 


both sexes can spend a large part of the day in the open air 
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and at the same time. At present our patients are so re- 
stricted in their facilities for exercise that no patient can 
spend more than two hours daily out of doors. ; 

“ They are also restricted to the walks of a very pleasant 
- garden, about an acre in size, where they can do little but 
walk rownd and round for exercise, under the charge of 
attendants, who guard the entrances. This soon becomes 
monotonous, and does not take the place of more free and 
extended walks in its health-giving effects. We have en- 
deavored to make up for this restriction by long rides in the 
country. Every pleasant day, summer and winter, parties 
of patients have been sent out for a two hours’ ride, much to 
their satisfaction and benefit in many cases. 

“ A hospital for the insane should also provide ample op- 
portunities for out-door employment. It should furnish an 
attractive and agreeable home disassociated in the minds of 
patients and the public, from all classes whose dependent 
condition is the result of their own vices or crimes. The 
great affliction of insanity ought to condone for all former 
errors of life, if any such have had a causative influence, and 
produce, as it does, a democracy in misfortune, where all 
we alike deserving of the kindest possible treatment. 

“To this end it is not necessary to provide such expensive 
structures as have heretofore been the fashion, but the loca- 
tion and amount of land are of the first importance. A 
hospital for Boston should be within the limits of the city, 
and on the main land. It should stand alone, isolated from 
any other public institution. To provide for the more im- 
mediate requirements of our insane a farm of seventy-five 
or one hundred acres should be obtained at once, and two 
buildings erected on it, to begin with, to accommodate fifty 
chronic insane of each sex. If it is intended to remove, 
eventually, the inmates of Austin Farm to Long Island, no 
better place could be selected. It was once approved by 
the Board of Directors as a suitable site before Winthrop 
Farm was purchased. The present buildings, when vacated, 
could easily be utilized for the insane. The farm buildings 
would be equally available, and the farm would offer scope 
for the erection of other buildings and for farm labor. 

“This site can be at once availed of, and two buildings 
erected to cost not over twenty-five thousand dollars each, 
relieving this hospital of one hundred patients, much to their 
advantage and our own. They could be managed as an 
annex of the present hospital, if desirable, being put in 
charge of an assistant physician, with a man and his wife in 
each building, with a few attendants. Patients could be 
transferred to it without re-commitment, getting the benefit

of the change, and of out-door employment. Any patient 
becoming dangerously excited could be returned here at 
short notice. 

“Unless some such method is devised of drafting off our 
chronic insane this hospital will lose its usefulness as a cura- 
tive institution entirely. Each State hospital has at least 
an excess of one hundred and fifty patients, large numbers 
sleeping on the floor in the corridors. These would at once 
fill the new Homeepathic Hospital at Westboro’, if it were 
ready. It will not be ready for two years, when the natural 
increase of the insane in the State will suffice to fill it. No 
relief, whatever, can be expected from the State, and the city 
may, at any time, be compelled to provide for all her insane 
under the present law which allows the insane to be returned 
to the cities and towns whenever the State hospitals are over- 
crowded. The eare of the city insane in the State hospitals 
is a matter of courtesy and not of right, and there is neither 
justice nor humanity in the city’s caring for the sick poor of 
the State at the City Hospital, and sending the city’s insane 
to distant State hospitals. 

“The $125,000 annually paid the State for the board of 
the city’s insane might as well be expended at home. The 
expense of their transportation to State hospitals might also 
be saved to the city, and the cost for fares, amounting to two 
days’ wages and loss of a day’s time for each visit, saved to 
the friends of these patients. 

“In snother respect the city has been neglectful of the 
needs and rights of the insane. It is the duty of the city to 
provide suitable and adequate accommodations for insane 
citizens who are able to pay moderate prices for board. 
Large numbers of citizens have incomes out of which they 
might pay from $5 to $10 dollars a week board for an insane 
relative here, while they would not be able to pay $15 
week and upward at the McLean Asylum, provided they 
could gain admittance there. It repeatedly happens that 
persons of this class are committed here by court, by reason 
of their violent condition, though much against their will. 
Being committed, they have a right to expect the best possi- 
ble tr eatment and accommodation, for which they can be 
made to pay at least its cost. Other citizens desire to place 
insane relatives in a suitable hospital near home, for which 
accoinmodation they are willing to pay moderate rates of 
board. These classes, it is the city’s duty to provide for, 
but they have also been crowded out, and forced into remote 
and overfilled State hospitals, or kept at home until their 
chance of recovery had vanished. This condition of things 
has lasted for twenty years, during which time the City Hos- 
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ee a 
pital has been built, and ae heataaly eee ‘for tl 
Austin Farm and Marcella Street Home establish fo 
poor, while the city’s insane have no larger accomm od ution 
now that they number nine hundred, than wits hey | 
bered a hundred and fifty. In view of all. er 
would seem as if no time should be lost in provid 
removal of a sufficient number of the chronic insa 
this hospital to make room for the acute cases daily 
for admission.”
